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CHAP. V. 

The Hijlory of Italy. 

U PON the death of pope BenediFl, the*ollegeof card!- 
nals was divided into two parties, the one endea- 
rouiing to chufe a pope that would confirm the 
afts of Boniface , the other intent upon having one 
& friend to the king of France and the Colonna family. Each 
party perfevered fo obftinately in their purpofe, that the 
papal fee was vacant near the fpace of ten months. At length 
they agreed that the one party ftiould name three Frenchmen 
that were not of the college, one of whom fliould be chofen 
J fope by the other party within^rty days after. According 
to this agreement, the party averfe to the king of France 
named three Frenchmen who were known to be his enemies 
Philip, being informed of the nomination, by his friends, im- 
medi itely fent for the archbifhop of Bourdeaux , one of the 
candidates, to France , who, upon his arrival, offered to agree 
to the terms propofed by the king, on condition of his pro- 
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curing for him the pontificate.* Philip then ptopofed that 
he (hould give a fuller pardon of the violence committed 
againft Boniface , whofe memory fie (hould condemn ; that 
he (hould grant him the tythcs of his kingdom for five years, 
and reltore the cardinals of the Cotonna family to their for- 
mer dignity ; which articles the archbifhop fwearing to per- 
form, % a mdTcnger was difpatched to the cardinals at Peru - 
yfhe arch - gitf, who immediately declared the archbifhop pope, and 
bijhop of fent the decree o'i hi^f i^fts^^into France , intreating him to 
Bour liaften his return, luco Italy . Upon receiving the decree of 
d /:n x is the college, He aflumed fhe name of Clement V. ; and, fend- 
eh^ed t ing for the cardinals to Lyons, he was confecrated in that 
f°r e * and C j C y r on the 14 th of November , in the prefence of the king 
t>KCS h'rante^ the dukes of Brit any.

Clement a,lt * mai|V °^ cr princes (A). Clement, immediately after his 
thefjtb . confeci ,rion, reconciled the king of France to the church in 
the fu.ieft manner ; and, in the Advent following, reftored 
the c.i dinals of the Colonna family, and made.a promotion of 
ten others, all of whom, except one, were Frenchmen *. 

He revokes The following year he revoked the bulls of Boniface to 
the bulls o/ thc prejudice of the king of France , and granted him the 
Boniface tythes of his kingdom for five years. About tha ft me time 
agaivft the we t y, at j lc g r:lnte d the tythes for two years to the king 
France °* England, for an expedition into the Holy Land ; and after- 
^ Yy ’ wards he made the fame concefiion in favour of other Chrif- 
1306. tian P* inces* to aflift’them againft the Moors and Turks, and, 
in genet al, all the enemies of the church. Having likewife 
created the bifhop of Durham patriarch of Jerufalcm , he or- 
dered him to go to the emperor, and the kings of Hungary, 
Cyprus, and Armenia, to implore their afTiftance in recover- 
ing Pahjtine ; and, as he thought if would be of fervice to 
the affairs of Syria that Conjlantinople were recovered from 
the Greeks, he defired the count of Valoris to invade that, 
empire, and not only a (lifted him wiyh fome fupplies of 
money, but likewife prevailed with the Venetians to enter

Clement, being likewife defirous of quieting the ttou- Sends a It* 
bles of Italy , which kingdom, during the vacancy of the pon- gate into 
tificate, had been harrafled by the party of th cGuelphs, he Italy, ^ 
lent two nuncios to the Florentines and Luccefc , who, under V liet 
the command of Robert , elded fon to the king of * Naples, h ’ ou ^ 
were befieging the Gibelines /The nuncios, in ™ at * tn Er 

the name of the pt>pe, ordered the Gufipic. defid from the dom% 
liege, but their remonftrances lufll no effeft upon the troops 
of Florence and Lucca ; only Robert left the command of th® 
army, and went to congratulate tli£ pope. Clement , ^>eing 
informed of the obltinacy of Lucca and Florence , appointed 
cardinal Neapoleo Urjini, a Roman of great reputation, as 
his legate over all Italy and the adjacent idands, with a moll 
ample commiffion. But as Neapoleo feemed inclined to favour 
the Gibelines , and the Albi or IVhites, the Florentines refufed 
to admit him into their city ; and he was expelled from Bo- 
logna with the hazard of his life, and the lofs of all his fur- 
niture and baggage ; on which account he not only laid that 
city uijjler a fentenee of excommunication and interdict, but 
alfo deprived it of the privilege of teaching, whereupon the 
greated part of the profeflors went and fixed their re fi deuce 
at Padua m . 

During thefe tranfaflions in Italy , Clement * went with his A. D. 
court to Bourdeaux, where he fufpended the archbifhop of 1 3 ° 7 \ 
Canterbury, who was acctifcd by the king of railing didurb- 
ances in England, while he himfclf was abfent in Flanders . 

After relid ing feveral months at Bounleaux, the pope went 
to PoiFliers, to reconcile the kings of France and England ; 
and as Charles of Valois and the Venetians were now pre- He excom ■ 
pared for attacking the empire of Conjlantinoplc, he excom- tnumcates 
municated the emfjeror Andronicus, as the encouragcr of the t ^ je 
Greek fchifm and herefy. Being likewife very earned to re- tm t erQT ' 
cover the Holy Land, he publiihed a fevere edift, prohibit- 
ing the Chridians from furniftiing the Saracens with arms 
or military dores. About the fame time frier Ilaythonius, a 
relation of the king of Armenia , coming to PoiFliers, Cle- 
ment received him with great affeftion ; and, defiring him to 
declare his opinion of an expedition into Syria, he diftated 
a treatife of the affairs of Armenia , which was wrote by 
9 Ni§olas Salco, and in which Jbevproved that then was the 
mod proper time for attacking the Saracens, becaufe the

Chriftian princes were not involved in war, and the Sara* 
cens were then engaged in civil wars, being likewife greatly 
weakened by the king of the Tartars , who ftill profeffed 
Chriftinnity, and offered all the affiftance in his power againft 
the infidels n . 

Tie creates Notwithstanding the arguments of Haythonius , and 
hjihofi in the intnaties of the pope, the princes of Europe could not 
Oreat be prevailed nponyto en ga ge in a new crufade. Clement , ne- 
Tartary ; verthclefs, being iVj^freaof 'flic great futcefs of frier John 
a de Monte CorvinVfvjho eighteen years before had been fent 

by Nicolas IV. as legate into ^Ethiopia, India , and Tartary 9 
he ordered feven Francifcans to be confecratcd bilhops, and 
fent into Tartary , that they might confecrate the legate 
archbilhop of Cambalu 9 in the kingdom of Kathay, and con- 
tinue themfelves in that kingdom as his fuffiagans. He like- 
wife wrote to the great Khan, exhorting him to embrace the 
Chriftian faith, and thanking him for his kindnefs to the 
profelytes of that religion 0 . About the fame time he re- 
ceived a vifit from the king of France , who intreated him, 
according to his oath, to condemn the memory of Boniface 
the eighth, and to order his bones to be thrown into the 
fire, as thofe of a heretic. Clement had no intent ion^Sf ful- 
filling this part of his oath ; but, that he might not give 
offence to the king, he declared to him, that Boniface could 
not be condemned without at the fame time annulling the 
promotion of all thofe cardinals that had been made by him. 
Befides that, except in a general council, a pope could not 
be lawfully accufed or convicted, he therefore would fum- 
moil one for that purpofe p . 

fuppnffes The king, refting fatisfied with this an Twer, trail faded 
the order another affair with the pope, which ar that time made a 
of the great noife in Europe. This was the exiii pation of the 

tt n:p tars, knights templars, who were accufed of hop’d impieties, the 
difeovery of which was owing to one of ° their order, who 
was imprifoned at Paris for fume capital offence, lie, in 
hopes of faring his life, informed the king of the wicked nefs 
authorized and pradifed by the order to v-. hieh he belonged ; 
and Philip , at this conference, acquainting the pope with the 
difeovery made by the criminal, obr.iined leave from his ho- 
lihefs to feize upon all the templars in his kingdom, who were 
accordingly apprehended on the 10th of October y orders hav- 
ing been fent to the magiftrates of ail the cities to be ready

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witty a body of troops to execute, the following night, an 
order contained in another letter, then only to be opened. 
Cleiftent in the mean time wrote to all the bilhops of Chrift- 
endom, ordering them to make inquifition into the crimes 
of which the templars were nccufed, informing them in his 
letters, that, having received repeated accufations of that 
order, he had fent for a knight of eminent Jiobility and au- 
thority, who had fccretly confeffLu ups. * h^ath, that, upon 
receiving any one in^o their order, they obliged the initiated 
perfon to fpit upon the crofs, and to deny Chrift, and that , 
many other horrid crimes were Allowed of, and generally 
praftifed, by the order. Upwards of feventy other knights 
having made the fame voluntary confeffion, Clement ordered 
the poireffions of all the templars to be confifcated, publifhed 
a. bull for the fuppreffion of the order, and wrote to the or- 
dinaries and inquifitors of the different provinces to imprifon 
the templars, and to make inquifition into their crimes. Tie 
likewife fent two cardinals to Paris, who, publifhing the bull 
.againft the order, condemned thofe templars, who had made 
the voluntary confeffion, to be burnt by a flow fire. The 
criminals^gcgnted their former confeffions ; but acknowleged 
themfelves worthy of death, becaufe they had unjuftly ac- 
cufed the order of crimes of which they were innocent. Se- 
veral authors of thofe times wrote in defence of the order; 
and Boccace alleges, that its extirpation was owing to the 
avarice of the king of France , who coveted the ricli poffief- 
iions the templars then enjoyed in France. But as their ex- 
tirpation extended to all Chriftendom, and their pofleffions 
were not fee u lari fed, there is no ground for this fufpicion : 
nor is it probable that the? pope would have confented to the 
luppreffion of an ordei which his predecclTors had honoured 
with fo many privileges, unlefs the evidence of their crimes 
hi® been very explicit g (B). About the fame time Clement

transfer to the intention of Boniface . The pope, to free himfelf from 

the empire t j- lC embarraffment of either difobliging the king of France , 
fob ranee or 0 fr cn ding the Germans , by the advice of one of his car- 
dinals fecretly informed the electors of the intentions of Phi - 
lip , and advifed them to proceed to an eleftion without de- 
lay, before he fhould have time to negotiate the affair. The 
eleftors followed his advice ; and, according to his recom- 
mendation, on the 27 th of November , chole Henry duke of 
Luxemburgh for emperor, while the king of Fraiye was on 
the road to Poi fliers , to folicit the interefl of the pope T . 
Clement in the mean time propofing to remove his court to 
Avignon , a city in Provence , under the dominion of the king 
pf Sicily,* he allowed his attendants then to difperfe, but or- 
dered them to aflemble at Avignon about the middle of Ja- 
nuary, in the following year. Soon after his arrival at that 
city, being informed that the Venetians had taken poflefliou 
of Ferrara, a city belonging to the church, he excommu- 
nicated them in a grand proceffion, deprived them ©f all 
commerce with other ftates, and granted all their dominions 
to any one who was able and willing to feize upon them *. 
He received likevvife an embafly froip the emperor, definng 
the confirmation of his eleftion, and fwearing fidelity to tile 
apoftolic fee. He granted the requeft of the embafladars, on

In confideration of 
the affiftance which the cities of Florence and Bologna' gave to* 
his legate, Clement abfolved them from the fentence of ex- 
communication and iuterdift which had been denounced 
againft them by Neapoleo Urfini.

the 8th of September, fetting afide Charabert , the king i0 Robert, 
of Hungary, who pretended to the crown of Sicily in right tf *y on °f 
of his father Charles Martel, Robert's elder brother. Robert, Quarles 
upon reaciving the invcftiture of his father’s dominions, de- 
claring his defire to undertake a facred expedition, the pope 
created him general vicar of the patrimony of the church in 
Italy, and count of Romaniola; he likewifc remitted the 
debt which his father had concratted to the # apoftolic fee 
during his war againft the Sicilians ; but he renewed the ob- 
ligation to pay the annual tribute of 8000 ounces of gold, 
as an acknowlegement of his fief c . 

Soon after, at the inftance of the king of France, he a ni annuls 
publifhed, in the conflftory, that all perfons, who had an y all the alls 
thing to propofe for or againft the late pope Boniface, fliould Boni- 
ta ppcar at Avignon before the middle of Lent, after which face 
, time no acCuiation,would be heard. This citation being againft the 
pafted up in public places, William Nogaret , who had feized ^ n S°f 
the pope, and William Pleffianus, the author of the appeal to^v 11 ^ 
a general council, renewed their accufations againft Boniface, ' * 

whofe character was defended by one of the cardinals with 
great warmth. The accufation of Boniface gave offence to 
•feveral Chriftian princes, particularly to the kings of Cajlile 
and Arragon, who fent embafladors to the pope, defiring 
him to put a flop to the proceedings againft the memory of 
Boniface. Befides, as both parties appeared at the coniift- 
ory with numerous attendants, foAe tumult was apprehended. 

Clement, therefore, prevailed with the king of France not

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to Infift upoft the prcfent trial, but to refer the determination , 
of the whole affair to the pope and his council of 'cardinals ; 
and, having received a letter from Philip, fignifying his con- 
fent, he publifhed a bull, nullifying and declaring void all 
that had been tranfa&ed betwixt Boniface and the king of 
France fusee the beginning of the century, commanding all 
writings on that fubjeft to be erafed from the regifters of the 
Roman fee, and to be expunged from all bookstand tablets, 
prohibiting any ol k, binder pain of excommunication, from 
retaining or concealing ai^ originals or copies of the writings 
t on that fubjeft u . From ti^ general pardon granted to all 
perfqns concerned in the late difpute, Clement excepted Wil- 
liam Nogarct, Sciarra Colonna, the citizens of Anagni, and 
thofe who were concerned in plundering the treafure of the 
church. He likewife declared Boniface a catholic, free from 
fill herefy, and a true pope Soon after, upon the penitent 
fubmiiTion of Nogarct , he abfolved him from all cenfures that 
he had incurred, on condition that he fhould tranfport him- 
felf for life with arms and horfes into the Holy Land , at the 
firft general expedition thither ; and in the mean time Ihould' 
undertake a pilgrimage to St. James of Compoflella^ and fe- 
veral other facred places. About the fame time he received 
an embafly from the Venetians, begging an abfolution of the 
ccclefialticai cenfures, and offering to make reparation for 
the damages fc they had done to the territories of the church, 
Clement delayed granting their requeft ; and, being refolved 
to put off the meeting of the general council, which, ac- 
cording to the citation, was to aflemble in Ottober , he pubi 
lifhed letters addreffed to all the prelates, ordering them to 
aflemble the following year at Vienne i in Dauphin*, on the ift 
Rhodes 0 f Oftobcr*, Mean while the knights hofpitallers, who, 
t^henfrom U p 0n t j ie } 0 f s 0 f p a l e Jli nCy had retired to Cyprus , having for 
l the * tWO years attacked the Turks in the ifland of Rhodes , at c

ror enters his agreement with the pope, ana at the intreaty of the Gi* 
Italy with belines , aflembled a considerable army, and fet out for Italy* 
$n army* Upon his arrival at LauJ'anne , he lent commiflaries to the 
pope, who renewed the oath of fidelity, and confirmed, in 
the name of their matter, the donations of former emperor^ 
to the Roman church., , From Laufanne he advanced, in the 
flionth of November , to Turin , where he was joined by the 

? Sfonb. Annul. 
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militia of feveral Italian cities, particularly of Pavla, Ver- 
cell?, and Lodi, the chief of the fa&ion of the Guelphs, who 
were then greatly pleafed with his conduft, as he refufed to 
hearken to Tome accufation of the Gibellines, declaring that 
he had no party in Lombardy , but camfe to receive homage 
for the whole. The Guelphs likewife then adviled # him not 
to reflore any of the exiles till after his roronation $ but he 
followed the advice of the Germany ,and/eftored the Gibel- 
lines at Hiericurif At Afti having hearn the difpute betwixt 
the marquis of Sahizzo and Momferrat, about the territory 
of Montferrat , he decided N in/favour of the latter, which 
fentence greatly offended the Gibellines . Henry fooff after 
inarched to Milan, where he kept his Chriftmas t , and fur- 
prifed the Italians with his moderation, as he allowed Guidn 
Turriceno, the chief of the Guelphs, and his enemy, ftill to 
refide in the common palace. A few days after he con -is crowned 
eluded a peace between him and the family of the Viconti ; MjUo, 
and, on the 6th of January, receiving the iron crown from 
the hands of the archbiftiop, he afterwards reftored many , 3 ,t * 
of the Guelph and Gibelline exiles in feveral cities of Lom- 
hardy ^ Jhis calm was of very fhort continuance ; for, a 
violent fedition arifing in Milan, the emperor was in great 
hazard of his life, and, with great difficulty and much blood- 
lhed, quelled the tumult. Upon the news of this fedition, 
the fa&ion of the Guelphs openly revolted freftn the empe- 
ror, and expelled his vicars from their cities, and entered 
into an alliance with Robert king of Sicily, to prevent his' 
journey to Rome x . 

Clement in the mean time wrote to the cities of Italy, The pope 
to receive the emperor with honour, and gave a commiffion holds a gt~ 
to five cardinals to crown him at Rome, he himfelf being nera *.. 
engaged to attend the general council at Vienne , He foon 
’ after went thither yith the cardinals, and the patriarchs of |3| * 
Alexandria and Antioch, and opened the council, at which 
were prefent, according to Villanius and Antoninus, upwards 
of 300 archbilhops and bilhops, though others fay only 
1 14, and a great number of other prelates and abbots. 7 he 
firft feflion was held on the 1 6th of O&ober, and it was then 
•determined that a crufade fhould be preached all over Chrift- 
endom. The king of France was prefent at the fecond fef- 
fioo, which was held the following year in the month of 
/ iprol , and in which the council approved pf the fuppreffion 
of the ojrder of templars, and agreed that all their pofleffions

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ftould be given to the knights hofpitallers, now called the 
knights of Rhodes 7. But their pofleflions in Cajlile, Arragon, 
Portugal , and Majorca , were given to other orders of knights 
in thole kingdoms, who were employed againft the Moors . 
The king pf Frandk likewife obtained from the council the 
tythes o£ his kingdom for fix years, having engaged to take 
the crofs within that time, and obliged his fon, in cafe ©f his 
death, to fulfil his\ow. - At the third feffion, which was held 
on the 7 th of Miy^feveral canons were oAained againft he- 
retics, and for the reformation of manners ; after which 
Element difmifled the council. The pope likewife confirmed 
the decree of Gregory X. concerning the election of a bilhop 
of Rome, and, at the folicitation of Raymund Lully , who 
was prefent at the council, he ordained, that the Hebrew , 
Arabic , Chaldaic , and Greek languages, Ihould be publicly 
taught at Paris, Oxford , Bologna , and Salamanca , and 
where-ever the pope Ihould keep his court ; and that the 
books in thofe languages Ihould be faithfully tranflated into 
the Latin tongue. 

The empe - Mean while the emperor Henry , notwithflanding the great 

roris oppofition of .the Guelphs, and Robert king of &$7;}fchaving 
crowned marched with his army to Rome, took pofleffion of part of 
A/ Rome, the city on the north fide of the Tiber, the greatell part 
being ftill in pofleffion of the Guelphs, headed by the family 
of the Urfini, and fupported by John prince of the Morea , 
brother of the king of Sicily . As the oppofite faftion were 
In polfeffion of St. Peter's church, the emperor made feve- 
ral attempts to expel them, but, after (kirmilhing in vain for 
two months, a meflenger was fent to the pope, to obtain the 
confent of his holinefs to the perforirilng of the ceremony in 
the Latcran church. The time for the return of the mef- 
fengcr being elapfed, and the tumults ftill increafing in the 
city, the cardinals were prevailed upon,* by the intreaties of* 
the emperor, to perform the ceremony without waiting for 
the pope's confent. Accordingly, on the ift of Augujl the 
three cardinals who furvived, having received a new oath of 
fidelity from Henry , conferred upon him the imperial crown. 
Immediately after his coronation, the emperor fent embafla- 
dors to Fredcrip, king of Trinacria or Sicily , and entered,, 
into an alliance with him againft Robert , king of Naples , 
whom he intended to have attacked, in return for the affift- 
ance that he had given to the faftion of th ^Guelphs in Home 
and in Tufcany . But, thS Germans infilling upon returning

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into thdr own country, he marched with his army to Tji- 
voli, from whence the duke of Bavaria , and feveral nobles, 
with their troops, fet out in their return to Germany . Afte* 
their departure, the meflenger arrived from the pope, with 
the permiffion to crown the emperor, at the fame time order* 
ing a new oath to be taken by him, and likewife command- 
ing him to agree to a truce with the king of Nafies for a 
year. • Henry refufed to take the oathJjas he was already 
crowned ; and, By the advice of his coiffuellors, he affirmed, 
that the pope, neither by the /inon or civil law, had any 
power to command a truce betmxt the emperor and his vai- 
fal. However, from his regard to the pope, he pfbmifed 
not to attack the king of Naples for a twelvemonth ; and, 
after a fecond journey to Rome, to quell the difturbances 
raifed by the prince of Morea, he marched with his army 
towards Perugia, and from thence to Florence , the territories 
of which city he ravaged a . 

While the emperor was thus punifhing the perfidy and The fofe 
ingratitude of the Guelpbs in Italy, Clement wrote to Fre* & rants * Hm 
deric king of Trinacria , and Philip prince of Tarento , de- 
firing, tfypm to aflift the emperor Andronicus againft the Turks, u * **** 
and, for that purpofe, he granted them the tythes of all^^^ 
the ecclefiaftical revenues in their dominions: to allthofe^ 
likewife who would engage in that war, he granted tire famejL ainflthe 
indulgences as the crufaders had fornverly enjoyed. About Turks, 
the fame time, being informed of the diflenfions betwixt the A. D. 
king and the barons of England, he fent two legates into *3*3* 
that kingdom to reconcile the contending parties. But the 
barons refufmg to receive the pope’s letter, or accept of their 
mediation, they wei^e obliged to quit the kingdom. Soon 
after Clement received from the emperor a copy of bis fen- 
tence againft the king of Naples ; Henry had declared him 
an enemy of the 4 empire, and guilty of treafon, and there- 
fore deprived him of all authority, and abfolved his fubje&s 
from their allegiance. This proceeding of the emperor was 
not agreeable to the pope ; however, he did not then openly 
condemn it, but declared that he would confider of the af- 
fair. Not long after, the great preparations of the emperor 
then at Pi fa, and of Frederic of Sicily, equally alarming 
the kings of Naples and France, Clement was prevailed upon, 
by the felicitation of Philip the Fair, to publifti a bull, pro- 
n hibiting any one, under pain of excommunication, from at- 
tacking the kingdom of Naples by land or by Tea, under any 
pretext. However, Henry , being privately allured bythe 
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pope, that he would not be difpleafed at his conqueft of 
Naples t he continued his preparations, and marched towards 
The empe - G&ta, where he was to be joined by Frederic ; but, being 
tor dies at felted with a violent fever, he died on his road at Boncon - 
Boncon- vento , and was buried at Pz/a b . Upon the death of the era* 
vento. peror, Clement , confidering that the intended expedition 
• againft Miples would not take effeft, publilhed a bull, con- 
demning the fentfoce of the emperor againft the king, of 
Sicily, becaufe thJl^ kingdom was a fiefi of the apolto- 
lic fee, and Robert had beeiacondemned in his abfence, with- 
oy t a fair trial c . He likewife created Robert vicar of the 
empirecin Italy , and fenatof of Rome ; and, being informed 
that Frederic had feized Reggio , he excommunicated all thofe 
who ftiould attack the kingdom of Puglia. About the fame 
time he fent a legate to Paris about the affairs of the Holy 
Land, who gave the crofs to the kings of France , England, 
and Navarre , and to many other nobles then aflembled in 
Clement l ^ at city. Socm a f ter > being feized with a dyfentery, and 
dies upon feveral other diftempers, he propofed to go for his health to 
the road to his native air of Bourdeaux ; but he died on the road the fol- 
Bour- lowing year, on the 19th of April. 

deaux. Upon the death of Clement , a diffenfion arofe among the 
cardinals about elefting a fucceflor ; thofe of Guienne t or 
Gafcony , defiring one of their own country to be chofea 
fioninthe P°P e > w ^ e ot * ier Frenc ^ cardinals, together with the 
conclave, kalians, wanted to deft another. After the conteft had 
continued feveral months, the Gafcons , to oblige the other 
party to defift from their oppofition, fet fire to the conclave; 
which had a greater effeft than they intended, and burnt a 
great part of the city. This calamity obliging them to fe- 
parate, they difperfed themfelvcs into different cities, and 
delayed aflembling again for more than two years, notwith- 
ftanding the intreaties of feveral princes and bifhops. Mean 
while hoftilities (till continued between thfc two factions in 
Italy. The Pifans , being afraid of the refentment of the 
Guelphs , on account of their attachment to the late emperor, 
took into their pay all the Germans that chofe to continue in 
Tufcany , and, by their afliftance, made themfelves matters of 
the rich and populous city of Lucca, where they feized the 
treafure of the Roman church, to the value of one million of 
florins of gold d , which was depofited there in a monaftery,

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thdfe who had the charge of it being afraid to proceed to 
Avignon} on account of the depredations of both the fac- 
tions.

The cardinals ftill continuing difperfed in different places, 
and, notwithfhnding theYolicitationof Lewis king of France , 
delaying to proceed to an eleftion, that prince fent his bro- . 
ther Philip , count of Poiftiers , to Lyons , who prevailed with 
tfiem fingly to come te> that city, under pretence of a nego- 
tiation, and, upon their arrival, fhut them up, againft their The cardi- 
inclination, in a convent of the Dominicans, threatening them na l* con ~ 
with confinement till they had finifhed the eleflion. After tn 
they had been fhut up forty days, they at laft came to an 
agreement to receive him as pope who fhould be named by , ^ 1 * 
bifhop of Porto.

Among thefe conftitutions there were fomc that aflerted, that 
the emperors were vaflals of the holy fee ; and that the oath 
taken by them at their coronation was not onlj^a ppomife of 
defending the church and the pope, but an oath of alle- 
giance and homage ; and that, during an interregnum, it be- 
longed to the pope to difpofe abfolutely of all affairs of the 
empire, not only as fuperior of the empire, but from the 
plenitude of his power which he poftefTed as fucceftor of St.

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•empire in Italy tq Robert king of Naples, till the coronation 
of the emperor, and cited the two competitors to juftify 
their claims .before the apoftolic fee. By this bull the pope 
hoped to ruin the pow*r of Mapheo Viconti at Milan, Cants 
Scaliger at Verona , Pajferini BonacoJJi at Mantua , and other 
chiefs of the Gibellines in other places of Italy , wlfo, in their 
feveral territories, affumed the title of vicars of the°empire, 
and generally favoured the intereft of Levp duke of Bava- 
ria . John likewifij about the fame time<ftefted feveral new 
bifhopricks in France , by dividin»feveral diocefes ; and, at 
the requeft of the king of Arraghn , he created a new order" 
of knights, under the- title of St. Mary and St . Georg#} and 
conferred upon them the revenues of the knights templars 
in Valentia . This fame year alfo he made inquiry into the 
accufations of feveral perfons who were faid to have confpired 
againft his life, and thofe of the whole cardinals- Among 
the confpirators was found Hugh bifhop of Cahors, who, af- 
ter his conviftion and degradation, was delivered over to 
the fecular magiftrates, by whofe fentence he was firfl partly 
flayed, and afterwards burnt alive h. The pope then pub- 
liftied feveral bulls againft necromancy, and thofe who prac- 
tifed tffctgical arts. Being like wife informed of great dif- and fends 
turbances in England, he fent two legates into that kingdom le- 
to compole the diftenfions, and to receive the tax of St. Pc - j nates fat* 
ter, and the oath of homage for the kingdom^of England Brig- 
and Ireland, which had been formerly given to Innocent III. 

The legates were alfo commiffionccl to fettle the difputes with 
Scotland ; and carried letters from the pope to Robert Bruce, 
who was only filled governor of Scotland . Robert at firfl 
refufed to allow the legates to enter his kingdom ; but after- 
wards, fending for them, he declared, that he would neither 
treat of peace nor a truce with England, unlcis lie bad the 
jiitle of king from the pope. Upon receiving this declaration 
iiom the king, the Cardinals returned to London ; and Ro- 
bert ftill refufing to agree to a peace, they excommunicated 
him and all his adherents, and laid fhe kingdom under an 
interdift 

Soon after the pope publifhed a bull againft a feft of He eon-

Soon cr * a# 
after John returned an anfwer to the embafladors of Poland % 
and commifiioned the archbilhop of Gnefna , with jwo other 
prelates, to examine the complaints againft the Teutonic 
knights, who were accufedof unjuftly feizing all Pomerania . 

The pope at the fame time refufed to grant the title of king 
to Uladiflaus, left he fhould offend the kings of Bohemia and 
France ; but he declared (pcretly to the embafTadors, that he 
would not hinder the Poles from ufing their own right. A , 3al ; 
few months after he condemned the doftrincs of John a Po- 
lite*, a Parifian divine, who aflerted, that thofe who con- 
fined their fins to thennonks were likewife bound to confefe 
them over again to their parilh-prieft. Having publilhed a Sonde 
bull againft that doftrine, he commifiioned other Francifcans mijjion * 
to go to Tartary , Ethiopia, Armenia, and other eaftern na- ™ its int9 
tions, writing by them to George king of the Georgians , and Tartary, 
to the princes of Tartary , exhorting them to return to the C3V " 
thffty of the Roman church. He likewife reftored the bifhop 
to Kiovia in Rujfia, and created a Dominican bilhop of Ar- 
menia. Mean while the war ftill continuing in Italy ; and i jzj;

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excommunication denounced againft him, granting frefh fuc-* 
cours to the Gibe Uine faftion, John renewed his anathema 
againft Mapheo Viconti and his adherents, and promiled to 
confirm the eleftion of Frederic duke of Aujiria to the em- 
pire, if fee would fend an army to the afliftance of the Guelphs 
in Itejy. Frederic willingly embraced the offer of the pope, 
and fent his bfother Henry into Italy with 2000 horfe ; but 
Mapheo reprefertad to him, that, if he afpired to the empire, 
he was afting agsfinft his own intereft* by endeavouring to 
ruin the Gibcllines, whoWere only engaged in fupporting the 
rights of the empire ; ana that, if their fa&ion were extir- 
pated, Italy would then become fubjeft to the popes. Up- 
on this reprefentation, Frederic wrote to his brother to quit 
Italy ; and to appeafe the pope, who was highly offended at 
that proceeding, he fent commiffaries into Italy, to pro- 
cure a truce betwixt the contending parties, but without any 
effeft, he himfclf being defeated and taken prifoner a few 
weeks after by his rival Lewis duke of Bavaria n . 

John in the mean time received an appeal of the Francif- 
cans from a fentence of the inquifitor at Narbonne , who had 
accufed one of their order as a heretic, for stfTcrUfg, that 
Chrift and his apoftles had no property either in common or 
in part, which opinion was juftified by a decree of Nico- 
las III. The pope propofed the affair to the univerfities and 
learned men in Europe ; and, till he fhould receive their de- 
eifion, he fnperfeded the decree of Nicolas. The Francif 
cans foon after, holding a general chapter at Perugia , de- 
clared that they adhered to the decree of Nicolas ; and that 
to renounce the propriety of all temporal goods was pious 
and meritorious, as it was following that perfection which 
was taught by Chrift and his apoftles, and confirmed by 
their example. The pope, being informed of this determi- 
nation, publiflied a bull, affirming, that the obftinate afleft- 
ing of the opinion, that Chrift and his apoftles had no pro*- 
porty, was erroneous and heretical ; and in another bull he 
prohibited the Francifcans from afking any thing for the fu- 
tuie in the name of the Roman church °* As the Francif- 
cans were thus deprived of their ufual fttle of begging, they « 
were greatly offended with the pope, and feveral of th^jp 
went over to the pai ty of the Gibellines , notwithftanding the 
ftrength of that faction appeared then on the decline, owing 
in fome meafure to« the death of Mapheo Viconti , which hap- 
pened a few months before.

empire in Germany and Italy, to the manifeft prejudice of 
the Roman church, to whom that right belonged during an 
interregnum ; that as he had aflifted the Viconti, tho* con- 
demned for herefy, and had likewife aided the other rebels 
of the church, and done many other things to the detriment 
of Chriftianity ; he therefore warned him, under pain of ex- 
communication, to defift from all exercife of the funftions 
of an ATipejor within three months, and not to refume the 
fame without the approbation of the apoftolic fee. He like- 
wife prohibited any one, of what character or dignity foever, 
from aflifting him in any thing relating to the adminiftration 
of the empire 9 . About the fame time, being informed that 
the fiege of Genoa, after continuing five years, was at laft 
raifed, he fent for deputies from both the faftions in that 
tity, and in vain endeavoured to reconcile them. He fent 
meflengers alfo to the king of Servia, to exhort him to re- 
turn to the unity of the 9 Roman church ; renewed the bulls 
of his predeceffors agalnft carrying arms or warlike ftores to 
the Saracens ; and entered into an alliance with the king of 
Trance and the Venetians, to oppofe the progrefs of the Turks 
in Syria. 

Mean while the monitory being publiftied in Germany , ^ p. 
the emperor fent three meflengers to the pope, to know the ' 
teafons of his proceeding, and toafk fome delay ; and, in a diet 
at Nuremberg, drew up a proteftation againft the aflertions 
contained in the mOnitory, appealing to the fee of Rome, and 
a future general council ; and declaring, that the pope him- 
felf was a favourer of herefy, as he difcouraged penitents to 
cope lo confeflion, and endeavoured to abolifh the fovereignty 
of ki$gs.

The pope The following year, the Romans , having expelled their ^ 
ij invited nobility* and appointed Sciarra Colonna as their governor; 

R°me. an( j fettled likewife a council of 52 citizens, fent embaffadorsi 
^ to the pope, <!fefiring him, as his predeceftors.had done, to 
come and refide in their city, otherwifij they would confult 
for themfelves as they thought proper. Whether they really 
defired his prefence is uncertain ; for about the fame time 
thqy fent deputies both to the emperor and the king of Na * 
pies, acknowleging their fubmiffion tp each of thofe princes. 
John replied, that he defired greatly to comply with their 
Tequeft ; but excufed himfelf on account of his great age, 
and the danger of the journey ; bpt, to oppofe the defigna 
of the emperor in Italy, he again declared the king of Naples^ 
vicar of the empire in that kingdom ; appointed cardinal 
John d'Orfini , a Roman , as legate in Tufcany , Campania , and 
Sardinia ; and created James Sabellus and Stephen Colonna 
as confuls in Rome . The legate, upon his arrival at Flo - 
rence, excommunicated Caflruccio Caflracani , epo-monty called 
tyrant of Lucca , and chief of the Gibcllincs in Tufcany . The 
bifiiop of Arezzo, who adhered to that party, was likewife 
excommunicated and depofed *. * 

Theempe - Soon after, the emperor arriving with a fmall army at 

ror enters Trent , he was immediately joined by the chiefs of the Gibel* 
line faftion, and a great number of ecclefiaftics of all de- 
grees, particularly by the Francifcans , who were greatly ir- 
ritated againft the pope. He there held a council, which 
drew up 16 articles againft the f>ope; and, having con- 
demned him as guilty of herefy, excommunicated him and 
all his adherents 4 . From Trent Lewis proceeded to Milqp, 
where he was crowned with the iron ^rown by the depofed 
bifiiop of Arezzo , together with the bifhops of Reggio and 
Brefcia ; the archbiftiop of Milan , who was of the oppofite 
party, being then a refugee at Genoa. Having taken the 
government of Milan from the Viconti , on a fufpicioo of trea- 
fon, he held a diet at Orzi, in the territory of Brefcia, where lie 4 
created three new bifliops, and received a fubfidy of 200,000 
florins of gold. The emperor then advancing to Pifa and 
Lucca , the Romans , who had received a denial from the 
pope, invited him to their city, while the legate again -re-

ladors were treated with ignominy by the pope, •who, on 
the 20th of OFtober , pronounced a definitive fen tenceP of ex- 
communication and depofition againft the emperor, ordered 
the eleftors to proceed to a new eleftion,^md prohibited any 
one, of what dignity foever, from gkirig him any affiftance c * 

About the fame time he likewife excommunicated Marftlius * 
of Padua and John di Candone , and condemned the e*ror$ 
contained in their books <*. His legate, in the mean time, 
with the prince of Morea , entered Rome by furprize, and 
took pofleflion of the Leonine part of the city ; but the em- 
peror's party ringing the alarum-bell of the capitol, the Nea • 
politans were next morning expelled with great lofs. 

Soon after the emperor arrived with his army at Rome ; 
and a few days after held an aflembly in the capitol, in which 
he thanked the Romans for their kindnefs, and promifed to 
defend and enlarge their privileges. They in return created 
him a fenatOr and captain of the people for one year, and 
ehofe four of the moft noble of their citizens to affift at his 
coronation ; which ceremony was performed in the church He re - 
of St. Peter, on the 17 th of January , with great magnifi -ceivesthe 
cence, Lewis being confecrated by two fchifmatic bifhops, errwn at 
and crowned by Sciarra Colonna. After his coronation, the 
emperor created a great many knights, and caufed three im- 
perial decrees to be read concerning the catholic faith, the * 3 28 * 
honouring of the clergy, and the prote&ion of widows and 
orphans. Upon the approach of the emperor to Rome, all 
the clergy, that adhered to the pope, retired from the city, 

*which was then put under an interdict ; and John , being 
• ignorant that the emperor was already crowned at Rome, 
about the end of January publilhed a bull for a crufade 
againft Leivis of Bavaria and his adherents. This fulmimu* 
tion was too late to have any effeft ; for the emperor, hav- 
ing now fecured the afie&ion of the Romans , was refolved 
"111 his turr to depofe his antagonift. Accordingly, about 
•the middle of April he held a folemn aflembly in St. Peter's 
church ; and ordered a crier to call out three times, if any 
Derfon would undertake the defence of the prieft James of 
K ^%dJ^rs r , who called himfelf pope John. Nobody making

the pope, whom he accufed of being a deferter of his fee,

of raifing dangerous fchifms and wicked hcrefies in the 
church of* God, of oppreffing the cardinals and other pre- 7 
lates, of confounding the temporal and fpiritual power, and 
of deciding concerning the poverty of Chrift and his apoftles 
Depofestbe contrary to the cathdic opinion ; the cmpr.ror therefore pro- 
pope, and nounced a fentence or #epofition againft the faid James, 
•whom he left to be punifhed by the fecular power ; and con- 
demned all his adherents, of what rank or quality foever, to 
the confifcation of their efFefts, and the punilhment of death e . 

A few days after the emperor publifhed fome laws about the 
future popes, ordaining that they fhould not be abfent from 
Rome above three months in a year, nor go above two days 
journey from the city, without leave of the people ; and if, af ; 
ter they were recalled three times, they refufed to return, a' 
creates an new one was to be elefted. He then, with the confent of the 
antipope. Romans , created a Francifcan antipope, 'by the name of Ni- 
colas V. who, a few days after, iriade a promotion of feven 
cardinals, appointed governors in the cities of the ecclefia- 
ftical ftate, and fent legates into the different provinces of 
Chriftendom. Nicholas likcwife publifhed^a bull, confirming 
the depofition of John, and declaring h!s adherents guilty 
of herefy. 

Lewis, after thefe proceedings at Rome, marched againft 
the king of Naples ; but b$ing difappointed in his fuccours 
from the Gibellines and the king of Sicily, he returned foon 
after to the city, where his intereft wa$ fo greatly fallen, that, 
in a mutiny againft his troops, the party of the Guclphs had 
the advantage f . Finding that he could not with fafety con- 
tinue any longer at Rome , he left that city on the 4th of* 
dugujl with his antipope, and marched tb Viterbo, and from • 
thence to Fodi. Upon his departure from Rome, the pope’s 
legate entered the city, and annulled all the atts of the em- 
peror and Peter di Corbarict the antipope, the Remans tefli- 
fying their confent with great exclamations, and the boys., 
even digging up the bodies of the Germans , and throwing 
them into the Tyber . Lewis, in the mean time, marching to # 
Pi/a, at the intreaty of Michael Cefena , general of the Fran- 
eifeans, and William Oakham , an Englifbman, publifhed his

He likewife 
anfw<?red the libels of Cefena , which anfwers were examined 
by Oakham ; and, in return, his objeftions were anfwered 
by frier James Fornerius , who had been lately promoted to 
the dignity of cardinal *. This fame year John wrote to 
Robert Bruce, kir\g of Scotland, allowing him and his fuc- 
ceffors to be crowned by the bifhop of St. Andrew's or Glaf- 
gow k . He likfewife offered great rewards for apprehending 
the antipope, by which means that unhappy perfon was dif- The anti- 
covered in the houfe of count Boniface at Pifa, where he ha 6 pope is ap- 
concealed himfelf for foveral months. Finding himfelf with- prchcndei* 
out refource from the emperor or his party, he refolved to 
throw himfelf on the clemency of the pope, and voluntarily *33®- 
*Turrendered to the archbifhop of Pifa and the bifhop of Luc - 
* ca, who, having* received a commiffion from the pope, ab- 
folved him upon his abjuring certain articles prefcribed to 
him by his holinefs 1 . 

During thefe tranfaflions in Italy, the pope was greatly 
■wslarmed at Avignon by the approach of William count of 
Jfainault , the emperor's father-in-law, with 1800 horfe,' 
who, in confequence of a vow, propofmg to march into 
Granada againft the Moors , was defirous of receiving the 
iAencdiftion of the pope. John , greatly fufpicious that the 
Croat intended to do him an injury, fent for the nobles in

John, however, a few weeks af- 
ter, received a vilit from the king of France , With whom he J 
had fome fecret conferences, relating, as it was afterward 
known, no the ^rs in Italy , and to an expedition into the 
Holy Land, for which laft purpofe Philip obtained the tythes 
of all ecclefiaftical wsy^nues in his kingdom. About the 
fame time John received aS embafly from Germany x propofing 
©a reconciliation between him and the emperor, who offered 
to abandon the antipope, to retraft his appeal, annul all 
that had been done againft the holy -fee, and acknowlege 
himfelf juftly excommunicated, provided the pope would 
acknowlege him as emperor. John rejected thefe generous 
preliminaries with great difdain ; and, in his letter to the 
king of Bohemia , ordered him and the other eleftors to pro- 
ceed to a new elettion. About the fame time the antipope 
arrived at Avignon from Pifa, and appeared in a public con- 
fiftory with a rope about his neck, begging abfplution from 
the pope. Having publicly made a long confeffion of his 
crimes, and a profeffion of faith , agreeable to thff tenets of 
the Roman church, John confirmed the abfolution which he 
had received at Pifa, but confined him as In honourable pri- 
fcner in the palace, where he lived threelyears, and, at his 
death, was buried in the church of the Fra neifeans n . The 
pope likewife this year fent a form of the catholic do&rine to 
the emperor of the Tartars , wrote to the Armenians to con- 
tinue in the unity of the Roman church, granted a great 
many privileges and indulgences to the Dominicans and Fran* 
eifeans, who were preaching the gofpel among the infidels, 
and ordered the inquifitors of the faith to proceed againft 
thofe who praftifed magic, or other unlawful arts °. a 

The following January he again rerftw-ad his anathema 
againft Michael de Cefena ; and prohibited, under fevere pe- 
nalties, Oakham, Bonagratia, and Thalhcim or Chalheim , from 
obeying him. This decree of the pope was publifhed in all 
the houfes of the order of the Francifcans by the general^, 
who, in a general chapter of the order at Perpignan, con- 
firmed the fentence againft the fchifmatics, publifhed twof 
years before in the chapter at Paris ; and condemned Ce- 
fena, Thalheim, Francis de Efculo , Oakham , and Ronagrtgtiajf

The king of Bohemia' hav- 
ing returned to Germany , to repel fome enemies that had 
invaded Bohemia in his abfeaice, the emperor fent two of his 
fecretaries, as embafladors to the pope, to treat of a reconci- 
liation with the holy fee, *but without any effefr. Soon af- 
ter, according to Villani , John received an embafly from the 
king of France , informing him, that he intended to under- 
take an expedition into the Holy Land, and defiring, for that 
purpofe, the tythes of all Chriftendom for fix years, the 
right of' conferring all ecclefiaftical benefices in his kingdom, 
the kingdom of Italy for his brother Charles, and the title of 
king of Arles and ViXnne for his own fon ; which extrava- 
gant demands, if th Jy were really propofed, were made, as 
Spondamis obferves, ,/to excufe the king from his vow 9 .

Before jhe emperor could execute his defign, his adver- j 0 j in 
fary was removed by death, which happened to him on the J a t Avig- 
4th of December , rtf Avignon. John> being fenfible of the non. 
great fcandal he haoli aiied by his do&rine of the ftate of de- 
parted fouls, on tli 3d of December fent for the cardinals 
into his chamber, /nd, in their prefence, revoked his opinion 
of that doftrhw; and fubmitted all queftions, upon which he 
had either difeourfed or written, to the determination of the 
church and his fucceflbrs. Having confirmed this declaration 
by a bull, he died the itext day, leaving behind him an im- 
menfe treafurc ; Viliam affirming, upon the credit of his bro-

This treaty, which ruined the authority of the empire in 
Italy , and eftablifhed that of the popes, being fworr^ to by 
Charles , and confirmed by his father the king of Bohemia, 
Clement recommended him as a candidate for the empire, and 
he was accordingly chofen emperor a few months after by 
four eleftors at Rentz , three of the elcftprs ftill adhering to 
the intereft of Lewis of Bavaria. Charily, immediately aft* 
ter his eleftion, ' fent embafladors to the p<3fk£ who having 
fvvorn in his name that he would fulfil the former treaty, 
Clement publifhcd the news of bis eleftion in the confiftory ; 
and having with difficulty obtaine*d the confent of the ma- 
jority of the cardinals, he publifhcd a bull, confirming his 
eleftion 0 . About the fame time he fentfeveral nuncios into 
Armenia , to extirpate the errors prevailing in that church, 
and to exhort the king to give his affifianccT\sn<he ChriflianJ 
againft the Turks.

Not only the Italian cities, bm 
even foreign princes, fought his alliance : he received an em- 
bafly with an offer of friendfliip from Lewis king of Hun - 
gary, who was preparing to enter Italy with an army, to 
revenge the murder of his brother the king of Naples . About 
the fame time embrJTadors arrived from Jean queen of Na- 
ples, defiring his mediation with the king of Hungary . The

While M&iriPi&viXn the height of Hl^randeur at Rcme 9 
Clement was informed of the death of tjA emperor Lewis of 
Bay aria , who was killed by a fall fron/his horfe on the 9th 
of Oftobcr . Soon after, hearing thay the king of Hungary 
had entered Italy, he wrote to his/legate, to prohibit the 
king, under pain of excommu motion, from feizing any of 
the territories belonging to the aloftolic fee. The king re- 
plied, that, the kingdom of Afo/^mbelonged to him by right 
of his grandfather Charles Martefoqd that he did not re- 
gard an nnjuft excommunication, as God, who was fuperior 
to the pope, knew the juftice of his caufe p . A fewjmonths 
after Jean queen of Naples arrived at Avignon , having fled 
from the refentment of the king of Hungary . -She pleaded 
her caufe with fuch eloquence before the connftory, and in 
the p’-efence of the Hungarian deputies that the pope de-* 
claied her innocent of the murder of her hulband, and con- 
firmed her*marriagc with Lewis duke Toronto , and ne- 

phew of the late king Robert , Jeatis gn^dfather. At the 
fame time he purchafed from her the city df^fivignon, with 
all its territory, for 80,000 florins of gold q ; though fome 
authors aflert, that the fale was only pretended, and that 
Jean gave the city to the fee of Route, to procure the favour 
of the pope.

Cantacuze- 
nus , the Greek emperor, has 
very elegantly deferibedthe va-

According to An- 
toninus , archbifhop of Florence , 
the diftemper carried off 60, 000 
people in that city, among 
whom was the hiftorian John 
Villani (2) ; but, by the account 
of Boccace , the number of dead 
in Florence am Glinted to 100,000. 
Notwithftanding fuch a heavy 
fcourge, feveral authors relate, 
that a general corruption of 
manners immediately after pre- 
vailed, thofe who furvived be- 
ing enriched with the poflef- 
fions of the dead, and indulging 
themfelves in vice and difl’olute- 
nefs, from which the religious 
orders were not exempt, owing 
to the great wealth anting from 
the many pious legacies they 
then received, fo that, accord- 
ing to Petrarch , the world was 
empty of men, but full of 
Crimes (3).

Thefe 
and many other errors being difeovered to be the tenets of 
the feft, the pope publifhed a bull againft them, and pro-? 
hibited all Chriftians from ufing thofe public fcourginjjs, in 
coufequcnce of which feveral princes publifhed edifts againft 
them, as difturbers of the public peace, * fo that in a fhqrt 
time they were totally difperfed u. 

What, according to Spondatnis , was, of much greater 
efficacy in removing the general calamity, was a bull pub- 
lifhed by the pope on the 10th of Hpril> appointing a jubi- 
lee to be held the following year at Rome, promifing a full 
remiilion of all their fins to thofe penitents who flioujd vifij: 
the churches of St. Peter , St. Paid * and St. John di Late- 
ran. Two cardinals Were fent as legates to Rome , to fuper- 
intend the folemnity, with full power to grant difpenfations 
to thofe pilgrims who did not chufe to continue the ful^ 
time preferibed by the pope, which watrf^^Jays for the 
Italians , and ten or five days for the UltramontaiM cr fo- 
W^Greek re 5 gners.

And Vil - 
lani relates, *that the Romans, with great rapacity, puaftifed 
all manner of extortion upon the pilgrims ; and were fo ex- 
afperated againfl: the cardinal legate for difpenfing with the 
time of vifitation, that they attacked him and his retinue in 
the Itreets ; and, as he endeavoured. to fliun their violence 
by retiring s^to Campania , he was poifoned, with feveral of 
his relations, upon the road Mean while Clement being

Clement receivrV the deputies Viconti, 
very gracioully, though he was not a uifencerted upon by his mo- 
their arrival, as he had entered into a private negotiation^* pur- 
with Vicontiy who, by the influence of his money, had gro- c ^ jates a 
cured the intcreft of p. great many cardinals, and by the $ eace 
fame means had purdnfed the interceflion of the king of th / 
France . The pope, that' he might feem difmterefted, pro- 
pofed the choice of three things to the deputies, cither to 
conclude a peace with the archbi/hop, or a league whh the 
church againft him, <jr '.aftly, to invite the emperor to their 
affiftance. They being informed of the archbi (hop’s intcreft 
with the pope, referred the choice of the three expedients to 
his holinefs ; who accordingly abfolved the archbilhup from 
the x#nfuresjienounced againft him, and granted him and 
' his fucceflbrs the vicariate of Bologna for i 2 years, on con- 
dition of paying a yearly tribute of 12,000 florins to the 
holy fee, and 100,000 florins for the expences of the war; 
but, that the intcreft of the allies might not feem neglected, 
a truce was concluded betwixt them and Viconti for twelve 
months. Tfius, fays Villani , for money the greaLcft affairs 
may be tranfa&cd with the paftors of the holy church c * 

Viconti feems to have been determined to this accommoda- 
tion from an apprehenfidn of the emperor’s arrival in Italy ; 
for, before that expedition was mentioned, he treated the pope 
with the greateft contempt (1).

VI. defied Stephen Albert , bifhop of Oft hi, who took the name of In- 
pope. noccnt VI. ; and, immediately after his confecration, wrote 
to all the Chriftian princes, informing them of his promo-

Clement ; at the fame time commanding all prelates, and 
other ecclefiaftical perfons, to repair to their churches, under

the cardinals for their luxurious lives, and ordered them to 
fallow the example of frugality fet by himfclf* As the ec- 
Hate was at this time almoH wholly ufurped by 
;diifer<>V c princes, and the city of Rome a feene of confufion 
and upioar, the Romans, upon account of a ^reat ’dearth, 
having Honed their fenator to death, Innocent^ nt cardinal A legate 
JEgidius jllvarus , a ^Spaniard, defeended j»‘,fvp*the ancient J™t into 
kings of Leon , as his legate into Italy , appointing him vicar . 
over all the ecclcliaflical Hate, with full power of allembling ^ 1 a 
an army, and oppofing the unjuft pofleilois of the territories'**^ 0 ' 0H + 
of the church. Together with the legate, Innocent fent Ni- ^ j on ^ 
colas RicnzOy the former tribune, to oppofe the defigns of 
Francis Barone elli at Rome , who, fupported by the favour 
of the people, had expelled the nobility, aflumed the title 
of tribune II. and Roman ronful ; and, throwing oft* the au- 
thority of the pope, k;d invited the Gibellines to an alli- 
ance!. Not only Rome , but almoH all Italy , was at this pe- 
riod defolated by inteHine wars. Though the allied cities in 
Tufcany , being difappointed in their fuccours from the em- 
peror, Tiad concluded a peace with Viconti , yet feveral other 
cities had formed a new league againH him. The Venetians 
and Genoefe were engaged in a mofl deflruftive war, which 
was carried on with great animofity ; and, while the pope’s 
legate had aflembled an army at Monte Fiafcone , againH John 
de Vico , who [iad ufurped a great part of the territories of 
the church, one frier Moriale , a Provencal, and knight hof- 
pitaller, headed an army of freebooters, who acknowleged 
too fadVion. This knight had ferved the king of Hungary 
in his Neapolitan war, and, afrer his accommodation with 
queen Jean 9 had entered into the ferviceof the church ; but, 
not being able to recover his arrears of pay, he now de- 
fied that party, and Jby offering large pay to thofe who 
would ferve under him, lie quickly ailemblcd an army of 
2000 men,^*compofed of Germans , French , and Provencals, 
who were difperfed through different parts of Italy . This 
army of r.mditti was called the Grand Company of the March 
of Ancona, which province was the HrH i'cene of their rar 
vnging ; a^d, their numbers continually increjffmg, they 
formed* thendelves into a military fociety, appointing a coun- 
ci i;^i'cdvSarics, queeflors, and other* magistrates, and put 
garrifofts into ievcral cities which they made themfelves maf-

again ere- with the greateft demonftrations of joy ; and BaroiKefli, *af- 
ated tri - ter a government of a few months, being put to death, they 
conferred the tribunefhip on Nicolas , and fent deputies yy 
the legate at Monte Fiafconc , acknowleging their ulbmiflion 
to the church. * ^ 

During tfcefe commotions in Italy , Innocent , being in- 
formed that x great many heretics had fled from the moun- 
tains of Tv (mm a ijjto Calabria , wrote t<a the king of Naples , 
and to the inquifitor* to proceed againfl: them. He likewife 
fent a cardinal legate to the king of England , exhorting him 
to* a reconciliation with the king of France ; and wrote to 
the bifliop of Orvieto , his vicar at Rome , defiring him to ob- 
lige the chapter of St. Peters church to refund three fourth 
parts of all the offerings prefented during the jubilee at St* 
Peter's altar, as one fourth part, according to antient cuf- 
tom, onfy belonged to them. As the Chriftians of the eaft 
were at this time harrafled by the continual incurfions of the 
Turks , Innocent granted the third part of the tythes of the 
churches of Germany , France , Bohemia , Greece , and other 
provinces, for their afliftance, and ordered the mafter of the 
knights of Rhodes to fuccour the city of Sn:yrna, ^it that 
time attacked by the Turks. Soon after, receiving an em- 
rcceivesan baffy from Stephen king of Rafcia, complaining that fome 
tmhajfy Greek bifiiops difturbed the peace of his kingdom, by de- 
pofing fome bilhops and abbots of the Roman communion, 
and obliging others to repeat their baptifm and confirmation, 
defil ing likewife the pope to fend fome learned and religious 
men into his kingdom, to reform all abufes, and that the 
king might be appointed by the; holy fee captain againft 
the Turks. Innocent thanked the king for his zeal, nomi- 
nated him captain according to his defire, and appointed the 
bilhop of Traiv as his legate, to extirpate the errors and abi/es 
in that kingdom, particularly their«*>pinioi^ concerning the 
Holy Spirit, which they affirmed proceeded only from the Fa- 
ther ; and their dodlrine concerning the wafer ir% the eucha- 
rift, which they denied to be the real body of Chrift. 

This embafly of the king appeared afterwards t^be only 
a pretenc^ to prevent his being invaded by Lewis king of 
Hungary , V.*ho had formed pretenfions to his/kingdofo 
About this time alfo Hbdalla , one of the kings of Maurita- 
nia, wrote to the pop^ offering to embrace me ‘Cnn^ian 
a king of faith ; but the profefli^ns in*, his letter, as appeared after- 
Maurita- wards, were not fincere, but defigned only tfr pfcqgu re him

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the affiftance of the Chriftians againft fome of his neigh- 
bouring princes, with whom he was at war. Innocent wrote 
to him to perfevere in his good intentions ; and at the fame 
time, hearing that Peter king of Caftile had prevailed with 
two of his bifhops to grant him a divorce 'from his queen, 
and had married the widow of one of his nobles, he wrote 
to the king, reproaching him with the heiwoufnefs of his 
crime, and ordered his nuncio in that kingdon^to oblige the 
king to recall his qugen, and, in cafe of hif refufal, to pro- 
ceed againft him by ecclefiaftical cenfures. Mean while two Two 
Francifcans being brought prifoners from Montpelier to Avig- Fr^ncif- 
no7i y for difpu ting concerning the poverty of Chrift and 4ns cans ^ ur m nt 
apoftles, contrary to the definition of John XXII. Innocent as heretics 
ordered them to be examined ; and as they refufed to recant ^ V1 2“ 
their do&rine, and affirmed, that the opinion of pope John was 
a herefy, they were delivered to the civil magiftrate, and pub- 
licly burnt m. 

Soon after the pope received an embafiy from the empe- Tbeempe - 
ror Charles, who, in the beginning of November , had entered ror enters 
Lombardy with a fmall army. As the embafiador made a de- Italy » 
mand of the imperial crown for his mafter, Innocent wrote 
a long letter ®to Charles , excufing himfelf from going to 
Rome on the occafion of his coronation, but promifing to 
commiffion fome of the cardinals to perform that ceremony. 

He likewife wrote to his legate JEgidius to affift ttye emperor 
With the troops of the church, and to difpofe the Romans 
to receive hiim in an honourable manner, they having a few 
mouths before revolted againft their tribune Rienzo , and put 
him to death. Charles , in the mean time, refiding at Man- 
tua, tried to conclude a pegee betwixt the confederates of Tuf- 
cany , and the nephews of the archbifhop Viconti , whom that 
prelate, who died a few weeks before, had left heirs of his 
e^fenfive conqnefts. As he had no forces to compel thte par- 
ties to agree tojin accomodation, his endeavours were in- 
efFeftual ; however, having granted feveral articles unworthy 
of his dignity, he procured a truce betwixt them till the 
month of May following. Proceeding then to Milan , he and is 
was crov/ned with the iron crown in that city on the 6th of crowned 
January ; and receiving fome money from the Vkonti , for hing of 
confirming to them the vicariate of the empir^rn the terri- 
tories they then pofTeficd, he went from thence with great at 
diiparch for Pifa. Innocent , in con.fflquence of the embafiy ^ 
of the # emperor, appointed the cardial bifhop of OJlia to 
perform /the ceremony of the confecration, together with

Charles*, feton after leaving Pifa , sflrivcd in the neigh- 
bourhood of Rome with an army of 5,000 Germans and 
10,000 Italians ; and, having appointed Eafler for the day 
01 his coronation, he, on Good Friday , with fome of his 
nobles, entered the city in the habit of pilgrims, and took 
a view of the principal edifices and churches. Two days after 
he marched into the city in a grand procefllon ; and, being 
Receives received . with the greateft demonftrations of joy, he Was 
tbcimpe- crowned emperor by cardinal Bcrtrgndi, in the church of 
rial cron,', n St. Peter . According to his promife to the pope, he marched 
from car - out Q f the city the fame day, and refufed to accept of the 
dttial ^Bcr- government of Rome offered him by the Romans. It appear- 
Kome ^ * n S fr° m proceeding, and from his after-j:onduf*-, that 
he quite abandoned all the rights of the empire in Italy , he 
quickly loft his reputation, and was treated with great in- 
dignity by thofe, who, if he had aflerted his own rights, 
would have been his firmeft friends. At Sienna he held a 
long conference with the pope’s legate ; and, inftead of ac- 
cepting of the allegiance of the Gibe limes, ^granted fome 
troops to Mgidius, to aflift him in quelling that faff ion. In 
confequence of thefe proceedings, finding himfelf odious to 
the Italians, he quitted that kingdom, and in the month of 
July retired with about 2000 men into Germany °. 

Tb* gravd While the emperor was thus difhonouring himfelf by 
t ompiuy rf his conduct in Italy, the grand company of Ancona having 
Ancona loft their chief, Moriale f who was furj>rifcd und executed by 
ravages the tribune Ricnzo at Rome, they conferred the command on 
Ica I* the count di Lando ; and, after having ferved fev&ral months 
in the pay of the Lombard ftates, inarched into Romagna f 
demanding a contribution of 30,000 florins of gold ; but, 
upon recoiling 1 2,000, they were prevailed uppn to quit fhat 
piovince, anu mar.hed into Ancona . From thence theyfent 
and demanded a Contribution of 40,000 florins of gold from 
Lewis king of Naple^ and, upon his refufal, they entered 
his kingdom, and immediately cook P fear a, Villa Franca ,

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and Ffibiane, and .threatened to join the duke of Du* 
r#z$o f yhoyasjhcp in rebellion j?. Mean while great dis- 
orders happened at the pope’s court at Avignon % the cardi- 
nal of ^engirt, upon a conteft about precedency, having 
raifed a tumult, m .which fome perfons were killed, while 
other young cardinals look fome young married women from 
their hufhauds By violence, and kept them pjpblic^ly in their 
lioufes. Innocent , being informed of their infamous pro- 
ceedings, reproved jheui in the confiftor^ and threatened 
to transfer his court to Rome<\. 

About the fanie time he received an embafly from John T^vGreck 
Paleologus 9 who, by the voluntary abdication of his govei^ior mperor 
Cantacuzenus , had at length obtained the pofleffiou of th z Elicits the 
empire of Conjlantinoplci The emperor lolicited eameftly 
the affiftance of the pope and the weftern princes againlt 
the Turks ; and, in order to obtain his requeft, he pro- ’ g' 
mifed an intire fubmiffion to the apoftolic fee, fend his * * 
eldeft fon to Avignon , as a fecurity for his fidelity, and to 
affign a palace in Conjlaritinople for the rcfideuce of the 
pope’s nuncio, and three colleges matters to teach the 
Latii^ tongue, which the fons of the Greek nobles fhould be 
compelled to»learn. Innocent , the following year, fent two 
bifhops to Conjiantinople , and wrote to the emperor to make 
the, fame confeffion before them, in the prefence of the . a- 
triarch and a full aflembly, in one of the chief churches, as 
he had wrote in his letter. * The emperor agreed without 
difficulty toithis propofal of the pope, who thereupon wrote 
to the kings of Cyprus and Hungary , to the doge of Ve- 
nice % the fenate and people of Genoa t and to the matter of 
the knights of Rhodes , # defiring them to affift the Greek em - 
peror with arms, men, and money r . 

About the, fame time, being informed that the king of 
prance had been defeated by the Englijh at Poiciiers, and 
taken prifoner. with bis fon, and feveral of his nobles, he 
fent the abbot of Cluny, and the cardinal of Pcrigort , to 
the emperor Charles , defiring him to intercede for the liberty 
of the king, and to offer his mediation to conclude a peace 
betwixt France and England \ In conference of' the pope’s 


to a # peace. 
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Mean while the kingdom of Italy continued fiill to bo 
defolated by inteftine wars, the grand condpany, under the 
command of Lando, ravaging and plundering Naples ; while 
the two Viconti at Milan, having poifoned their elder bro- 
ther, Hill continued their wars againft the other princes or 
tyrants of Lombardy . At the fame time JEgidius the legate hav- ' 
ing recovered by arms almoft all the patrimony of the church, 
except Forli and Faenza , which were held by Francis Ordelaf- 
fus and John 'and* Richard Manfred, he ^ordered them and 
their adherents to be excommunicated, and condemned as 
heretics, publifhing a crufadc ag^infl: them, with the fame 
indulgences as were given to thofe who fought againft the 
Saracens . Having by this means greatly increafed his army, 
he foon obliged the two Manfreds to furrender ; but Orde- 
laffus fiill ref u fed to fubmit, and, in contempt of his fulmi- 
nations, m^de effigies of the pope and cardinals, whom he 
excommunicated ; and, having apprehended fome of the cru- 
faders, he imprinted the figure of a crofs with a red-hot 
iron, upon the foies of their feet. He was encouraged in 
his oppofition by the Vk onti, who were jealous of the grow* 
ing authority of the legate ; and, feizing the prieft, whom 
he had fent to publilh the crufade in Milan , ordered him to 
be inclofed in an iron grate, and roafted to death, expelling 
likewife the bifhop of Parma , who had granted his protec- 
tion to the .prieft. Their troops at the fame time ravaging 
their neighbouring ftates, feveral cities of Lombardy entered 
into a league againft them, and took into tfteir pay the 
grand company of Lando , who, having received a large fum 
from the king of Naples , had quitted that kingdom, and 
were then ravaging the territory of Ravenna . The emperor 
alfo,. being defirous of humbling the Viconti , had left the 
bifhop of Augujla at Pifa , with a fecret commiffion, as his 
vicar in Italy, ordering him not to aft unlefs he faw a preft 
bability of fuccefs. The bifhop, whefhad a great reputation” 
in military affairs, thought proper at this time to publifli 
his commiffion ; and, being appointed general of ihe grand 
company, and the other troops of the confederates, he fum- 
moned the VicontP^o anfwer for the many outrages they had 
committedyjgfMift the empire and the church. They de- 
fpifing his ate? .iob^jhe advanced with his troops, and ra- 
vaged the territory Milan ; but, being furprifed by the 
Viconti , he was, after'#* defperate engagement, intireVy de- 
feated, and taken prifontL, together with Lando , and feveral 
pther chief officers \ To complete the devaftation of Italy , 
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this year, according to Villani, the Turks firft invaded that Italy //ir- 
kingdom, at the invitation of one of the nobles of Romagna . 

Having landed their troops from 70 veflels, and a great **ged by 
many fmaller barks, they ravaged the country in a miferable ^urLs. 
manner, and reimbarked without meeting with any difturb- 
ance r . 

The pope, in the mean time, being informed that Peter 
king of Caftile had ieized the revenues of cardinal JEgidius in 
his kingdom, fromji perfuafion that that DreRte had been 
the chief advifer of the ecclefiaftical cenfnres that had been 
denounced againft him. Innocent reprehended the king for 
his proceeding, and declared, that, as the cardinals v&rc 
employed together with the pope in governing the univerfal 
church, they ought to be reputed as redding upon their be- 
nefices «. As Peter was likewife at war with the king of A. D. 
Arragon , and they had both called in the Moors to their * 357 * 
affiftance, Innocent fent a cardinal as his legate Thto Spain, 
who concluded a truce betwixt the two kings for fifteen 
months. But, the truce being quickly violated by the king 
of Caftile , the legate denounced a fentence of excommunica- 
tion againft him, and laid his kingdom under an inter- 
dift." 

During thefe proceedings of the legate in Spain, Inno- 
cent was. alarmed with the progrefs of a numerous troop of 
banditti, commanded by one Arnold of Gafcony , an arch- 
prieft, who, in imitation of the grand company in Italy, ra- 
vaged the fcuthern parts of France , and raifed contribu- 
tions upon the people. As they approached Avignon, the Innocent 
pope caufed the city to be fortified againft their attempts ; fortifies 
but he was freed from Jiis alarms by a mefTage from Arnold Avignon 
the captain, declaring that he had no intention of invading againft an 
his territories w . About the fame time Innocent recalled his * r fj? °f 
gate JEgidius from Italy , and fent Androinus abbot O f robber * m 
•Clugny as his fucceflbn* but as JEgidius had provided every 
thing for the attack of Qrdelaffus, he was prevailed upon by 
the abbot to continue with the army for feveral months, du- 
ring which time he reduced Cefena , with feveral other towns ; 

. and having, by money and eccleiiaftical //jenfures, prevailed fbe legate 
upon the grand company of Lando, wf^bh was ^ent againft iEgidius 
mm, to return to Lombardy, in ihe ft Auguft he quits the 

laid fiege to Forli, and, leaving the m^ag^ment of the reft command 
of the war to Androinus , he xz\.mr?z$\c>slvignQn, where he °f , 
was received with great honours b^the pope and the cardi-

1358- after the departure of JEgidius , was at length obliged to 
raife it by the approach of winter, and the vigorous defence 
of the befieged. In the beginning of the fpring he again 
inverted the city ; but Ordelaffus , during the winter, hav- • 
ing ftrengthened the garrifon with part ot Latido's company, 
his efforts to gain the place were rendered ineffectual. 

T he grand While his army w r as engaged in the fiege of Forii, the 

company grand compaiTy, intending to pafs into y ufcany , contrary to 
arc dc a treaty that thef had made with the Florentines , were de- 

feated. feated in the pafles of the Apennines by the inhabitants of 

thqfe mountains, and Lando himfelf taken prifoner. The 
two pcafants, who had feized Lando, being prevailed upon 
by a promife of &oqo florins to fet him at liberty, he imme- 
diately repaired/ to the remains of his company in Romagna , 
and, being greatly exafperated againft the Florentines , he 
ufed all n£ans to reinforce his company, with the intention 
of invading Tnfcany , and ravaging the territories of Florence . 
Androinus in the mean time being obliged to raife the fiege 
of Forii , and being unfucccfsful in feveral other attempts, 7 «- 
DiJTcrcnce Ti0ce)lt again fent JEgidius into Italy. About the fame time 
between the bifhop of Ely in England arriving at Avignon, and com- 
the pope plaining that he had been tried and imprifoned by the king’s 
and the judges, contrary to the privileges of ecclefiaflics, the pope 
king of ordered the whole procefs to be tranfmitted to him by the 
England, judges, ullder pain of excommunication if they refufed. 

The judges not only refufed to obey the poprds mandate, 
but one of them even imprifoned his nuncio ; which Innocent 
befng informed of, he immediately excommunicated them, 
ordering the bifhop of Lincoln , ancj fome other prelates, not 
to allow the bodies of the judges, if they fliould die, to bo 
buried in CQnfecrated ground.

He then addrefled himfelf to the archbifhop of 
Mentz 9 and ftriftly ordered him to reform his clergy .ac- 
cording to the canons, efpecially with regarc? to their luxu- 
rious living, and, the vanity of their drefs ; and if any eccle- 
fiaftic fhould prove refractory, he ordaineddthat the revenues 
of his benefice fhould be confifcated, and difpofed of accord- 
ing to the pleafure of the pope/. Inncceu*, by the return 
of the nuncio, being informed of the determination of thp 
diet, diflembled his refentment for the d\iai of the tythe, 
and fent other nuncios into the provinces of\ie empire, with 
orders to colleft the half of the revenue oral! vacant be- 


nefices for two years, for the ufe of the apoflolicVfec. But, 
thinking the eccleftaftical liberty violated by the endeavours 
of the emperor to reform the clergy, he wrote to Charles , 
commending him for his zeal, but at the fame time defiring 
him to defift from the lecular fequeftration of benefices, and 
to re^ore thofe that were already con fi fcitcd, contenting 
himfelf with tiefiring the prelates to chaftife their irregular 
clergy. Innocent likewife wrote to all the arch hi (hops of 


Germany , ordering them to corrcfl and punifh their clergy 
who were guilty of irregularities.

A. D. part 0 f this money he condescended to cbntraft an alii- 
1 3 ® 0, ance with the Viconti of Milan , giving his daughter IJabel 
to John the fon of Galeas Viconti for 6 oq,qoo florins of 
Bernabo gold. While Galeas was thus employed in aggrandizing his 
Viconti family by an alliance with France , his brother Barnabo was 
befieges befleging thq city of Bologna, which, notwithftanding the 
Bologna, treaty lately confluded betwixt his uncle and the pope, the 
legate JEgidius had made himfelf mailer of. As the forces 
* of Barnabo were T ’ery numerous, the pope folicited the af- 
Ji (fence of the emperor againft him ; he likewife invited the 
king of Hungarfto fuccour the church ; and denounced a 
fentence of exjpmm unication againft the two Viconti , and 
their adherent. Galeas Viconti, declaring that he did not 
approve of his brother’s proceedings, was quickly abfolved 
from the fentence ; but Bernabo , defpifing the pope’s ful- 
mination, to (hew his own fuperiority, ordered three other 
places belonging to the church to be befieged at the fame 
time ; by which means he obliged the pope to an accommo- 
dation, and to confent to pay him a tribute of 20,000 flo- 
rins for five years. This peace was quickly broken l>y Ber- 
nabo, who again befieged Bologna , and renewed his hoftili* 
ties againft other places of the ecclefiaftical ftate. The pope, 
finding hijnfclf (till too weak to oppofe his arms, again foli- 
ated the emperor to intereft himfelf in the affairs of Italy , 
in behalf of the church ; while his legate JEgidins went over 
into Hungary , to procure affiftance from that kingdom. 
Charles , at the felicitation of the pope, publilhed an impe- 
rial edift, ordering Bernabo to defift from hoftilities, under 

J >ain of being deprived of all the dignities he had received 
rom the empire. But as this edift was not fupported by 
any troops, it was defpifed by Bernabo ; however, Gafot 
Malatejla, foon after, having entered Bologna with a ftrong 
reinforcement, made a fuccefsful fally againft the enemy, and 
obliged him to raife the fiege. 

Great During thefe difturbances in Lombardy , the city of Rome 
commotions was again divided into faftions, occafioned by the ficklenefs 
in Rome. and inflaM^y of\he people in the change of fenators, who 
were neitnfe^pil^^d with nobles nor plebeians in that dig- 
nity. To punfc^^raMo thofe divifions, the pope Ordered 
his legate to appoint^ftranger as their fenator ; accordingly 
that dignity was conferred fix months on Raimund of 
Siena . The Romans were qufckiy difgufted with this form 
of government, and chofc for themfelves feven reformers of 
the commonwealth ; but the pope, difapproving of their 

proceeding, 
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* proceeding, appointed the king of Cyprus as their fenator, 
who had come into Europe to demand affiftance again ft the 
Turks . The king dying foon after, the blftiop of Fermo was 
appointed reftor of Rome, and the count of Fondi was or- 
dered to quell the feditious by arms b . Mean while the 
kingdom of France being ravaged by great troops of rob- 
bers, who plundered the provinces under different leaders. 

Innocent , being apprehenfive left they fhould attack Avigndn , 
ordered a crufade fo be preached againfl^them, and ap- 
pointed the bi(hop of Oftia as general of the crufaders^ 

The following year the plague again alpeared in fev^al 
places in Europe , and in Egypt and Syria. Un Milan it raged 
with great violence, and, according to Vilfitei, it carried off 
1 1 cardinals and a great number of peoplSLat Avignon 
Innocent himfelf did not long furvive, but oi^d the next Innocent 
year, oh the 13th of September . A few months^before his f‘ gs . at 
death, the Romans having revolted againft their governor, 
and chofen one Lelius Bonadota , a fhoemaker, as their fena- , 
tor, he, by the affiftance of the people, expelled the greateft 3 
part of the nobility and gentlemen from the city* But, as 
the exiles aflembled an army to revenge themfelves on the op- 
pofite faftion, the Romans again fubmitted to the pope, on 
condition that cardinal JEgidius fhould not have any autho- 
rity over them e (L). 

A few days after the death of Innocent , the cartlinals, to 
the number q| twenty, entered the conclave, to chufe a fuc- 
ceflor. Fifteen of them gave their votes for a cardinal of 
the order of St. Benedict ; but he refufing to accept of the . 
pontificate, the cardinals, on the a 8 th of OElober , unani- Urban V% 
moufly chofe IVilliam Gribioaldi , a Bencdiftine , and abbot of ** eltBed 
St. ViEtor , of Marf elites.

He likewife abolifticd 
a privilege which* the cardinals claimed, of affording a fanc- 
tuary in their horfes to thofe who fled thither, after com- 
mitting any atiy.ious crime. A few weeks after his promo-' 
tion, he received a vifit from the king of France ; together 
with that pri/ce came the deputies of Bernabo o( Milan , who 
defired a/^feace with the holy fee. Urban refufed to grant 
their requeft, unlefs Bernabo reflored all the territories that 
he had ufurped from the fee of Rome , and, by a true peni- 
tence, declared his fubmiffion to the church. Continuing

.the king of France, that prince depaitcd diflatisfi^d from 
Avignon ; and Urban foon after publiflied a Iftll againft Bcr- 
nabp, accufing him of herefy and fchifm, and many other 
horrid crimes ; ordering him, under pain of excommunica- 
ition, to juftify himfeif before the firft of March .

lic faith k . ^ few weeks after, the emperor Charles arrived 
at Avignon, and jvas moft honourably rgeeived by the pope, 
with whom he had feveral private conferences* According 
to Corius, Urban lftewife crowned Charles king of Arles , in 
theftity of that nafne, and promifed the empire to his fon 
Wcncejlaus *. Unpn their return to Avignoiiy the pope held 
a folemn affemW^, at which were prefent, befides the empe- 
ror, Peter kirj^bf Cyprus, and feveral other princes. Peter 
propofed tp^ittack the infidels in Egypt ; but the emperor 
oppofed his opinion, and offered to march at the head of an 
army againft Amurath , emperor of the Turks, who, by the 
affiftance of the Genoefe, had pafled the Hellejpont , and en- 
tered Thrace with an army of 100,000 men. This propofal 
was oppofed by the count of Savoy, who declared, that it 
was more neceflary to retake Gallipoli, and by that means 
cut off fupplies from thofe Turks that had already entered 
Europe . The different opinions of the princes prevented any 
general etjterprife from being concluded upon ; Charles , 
however, promifed to march into Italy at the head of an 
army, to reduce the Viconti, in confideration cf which en- 
gagement the pope granted him the tythes of the ecclefiaftical 
revenues in Bohemia and Germany . 

The princes retiring from Avignpn to their different do- 
minions, Urban foon after published a bull, ordering all the 
patriarchs, archbifhops, and bifhops, in Chriftendom, to 
hold provincial councils for reltoring ecclefiaftical difeipling,; 
and, for that purpofe, ordered all ^prelates, under pain of 
excommunication, to refide in their proper diocefes, and to 
apply themfelves diligently to the paftoral charge. He like- 
wife prohibited any ecclefiaftic from joining in marriage Ed- 
mund the fon oflthe king of England, with Margaret the

taken Alexandria , intended to fail from Thrace againft the 
Turks ; he then exhorted him not any longer to delay the 
union from falfe pretences, but fpeedily fibmit to the Roman 
church, otherwife he would look upon hln and the Greeh 
as heathens, and would give them no farthok afliftance. This 
letter was carried by the count of who befieged 

Varna , the capital of Bulgaria , where the emjteror was im- 
prifoned, and took Gallipoli by aflault. The em^ror, hav- 
ing recovered his liberty, went to the icing of Hungary at 
- Buda , to whom he promifed with an oath, that both he and 
his fons Manuel and Michael would fubmit to the Roman 
church, and fulfil whatever the pope fhould think neceflary 
for tljpir reconciliation. Urbati, being informed of his fub- 
miflion by hi£ chancellor and the biihop of Nitria , wrote 
to the emperor to perfevere in his refolution ; and fent him 
the form of the profeflion of faith, ahd abjuration of fchifm* 
formerly ufed by the emperor Paleologus on a like occafion. 

When the Gretk chancellor returned, he likewife fent with 
him two Jeg&tts, to complete the union, and to exhort the 
king of Hungary to a facred expedition n , and to give his 
afliftance in putting an end to the fchifm. Lewis feems to 
have been very zealous ii> the fervice of the Roman church 
for, having conquered Bulgaria , he fent for 2000 Frahcif* 
cans to convert his new fubjefts.

Urban, after continuing four 
months at Viterbo, proceeded to Rome, where he was re- 
ceived by the clergy and the people with the greateft ho- 
nours. Before he left Viterbo , he concluded an offeniive 
and defensive alliance for feven years with the king of Hun- 
gary, the dukes of Aujlria , and feveral Italian princes, with 
the defign of oppofing the ambition of the Viconti, and fe- 
curing the quiet pofleilion of the conquelts of JEgidius ; in 
confequence of which he was now Regarded not as an imagi- 
nary, but as a real temporal prince. In that city he likewife 
received another embafly from the Greek emperor ; to which 
he returned an anfwer after his arrival at Rome, writing^fo 
the Greek patriarchs of ConJlantinopU, Alexandria , and Jeru* 
falern, commending them for their intention of finifhing the 
fchifm, and inviting them to come to Rome , together with 
their emperor.

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About the fame time, being informed that Peter king of Different 
Caftile , after defeating the rebels, had again got poffeflion of betwixt 
his kingdom, and exej'dfed great cruelty towards the eccl z- him mid 
fiaftics, he feat a legate to Spain, who, drawing the king to °f 

a conference upon the bank of a river, read the pone’s let- '“ aul e * 
ter and, fiom a boat, declared him excommunicated ; imme- t 

diately after which he failed down the rivcr f and cfcaped. 

The king was fo greatly tjxafperatcd at this proceeding of 
the legate, that he purfued him into the water on horfeback; 
but, returning from*his purfuit, he declared, that he would 
lhakc off the yoke of the pope, and pcifuade the kings of 
Navarre and Arragon to do the fame: its threatened lfke- 
wife to revenge the infult by a war, and Vide gieat prepa- 
rations by fea and land; which Urban buVg informed of, 
he thought proper to take off the former cen\^cs, and fent a 
cardinafto Spain, who accommodated all difteJtees, upon 
certain conditions not very honourable for the nolyfee*.

Soon after, to avoid the great heats, he retired to Monte 
Fiafionc , where he publifhed a bull againfl Bernabo Viconti, 
who continued to ravage Lombardy with great inhumanity 
and cruelty. 

As the pope had long folicited the emperor to enter Italy, Tbeemfe* 
and had concluded his ball* with imploring his affifbmc trorcon- 
againft Bernabo, Charles informed him, that he had aflem -firms the 
bled an army with an intention of pa/Ting the Alps.

The emperor’s negotia- 
tions with Hawkwood had no effeft, for that captain pre- 
ferred the plunder of Italy to the honour of fighting againft 
the Turks . What was his fuccefs with the Venetians and 
Cenoefe , is uncertain (N) ; but we find he did not quit Italy. 
till the following year, as there is a bull cxiant, dated at A. D. 
Rome the 20th of" January , wherein he confirms his former 137#. 
profeffion u . After ffis departure, Urban created William of 
Prato , a Francifcan , archbifhop of Cambala , and fent him 
with twelve other Francifcans to preach Ithe gofpel in {Jie 
kingdom of Cathay . He afterwards comrliffioned 60 othef* 
friers of the fame order, and wrote to the {treat Khan, and 
to the princes and people of Tartary, exhyrting them to 
embrace the Chriftian faith. He likewife inviteSw^he Vaivocle 
of Walachia to forfake the fchifm ; and wrote t^the Greek 
prelates and clergy, exhorting them to follow the example of 
their emperor. By the mediation of the emperor, he again 
granted a peace to Bcrnabo ; but he prohibited Frederic , the 
poflHTor of Sicily, from con trading an alliance with the 
Viconti , by a mairiage betwixt their children About the 
fame time he\hrcatened to fummon the king of England 
to anfwer at Rome, for negleding to pay the allegiance and the pope 
tribute due to the holy fee, according to the conceflion of ana the 
his predcceflor king John.

A, D. fuming the name of Gregory XI. On the day of his elec- 
>37'i. tion, he wrote to the emperor, ifnd the other fovereigns of 
Europe, informing them of his promotion ; and, after Kis 
confecration, he fent two legates to the kings of France and 
England, to treat of peace; but thofe princes, being iljll 
inflamed with mutual refen tment,*' could not be prevailed 
' upon to hearken to an accommodation. Gregory , being like- 
/ wife defirous of reconciling the kings of Spain, fent. cardi- 

nal Bertrand thither as his legate, to aflift the nuncios who 
had been ^ommi£ioned by his predeceflor Urban. Legates 
and nuiteiosWere alfo fent into Italy ^pd Sicily, to take^care 
of the affair^ of the church, and to prevent diilurhance9 in 
thofe kingdoms, while the pope having received com-

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again# fome -friers, who. publicly preached opinions not au- 
thorized by the church, he prohibited any one from dif- 
courfing publicly upon thofe doftrines,, under pain of ex- 
communication. The friers complained of aflerted, that if 
the confecrated wafer was loft, or devoured by a beaft, it 
ceafed tobe the body of Chrift, and returned to the fub- 
,, fiance of bread ; and that even when taken by a communi- 
cant, the real body jvent to heaven, during the chewing of 
the wafer; which opinions were believed by feveral great 
men before the decree of Gregory , who lid not abfolutely

being publicly difeourfed of*. Gregory allbit the fame time 
received an embafly from the king of Demnf^rk, defiring his 
afliftance againft the JutlanA&s, who had rented from their 
allegiance, and chofen another prince. But depths likewife 
arriving from the rebels, and reprefenting the oppreffions 
and exactions they fuffered from the king, they found means 
to juftify themfelves to the pope, who wrote to Waldemar , 
and threatened him with excommunication if he did not alter 
his conduft with regard to his fubje&s. This unexpefted He is in- 
mefla§e from the pope greatly exasperated the king, who faltedby 
immediately returned an anfwer in thefe terms : “ Waldemar the king of 
“ the king, to the pope, wiftieth health.

Gregory did not. think proper torefent this contempt of 
the apoftolic fee by # any # ecclefiaftical cenfures ; but, being 
felicitous to reprefs the growing authority of the Viconti , 
who again attacked the territories of the fee of Rome, he 
p^liftied a bull, prohibiting any princes or nobles from con- 
tfa&ing marriages with them or their children. At the fame f 6n fo 
time having affembled a confiderable army, he gave the com- an army 
mand of it to Amadeus count of Savoy ; and wrote to the againft t hi 
emperor, the princes of Germany , and the king of Hungary , Viconti ; 
intreating their afliftance in behalf of the church. ' Hitffoli- A.D. 
.citations had no effeft upon the king of HuflgaPv or the 1 37 2 - 
Gefman princes ; but the emperor publifhed a bull, granting t 
a foil power to the pope over all th^ands and pofleflions of 
the Viconti , which they held of t^e empire, under any title 
whatever.

Mean while the great fuperiority which the pope had 4 general m 
acquired in Italy , by the ina&ivity of the emperor, and the revolt in 
fuccefs of the arm 9 of his legates, was in g^at danger of haly 
being wholly ruined* by a general revolt of the cities fnbj 
to the holy fee, occafioned by the tyianniral government of nu *w rit y 
the legates, who not only opprefTed thei* new fubjefls hy°** the M e * 
grievous fubfidies and exactions, but li II' wife built filing 
forts in each of their towns. The Flore, ikncs, at that time 
very rich and powerful, were the firft wh\ rofc againft the 
church, alleging, that the legates had prewired tl eir city 
from receiving a fupply* of provifions during a gfcat deaith ; 
and that John Ha-wkwood , then in the feivice ot the fee of 
Home, had ravaged their territory at the head of an army k . 

Under pretence, therefor^, that their liberty was in danger, 
they determined upon a war, the chief management of which 
they committed to a council of eight citizens. They impii- 
foned the popft’s nuncio, deftroyed the piifon of the inqui- 
fition, and eietted a ftandaid, on which was wiitten, in 
large letters, the Latin word LI BERTAS, declaiing, at 
the fame time, that whoever would revolt fiom the chinch 
fhould be comprehended in the league. In confequence of 
thefe proceeding#^ the cities of Bologna and Perugia, imme- 
diately revolted, and were followed by more than 60 cities

In conference of this cen- 
fure, all the fubje\s of that ftate in England \ Germany , and 
other kingdoms, vfcre immediately declared flaves, and all 
theit pofleflions feijfcd, which obliged the Florentines to think 
of an accommodjufon with the holy fee. They accordingly 
fent Catharine oflr Sienna to Avignon; to intercede for them 
with the pop^^romifing to fend deputies to confirm what- 
ever article^ mould be agreed to. The deputies, after feveral 
delays, at length arrived, but, inftead of ratifying the arti- 
cles, they fpent the conferences in accufing the legates and 
commanders of the church. Gregory , finding that they had 
no real defire of a peace, but intended to delude him with 
vain promifes, raifed an army of 6000 horfe and 4ooo c foot 
in Britany , and other provinces of France , which he fent 
under the command of a cardinal into Italy, propofinghiin- 
felf to return to Rome.

After Gregory’s death, they accordingly ex- chuft an 
horted the cardinals lingly to chufe a Roman or Italian , Italian 
otherwife they threatened them with an infurreftion of the M e * 
people. When the cardinals entered the conclave, the tu- 
mult increafed, and the common people having expelled the 
nobles, and brought a great many country people into the 
city, with great violence ruftied into the conclave, and fur- 
rounded the palace, loudly demanding a Roman or Italian 
pope. At length, at jhe perfuafion of the bannerets, the mob 
quitted the conclave, and the doors vttxi' (hut ; however, 
they continued all night round the palace^with great tumult 
and noife ; and in the morning, when tl?ey heard the ctle- . 
bration of the mafs, they rung the alarm bells, and, having 
obliged the cardinals to open the windows of the conclave 
towards the ftreet, they declared, that unlefs tl^y immediately 
chofe a Roman or Italian , they would put them ^death. In 
this extremity, the French cardinals, who were three fourths 
of the whole college, protcfting that they only confented to 
an election from the fear of immediate death, they then Urban 
named Bartholomew archbifhop of Bari, a gentleman of Na- , 

pies. As this gentleman was remarkable for his modefty and u 
humility, and/or his fkill in the canon law, the cardinals 
were perfuaded that he would acknowlege his eleftion to be 
null, and would therefore abdicate the pontificate. They 
were, however, ^greatly difappointed ; for the archbifiiop, 
who aflumed the name of Urban Vi. obliged the* cardinals, 
fix of whomMiadJ^fd-to the caftle of St. Angelo, to come to 
the palace, and perform the ceremony of his coronation u . 

The day after he wrote to thofe cardinals that remairied at 
Avignon , informing then} of the eledlion of Urban , which 
they declared to be free and unanimous. To the fame 
purpofc they wrote to the princes and prelates in Europe .

At length he fent a few troops ; but, before their arrival, 
the Clementine party had taken pofleffion of Naples , and 
gained feveral other advantages. Mean while Urban received 
an embafly from Jagello duke of Lithuania, who had re- 
nounced his idolatry, and, after his baptifm, married the 
queen of Poland, and, by the name of Uladijlaus, amended 
the throne of that kingdom, to which hediad annexed his 
hereditary dominions. / 

Soon after the pope, having rejected yll interceffions in 
behalf of. the degraded cardinals, orderecjthem to be put to 
death, as his own life was^gain in danofir from the defigns 
of their friends, who had more fojj ^rate endeavoured to 
poifon him, and had even aflaulted his jpftlace K As he made 
diligent inquiry to find out the authors of the aflault, two 
Cardinals fled from his court, and went to Avignon, where 
they were promoted to the fame dignity by other titles. 
Urban, not being able to prevail with the doge of Genoa to 
punifli thofe that had been guilty of the aflault,. left ttat 
city, and in tjie end of December Sirrived at Lucca, whefce 
he refided nine months. Clement , in the mean time, find-

Tent legates thro' 
the different provinces of Chriftepdora, to defire a general 
council, declaring, that he was willing to fubmit to the de- 
cifion of the, church, without whofe deteriqii^tioji he coukl 
pot with a fafe confcience refign the pontificate : that, ; if he 
was confirmed, he ^vould create Urban <a cardinal pf the 
firft rank, -and, if the council fliould decid/againft.him, he 
would fubmit to Urban *. Clement , by * this proceeding, 
gained a great many friends in Germany , from whence the 
princes and . prelates fcnt an embafiy to Urban , defiring hint 
to.confent to a general council, in order to procure the 
unity of the church, offering a place of fec^rity, and to 
defray the ept pences neceflary on that occafion. $The feli- 
citations of the embafTadors were ineffectual ; for Urban in- 
fifted, that there was no neceffity to examine the juftnefs of 
his title to the pontificate k . About the fame time he pub- 
lifhed a crufade againft the Clementines that had feized Na~ 
pies -^and, having had fome difputes with the Florentines , he 
left Lucca, and%went to Perugia . . 

During his\ffidence in that city, a divifion arofe among He march*] 
the chiefs of the arty of the duke of Anjou at Naples , who esfrom 
employed their t. :>p$ in revenging their private quarrels. Perugia 
Urban , in hopes recoverjpgjiis intereft in that* kingdom, with fome 
aflembled a confn j?lfe#body of horfe, and, in the month troo P s 
of Augujl, leaving^^zfgfd, marched for Naples. But, hav- 
ing a fall from his mule, he was obliged to be carried in a 
litter to Tivoli, where he* received an embaffy from the Ro* f *gg * 
mans , inviting him to Rome. Urban , diftrufting their fide- 
lity, advanced with his troops to Ferentino ; but they haying 
alaaoft wholly deferted for want of pay, he was obliged, in 
the beginning of October? to return to Rome, having been ^in- 
formed that the city of Bologna had revolted to the.pa^ty of 
Clement. .The following year, according to Boninfegnius 
and Antoninus , he had a difpute with the Romans? on ac- 
count of fome fenator he had appointed, whom they fuf- 
pefted to be their enemy. To quiet the people, who threat- 
eneS an4nfurre&ion> he publiftied a bull for the celebration 
of a jubilee- the following year at Rome ; whichfelemnity he 
ordered for the future to be obfer/ed everlTOiirty-jhree 
years, according to . the number of years ojfous Saviour's. 
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Diet at and himfetf ; bttt fie died befdrtthB tt’me arri^ed- ftsr ' Its-ce^ 
Rome, febration : Nierntti? who was^pfcgfentat *his/ d&ath, : relates, 
that, after a ficknefs of tweftty^ighfc days, he died on the 
1 2th of OElober , and that it wds 'generally believed he was 

poifoned". *;* 

Boniface A f£w day« after the death of Urban, the cardinals who 
elc&cd, were at Rome* to the numbef of fourteen, entered the con- 
clave, and, after feme difputes, urianinwufly ehofe Peter To- 
ptacclh , a Nenpotlan, and cardinal prieft, of the title of St, 

. Anajfajia. He was confecrated and crowned on the feaft of 
St. c A&rrfz«, by the name of Boniface IX. and immediately 
after publiftied circular letters, informing all theChritVum 
princes and prelates of hi9 promotion (U). The news of 
i his eteftion go fooner reached Avignon , than Clement de- 

nounced a fentence of excommunicarion again A him, the 
fame anathema * having been fulminated by Boniface again ft 
A jubilee the antipope. Soon after, in confequeftce of thfc bull fdr* 
'celebrated the jubilee, • great numbers of pilgrims arrived at Rome ; but 
at Rome, as they Were not fo numerous as at the former jubilees, Bo - 
A. D. hi face fent the - indtalgencies into the different proving of 
1 39°* Chriftendom, to be conferred on thofe^who*' inftead of the 
pilgrimage, would undertake other pious wy'*ks. TJiofe who 
^ere intrufted with the difpofal of the iiCdul gene ids, were 
ofddred to # return a third part of the offerings to the pope. 
But -as great abufes were com*ffT\|cd in th«^p i iacrdd merchan- 
dize, ttie eolle&ors were not only by the people, 

but ulfo imprifoned by Boniface , whoj> at the perfnafion of 
Addin the Englijb cardinal, whom he had reft or cd to his 
dignity, declared, that a confeffioiv without penance did not- 
intitle any one to the benefit of the indulgence, unlefs at 
the point of death \ About the fame time the pope hav- 
ing received an embafTy f rom the queen of Sicily and her fon 
. tddiflaus defiring to be abfolved from the fentenee of ex' 
cdmmttflieatipn denounced againft them by Urban % and to re- 
ceive the inveftifure of the kingdom, he fent cardinal Acciaioli 
to Craetd, where they theft w ere, who crowned the young 
IMijlduu with his wife Conftantia, king and qtfeen of Sicily 
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Mean while, tile antipope having received 
knetoibafly from the knights oTRhodes, infqrpiulg'fiim of 
the. danger of Smyrna , frbifc the incurfions of the Tartars 
under the command of Tamerlane , he published a bull, pro- 
xnifmg a plenary remiftiqji of fins to all thofe who would fuF- 
nfrh money to the affiftance of the^ Chriftians in A/ia <0 , 

This bull was fopn after followed by a letter of Boniface) 
addrefled to all the faithful, escorting them to^he obedience 
of the pope, and to defend the apoftolic fee. As the anti- 
pope was chiefly fufported by France , Bui if ace exclaimed . 
againft that kingdom. He compared thc/refidence of the 
popes on the banks of the Rhone to the captivity of the fewj 
at Babylon . He aflerted, that the king of 1 France had been 
deceived by falfc letters, as though Or ban VI. had^defignei 
to deprive him of the kingdom of dries ; and that he en- 
gaged in defence of the fchifm, upon a promif(*f iaq:- 
tipope of obtaining the univerfal monarchy, and'tfe^fhejs'in 
perpetuity p . Boniface feems to have publifhed this letter 
from his appreheniion of an expedition of the king of 'Fraiijtc 
into Italy , , according to a rumour which theh preVai^d?. 

He was likewife foon after alarmed by the proceedings c£ 
the parliament of England, who ordered all Englijb fiibj^its" 
then at Rome , Eliciting preferment, to return immediately, 
under pain of loMg their benefices.

lent* to Avignon for a copy of the oath ; but receiving only 
evafive anfwers from the antipope, he fent his brother and 
his three uncles, with feveral other eminent nobles, prelates, 
*md doftors, to Avignon , to urge Benedict to remember his 
oath, and give peace to the church. This folemn embafly 
had no influence with the antipope ; however, all his cardi- 
nals, except three, fubferibed their aflent to the method of 
refignation w . During thefe tranfa&ions in France , the Lol- 
lards or Wickliffites in England exprdfed their contempt for 
both popes, by writings affixed to the doors of St. Paid's 
and St. Peter's churches ; while the uni verity of Oxford, 1 
at the defire of the king, examined the method of refigna- 
tion propofed by the Parifians , which the# condemned by 
numerous .arguments, and propofed the way of a general 
council, which they proved t preferable, on account of 
its authority and dignity. informed of the 

outrages committed by the ll r ickliffitjs x me following year 
wrote to the king of England , deilring/him to aflift the pre- 
lates of the church againft the Lollarjls, and to condemitthofe 
who were declared heretics. About the time the king re- 
ceived the pope’s letter, the archbifliop of Canterbury held 
a. council at London, which condemned eighteen propofiticys

nfign. Boniface likcwi^ . having received another embaffy from the 
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diet at Frankfort to the fame purpofe, evadid giving a pofi- 
tive nnfwer as to the ceffiOn, but treated the embafladors' 
with great refpeft, and granted particular favours to theta 
and 4 hcir friends*. 

Soon after the emperor Wencejlaus , who had negle&ed to: 
appear at the diet at Frankfort , fent deputieg to Rome ? to 
inform the pope, that he propofed an interview with the 
king of, France at Rheims , to confult of the meftns for termi- 
nating the fchifm; and therefore defired his holinefs to fend' 
two of his cardinals thither, with full po/er to treat upon 
that fubjeft. Boniface wrote to the emperor, difliiading fciril A. D. 
earneftly from that journey; however, his letter had nb l 39^* 
effect, and Wencejlaus arrived at Rheims in the month of 
March , where he was treated with great magnificence by the 
French king. At his perfuafion the emperor Agreed to the 
means of cellion ; and the bifhop of Cambray went as de* 
ptity from both princes, to defire Boniface to confent to a 
refignation.

The ^aperor, being informed at Coblentz , by the abdicated* 
bifhop, of this dAlaration of the pope, defired the Icing of 
France to oblige Ids pope to abdicate, and that he would 
then compel Bojiijy.cclo rcj#ri?* In confequence of this re- 
prefentation of tiftViHyfSr- a general council of the nobles, 
prelates, and do&onv ot France , was held at Paris , which 
determined, that BcnutiS^ fhould be defired to refign ; and, 
if he did not voluntarily agree to an abdication, he fliould be 
compelled to it by force. The bifhop of Cambray accord-

Upon his return to Rome , Boniface fortified the 
caftle of St. Angelo , the capitol, and the bridges, and by de- 
grees made himlelf abfolute mafter of the city, fo that he 
is reckoned the firft pope who intirely transfelted the autho- 
rity from the people d (X).

Lombardy , and four years bcfore-Wd’^sthafed the title of 
duke of Milan from Wcnceflaus , he alieipbled a confiderable 
army, and the following year entered jfaly about the end of 
autumn. As the troops of Galeas were accuftomed to war, 
they put the Germans to flight in.afkirmiflinear 5 ris/rm,fo that 
the emperor was obliged to retire to Trent \ where the greateft 
part of his army left him, and went back to Germany. How- 
ever, at the intreaty of the Florentines , who promifed him 
a reinforcement, lie advanced with the remains of his army 
to Padua, where he continued fome months in expectation 
of fuccours from the Italians , whofe interefl it was to humble 
Galeas. Put as they did not exert themfelves fo much as 
he expefted, he left Italy in the month of April, and,, re- 
turned to Germany . '

to revive ; the duke of Orleans , the king’s brother, ?nd thp 
univerfity of \ ffiouloufe , profeffed their obedience to Bene* 
iiSl ; the kings Cajlilc and Arragon fqpported his caufe,

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and feveral treatifes were puWiflied, condemning the pro- 
ceedings of the council of Parts . On the other hand, the 
univerlity of Paris, fupporting its former decrees, declared, 
that whoever afterted that the withdrawing of obediehce 
was unjuft, were abettors and promoters of the fchifm. 

About the fame time the cardinals who hacj^ feceded from 
BencdiFi, and who refided at Senlis, together with the pa- 
triarch of Alexandria, and fome other prelates, declared, 
that, as the withdrawing of obedience fror^ Benedict had not 
fucceeded in putting an end to the fchifm, a general council ^

method was not followed ; for great difputcs arofe, whether' 
the antipope fhould not firft be reftored to his liberty, and be 
obeyed as formerly ; which propofitions were condemned by 
the majority, who publifhed a great many reafons, juftifying 
their opinion g.

refusing to confirm' the elections and collations that had been 
mac^e during his confinement, the king, towards the end of 
December, published an cdiCt, declaring, that he would de-

The anti pope foon after fent two 
bifhops. With fome others, to Boniface , to treat of the means 
of a union. They arrived at Rome on the 21ft of Scjrtem 
her, and, upon promifing to pay the accufto^ied honours to 
the pope, they were admitted to an audieim, in which they 
declared, that Benedict was moft willing tef treat of a union, 
and defired Boniface to appoint, a fafe pipe where confer- 
ences might be held betwixt fifevvo p ape/ for fhat pnrpofe. 
As Boniface was then afflicted wltlT amt*o\ the gravel, the 
• nuncios of the antipope were defired to wait a few days. 

They accordingly had a fecond audience on the feaft of St. 
Michael , when, inftead of agreeifig to a conference, both 
parties mutually reproached each other. Boniface furvived 
Boniface this conteft only two days ; for, being feized with a fever, 
dies at he died on the iftof October.

The families of Colonna and Sa- 
veJJiy with fome other nobles and chiefs pf the Gibellines , en- 
deavoured to reftore the government of the blhnerets $ but 
they were oppofed by the Urjini> and other Guelphs * Seve- 
ral (kirmiffies enfued,# till Ladi/laus king of Naples * at the 

* intreaty of the Gibellinesi arriving with a large body of troops 
at Rome , fettled, the government on a footing not very ad- 
vantageous for the church, as he left the power in the hanas

In confequence of this fettlement, Innocent was greatly bar* He is bat* 
raffed with the impudent demands of the new governors* raffed by 

* who had received fome troops from Ladi/laus . lu his own the Ro- 
defence, he was obliged to hire 2 or 3000 men as a guard ; inafis $ 
but, being of a mild difpofition, he endeavoured to appeafe A. D« 
the Romans by offices of kindnefs, and created ri cardi- l 4 ° 5 ‘ 
nals, five of whom were Romans , and one of them of the 
ikyily-of Colonna . However, foon after, the Gibelline faftion 
attacked his gua«d upon Ponte Mob ; but, being repulfcd, 

* they made an unfflccefsful attempt upon his palace* A few 
days after, fome of the chief citizens came to the pope, to 
treat of a reconciliition. They were attacked upon their 
return, without his'knowlege^ by order of his nephew, and 
eleven of them, telng* appNhended* were cruelly put to 
death. The city, upon * he news of their murder, was im- 
mediately in an uproar, and the friends of the decetffed feized 
Adrian's bridge with a large body of troops, and prepared 
to attack the caftle. Innocent , dreading the refentinent of 

the Romans , fo highly irritated, immediately left his palace, andotltfred 
and Wed with his army to Sutri, and from thence to Fit erbo to retire ta 

Upon his departure the Rations broke into the palace* where Viterbo* 
they deftroyed a great many hooks and regifters ; and a con 4 
fiderable reinforcement of troops arriving from Ladijlaus f 
John Colonna admitted them into the city and caftle n . Inna* 
ceqt> before he left Rome, had fummoned a general council

Mean while Benedift arrived by fea at Genoa , where he 
was received with the greateft demonftjations cf Jfiy : but

The antipope was greatly of- 
fended at their proceeding, and foon after returned to Nice 
in Provence ; but, while he continued in Italy , he fent to 
Innocent , defiring letters of fafe conduft for fome perfons 
whom he intended to fend to him to treat of a union. Inno- 
cent, believing his profeflious were not fincere, refufed hia 
requeft ; upon which denial bis adverfary triumphed, and 
published the tranfa&ion to the world, accufing the pope of

The king of France likewife fent em- 
bafladors to the popes, to exhort them to perfevere in their 
intentions, who, arriving at Rome about the beginning of 
July, found Gregory averfe to the congrefs ^t Savona, to 
which he raifed feveral objections ; and, notwithflanding all He alters 
their remonftrances, infilled upon a change of place for the rf /°^ Um 
conferences. His objections gave great joy to BenediFl , who tlon ' 
wanted a fair pretence to delay the union ; he therefore in- 
filled upon {landing to th^ former agreement, and obflinately 
mmfwtz d to agree to any alterations in the preliminary articles. 

Gregory had foiVe excufe for refufing to go fo far from Rome ; 
for, a few week&before the arrival of the embafladors. La* 
dijlaus , with the pihelline exiles, had furprifed the city, and 
obliged the pope 'to fave hinj&lf in the caflle of 9 t. Angelo ; 
they were however ag^in e v .peffed with confiderable lofs by 
Paul Urfinu 0 * . 

In confequence of the preliminaries agreed to, Gregory at

As neither Gregory nor J Benedict quitted their pretenfions 
to the pontificate, the church was at thisf time provided with 
three popes ; blit Gregory was now acknowleged only by 
Ladi/laus and a few cities of Italy ; Vnd Benedict by the king 
of Scotland, the count of Armagnac , and the kings of Spain , 
Portugal excepted. All the reft of Chriftendom fubmitted 
to Alexander , who, after difmifiing the council at Pifa, wdfit 
from thence, firft to Pijloria, and then*to Bologna , from whencS 
he wrote to Subinco, archbifiiop of Prague, ordering him to 
prohibit any one from difeourfing either 'publicly or -pri- 
vately upon the doctrines of Wickliffe , and to allow the 
preaching of fermons in churches and church-yards.

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and his party had prevailed with Wencejlaus to deprive the trine of 
foreigners of their privileges ; on which feveral thoufands of Wickliffe » 
Poles and Germans left Prague . After their departure, John , Prague* 
being defied redlor of the univerfity, . and appointed a 
preacher in one of the chief churches of the city, began to 
tranflate the writings of IVickliffe into the vulgar tongue, and 
in his difcourfes, without any referve, exclainfcd againft the 
authority of the pope, purgatory, prayers for the dead, and 
feveral other doftrinea of the Roman church; Upon hearing 
of the mandate of Alexander, he declared, that it was con- 
trary to the aflions and words of our Saviour and his apo* 
ftles, who ufed to preach every- where ; and he appealed \o 
the pope himfelf, when better informed **. Alexander was Alexan- 
prevented by death from proceeding any further in that a£- der dies , 
fair, as he died on the 3d of May , in theiath month of D.

Upon the death of Alexander, the 1 7 cardinals who were John 
at Bologna chofe cardinal Balthafar Cojfa, Neapolitan , who XXIII. is 

is faid by fome authors to have been defied by force, as lie defied* 
was legate in the city, and had the command of a great num- 
— by of troops ; however, Niem only alleges, that it was at 
the recommend ition of Lewis king of Naples , who was on 
the neighbouring coall with a powerful fleet. His promo- 
tion gave great fc^ndal, as he was more remarkable for hi3 
military than religious difpofition ; however, on tfye 25th of 
May he was confecrated, and fook the name of John XXIII 
Immediately aftec* being informed of the death of the em- 
peror Robert , he fen t- nuncios to the eleflors, exhorting them 
to chufe Sigifmond king of Hungary and lent a legate into 
France , to demand the tythes, the revenues of vacant bene- 
fices, and the fpoils of deceafed clergymen, which he aflerted 
belonged by natural and divine right to the apoftolic cham- 
ber*. The univerfity of Paris oppofed this demand with i^ x I# ‘ 
great vigour, and proposed to appeal to a general council, 
and to deprive all thofe of the degree of mailer of arts who 
Ihould fubmit to the payment of the fubfidy required. Soon 
after John went to Rome, where, on the 23d of April y being 
the feafl of St. George , he confecrated feveral ftandards, and 
a few days after appointed Lewis king of Sicily and Paul .

Campania , the 
city of Bologna revolted from the church, two butchers hav- 
ing headed an infurreftion and fcized the government, which 
they held for more than a year. John being informed of the 
lofs of Bologna, reinforced the troops with new levies, and, 
oif the 1 6th of June created fourteen new cardinal. About 
the fame time he received an embafly from the king of Po- 
land* with very rich prefents, defiring that he would approve 
of the war tfct he had with the Teutonic knights, and would 
declare that the facred vefleis taken out of the P ruffian 
churches, and diftributed in Poland \ were lawful prizes. 
The pope granted thefe two requefts, but refufed a third 
demand made by the ambaffadors, namely, that the king 
might have leave to caufe a crufade to be preached againft 
the Tartars. The pope refufed to grant a crufade aggjnft 
agavafi Tartars , becaufe he intended to make utp of thofe facred

The 
king quickly after made himfelf mafter of all the ecdefiafti- 
cal ftate, as far as the fion tiers of Siena and Florence, while 
the pope earneftly follicited the affiftance of the emperor 
Sigifmund, who had entered Italy to terminate his differences 
. vdth the Venetians . Though the. emperor was defirous of 
putting a flop to the pregrefs of Ladijlaus , yet he would not 
confent at that time to engage. in a war againft him; but by The empe* 
frequent letters prevailed upon the pope to agree to a ge- ror enters 
neral council, as the moft proper means' to procure the peace Lombard 
of Italy, John accordingly fent two legates to the emperor, 
with rail power to determine the place and' time for holding 
the council, but cautioned them,, in the moft eameft manner, 
not to agree to any place under the jx>wer of theeemperor \ 

The Agates, for what reafoh is uncertain, agreeed to hold 
the council at Cor\ftance t an imperial city, in the dio- 
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cefe of Merit z ; and the emperor published a letter* dddrefled 
to all the prelates,, inviting them to come to the council, to 
be opened in that city on the iff of November , in the follow- 
ing year, promifing them a fafe conduft both in their coming 
and returning, and full fecurit^during their refidence. - 
Confer The pope, upon being informed of the proceedings of 
ences his legates, wascgreatly affli&ed, as he forefaw that he would 
betwixt not ma ft er ^ 0 f t h e deliberations of the council. But as 
th* tt ’ t ^ iere was no me ^ ns receding, he went to Piacenza, where 
cppe. j ic a con ference with the emperor ; and proceeding from 
thence to Lodi , on the 10th of December , he published a 
bult, appointing a general council to be held at the time and 
place above-mentioned, not having been able to prevail with 
the emperor to agree to the nomination of any other city. 
A.D. Sigi/mundy bqfore he left Italy, wrote to the two antipopes, 

’ 1414. exhorting them to appear at the council, but both Benedict 
and Gregory protefted againft that affembly, and ufed their, 
utmoft endeavours to prevent its meeting. , Mean while John 
having returned to Bologna from thence, wrote to the king 
of France , and to the univerfity of Paris , defiring them to 
folicite the Bohemian Huffites to for fake the herefy of WickljfFe^ 
But the entreaties of the univerfity were withput effeft, for 
the Huffites every day more and more detected the Roman 
church ; and Peter of Drefden , having beep obliged to quit . 
bis native country on account of his religion* principles, infi- 
nuated to Sacobellus , one of thefl* preachers, eminent for his 
learning and probity c , that the^chutch *>£ Rome deceived 
the people, by denying them the ufe. of the cup in the facra* 
ment of the eucharift, contrary to the words of our Saviour, 
who fays, Except ye eat the fie/h of the fon of man , and drink 
bis blood , ye have no'life in you d . This new opinion of the 
neceffity of communicating under both kinds was receiyed 
by the Huffites with great applaufe, as they now thought, 
they could plainly .convift the Roman church either of igno« 
ranee or wickednefs. 

Ladifiaus , While themoft inveterate eoemies of the apoftolic fee 
dies at were ftrengthening their party in Bohemia , the tranquillity 
Naples. 0 f it a iy was, in fome meafure, reftored by the death of La - 
diflaus, he having died at Naples on the 6th of Huguft. By 
his death John was delivered frpm a formidable enemy, and 
had now tb great inclination to attach; liimfelf to tbe -em* 
perqrj however, as every thing was fettled for the Ejecting 
of the council at Conjlance , and as he was prdled to go thi^ 
ther by the cardinal, on the ift of Qflober he fet out for

lebration of the council, as a continuation of that of Pi/a for 
the reformation of the ftate of the church, to beppend on the 
30th of the month. •The council however was not opened * 
till the 5th of November , when the firft feffion was appointed^ . 
to be held on the 16th. On that day the pope made a dff '- 0 p e hs the 
courfe to the fynod; after which the fame cardinal of Phh council at 
rence read the pope’s admonition, concerning the moderation Con- 
to he obferved in the aflembly, and about the confideratidn ftance. 
of thofe things that regarded the peace of theschurch, and 
the extirpation of the errors of Witkliffe\ and to prevent any 
difturbance about precedency, he declared that, with regard 
to the order of fitting in theafTembly, no prejudice fhould arife 
tp any perfon or church. The tninifters and officials of the 
council were then appointed ; namely, four prothonotaries to 
and commit to writing all that fhould be done in 
the fynod, undc^whom were fotfr notaries, one from each of 
the four principal nations of Italy, France , Germany, and 
England . The guard of the coundl was committed to Ber~ 
thold Urjini a Ramin* ' Befides, there were appointed four 
fearchers of jhe votes, four do&ors of law as advocates of 
the council, two^focurators, and laftly, four mafters of the 
ceremonies; after which proceedings the council was pro- 
rogued till the 17 th of December .

As the fecond felfion, 
On account of the emperor’s abfence, had been prorogued to 
the month of March , he in the mean time convoked a gene- 
ral congregation of the members of the council, and laid 
bdFore them his negotiations with the antipopes, in order to 
terminate the fchifin. - Re then regulated what regarded the 
liberty, fecurity, and fubiiftance, of the ftrangers at that 
time in Confktnce, the number of whom amounted to about 
100,000 e : he likewife, at the requeft of the members, left 
the council at full liberty to deliberate.and determine in mat- 
ters of faith, thereby expoling John Hufs to the refentment 
of the fathers, in violation of his own' fafe conduit (T). 
Soon after fome cardinals arrived from the antipgpes, in 
quality of nuncios, and, after a difpute.it was rcfojvqd t«uad— 
mit them until the ornaments of their dignity. The nuncios 
of Gregory propofed to profecute on his* part the means 
of ceflion, and defired that John might -not prefide in the 
council, tp the decrees of which they pfomifed all obedi- 
ence. But thofe of BenediSt only propofed a conference 
with the emperor and Ferdinand * king of Jti ragon, to be held 
in the city of Nice, on the Genoefe coaftf.

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During the monthof February feveralothcr congrcgsi- The pope 
tions were held, in which it was determined, contrary to is accuftd 
the inclination of the pope, that the lay deputies of the tf/mamt 
kings, republics, and univerfities, fhould be admitted as 
members of the council, and that in the public ffffions the 
votes should be given not by particulars but by nations. 

About the fame time a memorial was prefentad, containing 
a long accufation of John XXIII. which, according to Niem, 
was thought to havp been prefented by an Italian , and inr * 
eluded all the mortal Jins , and an infinite number of abomina- 
tions 8. The pope, terrified with this accufation, propofed « 
to confefs himfelf to the council ; but he was in fome mea- 
fure freed from his apprehenfions, for it was refolved to. 
fupprefs the memorial. However, it was agreed among all the 
nations, that the abdication of the pope was thp moft proper 
means to terminate the fchifm : accordingly John y finding 
the council unanimoufiy fix’d in that refolution, with great 
reluflance, and after many fubterfuges, accepted of a form 
of refignation prefented to him by the patriarch of Antioch. 

The next day, being the 2d of March , was held the fecond 
feffion of the council in the cathedral church, where the pope, 
alter the celebration of mafs, read aloud the form of his ab- 
dication, by which he promifed, vowed, and fwore, before 
God, the church, and the council, to give peace to the 
church, by his refignation of the pontificate, on condition ^ * rom i- 
that the two antipopes woirfd t do the fame, or in any cafe 
wherein hishbdj^tion* might be of fervice to the church/^,. 

He had no fooner read this form, than the emperor took off 
his crown, , threw himfelf on his knees, and embraced his 
feet : the patriarch of Antioch likewife thanked him in the 
name of the whole council. Then, according to Spondanus, 
Sigifmund and the whole council promifed, that, if the other 
t\^o popes did not likewife refign, they would fland by him, 
and aflift him againft thorn with all their temporal forces h . 

Sigismund having agreed to a conference with BenediQ 
at Nicf, in, the mopth of June l mean while aflembled ano- 
ther congregation; and on the 15th of March t by their ad- 
vice, demanded of the pope, 1. That the council fhould 
not be diffolved till the union was effected? 2. That it 
fhoSld not be transferred* elfewhere : 3, That the pope 
fhould not leave Confiance : 4. That he fhould name a proxy, 
who fhould abdicate in his name: 5/That he fhould con- 
firm! tpe above propofitions by his bulls : and, laftly, That

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the prelates and others, fummoned to the council, fhould 
not depart, unlefs on account of ficknefs or poverty. The 
pope granted the firft demand; as to the fecond, he declared, 
that it fecmed more convenient to transfer the council to fomc 
place in the neighbourhood of Nice ; to the third, that it 
would be moreexpedient that both he and the council fhould 
go towards Nice ; to the fourth, that he chofe rather to abdi- 
cate perfonaPy than by proxy; and to the laft, he returned 
no anfwer. The council were not at *11 fatisfied with thefe 
anfwers; and being apprehenfive left the pope fhould delay 
his abdication tinder various pretenfions,they again foliated him 
to r namc the emperor, and thofe prelates that were to accom- 
pany him to Nice, as his proxies. John ftill refufed to con- 
tent, as being fenfible that, if he once named proxies, he had 
then no oppertunity to recede; and finding that the council 
was refolved to oblige him to abdicate, he afked leave of the 
emperor to quit Conjiance , pretending that the air of the 
city was prejudicial to his health *. Sigifmund, who had 
placed guards at the gates of the city to prevent any one 
from leaving the council, was fo far from giving him liberty 
to depart, that he obliged him to promife not to quiMihA** 
city till the council was diflblved. John, however, having 
concerted his retreat with the duke of Aujiria , notwithftand- 
fremCon * n S ^ ie V1 8^ ance °* t ^ ie emperor, on the 20th of March 
Aance.° n e ^ ca P ec ^ ft om Conjiance, difguifed in the habit of a groom, 
and fled to Schaffhaufen , about four miles (Jiftance, from 
whence he wrote to Sigifmund , declaring *k«t he had not re- 
tired with the intention of avoiding to fulfil his promife of 
abdication, but that he might execute it with liberty and 
fecurity. e 

This fudden flight of the pope occafioned great difputes 
among the members of the council ; fome affirming, that, 
as he had retired, the council was thereby diffolved, while 
others maintained that the authority of a council, in the n£- 
ceffities of the church, was fuperior to that of a pope. 
Thefe laft were fupported by Sigifmund, who, with the no- 
bles of his court, went through the city, and with great 
prudence and firmnefs quieted the difturbances ; and calling 
the four different nations together, affured them thtf he 
, would proteft the council, and, ‘with the hazard of his life. 
The council would procure the union of the church. Accordingly, to 
continues . f U pp 0 rt the authority of the council in the thirdileffion, 
which was held on the 26th of March, it was decreed* 
that as the council had been .legally aflembkd in Conjiance ,

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it was not diffolved by the retreat of the pope or any other 
prelates ; that it ought not to be diffolved till the church was 
reformed in faith and manners, both in the head and mem- 
bers ; nor ought it to be transferred elfewhere without ma- 
ture deliberations ; and that no niembers ought to retire 
till it was diffolved, unlefs their reafons for removing were 
approved by the council, and that then they fftould be bound 
to leave their proxies with thofe who remained. The next 
day three cardinals «that had been to the pope returned , to * 
Conftance , with a letter and mandate from him, declaring 
that he was willing to appoint proxies for his abdication, 1 
and defirjng that the king of the Romans and the council 
would provide for his fecurity, and that of the duke of Au - 
firia , who had been put to the ban of the empire for affix- 
ing him to make his efcapc. What reception ^hefe offers of 
the pope met with does not appear; but two days after he 
protefted before a notary and feveral witneffes, that he was 
not bound to perform what he had promifed and fworn at 
ConJlance y as he was influenced by fear and force. He then 
left Schaffhaufen , and proceeded, in the midft of a heavy 
to the caftle of Louffertberg .

‘he would not return to Conftance, the. council fhould pro- 
ceed againft him as a perfon fufpefted of herefy, and author 
of fchifm. After thefe determinations fome overtures were 
read, regarding the condemnation of Wickliff s doftrine, and 
for regulating the manner of proceeding in difeuffing the 
caufe of John Hujs , to examine which feveral doftors of di- 
vinity and law were appointed. Meanwhile the pope re-

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tired from Louffcnberg to Friburgh ; but before he left that 
caftle he wrote to the different princes of Europe , and to 
the univerfity of Paris 9 excufing his flight from Conjlancet 
alleging that the emperor had deprived the council of liberty, 
by Shutting the gates of the city, and that he had prefumed, 
on different occalions, t <5 prefide at their deliberations ; that 
although in general councils no difference of nations ought 
to be obfervec^ yet it had been ordained, that each nation 
• fhould have but one voice, although frgm France and Italy 
there were prefent 200 prelates, and only three from England t 
with nine other ecclefiaftics ; and that in the aflemblies, lay- 
xneit as well as clergymen had been admitted to give their 
votes, although by the canons the right of voting in general 
councils only belonged co cardinals, patriarchs, archbifhops, 
and bifhops. f The council, in their own juftification, pub- 
lifted a letter, addrefTcd to all the faithful, wherein they de- 
clared, that the pope had prohibited any one to leave the 
council, under pain of excommunication ; that, neverthelefs, 
the city being daily deferted, he had defired the emperor to 
provide againft the evil, who thereupon had not fhut the 
gates, but only guarded them for part of a day ; that, jfai 
difpatch of bufmefs, the council had appointed the form o. 
deliberating by nations, but, neverthelefs, in the feflions 
every member had a liberty of fpeaking what he pleafed ; that 
John had afted contrary to the example of former popes, 
particularly of Symmachits and Sixtus, who did not feek to 
diminifh the authority of the council by thqfc^ight, but fub- 
mitted hmmbly to its decrees : they then concluded, with 
teftifying their delire that John would return to their coun- 
cil. 

On the 17 th of April* a few days hefore they publifhed 
this letter, the fixth feflion of the council was held, wherein 
it was decreed, that John fhould be obliged to appoint proxies 
for his refignation, according to a focm then read, and that* 
an honourable embafTy fhould be fent to him to inform him 
of this decree, and to invite him to return to the neighbour- 
hood of Conjlance. Jerome of Prague , the affociate of Johti 
Hufs , was likewife fummoned to the council, and a fafe-con- 
duft granted to him; but, according to Spondanus , it vgas , 
mentioned as an exception, in as far as the catholic faith ad- 
mitted. days after the ambafladors of the council 

found the pope at Blijac , from whence, after their ayival, 
he fled to, Neuenburgh, with the defign of putting himfelf 
under the proteftion of the duke of Burgundy . But he was 
prevailed upon to return to Friburgh , where he had a con- 
ference for three days with the ambaifadors, and promifed 

* to 
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to refigtl, On condition of impunity for his paft and futurfe pro- 
ceedings, and that 'he fhould if ill continue cardinal, and be 
appointed legate a latere for his life in Italy, with feveral 
other extravagant articles. The legates giving an accounr 
of their embaify in the feventh feflion, held on the 2d of 
May , the council then fummoned the pope to appear at Con- 
fiance within nine days, to anfwer for his flight and other 
matters, and granted him a fafe-conduft, which was con- 
firmed by the emperor. Jerome of Prague was likewife de- 
clared contumacious, for not having appeared according to 
his former citation. Two days after was held the eighth 
feflion, wherein the writings of JVickliffe were prohibited, 
and ordered to be burnt ; a great many of his propofitions 
were condemned, and his bones were ordered to be dug up 
and thrown into profane ground. The day Allowing, by 
the advice of the council, Sigifmund was reconciled to the 
duke of Aufiria , who finding himfelf unable to preferve hi* 
dominions, in confequence of the ban, came and fubmitted 
in a moil humble manner, promifed to bring the pope back 
to the council, and as a fecurity refigned, by a folemn aft, 
all his pofleflions into the hands of the emperor. Immedi- 
ately upon this agreement, Sigifmund fent two archbifhops, 
and a body of 300 men, to Fribargb, to feize the pope, who 
feemed not difpleafed to return to Confiance, bur, while he 
protrafted the time, he fent a proxy to two cardinals to 
plead his caufe before the council. This bull, 'however* 
was rejefted ift tlip ninth feflion, which was held on the 13th 
of May , the council infilling that proxies could not be ad- 
mitted, as the citation was perfonal. Accordingly the next 
day, in the tenth feflion^ John wtih his followers were de- 
clared contumacious, and a fentence of fufpenfion from the 
pontificate was denounced againfl him, as guilty of fimony 
an<^ many other fcandalous vices.. A few days after the pope 
aj riving, under a guard, # at Ratoffcell , within two leagues of 
Confiance , five cardinals were fent to him to inform him of 
the proceedings of the council; to which he declared his 
fubmiflion, but wrote to the emperor and the council, en- 
treating them to have fome regard to his honour, his perfon, 
and his eflate. In the following feflion, which was held on 
the '-?5th of May, fifty-four articles were read againft the 
pope, accufing him of various crimes, for the jproof of 
which the witnefles were mentioned :* three other articles 
were li&ewife added, concerning his poifoning his predecef- 
for, and denying the refurreftion of the dead and a future 
life; but for thefe no witnefles could be produced. The 
articles for which there was proof were carried to the pope,

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7he coun - and he was defired to anfwer them ; but he ftill declaring 
cil defo/es his willingnefs to fubmit to the council, on the 29th of May, 
tbs fope. i n the twelfth' feflion, a definitive fentence of depofition was 
denounced againft him, which he next day confirmed by a 
public inftrument, and immediately laid afide all the pontifi- 
cal ornaments. 

JohnHufs This affair of the depofition of the pope being terminat- 
ors bis ed, to the fatisfa&ion of the council, they proceeded next to 
dociritits decide the caufe of John Hu/s . On the 7th of June he was 
to be ex - called before a private affembly, where the emperor was pre- 
amint^ fent, w j 10 exhorted him to fubmit to the authority of the 
council, and promiied, from a regard to his brother Wencejlau 's 
and the kingdom of Bohemia , he would difmifs him fafe ; 
otherwife, inftead of being a proteftor to him in his errors, he 
would, witlj. his own hands, light the fire to which he would 
be condemned. John pleaded the fafe conduft that .he him- 
felf had given him, and declared, that he came to the coun- 
cil not to defend his doftrines with a perverfe obftinacy, but 
to retraft them if he fhould be taught any thing that was 
better. The next day he was again called before the em- 
peror and fcveral prelates, and defired to abjure twenty-fix 
heretical articles, drawn from his treatife upon the chtJTTff; 
.7$ A/t required of them not to be compelled todoany thing againft 
his confcience. He faid feveral of the articles he had never 
taught, and therefore could not renounce them; the reft he 
was willing to forfakc upon»being inftru&ed better. The 
emperor and the prelates not being fatisfied with thefe con- 
ditional ftibmiffions, John was* recondu&ed to prifon; and 
in the thirteenth fefiion, which was held on the 15th of 
* N June, the proftors of the counci] defired the condemnation 
of fome errors concerning the euchaiifi: accordingly it was 
decreed, that though Chrift inftituted and adminiftered the 
facrament after fupper under both kinds, of bread and wine, 
neverthelcfs, according to the laudable cuftomof the church, 
and the authority of the faered canons, it ought not to be 
confecrated after lupper, nor received by the faithful, unlefs 
when fading, except in cafe of ficknefs, or of any other ne- 
ceffity admitted by the church ; and although in the pri- 
mitive church the fame facrament was received by the faithful 
under both kinds, yet, to avoid feveral fcandals, thecuftoinhad 
been jufily introduced, that the laity fhould receive it under 
the bread alone, as It ought to be moft firmly believed that 
the intire body of Chrift is whoUj^contained under e&ch kind 
feparately ; and that thofe who bbftinately aflerted that the 
obfervation of this cuftom was facrilegious and unlawful, 

ought 
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ought td be punifhed by the ordinaries, and iacpiifitors of 
herefy. 

In the next feffion, which was held on the 4th of July , Gregory 
the emperor prefided* till the deputies from pope Gregory XII. abdi - 
read his bulls, approving the council, not as having aflembled caUs t the 
by ordet of pope John, whom he Ailed Balthafar Cdjfa , but pontificate 
as fummoned by the authority of Sigifmund. «TThe emperor 
then retired to his own place, arid the council jonfirmed all 
the proceedings of Gregory, during his adminiftration of the * 
pontificate ; received his fix cardinals, and himfelf as a fe- 
venth, into the facred college, and annulled all the cenfures • 
that had been denounced by either party againft the other. 

Charles Malatejla, lord of Rimini , as proxy for Gregory , 
then made a folemn renunciation of the pontificate in his 
name ; upon which the council fung Te Deum, % and decreed* 
that Gregory Ihould be always accounted next to the pope in 
dignity and rank, and declared him perpetual legate a latere 
in the march of Ancona . Two days after, in the fifteenth fef- 
fion, John Hufs was introduced into the council, and placed 
upon a high feat in the view of the whole aflembly, as a per- 
fon convifted Of herefy by thofe who had been appointed to 
"examine him, altho* his judges had ufed no arguments to 
difprove his doftrines, but only infilled that he ought to (ub- 
mit his judgment to a general council. After he was feated* 
an order was read* enjoining the ftrifteft filence, under pain 
of excommunication and two months imprifonment :* then the 
propofitions *of jVickliff were read and condemned : John 
Hufs was declared .an obrtinate heretic ; ordered to be 
degraded, and to be delivered to the fecular court; and his 
writings to be burnt. In confequence of this fentcnce, he , , 

Was dripped of his facerdotal habit, a paper mitre, painted 
with devils, was put upon his head, and he was delivered to con ~, 
the magiftrate of Conjhance, who the fame day ordered him to 
fye^burnt alive without tlje city. Mnaas Sylvius, afterwards an Wn * 
Pius II. in his hiftory bf Bohemia^ relates, that he walked to 
the ftake aschearfully as if he had been going to an entertain- 
ment, and, while he was burning, fung an hymn with a 
lbud and ftrong voifce l . Though his alhes were thrown in- 
to the lake, yet his difciples carried off the earth On which 
he ffiftered, Which was diftributed amongft his followers, 
and preferved by theni as facred relicks m . The ngws of his 
death no fooner reached Bohemia , than \he riobles and barons* 

Who hfd embraced his doftrine, wrote threatening letters to 
the couhcil, and entered into ah allbciation for their mutual

On 
the 1 8th Sigifmund quitted Confiance , with an efcort of 
4000 horfe, and arrived foon after at Narbonne ; but, being 
obliged to defay his Journey on account of the ficknefs of the 
king of Arragon, he did not reach Perpignan before the 
1 8th of September . Benedict, or Peter de Luna, at firfl re- 
fufed to come to the conferences, unlefs the emperor would 
honour him as pope; but Sigifmund abfolutely rejecting 
y re * that demand, he at laft arrived at Perpignan . However, he 
^aidkate ^dl refufed to abdicate, and infilled that, as he had nowuko - 
competitors, the only way to terminate the fchifm was to ac- 
knowlege him as pope. The emperor, highly offended at 
this obftinacy, threatened to compel him to a refignation, 
and left Perpignan . After he; had returned to Narbonne , 
being informed that Benedict had fled to the ftrong city of 
Pemfcola, on the coaft of Valentia , he invfced him to return 
to Perpignan , but without effeft. By this obftinacy Bene- 
dict loft all his adherents ; the clergy of Scotland acknowleged 
the authority of the council of Cdhflance , and the kings of

legiifg, that, as the duke of Or\ 
leans was a tyrant, above the 
reach of the laws, it was law- 
ful and meritorious to kill him. 
Thefe articles were condemned 
by the bilhop of Paris, and by 
t^e inquifitor 5 and, the affair 
being carried before the coun- 
cil, it was debated there with 
great warmth, and fpme of 
thofe, who held the affirmative, 
were in hazard of their lives (1 ).

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Arr agon, Cqftik, and Navarre , and the count of Armagh 
naCy fent deputies to the emperor at A arbonne, where a ca- 
pitulation was concluded, under twelve articles, whereby 
it was agreed, that the prelates at (lonjiance ihould write cir- 
cular letters to the princes and prelates hitherto in the obe- 
dience of Benedict , inviting them to the counqjl ; and that, 
upon their arrival, they Ihould confult with the reft about 
the union and reformation of the church, and? theeleftion 
of a new pope. . • 

During thefe tranfa&ions of the emperor, the council 
aflembled on the 17th of Aiigujl , and appointed fome bifhops 
from each of the nations to judge the caufes and com- 
plaints that Ihould be brought before the council. In the j €rome 0 f 
next feffion, which was held on the 23d of September, Prague 
Jerome of Prague , a layman, and mafter of arts, publicly figns a re- 
abjured the errors of Wickliffe, and acknowleged himfelf ex- cant at ion ; 
pofed to the feverity of the canons if he fliould ever teach 
amy thing contrary to the catholic do&rine; which abjura- 
tion and profeffion he delivered to the council written with his 
own hand. He, however, afterwards retraced, and endea- 
,yoiif£d to efcape ; but was brought back from the confines of 
Bohemia by John duke of Bavaria , and (hut up in a dark 
and loath fome dungeon in the bottom of a tower, in which 
fituation he continued feveral months. In the fame feffion 
the council confirmed the decrees of the emperor Frederic II. 
and Charles I V ..concerning immunity of ecclefiaftics ; and in the 
twentieth feffion, keW on the 19th of November , a monitory 
was publi filed againft Frederic duke of Auftria , for his in- 
vafion of the privileges and pofleffions of the church of Trent . A. D. 
There are no other proce^ings of" the council mentioned 1416. 
during this year; but on the 31ft of January , in a general 
feffion, the capitulation of Narbonne was confirmed, and a 
few days after letters of convocation to the Spanifb princes 
and* prelates were publifhed,* according to the form agreed to 
betwixt the deputies. Mean while Ferdinand king df Arra* 
gon prohibited, by a public edift, any of his fubjetts from 
obeying Benedict ; who, in return, aflembled his friends at 
Penifcola, and demanded a ifentence of depofition and ex- 
communication againft Ferdinand. After the publication of 
the citation for the Spanifb prelates, the deliberations of the 
members of the council were not fo frequent, as they waited 
for the asrival of the emperor, who had proceeded to 
France , and from thence to England \ to reconcile thefe two 
kingdoms, and to alk fuccours againft the Turks , who were 
then ravaging Hungary . In the twenty-firft feffion, which was 
held on the 29th of May, Jerome of Prague , after having,

$retary of John XX111. who 
was then at Cottftance , give6 an < 
account of ( the behaviour of 
Jerome before the fathers, in an 
elegant letter to his friend Leo- 
nardo of Arezzo , and fays, that, 
tho’ he was iliut up in a dark 
and nafty dungeon for 340 
days, where he could not even 
fee, yet, upon his trial, he 
cited fo many learned and wife 
anen, and fo many doftors of 
the church, in defence of his 
opinions, that it would have 
Appeared extraordinary, even 
tho’ the whole time of his im- 
prifoninent had been fpent in 
leifure and ftudy. He declares, 
that he had never feen any 
whofe eloquence approached fo 
near to that of the ancients ; 
that be anfwered his accufers 
with the greateft wifdom and 
Confidence; and that, if his 
faith was the fame with what he 
profeffed, there could not be 
found againft him the leaft 
caufe of offeifce : that he fre- 
quently anfwered the reproaches 
and railings of his opponents 
by a jjeft or farcafm, which ob- 1 
bged many of the # aflembly to 
(mile. On file left day of fiis 
audience, having with difficulty 
Obtained leave to fpeak, he 
mentioned many upright men 
fhqt had been unjufuy con- 


demned by wiqked judges, par- 
ticularly Socrates , Plato, Anax- 
agoras, Zeno , Rutilius , Boe- 
thius ; then, proceeding to the 
facred feriptures, he mentioned 
Jo/efb, almoft all the prophets, 
Sufatmah, John Baptift , our Sa- 
viour, Stephen the Martyr ; and 
&11 the apoftles, ho faid, had 
been condemned, not as being 
good men, but as defpifiuK ofm 
God, and feditious ringleaders 
of the people; that the mo ft 
holy and learned fathers, Au - 
gujtine and Jerome , had dif- 
fered from one another with- 
out- being Jufp'efted of herefy. 
He then mentioned his friend 
John Hu/s, whom he praifed 
as a good, juft, and holy man, 
&ho had never preached again ft 
the doftrines of the church, 
but againft the abufes of the 
clergy* And the pride ancfpamp 
of the prelates, who wafted, the 
patrimony of the church, de- 
figned for the fupport of the 
poor and ftrangers, upon whores 
and dogs, and in feaftii^g, glut- 
tony, and vain apparel. As 
his difcoorfe was frequently in- 
terrupted by the captious ob- 
jeftions of his exponents, there 
was jioue whom he did not wi- 
lder, and either obliged all to 
blufh or to be filent. When a 
noife arofe in file aflembly he 
Qopt, without being difconcert- 
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About the fame time the duke of Aufiriai having refufed 
to obey the monitory, and having fled from Conjtance, the 
council informed the emperor of his flight ; who immediately 
put him to the ban of the empire. A few months after- 
wards the twenty-fecond feflion was held, on the 15th of 
Oftobdh, in which was regulated the order of fitting to be 
obferved by the deputies of Arragon and Naples, who had 
arrived at the council; and it was decreed, that# the votes of 
the deputies of Arragon , together with thofe of the deputies 
of Portugal, Cajlile, and Navarre, fliould have the fame 
authority as if all the biftiops of thofe kingdoms were pre- 
fent : by which means a fifth nation was added to thofe al- 
ready appointed by the council. In the following feflion, 
held on the 5th of November , twelve commiflares were no- 
minated to determine the manner of proceeding again!! 

Peter de Luna ; and in the next feflion, which was held on 
the 1 8 th of the fame month, a form of citation was read, 
fummoning the fame Peter, as a fchifmatic and heretic, to 
appear within feventy days after intimation made to himfelf, 
or the publication of the fummons in any church of the 
diqrefe wherein he refided. In the two following feflions, 
which were held on the 14 th and 24 th of December, the de- 
puties of the count of Foix and of the king of Navarre 
were admitted into the council ; and a decree was made, 
ordaining, that no' honour or detriment (hould accrue to any 
nation by the order of fitting, debating, or fubfcribing. 

A few weeks# after, 'the emperor returned to Conjtance \<Fhe em- 
andin the twenty-feventh feflion, held on the 20th of February, peror re - 
the duke of Aujlria was declared guilty of contumacy ; and in turns to 
the next feflion, held on the 3d of March, Frederic and his Con- 
adherents were excommunicated, for having invaded the^ anc ^L 
pofleflions of the church of Trent , and violated his oath to the 
emperor- The twenty-ninth feflion was held on the 8th of 
March , the day appoined for the appearance of Peter de Luna ; 
but, as he had not obeyed the fummons, the council declared 
him contumacious ; and two days after, in the thirtieth 
feflion, the deputies that had been fent to Spain, informing the 
aflembly that they had cited the faid Peter perfonally, and 
received from him an evafive anfwer, the council immediately 
approved the withdrawing dbedience fjrom him. In the next

Guienne , tho* appointed by Benedict, was confirmed by the 
council, becaufe his competitor, who had been nominated 
by John XXIII. was lately dead. The five following fcffions 
were wholly*employed in the caufe of Peter de Luna , who, 
after feverai citations, and examinations ofwitnefles againft 
him, on the 26th of Jidy, in the thirty-feventh feffion, was 
folemnly depofed, and all Chriftians were abfolved from yield- 
ing him obedience. Before this definitive fentence was pub- 
lffhed, the emperor, with the princes of Germany , and the Eng - 
iifh deputies, had endeavoured to prevail with the council to 
proceed to the reformation of the church ; and the marquis of 
Brandenburg particularly propofed, that the clergy of Ger- 
many fhould be prohibited, by a canon, 4 from purchafing any 
immoveable pofieffions. This motion for a reformation was, 
however, ftrenuoufly oppofed by the cardinals and the other 
nations, who urged that it was firft neceflary to eledt a pope ; 
and, each party defending their opinion with great warmth, 
the council was on the point of being diflolved. The em- 
peror at length calmed their fpirits, and, after two feUTons* 
fpent in frivolous difputes about precedency, in the thirty-ninth 
feffion, which was held on the 9th of October, a perpetual 
decree was made, that, fifteen years after the diflolving of 
the council of Conjiance , another fhould be held, and, within 
feven years after that fhould {?e diffolvqpl^a ftiiid fhould be 
held, and for ever afterwards councils fhould be held every 
ten years ; the place of meeting to be appointed by the pope, 
who fhould have liberty to confcraft, but not to lengthen, 
the term for their convocation ; and if a fchifm fliould arife 
in the pontificate, within a year'after the difTolution of the 
council, it fhould then afTemble the year after without any 
citation. In the fortieth feffion, held on the 30th of OEloftfr, 
it was decreed, that the future pope, before thedifmiffingof the 
council, fhould reform the church in the head and members 5 
they then proceeded to regulate the form of theeledion, and 
ordained, that fix deputies of each of the nations fhould enter 
the conclave, together with the cardinals; and whoever 
fhould be chofen, by two-third*of the cardinals and deputies, 
fliould fce accounted a true pope. Accordingly in the forty-firft 
feffion, held on theSth of November, thirty deputies were no- 
minated, and entered the conclave with twenty cardinals of 
Martin V. the three obediences. After great difputes, Otbo Cqlonna , a 
w elefied Roman , and cardinal deacon of St. George , was chofen pope 
pope by the on the uth of November ; who, in honour of the faint

Wencejla^s being unable, by his own autho- 
rity, to quell the commotions raifed by the Hujfites , wrote 
to his brother Sigifmund for his afliftance.

dinals to abdicate, would not confent, but declared that he 
would confer with Martin about the means of reftoring 
peace to the church The council again aflembling on 
the 21ft of March 9 publifhed fome decrees concerning ex- 
emptions, firft fruits, d’lfpenfations, fimony, tythes, and 
other ecclefiaftical grievances, and Concerning thg lives and 
'drefs of the clergy ; by which, and by fome agreement with 
each of the nations which is not mentioned, the pope de- 
creed, that the former flatute of the council, about reforming

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the church, was fully executed (X), According to Plat inn, 
the pretence ufed for delaying to proceed to the reformation 
was the long continuance of the council, therefore, in the 
forty-fourth feffion, held on the 19th of April, according to a 
former decree, a future council was appointed to be held at 
Pavia .

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Martin foon after quitted Conjidnce, and went to Geneva , fie pope 
where he continued till the month of September. He then returns to 
palled the Alps, and was received with great honour by Italy, and 
Philip duke of Milan, whom he reconciled to Panduiphus 
Malatejla, lord of Bre/cia. From thence he proceeded to A.D. 
Mantua, where he continued four months, and fent feveral , 4 , 9 * 
legates to the cities of Italy, to reconcile their differences, 
and facilitate his own journey to Rome. In th$ beginning of refiies at 
February Martin left Mantua , and went to Florence, by Fl° ren ce. 
Ravenna and Forli, to avoid Bologna, which had then re- 
volted from the church. He was received by the Florentines • 

With great honour, and continued upwards of eighteen 
months in that city, till he had eftablilhed his authority in 
Italy; and recovered the greateft part of the territories of the 
church; for, at his arrival, the caftle of St* Angelo, Oftia , 
and Civita Vecchia, were garrifoned by the Neapolitans, and 
the Romans had fubmitted to Brachius lord of Perugia, who 
had reduced that city and a great part of the ecdefiaftical 
ftate; and, as he had ferved feveral years under Balthafar 
Coffa, the late pope John, was a great enemy to Martin. 

Brachius was foon after expelled from Rome by S/ortia Vi- 
conti, then conftable of Naples ; but, (till refufing to fubmit 
to the church, he was excommunicated by Martin. How- 
ever, the authority of the pope was at that time fo weak, 
that Brachius and his adherents, in their turn, excommu- 
nicated his v holinefs, who was likewife expofed to the feoffs 
of the common people (Y). By the intercedion of the Flo- 
rentines, Brachius loon after fubmitted, and came and threw, 
himfelf at the pope’s feet ; who appointed him vicar over fe- 
veral of the cities he had formerly ufurped. The queen of 
Naples likewife reftored the places which ihe had lazed, and 
fent her fenefchal to Florence, deliring the pope to fend a 
cardinal to Naples, to perform the ceremony of her corona- 
• tion. Martin granted«her requeft, on condition that Ihe fet 
her hulband at liberty; who had been long confined in 
prifon, while Ihe indulged herfelf openly in kfcivioulnefs 
About the fame time four cardinals, who had deferred Bene- 
diEi, came and fubmitted to the pope ; and foon after Balthafar 
Cojfa, who had efcaped from the guards that were conducting

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him into Italy, came and threw himfeif at his feet, and ac- 
knowleged him true pope, and canonically elected. His fub- 
million was very acceptable to Martin , who created him 
cardinal bifhop of Tufculum , and dean of the facred col- 
lege : however, he did not long enjoy this return of prof- 
pcrity, but died a few months after, and was moft honour- 
ably interred art the expence of ifts friend Co/mo di Medicis ; 
who, by his means, had raifed his fortune to fuch a degree, 
as to be accounted, not only the richqft citizen of Florence 
but of the whole world r . 

During thefe tranfaftions in Italy , the catholics in Bo - 
hernia were miferably opprefled by the Hujfites , who had ex- 
pelled them from Prague , and feveral other cities of the 
kingdom, and, fince the death of Wenceflaus , had refufed 
to acknowIege ( . his brother Sigifmund as their king ; becaufe 
he had previoully refufed to confirm to them liberty of con- 
fcience (Z). Martin being informed of their horrid out- 
rages, at the entreaty of Sigifmund, publifhed a erufade 
againft them on the ift of March, with the ufual indul- 
gences *, and fent legates into Germany to attend the em- 
peror; who, being delivered from his apprehenfions of the 
Turks in Hungary , had raifed an army of 200,000 men, with 
which he entered Bohemia , and befieged Prague . But, not-*

ments, with the lofs of his baggage, provifions, and artil- 
lery r . About the fame time, the pope, having received an 
embafly from Manuel the Greek emperor, with an offer of* 
embracing the Latin faith agd rites, if reafonable conditions 
were propofed, he appointed cardinal Fonfeca as his legate 
a latere to go to Conftantinople ; but he firfl fent the general 
of the Dominicans t<t found the real difpofition of the em- 
peror. Soon after, having recovered Bologna , he erefled 
the church of Florence into a metropolitan, in return for jfic 
kind reception he had met with from that city ; which he 
quitted on the 9th of September , and proceeded to Rome. 
where he was received with 'the greateft demonftrations of 
joy u , the Romans appointing the day of his arAval to be ob- 
ferved as a holiday. Martin immediately caufed the city to 
be repaired and decorated, and applied himfelf to humanize 
the Romans , who were become almoft barbarous ; he was, 
however, in fome meafure interrupted in thefe defigns by 
Ilrachius of Perugia , who again revolted, and renewed his 
hofliliries in the ecclefiaftical flate.

In the mean time the Hujfites, to juftify their proceedings, <Theyp u b- 
publifhed a letter, accufing the emperor of having violated lijbaut- 
their privileges, alienated the marquifate of Brandenburgh ter in j u f. 
without the confent of the fltates, plundered the churches, tification 
and carried ojf the archives of the kingdom : they then pro- °f their 
pofed four articles - from which they declared they would P roce *d- 
never recede ; namely, concerning the freedom of com- **&• 
municating under both kinds,’ the preaching of the gofpel 
without conftraint, depriting the clergy of all fuperfluous 
endowments, and extirpating, by a reformation, all mortal 
fin in every rank and dignity. This letter was figned by 
Conrad archbifhop of Prague , who had efpoufed their party, 
and by a great many barems and deputies of the cities ; who 
a few months afterwards held a diet, or holy fynod , as they 
called it, at Prague, in which they publifhed twenty-two 
articles explaining their faith. Ambafladors were likewife 
fent to Poland to make an offer of their crown to Uladiflaus , A. D. 
or Jagellon 5 but, he rejefting the offer, the Huffites applied 
to the duke of Lithuania , who, being.offended at Sigifmund, 
fent his brother Coribtit, with a large body of Lithuanians 
and Pol%s, to the affiftance of the rebels, at the fame time

A few weeks afterwards Martin fent i 
cardinal Branda , bifhop of Piacenza , as his legate into Ger- 
many, to profecute the war againft the HuJJites , and wrote 
to the waiwode, defiring him to recall his troops from Bo - 
hernia ; which requeft was, after fome time, complied with, 
in confequenceof a new accommodation betwixt the emperot 
and his coufin the king of Poland.

What 
was the confequence of this letter is not mentioned ; but 
the following year, according to Qnuphrius, Martin celebrated 
a jubilee at Rome j however, as Italy , Germany , and France * 
were then the fcenes of deftru&ive wars, this folcmn feftival 
feems to have been but little attended to. M&m while, as 
the time for celebrating the council of Pavia now drew 
near, the pope, with the advice of the cardinals, fent four 
prelates to that city ; who, in the month of May , opened 
A general the affembly ; at which were prelent only three other eccle- 
rouncil at fiaftics, namely, two abbots from Burgundy , and a Carme - 
Pavia; life friar from the clergy of England™.

Boniface 0 Vlll. concerning heretics, ordaining, that whoever 
expelled them from \heir territories, or delivered them intq 
the power of the ordinaries or inquifitors, or, when*defired, 
punilhed them with the fecular arm, ftiould enjoy the

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fame indulgences as thofe who perfonally vifited the Holy 
Land. As very, few prelates came to this council, it was 
diflblved in the month of February , another being appointed 
to be held feven years afterwards at Bafd , and the neceffary 
reformations in the mean time being left to the pope and his 
cardinals. According to Platina , Martin diflblved the coun- 
cil to prevent the intrigues of Alphonfus king of Arragon , 
who, being offended that his pretenfions to the kingdom of 
Naples were rejected, had ferit a deputy to Siena to renew • 
the caufe of Veter Je Luna . 

About the fame time, a war arifing betwixt the duke of The pope 
Milan and the Florentines , Martin , in refentment for rtheJ 01 ”* * n a 
afliftance given by that republic to Brachius of Perugia , de- 
clarc J for the duke. A few months after, having fent an 
army to affift the queen of Naples againft Brachius , who was t j nes 
befiegkig Aquila , in an engagement, fought on the fecond of a. D. 
June , Brachius was entirely routed, and mortally wounded. 1424] 
In. confequcnce of this viftory queen Jane y and her adopted 
fon Lewis III. duke of Anjou , remained in quiet pofleflion of 
Naples ; Martin recovered Perugia , and the other places 
in the ecclefiaftical ftate that had been ufurped by Brachius , 
and the Florentines were deprived of their chief fupport 
againft the arms of duke Philip . Not long after the anti- p eter 
pope Benedict died at Penifcola, in the 30th year of his pon- L una j; es 
tificate, having, on his death-bed, bound his followers to andisfuc- 
deft a fucceffor, under pain of eternal damnation. Accord- ceeded by 
ingly the two cardinals of his obedience, after his deceafe, Clement 
chofe lEgidius , a canon of Barcelona , who was compelled by VIII. 
the king of Arragon to accept of the mock dignity, and af- 
fumed the name of Clement VIII. Martin , upon hearing of 
his intrufiou, immediately denounced an anathema againft 
him and his adherents, and cited them all-to appear at Rome . 

Mean while his legate cardinal Branda, having gone with 
the empeior and feveral other princes to Pre/burg, to be 
prefent at the coronation of queen Sophia , prevailed with 
Uladiflaus to grant 5,000 horfe to Sigifinund againft the 
BujJiteSy and to confiscate the poffeifions of Coribut, who 
had again entered Bohemia. Eric king of Denmark , Sweden* 
an ^Norway, and Peter, brother of the king of Portugal \ 
who®were both prefent at # the coronation, likewife granted 
fuccour9 to the emperor ; but, notwithftanding alljhefe re- 
inforcements, the Huffites were everywhere viftorious, and 
not only repulfed the imperialifts and crufaders, but, in their 
turn, invaded Mifnia , which they ravaged in a terrible 
manner x * They, however, this year fuffered a confiderable

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lofs in the death of their blind and valiant general Zifca, 
who died of the plague, after he had agreed to a perfonul 
conference with the emperor. Martin in the mean time 
earneftly follicited the German princes to a new expedition 
againft the Hujfttcs, and wrote to the emperor, exhorting 
Alphon- him to aft with vigour againft them. Being defirous like- 
fut is en- wife to extirpate the remains of the fchifm, he lent the car* 
treated to dinal of Foix as his legate a latere into Arragon, to prevail 
defert tb'e w j t h Jlphonfus, who was his relation,- to defert the anti* 
an ‘\°Ti P°P e - The cardinal, having fent a nuncio to inform the king 
i2- of Jus commilfion, fet out on his journey; but at Charpcntiers 

** he° received a letter from Alphonfus , who declared he could 

not acknowlege him as a legate, till Martin had granted him 
fome things which he demanded of him by a fpecial meflen- 
gcr. After two other prohibitions to enter his kingdom, the 
king at laft allowed him to aft as legate, but under fuch re- 
ftriftions as were rejefted by the cardinal ; who left Arra- 
gon, and retired to the territories of his brother the count 
of Foix ; from whence the following year he fent frequent 
racllengers to the king, defiring a conference, and with pro- 
pofitions for an accommodation. The meflengers returned 
without receiving any fatisfaftory anfwer from the king, who 
ftill kept up his refentment againft Martin, and publilhed 
an edift, prohibiting the prelates of his kingdom from re- 
ceiving any apoftolical letters^ or from executing them or 
thofe of the legate, under the penalty of forfeiting all their 
pofleffions. The cardinal legate prOtefted againft this edift, 
and informed the pope of the king’s proceedings ; who, ok 
the 15 th of July, publilhed a moft fevere fentence againft 
him and his kingdom. About the fame time he fent cardinal 
Nicolas Albergatus, bilhop of Bologna, to mediate a peace 
betwixt Philip duke of Milan and the Florentines and their 
allies, who prevailed with each of the parties to fend (de- 
puties to Ferrara ; where, after three months fpent in ne- 
gotiating, a treaty was concluded on the ift of January y.

The pope, greatly 14 2 7 * 
affefted with the miferies which the catholics fuffered in Bo - 
hernia and Germany , and finding his endeavours to affift 
them hitherto ineffectual, on the 16th of March created 
cardinal Henry , bifhop of Winchefier , and uncle of the late 
Henry V. of England , his legate in Germany, Bohemia , 
and Hungary , with full power of caufing a frufade to be 
preached every where # againft the Wickliffites and Huffites , with 
the fame indulgences as the crufards againft the Saracens 
had formerly enjoyed. As Henry had great authority in 
England, the pope expe&ed large fuccours from that king- 
dom ; accordingly the cardinal, after fome difpute, having 
obtained leave froiti the regent of the kingdom to exercife 
his legatine authority z , publifhed a crufadet againft the 
Huffites ; in confequence of which he raifed a confiderable 
body of forces, with whom he marched the following year 
into Bohemia a . 

While the crufade was preaching in England, the king The pope's 
of Arragon, influenced by the cenfures of the pope, at length legate 
invited the cardinal of Faxi to enter his dominions ; and, treats 
upon his arrival at Valentia , received him with the greateft f ^ e 

honour and refpeCt, conducing him bare-headed into the °f 

city. Altho’ two days after he oppofed fome proceedings 
the legate by a public edift, yet he was prevailed upon to n i an j onm 
enter into a negociation with" him, in which feveral articles t h e 
were drawn *up % containing, the mutual demands of both antipope \ 
parties ; and it was agreed, that the legate fhould carry them 
himfelf to the pope, and return afterwards to Arragon to 
terminate the differences* Accordingly, two gallies being 
provided, the cardinal embarked for Rome , where he ar- 
. rived on the 8th of January . Immediately after, the de- g 
magdsof Alpbonfas were taken into confideration, and anfwers * 
tp each of them were drawn up and fent to the king ; which 
were not approved by him. As the plague at this time 
raged in Rome , and the cardinals were difperfed, the accom- 
modation of the differences was delayed, and the whole year 
was fpent in reciprocal meffages and objeftions b . Martin in 
the mean time publifhed a bull, prohibiting lay officials from^ 
ufurpmg any authority over ecclefiaftics c ; and, as the Bo- 
lognefe had again revolted from the holj fee, he fenfran army 
againft and laid their city under an interdict. In the begin*

ring of the following year, he again fent the cardinal of 
Thifci to Arragon , who arrived at Barcelona about the middle 
of May, where he was received by the king and the prelates 
with great honours. Alpbonfus nevertheleis delayed the con- 
ferences upon various pretences ; but, at the entreaties of 
his brother the king of Navarre , he at length condefcended 
to treat. However, after feveral difputes, the legate re- 
fufing to pu^lifti his abfolution, till he reverfed the decrees 
agaii& the authority of the fee .of $ome, the conferences 
were broken off; and the king next day propofed tofet out on 
an expedition againft the kingdom of Caftile . On the mor- 
refar, the legate having obtained an audience, the king at laft 
consented to his demands ; and his brother and himfelf, 
having received the benediftion of the cardinal, immedi- 
ately departed. Next day the revocation of the king's 
decrees was publilhed ; and two of his councilors, being ap- 
pointed to aft according to the direftions of the legate, 
went to Penifcola , where, on the 26th of July, the anti- 
pope Clement or JEgidius , in the prefence of his cardinals and 
court, voluntarily abdicated the pontifical dignity, confirming 
his abdication by a bull, and exhorting his cardinals to eleft 
another. They accordingly proceeded to an eleftion in the 
ufual manner, and unanimoufly chofe Otho Colonna , or 
Martin V. to whom, in the perfon of his legate, all the 
adherents of the late antipope fubmitted, excepting two car- 
dinals, who, for their obftinacy, had been thruft into prifon 
before the eleftion ; however, .they Toon, itf ter acknowleged 
their fault, and afked pardon. 

The fchifm being thus terminated, after it had continued 
fifty years and ten months, the legate, before he left Spain , 
held a council al # Tortofa for the reftoring of difciplinc, the 
feflions being prorogued to the beginning of the following 
year. Martin foon after fent one of the cardinals as. his 
legate a latere to be prefeat at the general chapter of the 
Francifcans, held at AJJifi, with a full authority of reforming 
the order ih the head and members, and to reprefs the power 
of the HuJJites ; who, at different times, had made irrup- 
tions into Mifnia , Silcfia, Moravia, Luface, and Franconia . 
f The following year he created cardinal Julian his legate 
a latere in Germany, with a fall authority of carrying on 
the facrcl war. As ( this cardinal was remarkably eminent 
for his prudence, eloquence, and learning, a few^eeks af- 
terwards Martin publilhed another bull, appoipting him to 
prefide, in his name, at the council to be held at Bajil, in con- 
sequence of the decrees of thofe of Conftance and Siena . 
This bull was dated on die iff of February # and twenty days 
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after the pope Was feized with an apoplexy, of which he died, 
in the 63d year of his age, and 13 th of his pontificate. 

The fourteen cardinals who were in Rome at the death of Eugenius 
Martin, entered the conclave on the ill of March , and next IV. is 
day eledled Gabriel Condelmero , of an ancient Venetian family, eleRed. 
cardinal prieft and bilhop of Siena , who, affuming the name 
of Eugenius IV. was confecrated on the utlf of the fame 
month (A). Immediately after his ele&ion ^ Francifcan 
treacheroufly confpire^ againft his life, by exciting ammo- 
fities betwixt him and the Colonna , relations of Martin , and 
by endeavouring to feize the callleof St, Angelo by fur prize, 
with the intention of delivering it to that family. The cfe- 
figns of the Francifcan being difeovered, he was feized and 
put to death ; after which Eugenius put an end to the tu- 
mults, by concluding an accommodation with <he Colonnce . 

During this inteftine dillurbance, the pope had written to jj e 
cardinal Julian , confirming his legation in Germany againft firms the 
the Bohemians , and regulating what regarded the holding legation of 
of the council at BaftL The cardinal, being defirous to pro- cardinal 
ceed againft the HuJJites before he went to the council, ear- Julian 1 
neftly follicited the German princes to fend the quota of 
troops tp the general rendezvous, which had been fixed upon 
the former year in a diet at Nuremberg . But altho’ the ex- 
pedition had been appointed for the 24th of June , yet, upon 
account of the delays of the allies, the army did not a/Temble 
before the ift of Augujl ; when, according to fome authors, 
it amounted to 4<^opo hbrfe and 50,000 foot, while others 
affirm, that it confifted of 130,000 men.

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trartflation, that he was informed few prelates had arrived at 
Baftl ; that there was not a fafe accefs to the city, on account 
of the war betwixt the dukes of Aujlria and Burgundy ; that 
many of the citizens were HuJJites, and perfecuted the catho- 
lics ; and that the Greek emperor and patriarch, whe pro- 
pofed to treat of an union with the Latin chutch, had de- 
fired that the council might be transferred to Bologna . The 
pope wrote on the fame fubjeft to the emperor ; but Sigif- * 
mund , who had entered Lombardy with the intention of re- 
ceiving the Italian and imperial crowns, returned an anfwer • 
to the reafons alleged by the pope, and declared, that the 
reformation of manners, and re-union of the Huffites to the 
church, ought to precede any treaty with the Greeks , who 
would even defpife the Latin church when they obferved it 
corrupted and divided ; that, if the council was diffolved, 
the Hitjffites would triumph ; and that all Germany Would be 
infedted with their doftrines, feveral of which already began 
to meet with approbation from fome princes and ftates, who 
had concluded a truce with the fedtaries. Cardinal Julian Cardinal 
likewife hefitated to execute the pope’s orders ; but, con- Julian 
fidering that the number of prelates and deputies of the continues 
kings and princes was daily increafing, and that the conti- *&* «**- 
nuation of the council was abfolutely neceflary to quiet the ci ^ 
troubles in Germany and Bohemia , he determined to proceed, 
as the pope had not peremptorily required him, but only 
given him a J>ower a to diflolve the council : he accordingly

the Bohemians . Cardinal Julian ike wife wrote with great 
freedom to the pope, urging the nccefiity for celebrating the 
council at Bafil, declaring that it could not be diflblved with- 
out the greateft fcandal, and that it ought to be fuppotted, 
even tho’ Rome and the patrimony bf the church were fure tp 
be loft; that to raife 30,000 crowns, that were demanded for 
the Bohemian war, he ought to fell the crofles and chalices $ 
and that, if he did not revoke his bull, there was very great 
danger of a fchifm, as the fathers at Bafil were determined to 
fa- continue the council.

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In confequence of this letter, the clergy of France iS-The pre- 
fembled at Berry ; and having declared, in feveral propo-^" of 
fitions, that the council was lawfully aflembled, and ought^ rance ^ 
not to be transferred, they exhorted the king to fend atnbaf . cl “ re f°r 
fadors to the pope, to intreat him to order the council to be * c ;Jf 0Un ~ 
continued, and in their own name appointed the archbifhop * 
of Lyons to follicit the pope. They'likewiftf intreated the 
king to allow the prelates of his kingdom to gg to the coun- 
cil, and to fend his deputies thither, granting a fourth part • 
of a tythe of the ecctefiaftical revenues for their expences. 

A few days before the prelates of France hud publifhed their • 
proportions, the fecond feflion of the council was helcPat 
Bajil , on the 14th of February , in which, after mafs, and the 
ufual prayers, the bifliop of Periqueux afeended the pulpit, 
and read the decrees of the council ; among which there was 
one, declaring that, upon the authority of the apoftolic fee, 
and the decrees of the . councils of Conjlance and Siena, the 
fynod of Bafil was lawfully aflembled. That no doubt of its 
authority might remain, he then read two propofitions from 
the decrees of the council of Conjiance ; the one, that a ge- 
neral fynod, lawfully aflembled, received its authority im- 
mediately from Chrift, and ought to be obeyed by the high- 
eft dignity, the pontifical not excepted ; the other; that 
whoever, of whatever dignity, fhould refufe obedience to 
its decrees, ought to be puniQied. In the third feflion, which 
was heldontfhe 29th of April, the proceedings of the coun- 
cil with Eugeniw&nd 'the cardinals were read ; how that, 
upon hearing that the pope, moved by falfe information, 
had by a bull ordered it to be diflolved, they had fent feve- 
ral nuncios to his holintffs, petitioning, but without effect, 
the revocation of that bull; the fathers, therefore, upon 
the authority of the decrees publifhed in the former feflion, nr.;: the

The catholics thought the demand of hoftages difhonour- 
able, and infilled that it was a preemption in th tHuffites to 
Undertake to reform the church ; but that they ought im- 
plicitly to fubeiit in every thing to the decifion of a general 
council ; which laft propofition was rejected with difdain by 
the HuJJitcs , ‘who thought it abfurd, ^hat divine and felf- 
evident truths (hould be fubjeft to human decifions, or that 
they (hould chufe their moft bitter enemies for their judges, 
who had already unjuftly condemned them and thofe truths 
unheard e . At length it was agreed, that, for the fecurity 
of the Bohemian deputies, the council (hould grant a fafe 
conduct, in t£e moft ample terms, and the princes and de- 
puties of the cities then prefent (hould engage their word of 
honour for their fafety, 

The council The council being informed of the proceedings of their

The council folemnly engaged 
the public faith for the fecurity 
of all thofe who (hould be fent 
from Bohemia and Moravia to 
the fynod, to the number of 
200 perfons ; they were allow- 
ed to celebrate the fervice after 
their own manner in their 
boufes. provided divine fervice, 
according to the catholic form, 
was not interrupted by them, 
neither in Bajil nor on the 
road ; and if any of the reti- 
nue committed any thing to 
violate the fafe condudl, the 
criminal JJiould be judged by 
themfelves. On the oehflr hand, 
if the catholics ihopld do any 
thing to the prejudice of the 


fafe conduft, the council (hould 
judge them, with the confent of 
the deputies : the catholics 
lhould not, in* their fermons or 
conferences, declaim againft 
the four articles of the Bohemi- 
ans f, and the deputies (hould 
be allowed freely to give their 
roofs from fcripture and the 
oly dt)6lors in defence of the 
faid four articles ; namely, tlhat 
the eucharift ought to be ad- 
miniftered under both kinds ;

the clergy (hould be deprived 
of all civil dominion 5 and that 
public and heinous crimes 
ought to be extirpated from the; 
faithful, by thofe to whom it 
belongs ( 1 ). *

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and appointed a nuncio to go to the emperor in Italy, to de- duff to the 
fire him to grant them his imperial protection. As Eugenius tfohemi- 
at this time was dangeroufly ill, the council decreed, that, if ans - 
the fee fhould happen to become vacant, the future pope 
ihould be elefted no where elfe but at Baftl, and that the 
pope, during the continuance of the council, fhould create no 
new cardinals ; they then ordered a bull or feal to be made 
for the letters and aft $ of the fynod, and, as they did not ap- 
prove of the nomination of the cardinal of Foix by Eiigenius 
to be vicar and governor of Avignon , they granted that com- 
miffion to Alphonfus , cardinal of St. Eujlackius. In the 5th • 
feflion, which was held on the 9 th of Augujl , the judges were 
appointed for the caufes relating to the faith, and a decree was 
made, prohibiting the members to be called from the council 
to the Roman epurt. A few days after, four mincios arriving 
from the pope, they were admitted to a public audience ; 
and after enlarging upon the advantages of peace and union, 
and the authority of a pope above a council, they then de- 
clared, that, as Eiigenius could nor, on account of his bad 
health and other reafons, quit Italy , he offered the council 
the choice of any city in the ecclefiaftical ftatc for holding 
their feflions, and, upon their fixing the place, he would not 
prorogue their meeting, but would immediately go thither 
himfclf. The council refufed to comply with the pope’s 
requeft, and affirmed that their authority was fupreme, and 
that thofe, jvho endeavoured to diffolve them, finned ^againll 
the Holy Choft, # and created a fchifm in the church. In the 
next feffion, which was held on the 6th of September , and at 
which were prefent, befides the legate, two cardinals and 
thirty-two mitred prelatet, the prottors of the council flood 
up, and accufed the pope of contumacy, becaufe he had 
not revoked the bull for diflolving the council, nor had ap- 
peyed perfonally, or by others, within the time appointed at 
the third feffion. The council, however, at that time de- 
ferred any further proceedings agalnft the pope and the car- 
dinals, as the nuncios of Eugenius declared that they could 
produce reafons juftifying their abfence. 

The feventh feffion was held on the 6th of November , in Several 
whieffi was renewed the decree of the fourth feffion, prohibiting decrees a * 
the eTeftion of a pope to be made Jjut at the place of the& ai, f tbe 
council’s refidence. In the eighth fcffiop, which waf held on 
the 18th of December , fixty days more were granted to *

fathers would proceed againft him without any farther warn- 
ing or citation. They then declared ail his promotions and

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ordinations of churches to be null ; ordered the patriarchs 
and bifhops to come to the council under the penalties of 
the canons, and the cardinals under the pain of lofing their 
benefices ; and decreed, that, during the continuance of the 
council of Bafil, no other council could be convoked, and 
that the pope oould not deprive thofe of their benefices who 
adhered to, or were prefent at, the council of Bafil \ nor lay 
• new taxes on ^he territories of the Roman church or others, 
under any pretence, nor alienate or Mortgage them ; and 
f any fuch a<fts were declared null. . It is probable the council 
wa» encouraged to thfcfe proceedings by the countenance of 
the emperor; who, on the 2 2d of November , publi/hed a 
bull, declaring, that, as he had from the beginning favoured 
the council of Bafil, fo he would ftill proteft it to the utmoft 
of his power. This bull was dated from Siena, where Si - 
gifmund had refided fcveral months, having been occupied 
the whole fummer in (mall fkirmifhes with the forces of the 
Florentines and Venetians , the pope himfelf favouring them, 
being apprehenfive left the emperor, after his coronation, 
fliould exert himfelf ftill farther in defence of the council of 
Bafil f .

They were 
received with great hofpitality : a few days after, being 
introduced to the council, cardinal Julian made a long dil- 
courfe to them, recommending peace and union ; and as the 
catholic church, which could be no^where better reprefefited 
than in a general council, could not err in the faith, he ex- 
horted the Bohemian s, as Tons of the church, to hearken to 
her voice, by fubmitting to the decrees of the council of 
Bafil. Rockyfanus-, one of their deputies, anfwered ia a few 
words, and, after expreffing his gratitude to God for his fa- 
vours, and to the legate and couycil for their hofpitality and 
kindnefs*he alked a day when they might be heard upon their 
four articles. The council afligned the 1 6th of the month, 
when Rocky fanus began his difeourfe on the firft article, which 
he continued for three forenoons fucceffively ; Nicolas , the

$nd Udalricus , a prieft of the Orphans > upon the third ar- 
ticle for other two days. Laftly, Peter Payne , an Engfijb - 
man , illuftrated the fourth article in three forenoons. The 
catholics then proceeded to their defence, and John de.Ra- 
gnfa , general pro&or of the Dominicans , fpe»t eight days in 
anfwering to the firft article ; JEgidius Carlerius, dean of 
Cambray 9 difcourfed four forenoons on the fecond article ; • 
and Heny Ralteife if, a Dominican, employed three days in 
difcuffing the third article. Laftly, John Palomar , arch- # 
dean of Barcelona , difcourfed three days on the iaft article. 

The Huffites not being convi&ed by thefe anfwers of the ca- 
tholics, Rockyfanus impugned the difcourfe of the Ragvfan 
for fix days ; and, one difpute begetting another, they de- • 
bated fifty days without any appearance of an accommoda- 
tion h . At length the duke of Bavaria, the prote&or of the 
council, propofed to terminate their differences by a friendly, 
conference ; but this method alfo failing of fuccefs, the Bohe- 
mians urging to return, both parties agreed, that the council 
fliould fend deputies to treat with the Huffites in a diet to be 
held on the 7 th of June . Accordingly the fathers named tea 
of their moft learned brethren, who, on the 14th of April, 
fet out for Prague with the Bohemian deputies *. 

Besides thefe proceedings with the Huffites , the council, 
in the ninth fefiion, which Was held on the 22d of January , 
had folemnfy taken the emperor under their proteftion ; de- 
claring all the denfures published againft him by the pope to 
be null and void, and ordering all his fubjefts to obey him 
as formerly, In the following fefiion, which was held on The f ope is 
the 1 9th of February , the proftors of the council again ac- pccufed of 
cufed the pope of contumacy, and fome prelates were up- contumacy. 
pointed to draw up the procefs againft him. Tho* no perfons 
appeared at this fefiion for the pope, yet a few days after, three 
legates arrived at Bafil from him, with propofals to transfer 
the council cither to Bolonga or to fome other city of Ger- 
many, which the council would not agree to. He himfelf in 
the mean time, after the departure of thefe legates for Bafil, 
had thought proper to confirm the council by a bull, which 
he phblifhed two days before the fixty days were elapfed, 
Notwithftanding this condefcenfion, fa the next fefiion, which 
was held on the 27th of April, the council publilhed feveral 
decree? to the prejudice of the papal authority. They con- 
firmed the decrees of the council of Conflance for holding of 
fynods, and determined that the pope was bound tp come

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to the council in perfon, or by his legates, as well as all 
others who had that privilege, under pain of being, ipfo fafto, 
fnfpended from the pontificate, and other benefices; and 
dignities, unlcfs they repented within four months; that a 
council could not be transferred or difTolved by a pope, with- 
out theconfcnt of two-thirds of the members; and that, for 
the future, the popes fliould be obliged to fwear to obferve 
thefe decrees. • A few weeks after, the fynod received a letter 
from the emperor, dated at Viterbo , infoftning them that the 
pope had appointed legates to prefide at the council in his 
name; but as fome interruption had prevented their jour- 
ney, he had fent others in their room, whom Sigifmund en- 
treated the council to receive with refpett. Notwithftanding 
this letter, the fathers at BaJH rejetted the pope’s bull con- 
firming the coifhcil to be captious and deceitful, and would 
not admit the deputies appointed by him to prefide ; alleg- 
ing, that, by their commiffion, they came rather to hold a 
new council than to confirm that which was already held. 

The em- Mean while in Italy a peace was concluded betwixt the 
peror is duke of Milan , and the Florentines, Venetians , Luccefe , and 
crowned other allies on both fides ; and Sigifmund having fworn to 
at Rome, two cardinals at Viterbo to defend the catholic faith and the 
holy fee, not to make any treaty with heretics, fchifmatics, 
Turks , and pagans, and to renew the privileges and dona- 
tions granted by his predecefTors* to the Roman church, the 
pope at length confented to his coronation. He was ac- 
cordingly received at Rome with great ponfpf and crowned 
on IVhitfuntide with the ufual ceremonies. Having continued 
fome time in that city, and created feveral knights, he re- 
turned through the territories of the * Venetians , to whom he 
was now reconciled ; and, crofling the Alps , arrived at Bafil 
on the 1 1 th of October . 

During thefe proceedings in Italy , the deputies of ttfe 
ties oPthe counc 'I arrive d at Prague , and, in a'numerous aflembly of 
council ar- Bohemian nobles, clergy, and commoners, which was 
rive at held on the 7th of June , propofed ah union with the 
Prague, clergy, previous to the difeuffion of the four articles. But 
the Bohemians abfplutely refufing to agree to this propofal, 
the deputies then required that they would draw up the Ar- 
ticles in what manner they thought proper to be fent to the 
council. This requeft was complied with, and, on the nth 
of Augujty the Bohemians delivered their four articles lib the 
deputies, together with the conditions of the union ; namely, 
that they would obey their legal governors in every thing 
as far as they were bound by the law of God ; but if a 
council, a pope, or the prdates, fhould command what was

prohibited by God, or omit what was written in Ae canon of 
the Bible, they would not obey ; and that, after the con- 
clufion of the union, the council ftiouid prohibit all princes 
and prelates to fcandalize the Bohemians as heretics, or to 
commit hoftilities againft them. The deputies having de- 
parted from the council, the Bohemian nobles, during their 
abfence, rejefted the arbitrary authority of 'Procopius, and, 
by the advice of Mainard of Newhoufe , chofe„one of the no- 
bility as their annual governor, and appointed feveral others * 
as his councellors, to whom they trufted the adminiftration of 
the government. The Taborite s and Orphans in the mean • 
time (till acknowleging Procopius , under his command*' be- 
fieged Pi [fen, while fome of them ravaged Hungary, and 
others aflifted the Poles in their war againft the Teutonic 
knights. Soon after the deputies returned to Bohemia with ^ 
the remarks of the council upon the four articles, fn the 
laft, inftead of the words, by thofe to •whom it belongs , they a i terat i 0flt 
had fubftituted, according to the law of God and the injlitu- ; n the ar - 
tions of the holy fathers ; and to that about preaching the gof- tides of 
pel they had added, by proper perfons fent and approved by the Bohe- 
their fuperiors , freely but not irregularly , and faving the an- mians ; 
thority of the pope. As to what regarded the dominion and 
fecular pofleffions of the clergy, the council had altered that 
article, and declared, that ecclefajlics , who are adminiftra - 
tors of the pojfejfions of the church , ought to adminifter faith- 
fully, but thefe pojjejfions cannot be ufurped without facrilege , 

As the Bohbnians yverc lefs anxious about thefe articles, they 
infifted upon having the explication of the council upon the 
article concerning the eucharift before they would give their 
anfwcr. The deputies then declared, that the council gave 
permiflion to the Bohemians , namely to thofe who had arrived 
at the years of diferetion, to communicate under both kinds, 
on condition that their priefts fhould always declare to the 
communicants, that they ought firmly to believe , that the 
jlejh of Chrift is not under the bread alone , nor his blood under 
the wine alone, but that he is wholly under each kindfeparately . 

After muchdifpute on both Tides, thefe alterations in the ar- 
ticles were at length agreed to by the Bohemian nobles, who ** 
fent three deputies to Bafil to inform the council of their fub- 
miffiSn. The fathers received this news with great joy, and * 

drew up the treaty of peace under A15 title of Coilipattata ; cmr 
which was agreed toby the nobles, and fome years after- 
wards received by all the Hujfites, 

The council of Bafil, during thefe tranfaftions with the 
Hujfites , were not unmindful to fupport their authority in 
©ppofition to the pope, and being informed that he had pub- 

/ • lifted 
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lifhed a bull, declaring all their proceedings null and void* 
excepting in thofe things which he had allowed them to treat 
of in the twelfth feflion, which was held on the 13 th of 
July , they intended to proceed to his depofition: but, in 
regard to the emperor’s requefts, they granted him fixty 
days more, within which time if he did not revoke his pro- 
ceedings againft* the council, they declared him, ipfo f aft o % , 
fufpended fronj all adminiftration of the pontificate in fpiri- 
*tuals and temporals. A decree was lik<jwife made for the 
legal eleftion and confirmation of bifhops and prelates, with- 
r out any reservations, and according to the ecclefiaftical ca- 
non#; concerning age, learning, and manners, thereby put- 
ting a flop to annates. In the next feflion, which was held 
on the 1 1 th of September , the proftors of the council again 
accufed the pope of contumacy ; but the fathers, at the in- 
terceflion of the duke of Bavaria , granted him thirty days 
more. At this fefiion two nuncios appeared from the pope, 
who brought with them two bulls from his holinefs. By 
the one, Eugenius confirmed the council from its firfl open- 
ing for the extirpation of herefies, wars, and bad morals, as 
though no tranflation or diflolution of it had ever been or- 
dained, on condition that the legates, whom he had ap- 
pointed, fhould prefidc at the feflions; and all decrees made 
by the council, againft the authority of the pope, cardinals, 
or others adhering to him, fhould be reverfed. The fecond 
bull gave authority to three prelates to demand th$ faid revo- 
cation of the proceedings of the council, ajuJ # torevoke and 
declare null all that had been done againft the council by 
the pope. 

The pope As the fathers at Bafil ftill infiftesl, that nothing that they 
annuls /£*had done could or ought to be revoked, Eugenius annul- 
froceed - led their decree, made in the twelfth feflion, againft the pope 
ings of the and the cardinals ; and foon after a long letter was publifhf d, 
iouncil. add refled to all the faithful, in defence of the pope, aflert- 
ing that the fathers at Bafil were greatly deceived, when 
they imagined that a general council was fuperior in every 
thing to a pope; and concluding with an exhortation to the 
princes and faithful, to advife the council at Bafil to admit 
his legates, and, in cafe they fhpuld refufe to comply, to 
oppofe them to the utmoft of their power. The pope after- 
wards difowned this Je?ter; but the fathers judging it, as 
well as others, to be genuine, on the 1 ith of tftafer^aflem- 
bled in the church to proceed finally againft the pope, When 
news being brought of the arrival of the emperor, they de- 
ferred the affair for Tome days, and went out to meet him. 
In the 1 fourteenth feflion. which was held on the 7th of No*' 
• \ v ember t 
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vernier, and at which the emperor was prefent, the term for 
proceeding againft Eugenius was again prorogued ninety 
days, on condition, neverthelefs, that within that time he 
ihonld adhere to the council, and revoke all that he had de- 
creed againft it, efpecially the laft three letters, and likewife * 
confirm all its proceedings. On the 26th of the fame month 
was held the fifteenth feffion, in which ftfveral decrees 
were made, appointing provincial fynods to he celebrated 
every three years, an<J diocefan aflemblies twice or thrice, or 
at leaft once, in a year. The manner of celebrating' thofe 
fynods was likewife determined, and matters about which • 
they were to deliberate was fpecified, particularly the cen-7 'he emtc* 
fure of manners both in eccleiiaftics and regulars. At this ror re- 
ox the preceding feffion, mult have happened what we find ceives an 
related by Krantz, namely, that the king of th« Turks, hav- embajfy 
ing not only concluded a truce but agreed to a perpetual peac e/eom 
with the emperor, fent a folemn einbafly to the council to Finks 
have the treaty confirmed. The ambaftadors brought very 
rich prefents for the emperor, who, after the bufinefs for 
which they had come was concluded, difmifled them with 
magnificent gifts for their mafter k . 

Mean while the duke of Milan , imagining that the pope ^ 
had favoured the Florentines, and his own countrymen tho^ lV * ilan 
Venetians , in the late war, and finding that his authority-^^V^ 
was greatly lefiened by the oppofition ot the council, he fent * . * 
all the bifhopg in his dominions to BafiL Under pretence of nmon J* 
marching an arm); into Apulia, he feizdl the Picene territory, 
and feveral other places of the ecclefiaftical ftate, pretending 
that he had received a letter from the council, conftituting 
him their vicar in Italy . «He likewife fent another army, 
under the command of Fortebrace, who took pofleffion of 
Tivoli, and made himfelf mafter of the greateft part of Cam- 
pnni%. Very few cities of the patrimony continuing faithful 
to*the church, and th $ Romans Teeming to threaten a revolt l , 

Eugenius in this extremity at laft coufented to adhere to the 
council, and about the middle of December publiftied a bull, 
according to the form preferibed in the fourteenth feffion, 
revoking all his proccdings againft the council, and de- 
claring it lawfully alTembled. This bull being read in thtfhe pope 
flxteenth feffion, which was •held on f the 5th of February, adheres to 
the fathers declared that the pope had thereby fatisifed the thecounciU 
citation *nd requeft of the council; and on the 24th of

they were iikewife obliged to fwear to aft faithfiilly, for 
the honour of the council, and to defend its decrees*' 
.particularly that of the fynod of Conjiance , about the, 
fuperiority of a council over a pope, and- not to depart 
from 'Baftl Without leave. Accordingly in the' n$xt f ef • 
fion, which yas held on the aid of the fame month, the 
legates, together with cardinal Julian t were'allowed to pre- 
tide, but without any coaftive jurifdittion, and faving the . 
manner of proceeding hitherto obferved in the council, and 
thsft all afts lliould be palTed under the council’s feal. The 
eighteenth feflion was held on the 24th of June; and the em* 
peror being abfent, the fathers renewed the decree of the 
council of Cqiftance, concerning the authority of a general 
council over a pope ; and, at the fame time, received a trea- 
tife compofecl by the patriarch of Antioch in fupport of that 
doftrinc. 

Is obliged Mean. while the pope was harrafled by various misfor- 
to fly from tunes, which are minutely related by his fecretary the hifto- 
Kome in ,i an Blondits m . Fort eh race having, by the affi fiance of the 
d*A u f e - Colomue , taken poffeflion of Ponte Molo and the Flaminian 
gate", the Romans were prevailed upon to revolt, and had 
refolvcd to feize the pope. Eugcnius y being informed of 
their defign, difguifed himfelf in the habit of a benediftine, 
and embarking on board a fmall veflel failed down to Oftia , 
but not without great danger from the Romans y whopurfued 
him, and foot feveral anows into his veflel. At OJlia he 
went on board a galley, and failed from thence to Pifa ? and 
afterwards to Florence ; from whcpce, on the 20th of Jane y 
he wrote to the council, informing them of what he had 
fufFcred, and confirming his former purpofe of countenanc- 
ing their proceedings. Th z Romans in the mean time plun- 
dered all his.effefts, imprifoiied his nephew cardinal Cop - 
delmeroy and endeavoured to get pofleflion of the caftle of 
St. Angelo y but without effeft. The council having received 
the pope’s letter, foon after fent two cardinals, as their le- 
gates, into Ifafy , to accommodate all differences betwixt 
Eugenius and the’ duke of Milan , and to prevail with* the re- 
Deputies volted cities to renew their allegiance' 0 . About the fame 
arrive at time tlwee deputies having arrived at the council, from the 
Bafil from emperor and patriarch of Conflantinople , to treat of %n union 
the Greek with the Latin church, after feveraf private conferences be- 
emperor. * twixt them and the legates, ancl other members of the coun- 
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cil, it wa9 "agreed, that an oecumenical council fhould be 
held in the eaft, namely, in Calabria , Ancona* or any other 
maritime city, at Bologna , or Milan > or Buda* Vienna , or, 
laftly, in Savoy ; and if the Greek emperor could not be pre- 
vailed upon to come to Bajil* then the fathers of the coun- 
cil fhould go to any city the Greeks fhould chufe, within a 
month after the arrival of the eaftcrn prelates ? that thofe of 
Bajil fhould fend 8000 ducats for defrayingdthe expences 
of afTembling the caUern prelates at Conjlantmople ; that the 
weftern church fhould fupport thofe of theeaft at the council, 
to the number of 700 perfons, and bear the expence of tljpir 
voyage both in coming and returning. Thefe, and feme 
other left material articles, being agreed to, were approved 
and confirmed by the council in the nineteenth feffion, which 
was held on the 7th of September , and afterwards ratified by 
the pope. In the fame feffion a decree Was publifhed, where- 
by the Jews were compelled to bear fermons, and feveral 
former decrees were renewed, prohibiting all communication 
with them in faith, manners, converfation, commerce, drefs, 
or lodging. A decree of the council of Vienne , about the 
ftiidy of the Hebrew , Arabic , Greek , and Chaldaic languages, 
was ordered to be obferved. 

During thefe proceedings, the fynod having been informed The Huff-

Sigifmund at the fame time complained to 
the deputies of the council againfl feme proceedings of the 
fathers, that were derogatory to his authority; namely, that, 
while he was in Italy , they had written to the duke o£ 

Milan to reftore the patrimony of the church, and not to the 
emperor, although it was the emperors who had granted 
that donation to the popes ; .that, while he was at Bajil \ 
the ccsuncil had fent a cardinal to France , and others to thb 
pope, without acquainting film 5 and^that they hadaflumed 
the cognizance of caufes that did not belong to thtSr jurif- 
diftion', •particularly the difpute between the two pretenders 
to the duchy of Saxony, As he could not allow of thefe * 
proceedings, he declared he had therefore left Bajil t but

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if the council would diligently attend to the reformation of 
manners, he would come molt willingly, even from paradife, 
to allilt at their deliberations q . 

What fatisfaftion the emperor received from the council 
is uncertain; but the following year we find he deiired the 
gntnjl the f at h ers again {o appoint deputies to treat with the Bohemians . 
cone ub m- re q lie fl. W as complied with ; and on the 23d of January 

!?, • the deputies? departed from Baft l for Beronne in Bohemia , the 
C tf ^ m place fix’d for the congrefs. The day before they departed 
the twentieth feffion was held, in which feveral decrees were 
nude againft the Goncubinage of the clergy. Thole who 
.were publickly convi&ed of keeping concubines, or refufed 
to difmifs thofe women with whom they were fufpe&ed to 
have an unlawful commerce, were deprived of their revenues 
for three months ; and if, after that, they neglefted to turn 
*oiF their concubines within a limited time, they were, ipjb 
fjftd, deprived of their benefices, and rendered incapable of 
fuccceding to others. Mean while Eu genius, being informed 
of the death of the queen of Naples , he fent a nuncio imme- 
diately into that kingdom, requiring the nobles and people 
not to give their allegiance to any prince, but to him who 
fliould be confirmed by the apoftolic fee. This meflage was not 
agreeable to the Neapolitans ,. who declared that they would 
accept of no king but Rene , duke of Anjou , who, upon 
the death of his brother Lewi ^ had been adopted by the late 
queen, and was at this time a prifoper to the fluke of Bur- 
gundy '. Before his arrival, Capua , and foAie other places in 
that kingdom, were feized by Alphonfus , king of Arragon and 
Sicily , who on this occafion renewed his pretenfions to the 
crown of Naples . Hoftilities in fhe mean time ftill continu- 
ing betwixt the troops of the duke of Milan and thofe of the 
pope, and the Venetians and Florentines , Picininus , the duke’s 
general, had formed a plot with the bifiiop of Novara terfeize 
Ei (genius, when he Ihould go to the country for the fummer #r ; 
but their defign being difeovered, the bifiiop was apprehend- 
ed and fent back to Milan , his life having been fpared at the 
interceffion of the cardinal Alhergatus , who foon after pa (Fed. 
the Alps, to be prefent at the famous congrefs held at Arras , 
for negotiating a peace between the kings of France and Eng- 
land a^d the duke ok Burgundy. The general council like- 
wife fent fome cardiftals and prelates to be prefent at this con- 
grefs ; and on the 21ft of May gave^ mandate to fhe cardi*- 
- nal of Arles-, who was cominiflionetf by the pope to go to 
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Arras, ordering him to caufe the libraries and archives of 
the univerfities, churches, and monafteries, to be fearched 
for books relating tb the conception of the blefled virgin, and 
to fend fuch as he could find to the council. 

, The twenty-firft feffion was held a few weeks after, on Annates 
the 9th of June, in which a decree was made, # prohibiting*"** 
for the future the payment of any money, under any pretence h 
or name whatever, for the confirmation of elections, ad- ^ je . l $ un * 
millions, isc. or for tile provifion, collation, or inveftilure , Cl ' 
of any churches, monafteries, dignities, benefices, or ecleli- 
aftical offices, or for a benediction, pall, or ordination, ak 
lowing only a competent falary to the writers, abbreviators, 
and regifters of the letters, for their trouble : whoever aCted 
otherwise were declared to incur the penalty of fimony, and 
ordered to be punifhed by their fuperiors ; and, if the decree 
was violated by any pope, a complaint was ordered to be 
made to a general council. Decrees were likewife made in 
the fame feffion, about the modefty and gravity to be ob- 
ferved in celebrating the divine fervicc, about the decency of 
apparel, and the punifhment of thofe who were negligent or 
abfent 011 that occafion. Bfcfides the above-mentioned de- 
cree, abolilhing annates or firft fruits, others were made in 
the general congregations, ordering the collectors of the re- 
venues of the apoftolic chamber to come to the council, to 1 
give an account of their receipts *ind difburfements, and an- 
nuling all appAls of caufes that had been decided by the 
council. Thefe detrSes were not patted without long and 
warm difputes, the legates of the pope protefting againft the 
injuftice of the proceedings of the fathers* in not previoufiy 
acquainting the pope : but their oppolition was without ef- 
fect; for the council having publifhed the decrees, ferit two 
legates to Florence to obtain the concurrence of Eugeni us. 

John dp Bachen/lcin , one of the legates, declared, that if the 
popS would acquiefce in the demands of the council, they 
would provide for his holinefs and the cardinals, by fome 
more honourable means ; but if he would not concur, they 
would, neverthelefsy caufe their decrees to be inviolably ob- 
ferved. Eugenius fent hisanfwer to the council by two nun- . 
cios, wk® difeourfed warmly in favour of the apoftolic fee, ^ 
and remonftrated againft the injury done* to it by abolishing ^ 
annates ; but they were anfwered by cardiflal Julian , in the the pope. 
name of the council, who refufed abfolutely to revoke the 
decrees, which were the occafion of a new breach betwixt 
the fathers and the pope. About this time the council fent 
nuncios to Conjlantinople , to in treat the emperor to agree to 
.fhe articles that had been concluded wjfh bis deputies, and 
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to prevail with him, if poflible, to confent to celebrate the 
oecumenical council at Bafil. During their abfence the 
twenty-fccond fefflon was held, on the 15th of Oftober, in 
which the council condemned a treatife of an Augujlinp 
monk, concerning Chrift and the church, as containing ma- 
ny erroneous f and fcnndalous propofitions (D) ; but they did. 
not proceed againft the author, though he did not appea^, 
as he alleged canonical excufes for his abfence. The council 
having, about this time, taken cognisance of a difpute be- 
twixt the republic of Venice and. the patriai ch of Aquileia , 
r Qfdeied the republic to reftore all the pofleffions which it 
T/jcVcnC' ufurped from the patriarchate, under pain of an inter- 
tians cm- dift againft the ftate, and a fentence of excommunication 
temn their againft the doge, fenate, and nobles ; but, notwithftanding 
authority*) this fentende, the republic neglefted to make any reftitu- 
tion.

1 436- he therefore wrote to the fathers, deiiring them to fend one 
to take the government of Rome , and of the patrimony of the 
church, as he was refolved to reconquer and reftore both. 
At the fame time he charged fiugenius to adhere to the coun- 
cil, and not to oppofe him in taking pofleffcon of Naples, 
otherwife he mull blame himfeif for cthe coitfequences. 
Whether the council was influenced by thefe declarations of 
Aiphonfns is uncertain; but in the twenty-third feffioh, which 
was held on the 24th of March l they altered the bulls then 
in force, with regard to the manner of ele&ion of a pope 
and conclave, prefcribiijg a form of a n oath to be taken by the 
pope at his election, to be 1 one wed every year on the fame 
Nnvri- day, or the day of his coronation. By this oath the pope

Roman court; and concerning the adminiflration of the pa-„ 
trimony of the church, particularly that the pope (hould not 
appoint his own relations or kindred within the^third degree, 
as dukes, counts, governors, generals, ire. of provinces and 
cities of the ecclefiaftical ftate ; that the half ftf the reve- 
nues of all the poffefflons of the church (hould belong to 
the cardinals, by whofe advice ail ferious and important mat-

the Greeks, offering, if they would agree with him as to the 
nomination of the place, and transfer themfelves thither di- 
rfc&ly, to give 60,000 crowns towards the expences of the 
eafterif prelates; which fumjic affirmed was more than the 
indulgences would raife. This offer however was jejefted 
by the council, who perlifted in their oVn juftification, and

Huflites* ^ rra S 0Um this time likewife the deputies of the coun- 

nd tb$ Cl l» who h^l been fent the former year into Bohemia , and 
smteror, had broke off the conferences upon Jvdifpute about fettling 
* the article concerning the ufurped church-lands, now aflein- 
bled, with thofe of Bohemia , at Iglavia , where a complete 
reconciliation was effected betwixt the Hajfites and the church. 
Tho’ one of the deputies had brought with him from the 
council a mitigation of the article rejected the year before 
by the Bohemians, yet, from JEneas Sylvius , one of the 
members of the council, it would appear, that the reconcili- 
ation was chiefly owing to a private treaty between the Hujf- 
ites and the emperor, which laf! promifed that the church- 
lands fhould be poffcffed by the prefent occupiers, till they 
were redeemed by money ; that the exiles, monks, and nuns, 
fhould not be permitted to return to Bohemia ; .that the pope 
fhould have no authority to difpofe of the churches in that

A- D. While SigifmunJ, by his perlidy, was rendering him- 
,1437. fclf odious to the Bohemians , the diffenfions revived with 
great warmth betwixt the council and the pope, ^bou: der 
termining the place for celebrating the oecumenical council. 
Eugenius wanted to fix upon fome city in the ecclefiaftical 
ilate, or in Tufcany: but in the twenty-fifth feffion, which 
was held on the 7 ill of May , the majority of the fathers de- 
creed, that the council fhould be celebrated, if poffible, at 
BaJH , or at Avignon, or, laflly, in Savoy ; and for the fup- 
port of the Greeks, ajl ecclcfiaftics, even thp pope and cardi- 
nals, fhould give a*tenth'of their revenues: and as the city 
of Avignon 1 offered to lend 70,000 florins of gold, they mort- 
gaged fo much of the money, to be raifed by the indulgences 
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for their payment. Thefe decrees were published by a fac- Thecoundl 
tious party of the council, who had feceded from the prefi- Bafii 
dents, and celebrated the feflion by themfelves. They were titled 
by far the molt numerous, but among them there were very ,nto t . 
few prelates of any rank. As they had refufed to be prefen 
at the deputations and general congregations, the other J-n* 
party, who adhered to the prefidents and legates, fixed upon rct J 
Florence , or Utimim , in Friuli , for tlve refidence of the conn- creeu 
cil, or any other fafe jpiace mentioned in convention betwixt • 
the pope and the Creeks , which could fooneft furnifii the 
money, and fit out the gallies, for tranfporting the eafteni 
prelates. Both parties perfifting obllinately in their opini- 
ons in the above feflion, they fat apart, and each ratified 
their own previous refolutions ; but the decree of the mino- 
rity was confirmed by Eugenius , who appointed^ nuncio to 
to go, with two others of that party of the council, to Con- 
Jiantmoplc. 

About a month after their arrival, the nuncios, of the jy . 
factious part of the council, landed from two gallics of A - f ent ^ 
vignon , and intreated the emperor to come to that city, oF eetc h p n rty 
Bafily or Savoy , declaring, that, before he could arrive at to Con- 
Italy in the (hips of Eugenius , that pope would be de poled’ ; ftantino- 
but if he would agree to fail with them to any of the three P*e. 
places above-mentioned, the princes, whofe letters they 
brought, would furnilh fuccours again ft the Turks . The 
Greek emperor however, not\Wthftanding thefe declarations, 
adhered to the o^r party, and in the end of November em- 
barked, with feveral prelates, for Venice , on board nine gal- 
lies fnrnilhed by the pope. During thefe proceedings at Con - 
Jtantinople, the factious pfyrty of the council having been in- 
formed that Eugenius had confirmed the decree of the mino- 
rity, they were greatly irritated againft him ; and in the 
twenty- fixth feflion, which was held on the 21 ft of July, 
tfeey publifhed a monitory, acculing him of ftjveral crimes, and 
citing him and his cardinals to appear within the fixty days. 

In the following feflion, which was held on the 25th of Sep - 
tember , they declared the late creation of the archbilhop of 
Florence to the cardinalate to be void, as being contrary to a 
decree^ of the council; they likewife annulled the decree ap- 
pointing Florence , or Utimim , for the refidence of the ecu- 
menical council, as being fealed cland£ftinely, and againft the 
appointment of the council ; and to procure the favour of 
the emperor, they wrote to lnm, Informing him of their pro- 
ceedings againft Eugenius , and defiring him to pro reft the 
council by his authority. Sigifmund , who was then lan- 
guilhingin his laft illnefs, and died a few months alterw,arJr„

in .the 70th year of his age, wrote to the fathers to act with 
more moderation, to ceafe their proceedings againft the pope, 
and to take care left, inftead of uniting the Creeks, they 
fliould occafion a fchifm among the Latins . Notwithftand- 
ing this advice, the fixty days granted to the pope being 
clapfed, the council, in the next feflion, which was held on 
the 1 ft of OElc&er , declared Eugenius guilty of contumacy, 
the other party protefting againft their proceeding, and the 
r deputies of Spain declaring their diflent, in the name of their 
v . king and the prelates of their nation. 9 

'S* Mean while Eugenius , being encouraged by the fucceis 
* the council ^ 1S nuncios at Confiantinople , on the 1 6th of September 

*/Bafil /# publifhed a bull, wherein, after recapitulating the violent 
Ferrara; proceedings of the council, he transferred it, by the pleni- 
tude of his ppwer, immediately to Ferrara , which city he 
afligned for the future oecumenical council. The fathers at 
Bcfil, inftead of giving obedience to this bull, in the twenty- 
ninth feflion, which was held on the 12 th of October , pub- 
lifhed a decree, wherein, having accufed the pope of being 
the author of the diflcnfion, they declared the tranflation and 
diflolution of the fynod to be null, and charged the pope to re- 
voke his bull, which if he did not do within four months, 
they declared him, ipfo fafto, fufpended : they likewife pro- 
hibited, under pain of excommunication and interdifr, any 
one from going or fending to Ferrara , or from acting con- 
trary to the decrees of the couhcil of Bafil. A a few days af- 
ter they publifhed a letter in juftification qi their former mo- 
nitory againft the pope ; and in the thirtieth feflion, which 
was held on the 21ft of December , they publifhed fome ex- 
plications of the article concerning the eucharift, in the trea- 
ty formerly concluded with the Bohemians \ but thefe exp Jin 
cations were not different from what had been already agreed 
to by the Bohemian deputies. 

A- P- The following year was remarkable, not only for the 
H38' diflenfions betwixt the pope and the council of Bafil, but 
alfo on account of the warm difputes in the council of Fer- 
rara. On the 2 2d of January the fathers at Bafil cele- 
brated the thirty-firft feflion, in which they publifhed three 
decrees ; by the firft, they annulled all frivolous appeals to 
the Roman courts, and ordained* that thofe who were above 
four dag r s journey froth Rome fhould terminate all their fuits 
at their proper rcfidence, and all legal appeals ffeould be 
carried to Bafil, and not to the pope. By the fecond, they 
prohibited the pope from granting any refrrvations of bene- 
fices, and ordained that livings fhould be )given only to pru- 
dent and learned men, , The third was exprefly againft Eu- 
1 genhtSi 
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genius , whom they fufpended from the pontificate, afluming^ *//*- 
the adminiftration thereof to themfelves, and appointing thr ^/pended by 
perfons out of each of the nations as adminiftcatprs erf the ec- 
clefiaftical ftate. At this feflion, and fome weeks before, °* a * 
there were great contefts and confufion among the fathers. 

Cardinal Julian , and the other cardinals, being apprchenfive 
of a fchifm, left Bafil about the beginning of January. 

The cardinal of Arles, who was the only one that remained, 
was created prefident by the fathers, who cited the arch- 
biihop of Tarantaife* and the two nuncios that had been 
fent by the minority to Confiantinople ; the firft for having 
put to the torture a deputy of the duke of Savoy , fent by *he 
council into Greece, and the two laft for having falfely called 
themfelves nuncios of the council to the Greek emperor. 

In the mean time feveral prelates having aflqnbled at Fer- 
rara, in confequence of the citation of Eugeniuf, cardinal 
AlbergatuSy who had been appointed legate a latere by the 
pope, prefided at the firft feflion, which was held on the 
10th of January, and in which it was decreed, that the coun- 
cil of Ferrara was lawfully afTembled, as that of Bafil had 
been transferred for necefTary and juft reafons; that it ought 
to endeavour to procure the union of the Greeks, and to ac- 
complifti thofe matters which had been begun, but not 
finished, by the council of Bafil; all the tranfa&ions of 
which, after the tranflation, were declared null, excepting 
thofe which^regarded the Bohemians, if they were confirmed 
by the council ofc Ferrara ; laftly, all were abfolved from the 
oaths they had taken to the council of Bafiil u. A few weeks 
after Eugenius came to Ferrara , and having in a general 
congregation complained of the injurious proceedings of the 
council of Bafil, he declared, that if he had done any thing 
amifs he fubmitted himfelf willingly to the correction of the 
fathers. Two days after he regulated the order of fitting 
in the aflemblies ; and prefiding in the fecond feffiop, which 
was held on the 15 th of February , he not only declared the 
Seditious decrees of the council of Bafil to be null, hut alfo 
that thofe who continued at thaf afTenx$ty had incurred the 
penalties of excommunication, and priiration of dignities and 
benefices, which they were rendered incapable of pofleffing 
for the future. All thofe who were affembled at Bafil, un- 
der pretence of the council, were orclg'ed to depart, under 
pain o£ excommunication, within thirty days, after which 
time the magiftrates of the city were ordered to expel them, 

Under the fame penalty ; which was alfo denounced agaiuft

emperor, prelates of that church, having about this time arrived at 
tzvtib the Venice, fent five deputies to the pope to inform him of their 
e after n arrival; and foon after failing up the Po, they landed at For* 
^anPv’at rara> w ^ ere *h 8 y were received with the greatcft honours by 
FerraraT Ei, S enius and tfr e cardinals w (F). The pope, at the intreaty 
*'of the emperor, fent nuncios and letters to the kings and ■ 
princes of chriftendom, exhorting them to fend their depu- 
ties to the council within four months. In the mean time 
the fathers at Bafil, in their thirty-fecond felfion, which was 
held on the 2 2d of March , condemned the conventicle, as 
they called it, at Ferrara , and declared, whatfoever fhould 
be done in it by the fufpended pope, or in his name, to be 
null and void, at the fame time denouncing penalties againft 
thofe who repaired to Ferrara .

(F) The Greek prelates would 
not condefcend to kifs the 
pope’s feet; fome of them gave 
him only a common falutation, 
and others kitted his hand and 
cheek (1). 

(G) There were great de- 
putes .betwixt the Greeks and 
Latins about the order of fit- 
ting. The pope pr'Q^fed that 
the Latins fliould fit on one fide 
of the church, and, the Greeks 
on the others, and that he him- 
felf fhouljJ be feated at the head 
before the altar, in th? middle 
betwixt both ; but this was ob- 
jefted to by th t Greek emperor, 
who claimed that place as due 
to him. At length it was a- 


greed that the pope fliould fit 
at the head of the Latins on 
the right fide of the church, and 
the emperor at the head of the 
Greeks on the other, and that 
the book of the gofpels flioeld 
be placed, with lighted tapers/ 
betwixt the heads of St. Peter 
and St. Paul , upon a throne 
erefted before the altar.

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firft read, by which he declared that he conferred to the 
Celebrating of an oecumenical council at Ferrara , to which 
aflembly he ordered all who were concerned cither to come 
or fend, within four months, under pain of excommunication. 

Another decree of the pope was then read to the fame pur- 
pofe, and both received the affent of the fatl^rs (H). After 
Eqfler , the Latin fathers propofed to employ the time, till the 
arrival of the deputies of the princes, in examining the con- 
troverted dc>6lrines#betwixt them and tjie Greeks ; to this 
the eaftern prelates, after fome difficulty, affented, and twelve 
perfons were chofcn on each fide, who affembled tw^ce a m 
week, and difputed about purgatory, and the bleffednefs of 
faints ; but, after they had fpent two months in thofe dif- 
putes, they left the queft ion undecided. 

Mean while the German ele&ors, havii^j affembled at The empe- 
frankfort \ chofe Albert, duke of Avjlria, as emperor. Af- m- Albert 
ter his eleftion, a genei al diet being held in the fame city, it and the 
Was agreed to adhere both to the pope and the council of German 
Bafd, but not acknowlege the decrees of either party againft P r * nces * m 
the other. This determination, which was called the Ger - & ree to f 
man neutrality, offended both Evgenius and the fathers of ^ 
Bafil : however, as Albert renewe d the fafe condu&s, grant- g aratot j H 
jed by his predcceffors to the council, they, in return, gwedi/putes 
him all the money raifed in Aujlria by the indulgences, for betwixt 
the journey of the Greeks . .At the fame time they proceeded the pope 
with their*ufual violence againft the pope ; and having con- and the 
firmed their former decrees, and thofe of Conjlance , con- council of 
cerning the power of a general council above a pope, and 
that thofe who afferted otherwife were heretics, the prottors 
of the council then produced 1 50 articles of accufation a- 
gainft Eugenius, which they offered to prove by witnefles 
and public documents. Notwithftanding the remonftranccs 
ofrthe deputies of the kings of France , Spain , England \ and 
•other princes, thefe articles of accufation were received in a 
general congregation, and ordered to be proved by witnefles 
within thirty days, but, before that thne was elapfed, twenty-

We 
fay, in fome nleafure, for they did not receive its decrees ab- 
folutely, but with certain modifications, to render them 
more accommodated to^the cuftoms and ufages of the king- 
dom* all thofe however were received Amply that tended to 
retrench the authority of the pope. The king, by an editt, 
ordered this pragmatic fan&ion to be obferved inviolably 
thro* his dominions; but as the clergy of France thereby 
ufurped an authority, not only above a pope but alfo above 
a general council, it was foon after abrogated both by Eugc- 
nius and the king x . 

During thefe tranfaftions in France , the German princes, 
in a diet held at Nuremberg , propofed to the deputies from 
the council of Bafil \ that, to determine all difputes, a third 
place ftiould be chofen for holding a general council, at which 
ftiould affemble the prelates from Baftl and Ferrara , with 
the pope and the Greeks. The deputies of the council de- 
clared that they had no authority to agree to that propofal, 
but demanded only that the dfct would approve of the de- 
crees of the council againft Eu genius. The prifices refufed 
to grant their requeft ; but declared, that they would ftill 
adhere to the neutrality concluded at Frankfort. The depu- 
ties of the kings of France , England, Arragon , and Portugal , 
and of the duke of Milan , were of the fame opinion y ; and 
the deputies of the council ftill refufing all the terms of ac- 
commodation that were offered, another diet was appointed 
to be held on the ift of March at Frankfort , which aflemBly, 
on account of the plague, was afterwards held at Mentz z . 
Deputes Mean while the Greeks , finding that none of the prelates 
between came from Bafil, and that few or none arrived from any 
the Greek other place, made fome objeftions to the council of Ferrara ; 
and Latin h ut t h e fe foruples being removed by Eu genius, who afterted 
Sathyrs. t h at> w here he was with the cardinals, and the emperor and 
patriarch of Conjlantinojle, with the legates of others, there 
was an univerfal fynofi, they agFced to celebrate the feflions, 
and to difpute, in the firfl place, upon two points, fiamely,

whether it was. lawful to add any thing to the creed, and 
whether the addition, and from the yo;?/ was juft. As the 
pope was diftrefled with the gout, the firft feffion was 
held on th£ 8 th of October , in a large chapel of his palace, 
and fix difputants being appointed by each party, Beffarion 
of Nicea , one of thofe on the fide of the Greeks , made a 
long and eloquent harangue, which is ft ill dktant, wherein, 
after invoking the protettion of God, he commended the 
emperor, the pope, and the fathers, for thdir pious inten-* 
tions, and exhorted 4 them to conftancy and perfeverance, till 
the union was accompliffied. Nothing elfe was done in this „ 
feffion \ and in the fecond, which was held three days after, 
the archbifhop of Rhodes , for the Latins , made another 
fpeech in praife of the pope, the emperor, and the whole 
council : after which it was ordained, that the ffifputes ftiould 
be carried on by fyllogifms, and the option being given to 
the Greeks either to impugn or defend, they chofe the firft, 
and left the Latins to anfvver their objections. The five^fol- 
lowing feffions, which were all held in the fame month, and 
feveral other private congregations, were fpent in debating 
upon the expreffion and from the fon . The Greeks oppofed 
that addition, as contrary to the decrees of the firft general 
councils, which prohibited any addition to the cre^d ; but 
the Latins afierted, that it was not fo much an addition as 
an explanation of the words from the father , and urged that 
the Nicene % fathers had takelh the liberty to add explications 
to the apoftles c^eed, 'and other councils had done the fame 
to the Nuejie (I). The fame dilpute was continued in the 
five following feffions, which were held in the month of 
November , and in whic^i the Greeks at laft granted that it 
was lawful to explain the words of the creed, but not to add 
that explanation to the creed itfelf. The fame difpute was 
tl^ fubjccl of the three following feffions ; at the firft of 
•which arrived the deputies from the duke of Burgundy ; but 
as they negledled to falu tc the emperor, that prince threatened 
tp difiolve the council if they did not give fatisfaftion for the 
infult ; wherefore, at the interceffion of the fathers, they were 
prevailed upon, at the next feffion, to pay their compliments 
to t jje emperor. At the following feffion, Mark of Ephrfus 
endeavoured to conclude the difpute by a very long difeourfe ; 
but ftill the matter was left undecided, cardinal Julian de- 
claring, that, if the Greek fiiould produce ten arguments, he 
; would advance ten thoufand.

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The Creeks being unmoved by the arguments of the 
Latins , and finding them equally uninfluenced by theirs; 
began to think of returning home, and propofcd, as their 
final conceflion, that the words in difpute fhould be admit- 
ted in a definition apart; but the Latins refuted to agree to 
this propofal, urging that, fince the words were admitted as 
orthodox, they tught not to be expunged from the creed. 
As the plague r#ged at this time in Ferrara , the pope pro- 
ofed to transfer the council to Florence, but to this the 
Greeks made great objections; at laft, however, they gave 
-their content, on thefe conditions : that the council fhould 
not be transferred from Florence , but be concluded within 
four months; that they fhould be furniflied with provifions; 
and that eight months ftores fhould be fern by the pope to 
Conjlantinoplc . (Accordingly, in the fixteenth feflion, which 
Was held on the 1 1 th of January , the tranflation of the 
council was published, and the fathers immediately after 
proceeding to Florence , held the feventeenth feflion in that 
city, on the 26th of February, in which, after a Jong dif- 
pute betwixt the emperor and cardinal Julian , it was agreed, 
that the two parties, for the future, fhould difpute in private 
aflemblies; but this method was obferved only a few weeks ; 
for in the fix following fellions, which were held in the 
month of March , the public deputations were again refumed, 
firfl concerning the meaning of the word proeejjion , and after- 
wards about the acceptation of the words nature, ejj'encc, 
Jubflance, fubjijleniia, and bypojlajis , in eh? divine per- 
fons, how far they meant the fame thing, and in what 
refpe&s they differed. After thefe feffions the emperor af- 
fem bled all the Creek metropolitans mi the lodgings of the 
patriarch, who had been confined for fome time by ficknefs, 
and laid before them the calamities which would befal the 


Greek empire, if the fchifin was not terminated : he there- 
fore exhorted them to lay afide their difputes, and find out 
fome method for an agreement, efpecially as the Latins 
the addition of the words and from.thc fin, did not acktrow- 
lege two principles. The greateft part of the Creeks, being 
influenced by this exhortation of the emperor, did not dif- 
pute in the two following feffions, but only attended lorfhe 
difeourfes of the Latins in proof of their do&rine; and af- 
terwards holding a grc^it* many conferences in the lodgings 
of the patriarch, they at length nnanimoufly agreed, that the' 
holy fpirit proceeded from the father and from the fon, as 
from one principle and one fubfiance. This opinion being 
committed to writing and delivered to the pope, was ap. 
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proved by him and the Latins, who, as a teftimony of their 

joy, embraced the Creeks with great affe&ion. 

Eu genius then propofed to terminate the other points 
wherein the two churches differed, namely, concerning the 
fire of purgatory, and ufirig leavened or unleavened bread 
in the facrament of the eucharift, and the fuoremacy of the 
Roman fee. Their deliberations were interrupted by the 
death of the patriarch of Conjlantinople , which happened on 
thepthof Jnne\ bu^a few days after, the debates being re- * 
fumed, an union was likewife effe&ed in thefe points. The 
Creeks agreed as to the pains of purgatory, but would not 
determine abfolutely whether it was fire, darknefs, a whirl- 
wind, or any thing elfc; they allowed that either leavened 
or unleavened bread may be confecrated in the eucharift ; 
they likewife acknowleged in general the fupremacy of the 
pope, but Would not allow of appeals to him from other 
patriarchal fees, or that he had a power of celebrating oecu- 
menical councils without the emperor and patriarchs. In T^ e Ufl * on 
the next feffion a decree was drawn up, wherein thefe re- 
ftri&ions were mentioned in general terms, which was fub- Hjjfl t ^ e 
feribed by the pope, the cardinals, and feveral Latin prelates, Greeks, 
and by the emperor, the proxies of feveral patriarchs, and 
fourteen metropolitans. The pope then defired that the 
Creeks would chufe a fucceffor to the patriarch of Conjlanti- 
nople , whom he might confirm, and to whom he would give 
a large fun* to fupport his dignity, promifing likewife to 
remove the Latin -patriarch of that title ; but the Creeks re- 
fufed abfolutely to agree to that propofal, alleging that the 
patriarch muft be chofen at Conjlantinople , by the whole 
province. The union teing thus accomplifhed, the pope 
publifhed a letter, addrefled to all the faithful, informing 
them of the tranllation ; and befides. what had been ftipulated 
with the emperor, he promifed, upon an emergency, to 
furnifh twenty armed gallics for fix months for the defence 
of Conjlantinople y and to folicit the Chriftian princes to fend 
him fuccours by land. Before the departure of the emperor, 
which happened towards the end of July , deputies arrived 
at Florence from the patriarch of Armenia , to treat of aa 
uniotv Ei/genius, with the approbation of the fynod, ap- 
pointed three cardinals, aitd fome doftors, to confer with ^ 

the deputies; and, after frequent conferences, th ^Armeni- 
ans profiling to hold and approve the doftrines that were 
held .and taught by the Roman church, Eugenitis delivered 
to them {i degree, containing a fuanmary of the Roman 
faith.

During thde proceedings at Ferrara , the German prin- 
ces, in a diet held at Mentz , propofed to oblige the council 
of Bafil to put a flop to the proceedings againft Eugenius. 
Although this propofal was approved by the deputies of 
feveral princes of Europe who were there prefent, yet thofe 
from Bafil wo$d not confent to it, and left the city. After 
their departure the legates of the pope arrived, and follicited 
e the princes tef rejeft the council of Bafil s but their follicita- 
tions not being hearkened to, they protefted againft the pro- 
ceedings of the diet, and departed. Mean while the fathers 
at Bafil) to ftrengthen the articles againft Eugenius , drew up 
eight propofi tions, which they called the truths of the cas- 
tholic faith , tending to prove that the pope was a heretic, 
becaufe he had prefutned to difTolve the council, contrary to 
Great eon monitor y the fathers. Thefe propofi tions occafioned 
fufion in g re:lt clamour and uproar in the council, fo that the confu- 
the co:mdfi lon an( * n01 ^ e refemblcd the concourfe of two armies in an 
of Bafil; engagement. After long and vehement debates, which are 
mentioned at large by / Eneas Sylvius , one of the members a , 
the violent party found means by fraud to publifti the arti- 
cles in a general congregation. The cardinal of dries then 
appointed the thirty-third feflion to be held on the 14th of 
May, at which none of the prelates of Spain , and only about 
twenty-one of the other nations, would confent to be pre- 
fent ; but as there were a great many priefts, the cardinal 
caufed them to bring the relics of the faints info the aftem- 
bly, and ordering them to fupply the plate of the abfent 
bifnops, he read the decree, confirming the above propofi - 
tious. The deputies of the emperor, and of other princes, 
appeared a few days afterwards at ‘the general congregations, 
and defired the fathers to agree to fonts third place for the 
council; bur their requeft was denied, and Eugenius was or- 
dered fo be cited againft the 2 3d of June, to hear his fentencc. 
which fc- 'phe thirty-fourth feffion was celebrated on that day, and 
pt'Jr* F.u- Eugenius being called by two bifhops, and not appearing, 
gemus. was declared guilty of contumacy, and depofed from the 
pontificate ; all Chriftians were absolved from his obedience, 
and prohibited from adhering to him, under the pains of 
herefy and fchifm, and the lofs of all their honours, benefi- 
ces, anc^ dignities ( 1 C). iThe fame day the fathers deliberated

another pope;. but, notwithftanding the plague raged at 
tnat time in Bafil, it was refolved to delay the election for 
two months : accordingly a decree for that purpofe was pub- 
liflied in the thirty- fifth feffioiv held oil the 8th of July*, . 
and it was added, that, by the departure of any prelates 
from Bafil , the council fhould not be reckoned^iflolved, with- 
out the confent of two-thirds of thofe that remained. Eu~ 
genius in the mean time, being informed of theii* proceedings, , 
renewed his former decree againft them ; and in a general 
feffion, held on the 5th of September , condemned the truths 
of the catholic faith, in the fenfe they were taken in by the 
council of Bafil, as being contrary to the feriptures, the fa* 
thers, and the council of Conftancc . 

The fathers at BaJll, before they were informed of thefe 
decrees of Eu genius, celebrated their thirty-fiAh feffion on 
the 1 6th of OElober, in which they publifhed a decree con- 
firming the immaculate conception of the bleffed virgin (L)* 
Although the diet of Mentz had appealed from their de- 
cree againft the pope to a future general council, and the 
emperor Albert had propofed a reconciliation, yet they re- 
folved immediately to proceed to a new ele&ion,; and in the 
thirty^feventh feffion, which was held on the 22d of the 
fame month, they decreed, that the eledtion fhould be made 
in the coundil by the cardinal of Arles , and thirty-tWo other 
ecclefiaflics, whether prelates* priefts, or deacons ; that the 
eledlion fhoftld not be valid, unlefs two thirds of the eleftors 
concurred ; and^tttat the perfon ele&ed fhould fwear to be- 
lieve and maintain the catholic faith, and to obferve and exe- 
cute the decrees of the councils of Conjlance and Bafil. The

i:nounces ^ lon held on the 2 [ ft of March at Florence , denounced 
manathe - a* 1 anathema againft the duke of Savoy and all his adherents^ 
ma againft as heretics and fchifmatics, if they did not repent within fifty 
Felix and days. The fathers at Baftl, in their forty-firft feffion, held 
bisadber- on the 2 1 ft of July, condemned this fentence of Eugenius as 
snts. fcandalous, fchifmatical, and heretical, and prohibited any 
one, under fevere penalties, froni receiving or publifhifig rt. 
The next o day Felix, wh$ a few weeks before had arrived at 
Bafil, was ordained biffiop by the cardinal of Arles, and 
afterwards crowned with great folemnity. In their forty- 
fecond feffion, which Was held on the 5 th of Auguft , they 
ordained, that, for the fupport of Felix and his court, the 
fifth penny of the real value of all benefices, both feCular and 
*4 ~ regular. 
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regular, Ihould be paid to his colleftors for five years, and 
for five years more the tenth penny, under pain of fufpenfion 
and interdift. In favour of Germany they exempted all be- 
nefices that did not exceed five marks of filver, and allowed, 
that if any nation found themfelves aggrieved by the above 
tax, they might make a compofition with Felix. Soon after, 
in a general congregation, they publifhed a<ong letter, ad- 
drefled to all the faithful, fupporting, by many arguments, 
the authority of a council above a pope, and firging them to* 
yield obedience to folix b (M). / 

During thefe proceedings in the Weftern parts of Europe, 
the Greek emperor having returned to Cwiftantinople ,• the Greeks 
clergy, the monks, and the reft of that city, refufed to ce* renounce 
lebrate divine fervice with thofe who had returned from urt i° n 
Italy , or to mention them in their prayers^ which caufed conc ^ e I 
great confufion in that church, and occafioned a delay in at i6m 
elefting the patriarch, none being found who would accept rence * 
of that dignity c . Other authors relate, that, by the perfua- 
fions of Mark of Epbefus , who never aflented to the propo- 
rtions concluded upon at Florence , the Greeks would not 
accept of the union ; and that even thofe, wno had been in 
Italy, quickly renounced the articles to which they had af* 
fented in the oecumenical council, notwithftanding the en- 
deavours of cardinal Condelmero , who had been fent as legate 
to Conftantinople d . The metropolitan of RttJJia , Who had 
been creatcjl a cardinal by Eugenius, upon his return was 
likewife treated w # ith indignity, and imprifoned at Mo/cow c . 

Mean while Eugenius , having received an accufation againft 
his general cardinal V'itellefehi , that he had entered into a 
fecret treaty with the dqjce of Milan , and intended to fur- 
prize Florence , and feiZe the pontificate, he fent orders to the

peace of the church, a general council ought to be convoked 
in feme other city than Bafil or Florence ; and if either of 
the popes, refufed to name the place, the emperor fliould ap- 
point fix cities in Germany and fix in France , one of which- 
fliould be chofen for the place of the council, which fliould 
abfolutely meet on the fir ft of Auguf of iftlie following 
year. 

The council of Bafil, after the return of their deputies, 
held their forty-thirdPfeflion on the ift of July, in which they 
publifiied a decree, appointing the celebration of the feaft of the 
vifitation of the biefled virgin. They had warm difputes«for 
a long time among themfelves about the form of this decree* 

As the firft decree for this fefiival was made by Boniface IX. 
during the grand fchifm, and was never received by thofe 
who followed the antipope, fome of the members propofed 
that the bull fliould now be publifiied in the name of Felix, 
with the approbation of the facred council, or, at lcaft, 
with the addition of the words, pope Felix prefiding ; but the 
other party prevailed, that the decree fliould be publifiied in 
the name of the fynod alone. About the fame time Eugenius ^ht'ch is 
received a letter from an Ethiopian abbot fettled at Jerufalem , a if 0 re _ ' 
profeffing the fubjeftion of his church to that of Rome , and C eived by 
informing him that the emperor of Abijftnia , commonly the Abif-

confequence of mi's letter, Eugenius , in the thirtieth feflion, 
which was held on the 24th of April, transferred the coun- 
cil, with the confent of thg members, from Florence to Rome , 
to be continued in the Lateran church within fifteen days 
after his return to that city. The fathers at Bafil took an 
occafion from this new tranflation to accufe the pope, 
alleging, that he had returned t* Rome to prevent his being 
compelled to celebrate a council in Germany . Soon after 
they celebrated the forty-fourth feflion on the 9 th of Auguf, in 
which they publiftied a decree, concerning the entire reftitu- 
tion of all thofe who had been robbed of their benefices on 
account of the council, ordering the ufurpers and detainers 
to be Expelled by the aflifhnce of the fecular arm.

Upon his return, the diet finding that the deputies 
Frank- only renewed the arguments ufed the former year at Mentz, 
fort, refolved {till to adhere to the neutrality, and propofed the 
celebration of a council in fome other city than Bajtl or FIq - 
rence . The emperor a few weeks afterwards arriving in the 
neighbourhood of Bajtl , after feveral conferences prevailed 
with the fathers' to agree to a tranflation of the council. He 
then eiuered the city, and had an interview with Felix, to 
confult of the means to procure the pea'^e of the church and 
departing after three days, Felix likewife quitted the city, 
and went to Laufapine , on pretence of re-eftabliihing his 
health, promifmg to return to the council in the fpring. 
Eugenius in fome meafure likewife complied with the de-

He likewife denounced an anathema againft Francis 
Sforza , who had ufurped feveral places in the ecclefiaftical 
ftate ; but, this cenfure being defpifed by his adverfary, he 
had recourfe to temporal arms, and in a fhort time recovered 
the territory of Picenum k . In the beginning of the follow- 
ing fpring, he left Florence and proceeded to Siena, wheic he 
continued fix mouths. During his refidence in this "city, 
Alphonfus king of dr r agon, who the year before had con- 
quered Naples , propofed a reconciliation with him, on con- 
dition that he confirmed his newconquefts. The king at the 
fame time was associating with Felix, who, on condition 
that he adhered to the council of Baftl, promifed to confirm 
his adoption by queen Jane, and the title of his kingdom, 
and tqugive him 2ooypoo crowns to recover the patrimony 
of the church. Alphonfus accepted of thefe conditions ; hot 
. his ambafladors in the mean time obtaining better terius from 
Eugenius, he again ftarted new difficulties with Felix, and,

offered to give him the kingdom of Naples with the fame inwefti- 
forms and rights as had been ufed by former popes, and to Vi reo f 
abfolve him from the payment of all the rnoiiey which he \W CS 
owed to the apoftolic chamber, on condition that Mphonfits 
took the oath of allegiance to him, reftored the towns belong- 
ing to the church which he had feized, and fent fix gallies 
againft the Turks , and 4000 horfe againft frauds S/'orza. 

Some other articles^ were agreed upon, with regard to the? 
liberty of ecclefiaftics, and the privileges of the Tubjefts, as 
they had been fettled by William II. The pope likewife le-«* 
gitimated Ferdinand \ the king’s natural ion ; but, to prevent 
his being reproached with fuch a conccflion, he ftipulated 
that the bull (hould not be publiftied during his life 1 . Im- 
mediately after the conclufion of this treaty* Alphonfus pub- 
liftied a letter, declaring, that he acknowleged Eitgenius as 
the undoubted vicar of Chi ill, and ordering all his fubje£t9 
to yield him obedience. He likewife wrotfe to the prelates of 
his dominions who were at Bafil, de/iring them to quit that 
city ; and, according to the afts of Patridus , he, together 
with the Venetians, Florentines , and other Italians , exhorted 
the emperor to agree to the celebration of a general council 
at the Lateran . 

The council of Bafil in .the mean time follicited the return Thecouncifr 
of Felix ; but he replied, that he found it more for the advan- of Bafil 
t ige of his caufe to refide at Geneva or Laufanne, and at the confent to 
fame time entreated them to relax the decree againft the crea- atranjla - 
tion of cardinals. After much difpute, the fathers at laft grant- Uon *° 
ed his requeft, and in the forty-fifth feflion, which was held J°f ieot €r 
on the 13 th of May, tfe«y decreed, that another general coun- at ^' 
cil (hould be celebrated after three years in the city of Lyons, 
which city had been chofen by Felix , to whom they granted a 
ppwer of fhortening the term. Neverthelcfs, they ordained 
that the council of Bafil was not thereby diffolved, but that 
they intended to continue it in that city, provided the magi- 
•ftrates did not violate the fafe conduft which they had formerly 
granted. This is generally reckoned the laft feflion of the 
council of Bafil, b6th the printed and manufetipt afts con- 
cluding at this period. Nevertheless fomc prelates remained 
five years longer both at J)afil and Laufanne, altho* there is 
fcarce any author that takes the* l^aft notice of* their pro- 
ceedings. Several of their decrees tended to remove the 
grofs Corruptions and abufes that at that time deformed the 
f hriftian religion ; but, in their proceedings againft Euge-

On the news of thefe fuccefies, great preparations 
were made by the pope in Italy to carry on the war, and in 
conjun&ion with the Venetians, Cenoefe, and the duke of 
Burgundy, he fent a fleet of feventy gallics to the Hellefpont , 
under the command of cardinal Condelmero , to prevent the 
infidels from receiving any fuccours from Afia . Amurath 
being informed of the great preparations againft him in 
Europe , and hearing likewife of the revolt of fome provinces 
in Afia, prevailed with the king of Hungary to agree to a 
truce for ten yqars ; after the ratifying of which he palled the 
Helbfpont , and marched againft* the rebels. Eugenius was 
greatly oifcnded with the king for agreeipg to any treaty 
with the infidels, and abfolved him from the oath, which he 
affirmed he was not at liberty to take without his permiflion. 
Cardinal Julian likewife infilling thatanow was the time for 
extirpating the Turks from Europe , Uladijlaus was prevailed 
upon to renew the war, and marched with his army into 
Lower Mafia ; but Amurath, having bribed the Genoefe Jo 
tranfport his army over the Hellefpont , attacked the Hun - .

embaffy ; which was to defire the celebration of a counci ^ in 
Germany. The pope refufed to grant his requeft, and foon 
after, deputies arriving from the Maronites and Chaldeans in 
Cyprus , profefling their fubmiffion to the Roman church, in 
a general congregation he publifhed a decree im their behalf. 

Thefe different fefts of eaftern Chi iftians had been prevailed 
upon to fend their deputies to Rome by the archbifhop of 
Colojfc , or Rhodes , who had been fent into the eaft by Eugenius % 
to follicit their fubmiffion to the Roman fee ; however the au- 
thority of the apoftolic fee was not thereby greatly enlarged, 
but the vanity of the pope was gratified by the empty cere- 
mony. While Eugenius was receiving the fubmiffion of the 
Maronites in Cyprus , his authority was oppofed by the catho- 
lics in the fame ifland, the king not only refufing to grant 
the archbifhopric of Nicofta to the perfon appointed by the 
pope, but e*en expelling him the ifland, and throwing the 
pope’s nuncio infc> prifon. However, foon after, at the fol- 
licitation of the mailer of the knights of Rhodes , the king 
admitted the archbifhop, and fet the nuncio at liberty °. 

About this time, thepepe having depofed theeleftors oi<who de - 
Cologn and Triers , in refentment for their adherence to the t°f rS f ^ e 
council of Bafily the other eleftors, offended with his pro- floors of 
ceeding, affembled at Frankfort , and entered into a treaty of 
union, that, if Eugenius did not annul the fentence of pepo : *”^ rl- 
fition, abolifh the grievous taxes with which he oppreffea^ 
Germany , and acknowledge the fuprcmacy of councils, ac- 1446." 
cording to the decrees of that of Conftance> they would then 
adhere to Felix. They defired the emperor to accede to their 
treaty % but he refufed, and only confented to petition the 
pope to reverfe the fentence. JEneas Sylvius accordingly 
having reprefented to the pope the danger, of a generaWchifm 
in Germany , he agreed, to revoke his decree, and fent two 
legates to another diet, held in the fame city, in the month 
of September, with a full authority to grant- every thing to 
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the Bermans that might facilitate the union, without preju-. 
dice to the apoftolic fee. The fathers, who fliii remained 
at Bafil \ likewife fent their deputies tg this diet, and before 
their departure they declared in a public aflembly, that they 
would convoke a general council, and would transfer them- 
felves to wl^tever dty the emperor and eleftors, or their 
ambafladors, fhould name in the approaching affembly. 
Great difputes arofe in the diet upon fevcral points, but 
chiefly with regard to the treaty of union betwixt the 
eleftors, which the legates infilled upon being annulled, be- 
£ye they would begin the negotiations. The German 
princes refufing abfolutely to comply with their demand, 
JEneas Sylvius propofed fome articles as a medium, by which 
the interefts of Germany and the pretenfions of the pope 
The Ger- might be reconciled. Thefe propofitions were embraced by 
mans re- the diet, who appointed ambafladors to proceed to Borne to 
rwunce the obtain the approbation of the pope. The arpbafladors, up- 
neittrah fy, on t h c ir arrival, were received with great honour, and three 
mndadbere afterwards had an audience in a private confiftory, 
ls Uge - where JEneas Sylvius , in the name of the reft, propofed the 
a/d. f° ur arriftes agreed to in the diet ; firft, that a general coun- 
ty'. cil fhould be convoked, and the place and time for its meet- 
ing determined ; that the pope fhould confirm by a bull the 
declaration of his legates concerning the pre-eminence and 
authority of general councils.; fhould red refs the grievances 
of the German nation ; and laftly, fhould revoke what had 
been been done to the prejudice of the ’two eleftors. The 
reconciliation being effefted in a few other conferences, dur- 
ing the abfence of Eu genius, who was fick, the ambafladors 
were admitted into his bed-chambSr, and, after they had made 
their fubmiflion to him as pope, he delivered the bull into 
the hands of JEneas , by which he confirmed a great many 
things concerning benefices and annates which had hem de- 
creed by the council of Bafil after the fchifin, abfplving all 
' thofe who had adhered to that council after its diflblution, if 
they returned to the obedience of the apoftolic fee within 
dix months. He promifed to convoke a general council with- 
in ten months, provided he could obtain the corifent of the 
fovereigns of Europe ; if not, he offered \o aflemble cnother 
within eighteen months in a city that fhould be judged con- 
venient. He acknewleged the authority of councils truly 
oecumenical, without declaring whether they were fuperior 
to a pope or not, and he received that of Conftance In the 
fame manner as it had been received by Martin V. and his 
fucceflors ; and laftly, .he promifed to redrefs the grievances 
of the German nation, and to re eftafrlifhth* archbiftiops and 
• . , cleftqrs. 
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electors *. Eugenhts furvived the publication of this bul} who dies a 
but fixtcen days, and died on the 23d of February , in th $ few days 
fixteenth year of hia.ponttficate. He is faid, by Plating to a f ter at 
have been a great patron of fchodls and learned men, tho ,Romc * 
not very learned himfelf ; to have fayoured the monks, to 
whom he granted many privileges ; but h e*j accufed of in- 
conftancy, and a love for war s. 

On the eleventh day . after the death of Eugtnivs, e%hteep Nicolas 
cardinals entered die conclave, and unanimoufly chofe V. it 
Thomas of Sarzana , fo called from a little town in the ter- Aedled, 
ritory of Lucca where he was born. He had been created a 1 
cardinal a few months before by Eugenius , upon his return 
from the laft diet of Frankfort , and is {aid at Hrft to have 
refufed the pontifical dignity ; but, at the intreaty of all the 
cardinals, he fubmitted, and affirming the nlfoe of Nicetas 
V. in memory of cardinal AWergati , who had been his great 
patron, and in whole family he had lived feveral years', 
he was confccrated on the 16th of March , While the car- 
dinals were in the conclave, one Stephen Porearo, a Reman 
knight, affembled feveral citizens in one of the churches, 
and exhorted them to aflert their liberty, or, at teaft, to limit 
the power of their governors ; but the archfoifhop of Bme- 
vento oppofmg his propofol, the {edition was prevented. 

Eugenius having for foroe time before his death been engaged 
with the duke of Milan , and the king of Naples , in a war 
againft th? Florentines , Alphonfus had arrived with his army 
at Tivoli, on H!s way to Tufcany ; but, hearing of the pope’s 
death, he deliberated whether he fhould advance or return. 

At length, Nicolas haying fent a cardinal to Ferrara to treat 
of a general peace, Alphonfus , the duke of Milan , the Vene- 
tians, and the Florentines, font their deputies thither ; but 
their conferences were broke off by the hidden death of the 
dflke of Milan . Nicolas in the mean time fent cardinal Car- 
vajal as his legate into Germany , to notify his ele&ion to 
the emperor, who afiembled the ftates of the empire at ^ ac f , 
Afchaffemburgh, where the neutrality was finally abolifbed, 
and Nicolas ackaowleged as lawful pope % the emperor foon A 
after publifhing a decree for that purpofe. About the fame^ 9 
tim? the king of France , who likewife defired to acknowlege 
Nicolas , held a congrefs at Lyons , qf which were jyefent the 
archbifhops of Cologn and Triers, thf depute of the other

Soon 
after he confirmed, by a bull, fome articles that had been 
agreed upon Jbetwixt his legate and the emperor, with re- 
gard to the method of provifion of vacant benefices in the 
empire (0) ; and, being informed of the difturbances in 
Bohemia , he appointed the fame cardinal as his legate in that 
kingdom. The cardinal, upon his arrival at Prague , was 
received with great refpeft by Mainard of Ncw-houfe , the 
adminiftrator of the kingdom, and by the clergy and uni- 
Veriity. The ftates of the kingdom being then aflembled, 
the Hujfites , who were the moft powerful party, demanded 
of the legate to confirm the compaftata concluded at Bajif, 
and to confirm the archbifhopric of Prague upon Rockyfantts.

The remains of the council of Bafil , which had been A.D.

fhew their authority in terminating the fchifm ; accordingly, Felix *£- 
on the 23d of April, they publifhed a decree* permitting ^ c Z tes ' 
Felix to refign the pqptificate, and, as a grateful acknow - an * , e p 
legement for the afliftance he had given to the perfecuted 5*^1 
church, they created him a cardinal and bifhop of Subiuo, diffol^vedm 
and perpetual vicar and legate of the apoftolic fee in the ter- 
ritories of the duke of Savoy ; that he fhould enjoy the next 
rank to the pope, fhould ufe every-where enfigns of his le- 
gation, and fhould not be obliged to appear perfcnally at the 
court of Rome o£ general council. They then ordered all 
Chriftians to obey Nicolas , after which they difiblved the 
•council. This news was received at Rome with great joy* 
the people the following night riding through the ftreets 
with torches, and calling out. Long live Nicolas. The pope 
likewife ordered fupplications in the Vatican, and, on the 
1 6th of June, publifhed three bulls ; by the firft of w'hich- 
he confirmed all promotions, elections, or fcttlements what- 
ever, formerly approved by Felix, or the councils of Bafil 
and Laufanne ; by the fecond .he reftored all thofe who had 
been deprived of their dignities or benefices by Eugenius for 
adhering to the ^Duncil of Bafil- and by the third he de- 
clared null and void all that had been done and written 
againft Felix and his adherents, and ordered allfuch writings 
4 o be abolifhed, and expunged from the regifters of Eugenius 
and all other places. As the duke of Milan had died with- 
out a will, or any lawful heir, his dominions became imme- 
diately the fubjeft of difpute, and, notwithftanding the ut- 
moft endeavours of Nicolas to procure a peace, hoftilities 
ftill continued betwixt the Venetians and Francis Sforza, the 
laft of whom, having married the natural daughter of the 
late duke, pretended to be his heir. Francis, having ftormed, 
.Piacenza, and obliged the Venetians to agree to a peace, 
turned iiis arms againft the Milanefe ; and in the beginning 
of the following year, having obliged the city of Mjjan to 
furrender, he was foon after acknowle^ed as duke *, *

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A jubilee Nicolas was chiefly defirous of pacifying Italy, that the 
celebrated pilgrims, who ftiould viflt Rome on account of the jubilee* 
mt Rome, might meet with no interruption. In confequence of his 
A.D. b u ii f or that purpofe, this. feftival began to be celebrated at 
1 4 S°* Rome, with great folemnity, at Chrijimas . Immenfe crouds 
of people, of both fexes, and all ranks, arrived at that city 
during the wlittie year ; the pope, who, with his cardinals, 
vlfited the facred places almoft every day, being obliged 
frequently to* (horten the term of fifteen days vifitation ap- 
pointed for foreigners ; by that means 10 leflen the great con-

Towards the end of the jubilee, Mneas Sylvius arrived at 
Rome from Naples , and in a public confiftory declared the 
intentions of the emperor to come the following year to 
Italy to receive the imperial crown. He likewife defired the 
pope to agree to Celebrate a general council in Germany, and 
informed his hotinefs, that, at Naples, he hhd concluded a 
treaty of marriage betwixt the emperor and Eleonora, the 
niece of Alphonfus, and After to the king of Portugal . The 
pope, having received a bad impreffion of the defigns of the 
eftiperor, did not feem to relifhhis journey into Italy j but, 
Mneas Sylvius difpelling his apprehenfions, he agreed to the 
A.D. pVopofal of the emperor, and created Mneas bilhop of 
1451. Siena*. The biftiop, foon after his return to Germany , 
was fent by the emperor into Bohemia , as his ambaflador to 
the ftates, who had aflembled at Benefchaw, an£ threatened 
to elett another king, as Frederic had refufed to part with his 
pupil Ladiflavs. Mneas, by his eloquence/ had fuch an in* 
fluence upon the ftates^ that they not only declared them- 
felvcs fatisfied with the proceedings of the emperor, but ap-

Being likewife 
wifbrmed of the dedifi of Jmurdth, eihpetor of the Turks, 
and the fucceffibii 6f his fon Mohammed 11 . a yotang prinefe 
of great ambitioH^ and an implacable enemy of the Chriftians, 
he wrote to Conjidnilriople, reproaching the Cheeks with the 
Breach of the unioh concluded at Florence, arid requiring 
them to abandon the fehifm, if they expected any affiftance 
from the wefterii prhtces 2 . The Greeks, iiotwithftanding

Germany, entered Italy with the young king of Bohemia, p er0 r en- 
ahd a large body of nobility ; who, to prevent giving umbrage ten Italy* 
to the pope and the flates of Italy, came with a very fmAll and 
military efcort. He was received every-Whete with great A. D. 
honour, and at Sieha he was joined by the young emprefs, ^S 2 * 
r w % ho had arrived by fea from Lifbon. Proceeding with her to 
Roihe, he arrived at that city on the 9th of March, whfete* 
he was received hy thirteen cardinals, all the clergy and 
magiftrates, with great ceremony, and conduftcd to the 
fteps of St. Peter , where jhe pope waited for him in hiis . crcev:n j 
pontifical ornaments. Nicolas , a few days after, by the plefci- ^Rome 
tude of his power, conferred upon him the crown of Lorii - 
hdrdy, and, on the 16th of March, he was folemnly 
chvwRed emperor of the Romans , after taking the ufiial 
oath to the pope. The emprefs being likewife crowned, 

Frederic proceeded with her to Naples to vifit her uncle tfl- 
pbkrifus, who entertained them for two weeks With great 
magnificence. Upon his return he created the marquis of 
Rtte duke of Modena and Reggio , at Ferrara ; and, proceed- 
ing front thence to Venice, wjs received with great magni- 
ficence by that republic, and foon afcer # returned to* Ger- 
many.

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Frederic, during His refidence at propofed a ge^ 
neral expedition .againft the 7 «r&, for the affiance of the 
Greeks, again ft whom Mohammed was making immenfe pre- 
parations \ This motion, however, produced no good ef- 
feft ; for, excepting a few auxiliaries from the Venetians and 
Genoefe, the Greeks received no affiftance from any other Eu* 
ropean ftates,<>and the Turki/h emperor advancing againft 
Conjlanlinople in the beginning of April, with an army of 
250,000 mefi, and a fleet of 320 great and fmall (hips, on 
• the 29th of May took that city by dlorm, killing 40,000 
men, and taking 60,000 captives, and thereby putting an 
end to the Greek empire c . After the city had been pillaged 
(or three days, Mohammed publifhed an edift, promifing hia, 
prqjtefKon to the Chriftians who fhould return to Cotiftanti - 
nople. He not only allowed them to eleft a new patriarch, 
but, according to the cuftom obferved by the emperors, pre- 
fented the perfon elefted with a golden paftoral ftaff en- 
riched with diamonds; and conducted him, with acclama- 
tions, to his palace. The pope, upon hearing of the lofs of 
Conjlantinople , renewed his exhortations to the Chriftian 
princes to unite their arms againft the infidels. ; For this pur-* 
pofe, the following year, a diet was held at Ratijhon , at 
which was prefent the duke of Burgundy , who was very zea- 
lous for the expedition ; but, the emperor not feeming to inte- 
reft himfelf with warmth in the defign, nothing material was 
eflefted d . It was only agreed* to hold another diet at Frank- 
fort in the month of September , to apply to th ^French for ar 
body of horfe, and to rcqueft the Italians * to fit out a fleet 
for Greece and Afia . Altnoft all the kings and princes of 
Europe were invited to fend their deputies to the diet at 
Frankfort . In the mean time, one Simonctus , an Augujline 
friar, by his frequent exhortations, at length prevailed with 
Sforza , the Venetians , and Florentines , to conclude a peace, 
which was afterwards ratified at Naples by Alphonfus / and 
Dominicus Caprartius, cardinal of the holy crofs, an alliance 
being Hkcwife concluded betwixt all the ftates of Italy , ex** 
cept the Genoefe, for twenty years, each party agreeing to 
refer their future difputes to the dccifion of the pope, and not 
to renew hoftilitics againft one another, unlefs authorized by 
an apoftolic bull e . During the negotiations at Naples, the 
diet wgs celebrated at Frankfort, and, by the perfuaiions of 
Mneas Sylvius, the*allembly agreed to grant *o,o0o horfe

A few days after the death of Nicolas , the eighteen car- Calixtus 
dinals who were at Rome entered the conclave, •and, accord- III. is 
ing to JEneas Sylvius , the greatefl number of them propofed elefieJ, 
to eleft cardinal Bejfarion, one of the Greeks who had re- 
mained in Italy after the council of Florence ; but the arch- 
bifhop of Avignon objedting to him as a neophyte, or new 
convert, and urging the danger of a fchifm, he was fet afide, 
an<i Alphonfo Borgia , a cardinal prieft, was elected, who 
took the name of Calixtus III. Alphonfo was born of a noble 
family, at Sativa in Spain, and having diftinguifhed himfelf 
by procuring the abdication of JEgidius , the fucceflor of 
Peter de Luna , he was created bifhop of Valentia by Mar- 
"Tm V. Euginius IV. promoted him to the cardinalate for 
his ferviees in procuring a peace betwixt him and Alphonfus 
king of Naples , and at his promotion to the pontificate he 
had now entered the 77th year of his age, and was very de- 
crepit. However, immediately after his coronation, he en- 
gaged by a folemn vow to make war upon the Turks, and, to ex- 
ecute that defign, adted with great fpirit and vigour. He fent f£ f a ^ s 
legates and preachers into the different provinces of Europe, to with great 
excite the Chriftians to a crufade againfl: the infidels, impoied vigour a- 
a tythe upon all ecdefiaftical perfons of whatever dignity for gainfi the 
the fupport of that war, wrote to the king of Perjia and to Turks, 
the king of the Tartars to attack the Turkijh provinces in 
Afta, and, ordering fixteen gallies to be built and fitted out 
at Romf, fent them, under the command of cardinal Lewis, 
patriarch of Aquileia , to attack the iflands and njaritime 

} daces in the Archipelago . In confequCnce of his ardour, 
everal pflnces of Europe likewife exprefied their fondnefs for 
that expedition. The king of Naples and the duke of Bur- 
gundy took the crofs, piflmifing either to go in perfon, or to

Di^s In the mean time the king of Naples and Arragoti, inftead 
ence be - of fulfilling his vow againft the Turks, quarrelled with Calix- 

t<ween him tus, whom he did not find fo compilable with his inclinations 
as he expe&ed. As the pope had formerly been his coun- 
fellor, and jaad obtained the cardinalatc by his intereft, the 
king imagined that his demands would meet with no denial, 
and therefore defired not only the eventual inveftiture of 
Naples for his natural fon Ferdinand , but alfo the pofleffion 
of the march of Ancona , and feveral other places in the ec- 
clefiaftical ftate. The pope refilling to grant thefe demands, 
Alphonfus conceived a great refentment againft him, which 
continued during his whole life h . Calixtus, notwithftand'- 
ing the enmity of the king of Naples , did not abate in his 
zeal againft the Turks ; and, in the beginning of the follow- 
ing year, ordered proceffions to be made, and prayers to bte 
ufed, over all Europe againft * the infidels, with the offer pf 
large indulgences. Soon after he had the fatisfaftion to 
An army 0/ find that his endeavours were not altogether unfuccefsful ;

In the beginning of his pontificate, having fent 
a legate to the Chriftians of Iberia , Armenia^ and Mefopota- 
mia, to excite them againft the Turks , he now received the 
ambafladors of thofe people, and of feveral other heathen 
nations, their allies, who had come through Cholchis and- 
Scytlna , and from thence, by Hungary aud Venice , to Rome. 

At their audience in a private confiftory, they promifed to-* 
attack the Turks in AJia , with an army of x 20,000 men, if 
the Europeans would agree to unite their forces againA 
them at the fame time. Pius being ftill very zealous in pro- 
moting the crufade, in the beginning of th^ following year A. B 
fent thefe ambafladors into France , that they might influence, 146^ 
if poffible, the French king and the duke of Burgundy , hear- * 
tily to efpoufe the common caufe 28 . They accordingly pro- 
ceeded to France , together with Lewis the Francifcan , who 
had been fent legate into Afia ; but they pould obtain nothing 
from Charles or the duke of Burgundy , but picked up a 
confiderable fum of money by begging from the people. 

Upon their return to Venice , the pope having difeovered 
them to be impoftors, and that Lewis had prevailed with 
fome ignorant bifhops to grant him epifcopal and patriarchal

As the 
pope’s nuncios fupported the intcrefts of the court of Rome 
at this aflembly, the archbifhop found that the princes did 
not efpoufe his r fubmiflion to the holy fee. However, he 
again neglefted to fulfil his engagements, and, without 
waiting till he was abfolved from the fentence of excommu- 
nication, exercifed the functions of his office.

This good correfpondence betwixt the pope and the king 
of France was of very fhort continuance ; for although in 
the beginning of the following year the king fent a moil 
fplendid embafly to Rome , which confirmed the abrogation A. D* 
of the pragmatic fan&ion, yet, as the pope would not con- 146a* 
fent to abandon Ferdinand, a mifunderftanding immediately^ 
enfued. The kingtoffered to fend a powerful army againft 
the Turks, if the pope would countenance the fucceflion of # 
the duke of Anjou to the kingdom of Naples, and if Genoa 
fhould return to the obedience of France . The pope an- 
fwered, that he would withdraw his auxiliaries from FerHi* 
nand, if both parties would fnbmit to the decifion of the 
apoftolic fee : fome preliminaries were accoiflingly propofed 
to procure a truce, during which all differences might be 
terminated by an amicable accommodation. However, as the j 
pope Hill continued to affift Ferdinand, and fome perfons at 
Rome had informed the king, that Pius, fmce the abrogation ~ 
of the pragmatic fanftion, profecuted the war with more twixt him 
earneftnefs, as he now drew more money from France than and the 
formerly, Lewis wrote to him, and fent another ambaflador pope.

This threatening meffage had no effeft upon Plus, 
j^j k<fe dared that the French were at liberty to leave his 
court when they plealed; and that he would not defert Fer- 
dinand while ^he duke of Anjou continued his hoftilities 
However, foon after the pope endeavoured to mitigate his 
anfwer; and the college of cardinals, at his defire, wrote to 
the king, entreating him not to give credit to calumnies, but 
to cultivate a friendlhip with his holmefs, who never men- 
tioned him but with the greateft regard.

Though Pius, at the emperor’s interceflion, delayed his cen- 
fures againft the king of Bohemia , yet he again denounced an

gainft George Heinberg, who had efpoufed the dufie of Au- 
firieCs caufe. His troops foon afterwards defeating Mdlatefta 
at Senogallia , and Ferdinand gaining a fignal victory over the 
party of the duke of Anjou at Froja i Pius renewed the deli- 
berations about the Turkijh expedition ; and having procured 
the hearty concurrence of the Venetians, he fent the bifhop 
of Ferrara, as his legate, to the king of France and duke erf* 
Burgundy , who brought nothing but fine promifes fiom 
thefe princes, which were never put in execution h . 

The following year the pope received another embafly 
from the king of Bohemia , excufing his behaviour at the

The greateft part of the Italians anfwered, that they had 
duly come to hear the propofals of the pope; and the Floren - 
tines even advifed his holinefs to allow the Venetians to carry 
on the war alo'ie, which would probably ruin them in the 
end, and thereby fecure the liberty of Italy. Pius detefled 
this advice, ai^d foon after, in a private confiftory, declared 
( to the cardinals, that, as Ferdinand was ^ecured in the poflef- 
lion of Naples , and Malatejla defeated, he was determined 
c * to fi[ out as great a fleet as the revenues of the church could 
ani tro- a ^ ow » anc * t0 himfelf into Afia or Greece againft the in- 
mifatl Ridels, in hopes that his example would influence the Chrif* 
fail him • * tian princes.

The 
duke of Milan, indeed, offered to fend his fon with a body 
of horfe ; and the Genoefe promifed to fit out eight or ten 
(hips, but they defired to know before-hand what fhare 
their ftate fhould have in the piofits of the expedition •. 

The pope, not at all difeouraged by the backwardnefs o( 
others, on the 19th of OFlober publifhed a bull, addrefled to 
all the faithful, informing them of the neceflity of the expe- 
dion, and that he himftlf intended to command a fleet, 
which was to fail from Ancona about the beginning ot June P. 
A few days after he wrote to the duge of Venike , defiring him 
to come with a fleet to the general rendezvous at Ancona t 
and not to excufe himfelf on account of his age, as he him- 
felf, and the duke of Bm gundy, weie both old men. Tho*

p * his pontificate, he, neverthdefs, exerted himfelf with the 
1464. g reate ^ a/Ilduity in promoting the expedition. As his pains 
increafed, and were attended with a fever, in the end of 
winter he went, by the advice of the phyfiuans, to the baths 
of Retriolana , in the diocefe of Siena, where he continued 
fome months. While he was at Siena, he leceived the difagree* 
able news that the duke of Burgundy declined engaging per- 
fonally?n the expedition Jje wrote to that prince, exhort 
ing him not to deici t tl¥c comn^on caufe in which hi was eiv*

himfelf, being apprehenfive of a civil War, asjthe hobleS of 
his kingdom had entered into a private confpiracy again ft 
him r . . No afliftance could be cxpefted from the kingdoms 
of Spain, who were then engaged. in mutual wars; and in 
the end of the former •year, the Venetians had been defeated 
by the Turkt at Corinth and Mitylene , and been obligee^ to •• 
abandon the Ifihmus % 

Notwithstanding all thefe dlfcouragements, th SHIepro- 
pope ftill perfifted in bis refolutlon; and having returned for pfys to 
a few days to Rome, he fet out from thence, i% a litter, for embark at 
Ancona, where he arrived by flow jourijies about the middle, Ancona, 
of July. Soon after his arrival, he abfolved and difmifled 
great part of the crufaders, who had come into Italy with- 
out money for their fubfiftence during the expedition;, 
whereas by his bull, he had only offered indulgences to thofe 
who fought in his army, for one year, or eighteen months, 
at their own charge 1 (W). In the mean time news arriving 
that the Turks had encamped in the neighbourhood of Rar , 
guja 9 as tho* they had an intention to befiege that city, the 
pope immediately propofed to embark for its relief, in hopes 
thaty^If he fhould fucceed, the Chriftian princes would be 
excited to follow his good fortune. He altered his refolu- 
tion upon hearing that the Turks had retired, and a few days 
after he had the fatisfaftion to be joined by the doge of 
Venice , with a confiderablt fleet for the expedition ; but his

Befides his hiftorie* 
and orations, he left behind him feveral grave and judicious 
fentences after the manner of proverbs, which are mentioned 
by Platina and other authors “ (X). 

After the death of Pius, the crufaders, who had affem- 
bled at Ancona , immediately difperfed: and the cardinal* 
confulting with the doge of Venice, agreed to give .the^cilies 
built by Pius to that republic, the doge profiling to reftpre 
them, if the pope that (hould be elefted difapproved of their 
decree. The cardinals likewife unanimoufly gave the 
48,000 crowns, that had been celle&ed by the late pope,, 
to Matthias , king of Hungary ; then determining that the 
future ele&ion (hould be made at Rome, they returned to 
that city, and entered the conclave on the 24th of Auguft.

About the fame time Paul, in refentment for fome denial 
Which he had formerly reteived from Pius, difmifled all the 
clerks of the Breves, and confifcated their effefts, under pre* 
tence that they were unqualified for their offices ; accufing 
there of a confpiracy, ana even of herefy, becaufe they, with 
other men of learning, had formed an academy at Rome, and 
difputed about the immortality of the foul, and other articles 
of the Chriftian faith, after the manner of the ancient- Pla- 
trnifis and Academes Platina the hiftorian, who was one 
of the abbreviators, complains of the injuflice which they 
fuffejred, as they had not only bought their places, which 
were therefore confirmed to^them by a bull, but were men 
©f fuch merit as to be an ornament to tlje court. Great ia- 
tergeffioi was made in their bch&lf, *md Platina begged, in

ipejit of his holinefs upon himfelf ; for he was immediately

As the time was not yet elapfed, and the emptror % 
king of Bohemia promifed, if the citation was fufpended, 
fend an embafly to Rome, and fubmit to the orders of the 
apoftolic fee, Paul granted the requeft of the emperor’s am- 
baflador, in hopes that the averfion hitherto fhAvn by George 
to the fee of Rome, proceeded more from his perfonal hatred 
to Pius, than from any attachment to the feft of the Calix- 
tins A few months after ambafladors arrived at Rome 
from Ferdinand f king of Naples , who defired that the pop t fron^tb* 
would fend a cardinal legate to be prefent at the marriage toiling of 
his fon with the daughter of the duke of Milan . Thefcm- Naples, 
bafladors likewife declared, that Ferdinand had received an © 
embafly from the grand Turk, congratulating him upon fub- 145/ 
duing the rebels, and exhorting him to furthdf conquefts, ** 
by offering a fubfidy of 800,000 crowns a year,' if he would 
make war upon any of the' Hates of Italy. He propofed alfo 
an alliance betwixt fome of their children ; or, if that could 
riot take effeft, on account of the difference of religion, then 
he offered a young Greek , who was defeeaded from the em- 
perors, with a dowry of 200,000 crowns, or as much more as 
the king pleafed. Ferdinand promifed to be directed in his 
anfwer to Mohammed by the determination of the confiftory, 
but what that was does not appear; for the cardinal of Pa - 
via gives us only a part of the fpeech of cardinal Bejfarion , 
condemning any alliance with the Turks, or even any corre- 
fpondence by ambafladors «. It is probable that the other 
fathers were of his opinion, and rather exhorted Ferdinand 
to join the other dates of Italy , in aflifting the king of Hun - 

S againft the Turks. Frederic, the younger fon of Ferdi- 
\ loon after arriving at Rome, in his way to Milan, whi- 
ther he went to fetch his brother's bride, was received with 
great honour, the pope himfelf prefenting him with a golden 
rofe, which is a prefent made annually to fome Chriftian 
prince or other 

The king of Naples likewife fent fome troops to aflift the ajftjh 
pope, in quelling i rebellion railed by the counts sinyuillara, him in re - 
who the year before had fucoeeded’ their father, whofe ex- duting the 
artaple they followed, by ufurping the territories of their counts of 
neighbours, and refuting to fubmit to the pope.

Quickly after a difference 
tnce be - happened betwixt him and Ferdinand, who, in confideration 
pwifct him 0 f the fuccours he had fent him, defired a remittance of the 
and the tribute which he owed the church ; which requeft was re- 
jedted by the pope, who replied, that Ferdinand owed the 
quiet pofleffiofi of his kingdom to the attiftance of the apofto» 
lie fee, and was even bound by his fief to fend fuccours to 
his holipefs. • As Ferdinand, about this time, fecured himfelf 
in the poffeifiop of his kingdoms, by fitting to death Pioen- 
ninus, lord of feveral towns in Albruzzo, though he had 
come to Naples upon his fafe conduct, he threatened to de- 
clare" war againft the pope, unlefs he would remit the tri- 
bute, and reftore feveral towns that belonged to the king- 
dom. Paul, to prevent a rupture, immediately fent a le- 
gate to Naplbs, who found means, in fome meafure, to ap- 
peafe Ferdinand, who offered, if the pope would remit the 
tribute, to give 60,000 crowns to the king of Hungary, and 
to fend 500 horfe, and as many foot, into Epirus. In con- 
fequence of a convention held the former year at Rome, to 
deliberate about the means of oppofing the Turks, the Vene- 
tians, about this time offered to grant au annual fubfidy of 
£o,opo crowns to the Hungarians, on condition that the 
pope would indulge them with the tythe of ecclefiaftical re- 
venues, the thirtieth penny of the citizens, and the twentieth 
from the Jews. The duke of Milan, on the fame condi- 
tion, offered a reinforcement qf 2000 horfe and 1000 foot ; 
and the Florentines tooo horfe and 500 foot, or a fubfidy of 
24,000 crowns. The other ftates made no offer of any affift- 
ance; apd even thefe, not having obtained their requeft from 
the pope, 'performed nothing g. * While the Italians thus 
bee is de- ex ? ufed themfelves from furnifhing fuccours againft the Turps, 
f eased by ' *^ e f amQUS Scanderbeg was entirely defeated by thenrin Al- 
tbeT urics, bania, and obliged to fiy into Italy ; and the infidels making- 
and cblig. themfelves matters of the whole province, carried off h great 
ed to fiy part of his fubje&s into captivity, while others efcaped in. 
into Italy, boats, and took refuge on the Italian coafts, filling that king- 
dom with conftemarion. The pope immediately publifhed 
a letter*, addrefled to all the faithful, informing them of the 
calamity of the Albanians, and earlteftly exhorting them to 
oppofq the progrefs of the Turks, either by mfcu cor mo-t 
ney h . * V 

In the mean time, being informed that the king of Bsto- 
mia had agfin attacked the catholics of SUefia, he abfolved 
thpm from their vkffalage to that crown, and put them under 
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the prote&on of the king of Hungary. Podtebrad^ neverthe- from their 
left,' wfcf refolved to force them to a fubmiffion; but his allegiance 
meafures being thwarted, by feveral catholic lords, particu - tQ ^ Je &*g 
larly by one Hynco , or Zdenco , he befieged him in the fort 
of Zardfien. During the fiege Zdenco found means to efcape 
to Rotate, where he was gracioufly received by the pope, who 
fent him with letters of recommendation to the emperor. 

Paul likewife ordered Podiebrad to raife- the t fiege, under 
pain of excommunication; to prevent which fentence, the 
king of Bohemia wore to Rome, in the name of the reft 
^of the nobles, blaming Zdenco as the author , of the diftprb- 
ances, at the fame time defiring the pope, to fend a nun* 
do 'to the emperor, where conferences might be held, ttfs 
treat of the reduftion of Bohemia to the catholic religion. 

’This letter did not at all alter the former refolution of the 
"pope, whoftill ordered Podtebrad to raife the fiege, and fent 
a nuncio to the emperor, defirihg him not to treat with the 
king of Bohemia before he had laid down his arms. Podie- 
brad, notwithftanding the threatnings of the pope, would not 
defift from his purpofe, and, -after a fiege of almoft twelve 
months, made himfelf matter of the place *. The pope, 

' -upon receiving this news, immediately wrote to his nuncios 
in Germany , to defire the German princes not to oppofe the 
proceedings of the apoftolic fee againft the king of Bohemia . 

At the fame time the catholic lords having revolted, he ab- 
folved them from their allegiance, appointed George to ap- 
pear at Rome within a certain time, and ordered his nuncio 
to raife forces for the affiftance of the Bohemian catholics, 
and to publifii a cruikde, if there was occafion, againft Podi- 
ebrad. The king defpifing this citation from Rome, the 
pope declared him convi&edof perjury, facrilege, and herefy, 
and pronounced againft him a fentence of excommunication, 
hu% delayed publishing the decree, that it might not be treat- 
' ed with contempt, as he could not find any one who could 
put it in execution; the emperor indulging himfelf in a 
flothful inaftivity, and the kings of Poland and Hungary againft

The diet, which was very 
numerous, was accordingly opened on the 2 2d of June , by 
the biftiop of Trent , who, in the name of the emperor, made 
a fpeech in the German language ; and reprefenting the great 
calamities of the Chriftians, and the late ravaging of Carnio- 
la , one of the hereditary provinces of the Aujlrian family, 
he exhorted the princes to imitate the valour of their an- 
ceftors, in oppofing the infidels, and defending the Chriftian 
religion. The two legates addrefled the aflembly to the 
fame purpofe. However, although the Venetian ambaflador 
offered, on the part of that republic* a fleet of 120 fail, and 
the princes propofed, according to a general afleflment, to 
raife an army of 200*000 men, yet nothing was effefted, by 
reafon of the flothful inactivity of the emperor, which ocya- 
fioned one of the legates to write to the cardinal of Pavia, 

1 that they would furely beat the Turks , if the emperor would 
fight with as great vigour as he then fnored *. 

The pope During thefe tranfailions in Germany, the pope, having 
dies at erefted Ferrara into a duchy, and given the inveftiture of it* 
Rome. to Borfo, marquis of Efie , foon after died at Rome, qp the 
25th or 26th of July , of a fit of^n apoplexy, no perfop be- 
ing prefeat at his d^ath. During the pontificate of Paul, all 
offices at the Roman court/ were expofed to fale ’; and under 
this pretence 1^ fold bifhoprics, and other benefices, tef the

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higheft bidder, the office being fold, and the church given 
gratis. Thofe candidates, whofe pretenfions were only fup- 
ported by learning and a good life, were always fet afide'. 

He likewife increafed the number of vacant benefices, by Ap- 
plying them chiefly by tranflations, by which means lie 
brought into his treafury large fums of mldhey, of which 
he was very fond. He was a great enemy to human learn- 
ing; and difluaded the people of Rome from ^putting their 
children to grammar fchools, declaring, that they weie fuf- 
ficiently learned if tlley could read and write \ The fame 
author relates, that he was reputed a juft and a merciful 
man; that he adornld the city with feveral magnificent 
buildings, and was fometimes liberal to the poorer cardinals 
and bifhops, and to the Tick and diftrefled. 

* The cardinals having mourned the ufual time^for the death 
of Paul , on the 7th of Auguft entered the conclave to ele£t 
a fucceflor. The pontificate was at firft offered to cardinal 
Bejfarion , under certain conditions; but he declaring that 
he would not accept of it under any feftri&ions, the car- 
dinals applied themfelves to Francis della Rovere , a cardi- 
nal prieft, who confenting to what they defired, two days 
after was chofen pope, and aflumed the name of Sixtus IV. . 
Francis was born in the territory of Savona , on the Gemefe ls £iC e 
coaft, acccfeding to Onuphrius , of noble parents ; but .others 
relate, that his birth was obfeure, and that his father was 
a fifherman, which employment he himfelf at firft followed c :

He was by profeflion a Francifcan ; and having 
acquired a great character by feveral treatifes which hepub- 
lifhed on obfeure points of divinity, he was elefted general 
of his order, and wa 9 created a cardinal without any follici- 
tation, and during his abfence, by Paul II.

created, with full authority,* to each of whom he afligned a 
penfion of 500 crowns a months CawBhal Bejfarion was 
1% commififoned as legate to the king 6f France, to reconcile 
that prined With the dukes of Burgundy and Brftany.

Europe , to raife the tax agreed to at the convention of Man* 
tua\ and indulgences were granted tc/thofe who engaged in 
thecrufadoy or contributed to the expe ices of the war. The 
cardinal of Pavia , who was then abfcint, quelling an infur- 
^eftlon in Umbria , mentions a fifth legation, but does not in- 
form us particularly what it was. He at the fame time erf* 
prefled his aj^rehenfions of the bad fuccefs of thofe pompous 
legations, and complains that the pope had violated the laws 
made in the conclave, by creating two of his nephews car- 
dinals, who had not arrived at their 30th year x (Z). The 
pope indeed quickly found the bad eife&s of his liberal and 
free difpofition ; for having given donations of the fame thing 
to three or four different perfons, his court was immediately 
difturbed with quarrels and difputes. To prevent tliefe for 
the future, he gave the privy-feal to one Montemirabile , a 
man of experience, who vacated fuch donations 4s were not 
regularly granted.

473* 
treat of a peace with Moha mmed, who was attacked in Afta 
by Ufumcajfan king of Pttj-a, and that he b*d offered to 
affift him againft U fumcatjad, if he would allow him a fub- 
iidy in money, and reftore Bofnia and Servia. Upon re- 
ceiving this news, he immediately wrote to the king to dif- 
fuade him from that alliance, and charged the bifhop of f>r- 
rara, his legate in Hungary , to enquire diligently into the 
truth of the report I. As the hiftorians make no mention of 
this negociation, it is probable that it was not true, or per- 
haps Matthias defifted upon the admonition of the pope, or 
Mohammed , having about fins time gained a fignal victory 
over the Perfians y flighted the offer of the king of Hungary . 

Soon after the pope created eight cardinals, three of whom 
were nominated by the emperor, the king of France , and the 
king of Naples . Ferdinand , not contented with this favour, 
about a month afterwards defired a new creation to be made 
in favour of a certain ecctofiaftic, who was unworthy of the 
dignity. Altho’ he was very urgent in his requeft, yet it 
was oppofed by the greateft part of the cardinals, and the 
new yeation was deferred till Chrijlmas ; before which time 
the king was prevailed upon to drop his fuit. In the mean 
time Sixtus confirmed the order of friars minims, which had 
been inftituted about thirty years before by St. Francis of 
Paola, a city of Calabria 6. Being informed that fome Car- 
melites at Bologna afTerted that it wal not heretical to con- 
fult the # devils, he wrote to the vicar of the bifhop to make 
enquiry into the truth of the jeport, a\l to give information 
to the appftolic fee.

received with great honour and magnificence. The king, 
who was admired for his ftature, and on account of his title 
of king of the Goths, behaved with great fubmiffion and re- 
fpedt to the pope and the facred college. He held the bafon 
when the pope wafiied his hands ; and, on Good Friday , he 
refufed to kifs the crofs till all the cardinals had performed 
that ceremony h Soon after Frederic, the fecond fon of the 
king of Naples , arrived at Rome in his way to Burgundy , 
where he propofed to marry the duke’s only daughter and 
heirefs. As fevcral of the cardinals were his relations, they 
propofed to receive him in a body ; but the pope, by the 
opinion of others, fent only the cardinal of St. Peter ad 
Vincula , who received him at the Appian gate, and conduced

This bull, how- 
ever was publicly contradifted by a great many orders of 
monks, who, both in their fermons and books, aflerted, 
that it was a mortal I111 to believe the immaculate conception 
of the BlefTed Virgin, and that even to be prefent at the 
office was a crime 

The pope about this time being apprehenfive left the 
king of France fhould feize Avignon , as he had a great many 
troops in its neighbourhood, he fent his nephew cardinal 
/Julian as legate into that kingdom. His vifit was not very Tbehingof 
agreeable to the king, who obliged him to promife not to France 
violate the rights, privileges, and prerogatives, of the Gal - publijhes 
lican church. Lewis likewife publifhed fcvcral edifts dero--^ fr *^ 
gatory to the honour of the apoftolic fee. By the firft he e ^ s 
declared, that, as the council of Conjtance had given an au- 
thority to kings of demandnig every five years the convoca- Q j 
tion of a general council, he intended, as foon as poflible, thibsoly 
to ufe that privilege, and therefore ordered all the prelates feel 
to repair to their refpe&ive diocefes Jo expeft the citation. 

By another he prohibited, under pam of banifhment, any 
abbot, prior, or monk, from going out of the kingdom to 
the general chapter of their orders.

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honour of their retreat, and wrote to Italy, declaring that 
he had defeated them ; in confideration of which pretended 
fervice his name was greatly celebrated at Rome , and he ob- 
tained a fublidy of 200,000 crowns from the pope and the 
ftates of Italy : however, foon after, while he was celebrating 
his marriage •with Beatrice the daughter of the king of 
Naples , the Turks made themfelves matters of Sinderavia , 
and ravaged great part of Carniola , Carinthia , and Stiria r . 
The year following Matthias loft his fubfidy from the pope 
and the ftates of Italy , as hie had neglJfted the defence of his 
owf kingdom againft the Turks , to ifake war upon the em- 
peror, who had remonftrated agaifft his marriage, as a 
* breach of the treaty fubfifting betwixt them, by which 
Frederick was declared heir to the kingdom of Hungary s . 
Sixtus en - Mean while, the duke of Milan being affaffinated in the 

tin into church of St. Ambrofe , Italy was foon after divided into two 
aconfpi - fa&ions. The widow of the late duke affuming the admi- 
re to niftration of the government for her fon, who was then a 
wurderthe b 0 y f made an alliance with the Venetians, and with Lau - 
Floren ** rence an ^ 7 u ^ an Medici, who, with their friends and de- 
Xd CL pendents, governed the republic of Florence . The pope, 
1 * ^ who was at enmity with the family of the Medici, entered 
into a confpiracy againft them with the family of the Pazzi, 
and made an alliance with Ferdinand king of Naples. Ac- 
cording to Machiavel, the pope created one Salviati, an 
enemy of the houfe of Medici, archbifhop of Pifa, to whom 
the fenate of Florence refufed to give poffeffion *. Other 
authors relate, that Laurence Medici, being offended that the 
pope had refufed to create his brother Julian a cardinal, 
gave afliftancc in men and money to the lord of Cajlello , 
who recovered his inheritance from the pope, and likewife 
difappointed Sixtus in purchafing Imola, by lending money 
tothepiince, which prevented, him from felling hisj>atri- 
mony. In refentment for thefe affronts, the pope entered 
into a confpiracy with the Pazzi, the rivals of the Medici , 
to murder Laurence and Julian, and to change the govern- 
ment of Florence . Blit, that fuch a horrid wickednefs might 
not feem to have enteral into the heart of a pope, he trufted 
the whole management of the plot to his nephew Jeronimo. 
However, he allow^ Liqi to»ufe his authority to influence 
fome of the P a w heytrfu fed,. t# be concerned in the plot, 
and prevailei/vith the' king ot mtples to fend fome troops

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into Tufcany , under pretence of recovering fome towns that 
belonged to the ecclefiaftical ftate ; but, in reality, to (eize 
Florence upon the death of the Medici. The confpirators, 
having a long time waited for an opportunity to find the two 
brothers together, at length determined to attack them in 
the cathedral church during the celebration of mafs, while 
the archbilhop of Pi/a fhould feize the palace and furprize 
the fenate. However they failed in their attempt ; for Julian 
was only flain, and Laurence faved himfeif 111 the veftry. 

The fenate, likewife bting alarmed with the behaviour of the 
archbifhop, feized hill and fome others, and immedijtely 
put them to death ; ai|d, the people crouding to the palace 
in defence of Laurence , the greateft part of the confpirators 
were apprehended and executed u . 

The pope, feeing the plot mifearry, immediately deter- de» 
mined upon an open war, which he commenced with his c ^ r f Jtlwr 
fpiritual arms, laying the city of Florence under an in- 
terditt, on account of the violence they had committed 
againft the ecclefi allies, in putting the archbifhop of Pifa to u * 
death, and imprifoning the cardinal of St. George , who had 
been lent for from Pifa to countenance the plot, and was pre- 
fent in the church when Julian Medici was flain. The Floren- 
tines, in their own juftification, wrote to all the ftates of 
Italy , fetting forth the wickedncfs and injullice of the pope, 
from whom they appealed to a general council ; and as the 
papal army, with the troops of the king of Naples , were 
marching againft them, they demanded fuccours from the 
king of France , the duke of Milan, the Venetians , and other 
ftates. They procured fome afliftance from the dukes of <who are 
Milan, Ferrara, and Mantua, and the king of France fent a/pfted by 
them 300 horfe, under the command of Philip de Commincs , *be king of 
the famous hiftorian x ; by which they were enabled to op- Francc 
pofe ;he progrefs of the enemy till winter obliged them to a ?i the r 
quit the field. The king of France likewife fent ambafladors M]h°n 
to the pope, defiring him to take off the interdift from the 
Florentines, or to call a general council, declaring, that, if 
he would not confent, .he himfeif, with other princes, would 
convoke a council to redrefs the giwances of the church. 

He aflembled the nobles and prelat J of his kingdom in a 
convention at Orleans, to confult /Xofc jeftoring the prag- 
matic fanftion and abrogf^ng tK*: annates, .^nd recalled aft 
thofe from the Roman Jurt wfto /eld benches in France ,

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under pain of forfeiting their revenues. By thefe proceed* 
ings he feems to have defigned only to intimidate the pope, 
for nothing material was tranfatted at Orleans ; however, on 
the 1 6th of Angufli the king publiflied an edift, wherein, 
after complaining of the pope’s proceedings againft the Flo- 
rentines, and of the giievous exa&ions of money which he 
fquandered in unjuft wars, he prohibited all his fubjefts from 
carrying or fending money to Rome , or from going thither 
to follicit for benefices y . The pope, by the advice of the 
cardinal of Pavia z , endeavoured to^both the king, by re- 
miifiing him that Charlemagne declarfd, that, tho* the yoke 
pf the church was grievous, it oughfto be borne with fub- 
• million and humility ; he promifed to fend a nuncio to fatisfy 
him of the juftnefs of his proceedings againft the Florentines , 
who had moft outrageoufly violated the ecciefiaftical liberty ; 
that, therefore, to convoke a general council would be for 
the advantage of his caufe, but this expedient was not pro- 
per, as it required a long time ; and as to renewing the prag- 
matic fanfrion, he wondered the king fliould think of that, 
as he had formerly declared, that he had aboli filed it for 
juft reafons. This anfwer of the pope did not fatisfy the 
king of France , whofe example feems to have been imitated 
by the Venetians and Milanefe ; for it appears from a mo- 
nitory of Sixtus to the emperor a , that both thefe recalled 
their prelates, and withdrew their obedience from the pope. 

During theie trar f.iftions the pope being informed that 
the archbifhop of Cologn was imprifoned by„the landgrave of 
Hcjfc, he font two legates into Germany to treat with the 
emperor, the landgrave, and other princes, about procuring 
his liberty : however his endeavours were fruitlefs ; for, 
after two years confinement, the archbilhop died in prifon b . 
About the fame time he publifhed a bull, revoking all the 
powers of abfolving from crimes, which had been granted to 
a great many laymen as well as clergy, and, as the authority 
of the keys was thereby brought into contempt, for the fu- 
ture he referved that authority for the apoftolic fee alone c (C).

Mean white, in order to oppofe the progrefs of the Turks, Solicits 
Sixtus publifhed a letter, addrefled to all kings and princes, the ajpjl- 
enjoining thofe who were at war to conclude a peace, or, at ance of the 
leafi a truce for three yea* s, and exhorting them to a crufade Chrijiian 
againA the infidels m . This letter produced but fmall effect 
among the ChriAian princes ; however we find that the king 
of Scotland, who had aflembled a powerful army to invade 
England, Aopped his march upon a prohibition from a certain 
apoAolic legate who was then in Britain , altho’ the Englijb 
at the fame time defpifed the legate’s authority, and attacked 
Scotland Several of the Italian lAates afliAed Ferdinand 
with money and fhips; his uncle theiring of Cajlile fent 3000

But what con- 
tributed more than all his auxiliaries to free his kingdom 
from the ravages of the infidels, was the death of Moham - 
meet, which happened on the third of May, The Turks 
who had feifed Otranto , being deprived of fuccours during 
the difputc betwixt the fons of Mohammed about the fuc- 
ceffion, Ferdinafld foon after made himfelf mailer of the city, 
and obliged them to evacuate Italy, 

Sixtus, having quite exhauiled his treafury in fubfidies 
1 againft the Turks , impofed npw ty thes upon the clergy, and 
inilituted feveral new offices in the RomSi court ; which were 

( put tl* falc, without regard to the qualifications of the per- 
ftps who bought them q . But, infteadvf affifting Ferdinand 
to profecute the war againil the Turks , he involved Italy in 
new broils, in order to fatisfy his own private revenge. 

1 In refentment* for the feparate peace which Ferdinand 
had concluded with the Florentines , he entered into an alli- 
ance againfl him with the Venetians , fending his nephew 
Jeronimo thither with a magnificent retinue, under pretence 
of receiving the honour ot nobility in that city r ; but, in 
reality, to concert with them a fchctne for attacking Ferdi- 
nands fon-in-law, the duke of Ferrara, Accordingly the 
following year the Venetians , who were elated with their 
great wealth and power, having made a partition of the 
duchy with Jeronimo , took an opportunity to quarrel with 
the duke, under pretence that their rcfidcnce at Ferrara had 
been affronted, and that the duke had impofed foinecuftoms 
upon their fhips contrary to treaty 3 . On the fecond of May 
they declared war againfl the duke ; and, attacking him by 
fea and land, quickly made themfelvcs mailers of the great- 
eft part of his territories. Mean while his ambaffadors, and 
thofe of Ferdinand , the Florentines , and Milanefe , finding 
their endeavours to detach Sixtus from the party of the 
Venetians ineffc<5lual, left Rome , where the pope was making 
the greateft preparations for war, contrary to the inclination 
of the Romans , who openly condemned his proceedings, and, 
on the ev<r of Whitfuntide , one father Tufcanella , in his fer- 
mon, inveighed with th| greateft freedom againft the pope 
and the whole court. however, filled the city with

That republic ' 
accordingly fent Malatcjla, lord of Rimini , with a con- 
fidenble body of troops, who, joining the army under Je- 
ronimo , attacked and defeated the Neapolitans , with con- 
fiderable lofs, taking a great many prifoners, among whom 
Was the duke of Melf hi , who was honourably treated by the 
pope, and fent back to Naples . A few weeks after ambaf- 
fadors arrived at Rome from Ferdinand to treat of peace, and ^ 
others arriving alfo from the king’s allies, the pope was pre- 
vailed upon to agree to a peace and mutual alliance for twenty t ^ e p 0 p e 
years, on thefe conditions, that all places taken during the 
war (hould be reftored, the allies fliould pay a fubfidy of king of 
40,000 crowns to Jeronimo for three years, and, for their Naples, 
mutual defence, fliould furnifli a certain quota of troops, 
which fliould be commanded by the cardinal legate of Man- 
tua. The treaty was published on Chrijlmas-day , and thirty 
days were allowed to the^Vcnetians and all the allies on both 
fides to declare their aflent w . A few days after the duke of 
Calabria arrived at Rome, where he was treated with great 
honour by the pope (E). After fome conferences he pro-

rigour of the fcafon, was befieged by the enemy. The pope, 
before the publication Of the peace, had written to the Vene - 
tians, defiring them to ceafe hoftilities, and to accede to the 
general peace ; but that republic, elated with their fuccefles, 
refufed to heaiken to any accommodation, and finding that 
the pope had abandoned them, and concluded an alliance 
with their enemies, they threatened to introduce the Turks 
into Apulia, and fent an ambaflador to Rene, duke of 
Lorrain , offering him their aiufiancfr ‘unmaking good his pre- 
tenfitfns to the kingdom of Naples x £ Sixtus, finding the 
Venetians refolved to continue the war£ denounced a fentence 
or excommunication again!! them, and his legate, the cardi- 
nal of Mantua , held a general council of the confederates at 
Cremona, in v hich they fettled the plan of operation for the 
campaign. In confequence of the deliberations of that af- 
fembly, the duke of Calabria entered the Venetian territories, 
and ravaged the country in the neighbourhood of Bergamo 9 
Brcfcia, and Verona , while his brother Frederic failed into 
the Adriatic with a fleet, and feized a great many Venetian 
(hips at Ancona, and on the coafts of Dalmatia. 

The Venetians , being reduced to great extremity for 
want of money, and of failors to man their fleet, had re- 
courfe to fupplications and proceflions, and fent ambafladors 
to the emperor to prevail with him to renounce his obedience 
to the pope, and to call a general council y . During thefe 
tranfattions in Lombardy, the pope being informed of the 
death of LezuisX I. of France , and of Edward IV. of England , 
ordered the fervice of the dead to be celebrated for them 
both. Soon after he fet the cardinals Colonna and Savelli at 
liberty, and promoted five others to that dignity. About 
the fame time new difturbances happened at Rome, by a 
fecond revolt of the family of Colonnce ; but Jeronimo * at- 
tacking their palace with the pope’s guards, after a fliarp re- 
fiftance, forced the houfe, and took Laurence Colonna pri* 
foner, who was immediately carried to the caftle of St . An - 
gelo , where he was forfn after beheaded. Jeronimo likewife 
raifed an army, and maiyhed againft thofe towns that adhered 
to the party of Colon?id. * 

Mean while Levds^dk^aA^ve^i S)r of the duke of Milan,

Their ambafllidors immediately pro- 
ceeded to Rome , where the pope had been* for fome days 
greatly afflicted with the gout : altho’ he had that day dif- 
mifled the cardinals without holding a confiftory, yet he or- { 
dered the ambafliidors to be introduced into^is chamber; / 
where, upon hearing^ .the terms of peace, in which his ne- ‘Ihepopeu 
phew Jeronimo was nit confidered, he exclaimed with jrreat v>v*tfy of* 
vehemence again!* the lilies, his voice even failing him during 
his difcourle. The phyficians being called in, the ambafla'- * 

dors retired, and the pope, being carried to his bed, lan- 
guifhed a few days, and died on the 13th o£ Jugufi a (F). 

Sixtus , during his pontificate, adorned the city of Rome with 
feveral new buildings ; particularly, by rebuilding the bridge 
of Janicula over the Tyber y which is now called Ponte Scjio , 

He likewife built the famous Vatican library, which he fur- 
niftied with books from all parts of Europe , and appropriated 
certain revenues for purchafing of books, and maintaining 
Creek, Latin , and Hebrew librarians b . However, he does 
not appear to have been very liberal to men of genius and 
learning. Theodorus Gaza % having prefented to him a fine 
edition of Ariflotle's books on animals, received from him 
only 200 ducats ; which, from difdain, he immediately

However both thefe 
candidates were prevailed upon to refign their prctenfions in 
favour of cardinal Roderic Borgia , who by great promifes, 
and a liberal diflribution of the great riches which he had 
• a amaffed, acquired the plurality of the votes of the cardinals; 
and on the ioth of Augujl was declared pope, by the name 
i ^elettca °f Alexander VI. r . He had been cheated a cardinal when a 
% young man, by his uncle Calixtus III. but his life was fo 
infamous, that Pius II. after having often reproved him, at 
length dro\€ him from his prefence * . As his charafter was 
well known, his elettion alarmed all Italy ; Ferdinand parti- 
cularly declared, with tears, to his queen, that a pope had 
been chofen who would be moft pernicious to all Chriften- 
dom. This aflertion of the king of Naples is confirmed by 
almoft all the Italian poets and hiftorians of thefe times. Ac- 
cording to Guicciardini , Alexander had great natural abilities, 
and was remarkable for his addrefs and power of perfuafion ; 
but was chiefly diftinguifhed by his vices, which he enumer- 
ates, namely, debauchery, infmeerity, impudence, irreligion, 
avarice, ambition, barbarous cruelty, and an immoderate 
defire of promoting his natural children to dignities and

feveral tence of oppofing the Turks, but in reality to oblige Charles 
to quit his conquefts in Italy , by a fecret article, the duke 
of Milan engaging to prevent any fuccours coming from 
France , which kingdom at the fame time ftiould be attacked 
by the emperor and the king of Spain s .

The cardinal Borgia 9 ac- ed by his 
cording to Guicciardini, was prompted by jealoufy and envy brother the 
to this horrid deed. As he had no inclination to an ecclefi- cardinal* 
aftical life, he was ambitious of poffefling t%at temporal 
grandeur which his brother enjoyed, and was belides impa- 
tient to find that the duke had a greater fhare in his filler’s 
affettions than himfelf. Both the brothers are faid to have, 
been rivalled by their father; who not being fatisfied with 
his daughter’s fecond marriage, hired falfe witnefies to prove 
the impotence of her hufband. The pope was affli&ed be- 
yond meafure for the death of his fon ; and fufpefling the 
cardinal Sforza and the count of Mirandola as guilty of the 
murder, he caufed them both to be apprehended: but a few 
days after, difeovering the real author, he deplored his mi- 
fery with tears in the confiftory, confefied the wickednefs of 
his former life, «and nominated feveral cardinals, by whofe 
advice he folemnly promifed to reform the manners of his 
court. He dropt thefe good refolutions, however, in a few 
days, and returned, with»more eagernefs than ever, to the 
praflice of thofe vices in which he had fpent his life. Soon 
after he granted the Ihveftiture of Naples to Frederic ; and 
being informed that one Savonarola , a Dominican , of great

All Italy greatly exclaimed againft this refignation of the 
cardinalate, as the late pope had even refufed to allow one 
of the cardinals to refign, who was defirous of afTuming the 
monkilh habit. Savonarola , who had ubftained from preach- 
ing for feveral months, again exclaimed againft the pope; 
but the magiftracy of Florence being delirous of procuring 
his favour in a treaty which they were then negotiating, for 
the recovery of Pifa , ordered him to be filent. Savonarola 
obeyed; but feveral of his companions ftill continued to re- 
proach the pope in their fermons with great freedom. The 
Francifcans adopted the oppofite party with great w^mth ; 
and the difpute went fo far, that one of the Francifcans 
challenged a Dominican to walk cn with him into the midft 
of a fire, in proof of the truth of their doCtrine* The 
challenge being accepted, an immenfe crowd aflembled to

The affiftance’ 
of the pope being very neceffary for the Venetians, who were 
encaged in an unfuccefsful war with the infidels, they pro* 
mited not to intereft themfelves in the affairs of Romagna i 
however, being afraid to fee Borgia in poffeffion of that 
country, they privately follicited their ally, the king of 
France, tf> recall the Swi/s and French from Romagna , being 
fcnfible that, without them, Bgrgia could not fucceed in hie 
enterprize^

As 
he had one powerful enemy already in the midft of his domi* 
nions* and was threatened with an invafion from another, 
he left a garrifon in Capua , and retired in defpair to Napless 
Mean while the Spanijh general employed his forces in re-» 
during Calabria and Apulia ; and the French having taken 
pofleflion of Averfa, Nola , and feveral other places, attacked 
Capua, which they took by ftormi Borgia, who had entered 
into a aefenfive treaty with the Florentines , and had left hid 
army in the territory of Piombino , accompanied the French 
army with his guards as lieutenant-general, and at the Arching 
of Capua , feized forty of the faireft nuns as his own booty m .

Mean wffile the affairs of the pope proceeded with their 
ufual profperity ; he having made himfelf matter of all the 
pofleflions of the Colloneji and Savelli in the Terra di Roma , 
which he divided betwixt the Urfini and his fon Borgia , who 
had reduced Piombino to great diftrefs. The lord of that 
city* had fent to the Genoefc for affiftance, and had even of- 
fered to fell his whole eftates to that republic; but while 
they were folliciting the confent of the king of France, Piom- 
bino was obliged to furrender to Borgia n . Tho’ the French 
king was dfflatisfied with the conquefts of Borgia , he never- 
thelefs gratified the pope in all his demands, and prevailed 
with the duke of Ferrara to conclude an alliance betwixt 
his eldeft fon Alphonfus and Lucrctia the pope’s daughter.

This news alarmed the king of France , 
who, from the high demands of thffc Florentine ambafiador 
at his court, fufpe&cd that the ftates of Italy had entered 
into an alliance with the emperor : he therefore renewed his 
treaty with the Florentines , in terms very favourable for that 
republic, and fent a herald to Borgia , prohibiting him from 
attacking their territories. The duke of Romagna had then 
excited the city of Arezzo to revolt ; and this enterprize fuc- 
ceeding to his wifh, he left Rome, and furprized Cagji, a city 
of the duke of U rhino, whofe duchy he quickly made him- 
felf matter of, although the dtfke, a few weeks before, had 
accommodated with the pope all his differences ‘about the

The Venetians were very againft 
earneft with the Jcing to induce him to renounce the alliance; bim. 
and the Urjini , with the other lords who ferved in Borgia's ar- 
my, withdrew their troops, and entered into a league for their 
mutual defence againft hin^ to which they were encouraged 
by the revolt of the duchy of Urbino. Borgia was greatly 
alarmed with this confederacy, as their forces were greatly 
fuperior to his : however, with his ufual good fortune, he 
prevailed upon the Urjini , even after they had gained foijie 
advantages over him, to confent to a feparate treaty of peace, 
to which the other lords were obliged to accede. The duke 
of Urbino and the lord of Camerino immediately fled, the one 
^to Venice , and the other to Naples ; and Borgia foon after 
made hiqpfelf mafter of Fano and Sinigaglia , into which laft 
city he enticed Paul Urjino , and three other chiefs of the 
late confederacy, two of whom, next day.he ordered to be

I jq 3 . pios into the different kingdoms of Europe , but with little or 
no fuccefs : his charatter made every propofol from him to 
be fufpe&ed. However, he ftill fucceeded in deceiving the 
Italian princes : upon being informed of the tragedy at 
Einigaglia , he <mprifoned the Cardinal Urjino in the caflle of 
gt. Angelo , and fent his youngefl fon, the prince of Squillaci 9 
to take pofleflion of the territories belonging to that family, 
and the othef confederate lords. The cardinal dying (as it

tan wal*, not to attack Bologna , Siena, or Florence. It wag 
fuppofed that the pope had no deilgn to obftrve this lafl: 
article, but rather refolved to attack Tufcany, while the 
French were occupied in the kingdom of Naples horgia,

Tho’ the death of Alexander gave great joy to the Remains, Great Jif- 
and to all Italy , yet Rtone itfclf was immediately full of tu- turbancej 
mult and confufion, \hz French army being in the neighbour- ef^-oxne. 
hood of the city, and Borgia poflefling the Vatican and the 
caftle of St, Angelo with 12,000 men. The jftrty of the 
Urjini likewife took arms ; and the cardinals having retired to 
the convent of Minerva , were apprehenfive, left the Spanijb 
general fhould march to the city to over-awe the election. 

They therefore refolved to delay entering into the conclave, 
till the cardinals refident in foreign parts, beyond the Alps , 
might be prefent. Borgia in the mean time, though follicited 
by the Spaniards , concluded a new alliance with the French , 
and promifed his intereft to procure the pontificate for the 
cardinal of Rouen, who a few days after arrived, with the 
other cardinals, at Rome . The French troops being pre- 
vailed upon not to advance, and Borgia likewife agreeing to 
quit the city witn his forces, the cardinals, to the number 
of thirty-eight, entered the conclave, where their apprehen- 
fions from the funoundin^ armies made them come quickly 
to a conclufion. 

The cardinal of Rouen, finding his own views difap- 
pointed by the ftrengtb of the Spanijb faftion, confented 
with them to chufe Francis Picolomini , cardinal of Siena, who 
being old and infirm, would, in all probability, foon occafion 
another vacancy. Picolomini was elected on the 21ft of Pius IIL 
September, and, in memory of his uncle Pius II. likewife is elefted, 
affumed the name of Pius, He immediately granted a fafe- . 
%aildua to Borgia, who returned to Rome with a guard of 
300 horfe and 800 foot; notwith {landing which he was in 
great danger from the continual aflaults of the people, and 
the fa&iqp of the Urfini , who attacked hfs houfe with great 
violence. Great numbers of his guards deferring from him, 
he, with his brother and feveral Spanijb cardinals, was 
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obliged to take refuge in the Vatican, from whence he retired 
to the caftle of St. Angelo. This difturbance was no foonef 
He dies 26 quieted, than all Rome was again alarmed by the death of 
days after.

The pope defired immediately to attack Pe- 5 
fvgia and Bologna ; but as Maximilian was then propofing to 
enter Italy with an army to receive the imperial crown, and 
the Venetians threatened to allift the Bologneje if he did not • 
confirm their right to Faenza, the French king entreated hint • 
earneftly to defer his epterprize, left be ftiould embroil all 
Italy. • 

Julius, who, contrary to his natural difpofition, had %he fofe 
been quiet ever fince his eleftion to the pontificate, refufed marches 
now to hearken to any farther delay; and, oR the 26th of mnthm 
Augujt, marched from Rome with 500 men of arms, de-fT^^™* 
firing the inhabitants of Bologna to prepare for his arrival, om? * 
and to provide quarters for 500 French lances. On his 
march to Perugia , where he defigned to flop, unlefs he 
could prevail with the French aft u ally to join him, he re- * 
ceived the fubmiffion of Baglione , lord of that city, at Or- 
vieto. Baglione furrendering the fortrefles of Perugia and ma \ es 
its territory into his hands, giving his two fons as hoftages, himfelf 
and promifing to affift him with 1 50 men of arms, the pope mafter of 
received him into favour, and the king of France being pre- Perugia 
vailed upon by the cardinal of Rouen to grant him a rein- and En- 
forcement, he proceeded to Cefena, where he excommunicated lo 2 na * 
Pentivoglio lord of Bologna , and all his adherents, or thofe 
who converfed with him. Bentivoglio , in hopes of the pro- 
teftion of the French , prepared for a refolute defence ; but 
being informed that the king of France had fent 600 lances 
and 3,000 foot to join the army of the church, he fled, with 
jiis family and treafure, to the duchy of Milan , and, after his 
departure, the pope entered in triumph into Bologna oh the 
10th of November. Julius difmiffed the French general 
with a prefent of 8000 ducats for himfelf, and 10,000 for 
his troops. He promifed alfo to create his brother a cardinal. 

Vo render the dominion of the church agreeable to the 
Bologneje , he indulged them with a great many exemptions, 

£nd left them fome (hadowof liberty, by appointing the new 
fnagi^aates after the antient form

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• During thefe tranfa&ions, Phil ip, the emperor’s fon, died 
of a fever at Burgos in Spain ; and Ferdinand king of Arra * 
gon, who had ceded Caflile to him, had arrived at Naples . 
Upon the news of his arrival, he immediately received embaf- 
fies from all the ftates of Italy, not only to congratulate him, 
but alfo to neg£>ciate with him concerning their different in- 
and excites terefts. . Julius endeavoured to excite him againft the Vene- 
the king tianj, who were in pofTeflion of feveral maritime places in 
the kingdom <ff Naples . The pope, being greatly exafperated 
againft the republic for attacking Romagna, and difpofing of 
ecclefihftical benefices in their territories without his conient, 
likewife follicited the king of France jo declare war againft 
the Venetians, and invited him to a conference in Lom- 
bardy (P). As the city of Genoa about this time had revolted 
from the French, Lewis declined entering into a war againft 
the Venetians, but confented to a perfonal conference with 
the pope ; however, Julius underftanding that he intended 
to march with an army into Italy, to the afliftance of the Ge - 
noefe nobles againft the people, as he himfelf favoured the 
popular faftion, he endeavoured to difluade him; but, not 
liicceeding, he in a difguft publiftied his return to Rome, 
and, to the aftonifhment of every one, quitted Bologna in the 
end of February . The king of France refenting this fickle- 
nefs in the pope, and fufpefting that he privately favoured 
the rebellious Gcnoefc, immediately aflembled a powerful 
army ; and, palling the Alps in the beginning of the fpring, 
ftruck the Genoefe with fuch a panic by his fudden march, 
that they furrendered at diferetion. Having entered the city 
on the 29th of April, he executed fome of the chiefs of the 
rebels, and fined the inhabitants j 4 240,000 ducats ; after 
which he difbanded his army, and went to Milan. A few 
weeks after he returned to Savona, to have a conference with 
Ferdinand king of Arragon, who arrived there on the 27^ of 
June in his voyage from Naples to Spain. The two kings 
treated each other with great marks of friendfhip and efteem, 
and, during the three days which Ferdinand ftaid at Savona , 
they held feveral private conferences, as it was conjettured.

The French king had diibanded his forces, to (hew the 
emperor, the pope, and the Venetians , that he had no other 
intention, by marching an army into Italy , than to recover 
Genoa. For Julius , from his hatred to the Bing, had writ -<Th e pop* 
ten to the emperor and the eleftors, informing them that perfuadet 4 
Lewis, under pretence of reducing Genoa , intended to con- the em - 
quer the ecclefiaftical ftate, confer the pontificate on the car- p*ror that 
dinal of Rouen , and aflfume the imperial title to himfelf. ^French 
Maximilian , having received the lame intelligence from th£^? zn ~ 
Venetians , held a ver^ numerous diet at Conjlance ; which , tends t0 
with great alacrity, promifed to raife a very powerful army j ** [** r 
to afiert the rights of the empire in Italy . Maximilian ac- a 
cordingly 'wrote to the pope, that he had declared the king 
of France a rebel, and that he intended himfelf to enter with 
a powerful army into Italy to receive the imperial crown. As 
the fame of the German levies greatly exceeded the truth, the 
pope now began to be afraid of the emperor, left he fhould 
reduce the provinces in Italy that had been difmembered 
from the empire, reftore the antient dominion of the Ger- 
mans on that fide the Alps, and thereby make himfelf mafter 
bf the eleftion of the popes ; he therefore fent the cardinal 
> of the holy crofs, as his legate, to Conjlance % to inform the 
emperor, that, as the king of France had dilbanded his 
forces and returned to his own kingdom, there was now no 
need to enter holy with an army ; but, if he would come 
with an ordinary efcorte, he would confer upon him greater 
honours than any emperor had ever received at his corona- 
tion. As the French king had likewife fent ambafladors to 
Conjlance , to juftify himfelf from the falfe accufations of the 
pope, the ardor of the diet for the Italian expedition greatly 
abated, fo that very few troops appeared at the general 
rendezvous ; and, the Venetians refuling a paflage through 
their territories for a German army, the emperor, after a 
fruitlef9 attempt, was obliged to delay his march * ( Q^).

1509. bray , betwixt thefe three powers and Ferdinand of Arragon f 
which was confirmed and publifhed the next day in the ca- 
thedral church, under the name of a 5 efenfive alliance. 

This treaty, to which the king of Hungary and the 
dukes of Savoy i Mantua , and Ferrara , acceded, was quickly 
ratified by the fecular princes ; but, as it had been concluded 
without the pope’s concurrence, tho’ under his name, Julius 
delayed ratifying it, and in the mean time declared to the 
Venetians , that, if they would reftore Rimini and Faenza , 
he would not join in the alliance 5 which, without jhe 
thority of the apoftolic fee, would not be of any dangerous

king a purple diadem, inter-* fcabbard of which 1 was tff gold, 
woven with flowers of gold, richly adorned with jewels, 
and a fword, the handle and 
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confequence. The Venetians rejecting this offer of the pope, ■ 
he immediately ratified the treaty, and, the king of France 
having palled the Alps with a numerous army, he publifhed a 
dreadful bull againft the republic, under the name of a 
monitory, ordering them to reftore, within twenty-four days, 
all that they had ufurped from the apoftolic fee, under pain 
of ecclefiaftical cenfures ; and, in cafe of their difobedience, 
he allowed the fubjedts of the republic to be made flaves, 
and their merchandize every- where to be feized. The Vene- 
tians prepared with great fpirit to oppofe this formidable al-» * 
liance ; but their army being entirely defeated by the king of 
France at Ghiaradadda , who immediately after took pofleflion 
of Bergamo , Brefcia , "and Cremona, while the pope entered 
Romagna with an army of 9000 men, they refolved wholly # 
to abandon the continent : being informed ({bat the em- 
peror had put himfelf in motion towards their German fron- 
tier, and. that 'the king of Arragon had fent a fleet againft 
the cities which they held in Naples , they fent orders to the 
governors of all their towns to withdraw with their troops, 
and to leave them free. 

They likewife, by fubmiffive embaflies, implored the ear* 
clemency of the emperor, the king of Arragon, and 
pope; particularly intreating his holinefs to abfolve them 
from the cenfures contained in the bull, as they had offered 
reftitution within twenty-four days ; but the pope refufed to 
grant their demand, as they offered the reftitution under cer- 
tain limitations^ and he required that, befides the ufurped 
territories, they Ihould likewife reftore all the revenues that 
they had intercepted. However, foon after, Julius, whofe 
great defire was to free Italy from the dominion of foreigners, 
confented to admit the ambaffadors of the republic to an au- 
dience 6 5 and about the fame time, the German garrifon be- 
ing furprifed in Padua, the hopes of the Venetians began to 
revive. The grand defign formed by Julius was to raife the 
temporal power of the apoftolic fee ; for this purpofe he 
concluded a new alliance with the king of Franee , who pro- 
mifed to give no protection, for the future, to any vaflal of 
the church ; in confequence of which the pope allowed hint 
•^confer all the vacant biihoprics in his dominions. The 
king then returned to France ; while Maximilian, who had 
hitherto done nothing in confequence of* the league of Cam- 
bray, n«w arrived with an army in Lombardy , and befieged 
Padua ; but, winter approching, he was obliged to raife the

Julius befides, to the furprize of the emperor and the king of 
France, gave permilfion to the v^lTals and fubjefts of the 
church to enter into the fervice of the Venetians, and by 
the means of the bilhop of Sion, who had great intereft with 
the Swifs, .he prevailed with the cantons not to renew their 
alliance with France, but to declare for the apoftolic fee* 
threatens As t ^ ie duke °f Ferrara ftill adhered to the king of France , 
the duke of P°P e . fought an opportunity of a rupture with him, 
Ferrara, and prohibited him, under fevere penalties, from making fait

Notwithstanding this accommodation, Ferdinand did and de- 
not openly break with the emperor and the king of F ranee, dares wat 
The pope, however, having the promife of the afliftance of againft 
12,000 Swifs , declared war againft the king of France and the^^ff °f 
duke of Ferrara ; and, while his army entered the territory ^ ra iCc- 
of the duke, he fent the Venetian fleet, with fome gallies of 
his own, to Genoa , to excite that city to revolt; in both which 
enterprizes he was unfuccefsful, by the vigilance of the 
French general. He neverthelefs refufed to hearken to an 
accommodation, tho* Lewis even offered to leave the city of 
Genoa free, and^to abandon the interefts of the duke of Fer+ 
rara . So far was he from inclining to peace, that he im* 
prifoned and put to the torture a Savoyard , who declared 
that his duke was wiliing.to a<ft as mediator ; and, thinking 
his generals did not behave with vigour, he himfclf fet out 
from Rome , and arrived at Bologna about the end of Sep * 
tember. 

LSwis, defpairing of any accommodation with the pope, Lewis 
made a new alliance with the emperor; and, that he might ajks the 
(hew his moderation, called an affembly of the Gallic an a £viee 0/ 
clergy at Tours , to have their opinion concerning his dif - th * 
putes with Julius.

fubmitted to its ancient lord, and had admitted the French , 
who had feized the greateft part of the baggage and artillery 
of his army, and # of that of the republic.

France at Rome with the hopes of peace, he negociated a new 
alliance againft him with Ferdinand and the Venetians. Mean 
while all Italy was in hopes of peace, by the news of the 
death of the pope, which was foon after found to be a mif- 
take ; for he recovered after continuing fome hours in a faint- 
ing fit ; and remaining in the fan^e difpofition, with regard to 
the king of France , he endeavoured to excite the young 
king of England againft him, by means of Ferdinand , whole 
daughter Henry VIII. had married (R).

The pope, in the mean time, being freed from his ap- H* opens 
prehenfionsof the French, on the 3dof Afay opened the council/^ La- 
of the Lateral, and appointed the firft feffion tf> be held on tcran 
the 10th of the month, when, he himfelf prefi<fing, the of- coun *iL 
ficials and rainifters of the council were named. In the fecond 
fcflion, which was held feven days after, the conventicle or 
fchifmatic council of Pifa was condemned, and cenfures were 
decreed agninft thofe who either direttly or indireftly ad- 
hered to that aflembly. The third feffion w T as then deferred 
till the beginning of November . The pope in the mean time, 
having rejefted the terms of peace which he himfelf had propof- 
ed to the king of France, and which had been accepted by that 
prince, afterwards pronounced a monitory againft him, threat- 
ening him with ^communication if he did not fet the cardinal 
of Medicis at liberty. This cardinal was then a prifoner at 
Milan, where, to the great offence of the fchifmatic council, 
he was acknowleged by t^je people as apoftolic legate, and 
gave abfolution to thofe foldiers who promifed not; to ferve 
a$y more againft the church. 

The French commander in the Milanefe, upon the news of 
khe viftory at Ravenna , had imprudently difeharged a great French 
many Italian foldiers, acircumftance which haftened the ruin are rlmf 
of the king’s affairs in Italy ; for the emperor, having now wholly ex- 
openly declared for the pope, and recalled 5000 Germans / U^frum 
that had hitherto afled in conjunftion with the French, and 
&ljjwifs having likewise joined the Venetian army, Palice was 
tio iShger able to make oppofition, and therefore retired with 
the greateft part of his troop%into Pavia, $nd put the reft of 
them interne or two other places. About the lame time the 
Venetians and Swifs, taking polfeffion of Cremona and Ber- 
gamo, and the inhabitants of the country, in many places >.f

'obedience of the pope ; whoalfo, by the means of the duke 
of Urbino, recovered Bologna ; which, as a puniftiment for 
its rebellion, he laid under a heavy contribution, and had 
even refolved totally to have deftroyed it, if he had lived 9 . 

Julius Vas ljtill intent upon accompiiftiing his other de* 
ligns, namely, to take pofleflian of the duchy of Ferrara , to 
expel the Spaniards and Germans from Italy , and toreeftablifti 
Maximi- the haufes of Sforza and Medicis at Milan and Florence . He 
lian S for- was prevailed upon to agree to an accommodation with the 
&a is fut duke of Ferrara , who, having obtained a fafe condutt, 
in poffef went to R ome to a fk his pardon ; and at the congrefs, which 
tr e a few weeks after the allies held at Mantua , he procured the 
Milan duch y °* Milan to be reftored to Maximilian , the fon of the 
late Lewis Sforza , contrary to the inclination of the king of 
Jrragon and the emperor, who defigned it for one of their 
grandfons. He then fent his army, with the Spanijb auxilia- 
ries, againft the Florentines , who were compelled to furrender 
the government of their city to Laurence Medicis H. nephew 
of the cardinal. 

As the Swifsy from their enmity to the king of France , 
had been the chief inftruments of the«revolution in Lombardy, 
Julius fent a ftandard, a cap, and a fword, to the cantons, 
and conferred upon them the title of Defenders of Ecclejfajlical 
Liberty. Soon after the biftiop of Gurck, the emperor’s pleni- 
potentiary at Mantua, arrived at Rome , where Julius re- 
ceived him with the greateft refpeft, and concluded an alli- 
ance with Maximilian againft the Venetians, who obftinately 
refufed to deliver up Vicenza to the emperor. After the < 
clufion of this treaty, the German biftiop was prefent the 
third feffion of the council of t the Lateran, which had been 
deferred till the 3 d of December. In this feffion t)\p emperor 
approved of the Lateran council, and the pope denounced a 
fentence of interdifttou againft the kingdom of France, efpe-

Julius was in pofleifion of almoft the whole territories to firms neve 
which, as pope, he could form any pretenfions, yet hft refWc&» J ** 
lefs fpirit ftill formed jjew defings to difturb the public peace. the 
Herefolved in the fpring to attack the duke of Ferrara , and^^^^ 
as the cardinal of Medicis feemed to adhere more to the king 
of Arragon than to him, he determined to. altar the ftate of , * 
Florence. He likewife recalled the cardinal of Sion from his ** 
legation in the Milanefe , becaufe the new duke had conferred 
upon him a revenue of more than 30,000 ducats ; and to en- 
courage the king of England in the war againft France , he 
refolved, by a* decree of the Lateran council, to transfer to 
him the title of Moft Chrijlian King ; for which purpofe a 
bull was expedited, whereby likewife the kingdom of France 
was granted to whoever fhould take pofleifion of it. But he Hedies a( 
was prevented from executing thefe and other defigns'by Rome, 
death, which happened to him on the 21ft of February , 
having a few days before caufed the council, in their fifth 
feffion, to conffi-m the bull formerly publilhed by him againft 
fimony. Being fenfible of his approaching end, he declared 
that the eleftion of his fucceflor belonged to the facred col- 
lege, and not to the coifhcil, and intreated the cardinals to 
give the vicariate of^.the city of Pefaro to his nephew the 
duke of Urbino. Julius » a few days before his death, ac- 
cording to fome authors, exprefled great penitence for his 
. proceedings againft the king of France , and wilhed, with 
great earneftnefs, that he had never enjoyed the pontiff 
cate r .

mid the duke of Ferrara recovered aiJ^hjs territories/a Ro~ 
tnagna . The flate of the church fufferea no other alteration* 
and all was quiet at Rome ; where, after the ufual time for 
the obfequies Si the pope, twenty-four cardinals entered the 
conclave, and, having agreed to feveral articles for moderat- 
ing the authority of the future pope, on the ioth of March 
m they unanimohfly chofe the cardinal of Medicis, who aflumed 
the name of Leo X. He was then only thirty-feven years of 
age ; however his eleftion gave univerfal fatisfaflion, as he 
had rendered himfelf famous by his liberality and humanity, 
and was befides of unblemilhed manners, and a great lover 

# of learning and men of genius (U). Four days after his elec- 
tion, the fchifmatic cardinals, who, upon the news of the 
death of Julius , had fet out for Italy , voluntarily fubmitted 
themfelves to the new pope ; who fent the bifhop of Orvieto 
to them at Florence , to give them hopes of a reconciliation, 
but defired them to lay afide the habit of cardinals, as they 
had been deprived by the Lateran council, and to remain in 
that city till they (hould be recalled to Rome 8 . On the i ith 
of April, the fame day that he had been taken prifoner the 
year before, he was crowned with the greateft magnificence 
in the Lateran church ; in that folemnity, which coft him 
100,000 ducats, the duke of Ferrara , who had obtained a 
fufpenfion of the cenfures denounced againft him, carried 
the banner of the church. 

The change of the pope and other circumflances were not 
fufficient to procure tranquillity to Italy ; for the emperor 
refufing to deliver up Verona to th£ Venetians , that republic 
would not hearken to a peace ; and th^ king of France, hav- 
ing concluded a truce with the king of Spain for twelve 
months, again made preparations for recovering the Milanefe,

In the feventh feflion, which was held on the 16th of June, 
the deputies of the king of Poland , and of the dukes of 
Mazovia , Ruffia , Milan , and Mantua , were admitted ; and, 
the king of France having fent the bilhop of Marfeilles to 
treat of his re-union to the church, the pope, by a decree of 
the council, gave a liberty to the French bifhops, till the ift 
of September , to clear themfelves from their contumacy. 

A writing was then read, figned by the depofed cardinals The fchif* 
Carvajal and Sanfcverjno , wherein they approved of the matic car* 
Lateran council, and confefled themfelves juftly deprived of dinals are 
their dignities. Notwithftanding the great opposition of the rtfiond to 
Cardinals of York and Sion, and the ambafladors of the em- / ^f r 
pePor and the king of Spain, yet Leo confented to their refto - wttes * 
ration, judging that the fchifmatic council of Pifa would be 
more eafily extinguifhed by lenity than rigour. Tho’ the 
pope, by this proceeding, gratified the French king, he ne- 
Verthelefs did his utmoft to detach the Venetians from their 
^liapce with France , and to mediate a peace betwixt them 
and the emperor. After the defeat of their troops by the 
Spaniards , the Venetians ^onfented to accept of Leo as me- 
diator and fent deputies to Rome ; whither likewife Maxi - 
milian fent the bilhop of Curck, whom the pope promoted

church. In the fame feflion a penal monitory was decreed 
againft the parliament of Provence , which aflumed to itfelf 
an authority over the clergy,- and would not allow of appeals 
to the apoflolic fee, nor fufFer the pope’s letters to be put in 
execution without their leave. A decree of the pope was 
then read againfl certain philofophers, who affirmed, that 
the rational foul was mortal, and identically the fame in 
all men. A bull was likewife read for fending cardinals to 
exhort the Chriftian princes to peace and concord, and for 
inviting the Bohemian heretics, with a fafe conduft, to the 
council ; another was ifTued for reforming the officers of the 
Roman court, and for putting a flop to their r^pacioufnefs w . 
"A.D. The kingdom of France being now re-united to the fee 
1514. of Rome , Leo no longer defired to fee it deprefled ; and tho’ 
Lcoen- he flill continued in his refolution o£ preventing Lewis from 
deavours p 0 fleffing the Milanefe , he had no defire to fee his kingdom 
to reconcile attac ^ e d by the Englijh and Germans , and was befides afraid 
W Swift 1 C ^ Lrwu ffiould be perfuaded to enter into an alliance with 
1 the emperor and the king of Spain, and affifl them in con- 
quering the Milanefe for their grandfon Charles, by which 
the liberty of Italy would be more endangered than if the 
duchy were in his own pofleffion. He therefore exhorted the 
Swifs to an accommodation with the king ; but they refufing 
the offers made to them by Lewis , the pope again endea- 
voured to mediate a peace betwixt the Venetians and the em- 
peror, to prevent hyn from having any pretence to enter 
Italy, and propofed a ceflation of arms in Lombardy qn cer- 
tain conditions ; which being rejefted by the Venetians, as 
greatly prejudicial to their interefl, the pope fent a con-

after the conclufion of this treaty, the pope fdht fome pre- a defign of 
liminaries into France for an alliance with Lewis againft the fazing 
catholic king, having an intention of expelling ihe Spaniards Naples, 
from Italy , and conferring the kingdom of Naples upon his 
brother Julian ; but, Lewis neglecting to return an imme- 
diate anfwer to his propofals, Leo in the mean time renewed 
his alliance with the emperor and the catholic king for one 
year : and, defpairing of conquering Naples , he procured 
the inveftiture of Modena and Reggio from the emperor for 
40,000 ducats, which he intended as a fettlement for his 
brother, together with Parma, Piacenza , and the duchy of 
Ferrara ; whicji laft he ftill formed pretentions to, notwith- 
ftanding his promifcs to the duke. 

During thefe tranfaftions, the king of France was making 
great preparations for recovering the Milanefe , and Leo had 
celebrated the ninth femon of the Lateran council on the 
ad of May, when the ambafladors of the king of Portugal 
were admitted,. and the deputies from the Gallican church, 
tho’nhey had not appeared, were abfolved from all cenfures, 
as by a letter to the pope, and a public inftrument taken in 
a monaftery in Savoy, it was proved they could not obtain a 
fife conduCt from the Genoefe or the duke of Milan .

was defeated by the fophi, yet, upon the news of his firft 
vittory, Leo wrote to all the Chriftian princes, exhorting 
them to unite their forces againft the infidels z , who pro-* 
felled publicly their intention of attacking Italy ; which 
kingdom was not only threatened with a war from the Turks, 
but alfo from Francis I. who upon the death of Lewis XII. 
which happened on the ift of January , fucceeded to the 
crown of France . ^

At the fame 
time Luther wrote a fubmifiive letter to the pope, complain- 
ing againft&yV/dn ; and, a few weeks after, bflng informed 
that his appeal was rejected, he again appealed from the * t 
pope, who, like other men, was fallible, to a future gfenend 
council. • 

Leo, to put a flop to the difputes In Germany concern* Leo re- 
ing the fupremacy of the pope, on the 9th of November pub- bis 
lifhed a new bull, confirming his indulgences ; jn which he bull for 
affirmed,* that all ought to believe that the bifhop of Rome in ^ u k ,n ~ 
had a power of forgiving fins. Soon after he fent a golden m \ p 
rofe to the duke of Saxony, and follicited his counfeUors to * * 
perfuade him to withdraw his protection from Luther. How- 5 y * 
ever, his endeavours were in vain; for the elector, upon 
the death of the emperor, which happened, on the 1 2th of 
January, afluming, as vicar, the government of great part 
of the empire during the interregnum, bather's authority 
increafed, and he began to be looked upon.as a man lent 
from God, to remedy the diforders and,abufes of the Roman 
church. The eleftor refufed to accept of the rofe; however 
the nuncio, wHb was a German, prevailed upon Luther to 
write in a fubmiffive manner to Rome, and to fubmit his 
caufe to the judgment of a German bifhop. Luther accord- 
ingly wrote in very refjfeftful terms to the pope, but he 
added, that be woul<l not retraft his opinions, unlefs they 
were proved to him to be erroneous. He afterwards refufed 
to fubmit to the decifion of the archbifhop of Triers, as he 
heard that cardinal Qtjetan was to be prdTent at the confer- 
ences, and die pope had not authorized the archbifhop to 

' give a final determination* However, he confented to. a pub- 
lic difpute with Eckius at Leipjic, a city under the dominion 
of George, duke bf Saxony, coufin of the eleftor Frederic, 
whbftef he repaired With Carolqftadt and Philip Mclancthm, 
who die yemsbefore had been appointed Greek profcflor at 
Wittemberg. The difpute Continued for’feveral days, each

Notmthftanding the remonftrances of the ^ w * tzcr - 
bifhop of Conftdnce, the magiftrates of Zurich approved Of lan ’ 
the proceedings of Zuinglius , and that whole canton, with 
thofe of r Bern , Bajil , and Schaffhaufen , embraced his opi 5 - m 
oions *. • 

Luther, in the mean time, toeing allured of the proteff* a. D • 
tion of the duke of Saecony, and other princes of the empire, 1520* 
publiflied a treatife on Chriftian liberty, which he fent to 
Rome) .with a letter addreffed to the pope, in which he de- * 
dared, that he had no other defign than the glory of God, 
and the difcovery of truth, the profession of which he would 
neverforfake. He then affirmed, that the court of Rome 
.was more corrupt than ever Babylon or Sodom had been, and 
;that it were better for Leo to be a fimple prieft, than to be 
furrounded by fo many flatterers, like a lamb in the midft 
of wolves. About the fame time he publifhed feveral other Luther 
treatifes concerning confeffion, vows, the celibacy of the ptsblijhes 
clergy, and the communicating under both kinds, fome off erver * 1 
which were foon after cenfured by the univerfities of Cologn trea -(j t L 
and Louvain . Luther quickly wrote an anfwer in his own e 

j unification, and in his preface treated the univerfities with 0 j t ^ e 
great freedom, affirming, that Ariftotle was their chief God, church of 
and that it was their praftice to perfecute great men, fuch as Rome. 
Picus of Mirandola, Laurence Valid, and Reuchlin , To 
proteft himfelf from the # malice of his enemies, he wrote at 
this time to the emperor, intreating him to defend him from 
all violence, till his caufe fhould be tried. Charles V. about 
the 1 fame time, was folllcitcd by cardinal Adrian , the pope’s 
nuncio in Spain, to Order Luther to be apprehended * but he 
declaring that he could not fatisfy the pope till after his co- 
ronation at Aix la Chapelle , Leo aflembled the cardinals and 
divines at Rome, and, on the 1 5th of June, drew up a bull,

Ing, dt all hazards, to defend the propofitions which he had 
advanced, he immediately publi/hed a book againft the church 
Hi exhorts of Rome , exhorting the German nation to (hake off its autho* 
the Ger- rity, and to oblige the pope and bifhops to fubmit to the

A few weeks after the pope celebrated a diet at 
Worms , which was opened on the 6th of January . Among 
other matters, this afTembly propofed to take cognizance of 
the caufe of Luther , notwithftanding the objeflions of Alcan- 
dre , one of the pope’s nuncios, who aflerted, that they 
ought not to intermeddle in an affair that had been already 
determined by the pope. The emperor havmg granted his 
fafe-conduft to Luther, he arrived at Worms on the 16th of 
April, where he again abfolutely ref ufed to retraft his opini- 
ons, unlefs he was convinced, by feafon or feripture, that 
they were erroneous. The elector of Treves , a few days 
after he had appeared before the diet, advifed him, at a 
private conference, to think of fome remedy for the pcefent 
diforders: but he ftill continuing in his former fentiments, 
the emperor ordered him to leave Worms , and granted him 
a fafe-conduft for twenty-one days *. After his departure

In the vain expe&ation of expelling the French and Spa- 
niards from Italy, and enlarging the pofleffion of the church 
by the acquifitlon of Ferrara, Parma,* and Placentia, inftead 
of ufing his authority as a mediator, he, with great earneft- 
pefs, promoted a war f . At firft he adhered to the king of 
France ; but being informed of his unfuccefsfiil expedition and enter* 
againft Navarre, he entered into an alliance with the cm- into «* 
peror and the king of England againft him : and foon after aUiante\ 
rending troops to the Milanefe, which were reinforced with with fa 
.others from Germany, he quickly made himfelf m after of “**• 
jtilan, Pavia, Lodi, Parma, and Placentia. In the midft 
of thefe conquefts, and while he was follicitlng the Veneti- ^j**?*"? 
arit to declare againft the French, he was cut off by a fod* 
den death, which happened to him on the 2d of December, 
and which was believed to be the effect of poifon, admi- fa* 
niftered to him by Barnabas Malafpina, gentleman of hia/***“ 4 * 
bedchamber, who on that fupicion was imprifoned, but af- 
terwards fet at liberty by the cardinal of Medicit, who fup- 
prefled all examination on that affair *. According to Guic- 
ciardini, Leo was pofleffed of a great many good qualities* 
which were blemifhed with a great bumber of bad ones; and 
he difeovered, during his pontificate, more prudence, and 
much lefs probity, than was expefted &. He had a great 
love for the fine, arts and fcicnces, and was very liberal to - 
iearqpdUnen ; but he is accufed of having been a voluptuary, 
ambitious, and extremely revengeful Paul Jovius charges

Mean while Luther, having procured a copy of the pope’s! 
letter to the diet, tranflated it into the German language ) 
and Adrian having confefted that there was great need of a 
reformation, but that they ought to proceed ftep by ftep, 
Luther, in his notes, added, that the popes had hitherto 
taken too years betwixt each ftep to reform any grievances, 
whteh re- The diet likewife declared to the nuncio, ftiat it was impof- 
lainfttbe ®bl* to P ut *bc editt of the emperor againft the Lutherans 
•fpreffont m execution, without hazarding a civil war, as the people, 
of the b y tbc books that were lately ptfblUhed, were now well in- 
thureh of ft tufted in the oppreffions of the cq»|rt of Rome ; and that 
Rome, .the beft means to quiet the difturbances would be to aflem* 
ble a general council, with the condition that the numbers 
ihould fwear to declare their fentiments freely, and without 
difguife. Notwithftanding the oppofition of the legate, they 
alfo drew up a memorial, which they intitled Centum Grava- 
mina, or the Hundred Grievances ; and on the 6th of March 
they publiihed an edift, prohibiting the preachers to dif- 
courfe of any fubjeft tending to difturb the pubKc*peace, 
which, with the memorial, the pope’s brief, and their an* 
fwer to the legafe, they fent dver all Germany, and even to

During thefe proceedings in Germany , the king of France 
was making great preparations for an expedition into Italy , 
cfpecially as h^heard th Venetians were ftrongly follicited 
to enter into arf^jUMe^ith the emperor. * Adrian at the 
fame time earneftly exhoftM^the the Chriftian princes to 
agree to a truce, and to turn arms againft the Turks 5 
but Francis I. not agreeing to t^is propofal, vjhich would 
deprive him of the opportunity recovering the Milanefe, * 
the pope, at the perfuafion of the^mperor and the king of J 
England \ on the laft day of April jrtubliflied a bull, ordering 
all the Chriftian princes^to obfervq 1 truce for three years, un- 
der pain of excommunication and interdict. Francis ftili * 
continuing his preparations for his intended expedition,- the 
pope, at the inftigation of the viceroy of Naples , acceded on 
the 3d of Augujl to the treaty that had. been formed againft: 

France by the emperor, the king of England, the archduke 
of Aujlria, the duke of Milan , the Florentines , the Genoe/e 9 
Venetians , Lucchefe , and Siennefe . Notwithftanding this 
formidable alliance, Francis i bon after fent an army into the 
Milanefe , where he quickly recovered feveral towns, as Prof- 
pero Colonna , the general of the confederate army, had neg- 
lefted to repair the fortifications. Mean while Adrian , hav- 
ing granted to the emperor Charles the right of prefenting 
to all bifhoprics in Spain % died at Rome on the 14th of Sep- 
temher 9 in the 6jth year of his age, and the 2d of his pon- $ ts ae 
tificate. His death, which was fufpefted to be the effett of 
poifon, gave great joy to the Romans , who were offended 
with his fobriety and regular manners, having been debauch- 
ed by the luxury introduced by his predeceffor Leo 1 (C). 

After the funeraV obfequies of Adrian , the cardinals 
entered the conclave, where they fpent thirty days in difputes 
before ‘they were determined in their choice of a fuccefTor to 
the papal dignity. According to fome authors, Nicolas

During thefe hoftilities, the pope, on the 21ft of De- 
celerated cem ber , had publiftied a bull, for the celebration of a jubilee, 
at Rome, to comme nce at Chrijlmas. He accordingly on that day open- 
ed the Holy Gate of St. Peter's with gieat folemnity ; but by 
the fpreading of Luther's doctrines, indulgences had greatly 
funk in their value, fo that very few perfons appeared at 
Rome , efpecially as their pilgrimage was rendered dangerous 
by the great number of troops in Lombardy Upon the 
news of the viftory at Pavia , all Italy was ftruck with con- 
fternition, but the pope efpecially was filled with great ter* 
ror, as he had a few weeks before publifhed his alli^ice with 
the French king, which had greatly irritated the emperor. 
The Venetians likewife were very apprehenfive of the em- 
peror’s refen tment; but being informed that the king of Eng- 
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land, from a jealoufy of the emperor’s over-grown power, # 
inclined to favour France , they immediately follicited the pope

Notwithstanding this profperous appearance of the 4 

emperor’s affairs in Italy, by his too great fecurity he foon 
found them in ft worfe lituation than in the beginning of the 
campaign ; for while he neglefted to reinforce his army, two 
thirds of which were cut off with the plague, the king of 
France prevailed with Henry VIII. of England to enter into 
the league with the Venetians, and other Italian ftates, againft 
him.

Lautrec, the ge- a * m 
neral at the league againft the emperor, had, about tlfe mkU kt* ** 
die of January , marched from fologna to invade Naples^ * ta v • 
great part of which Idngdom h< quickly reduced. The re* 
remains of the imperial army, ,which for nine or ten months * 
had committed all manner of violences in Roma, upon the 
motion of L/iutrec ' s army, left that city, and proceeded to the 
defence of Naples; but before thei# departure, not content 
to have ftript the city of all its ornaments and riches, they 
infilled upon receiving two months pay. Their joining the 
Neapolitan troops did not interrupt the progrefs of Lautrec f 
who having reduced a great many cities, about the end of 
April fat down before Naples ; but here he experienced a 
reverfe t)f fortune, for during the fiege, which continued 
four mouths, the plague carried off almofl his whole army, 
and at laft proved mortal to himfelf. The remains of the 
army retired to Averfa, where, in their turn, they were be- 
fieged by the garrifons of Naples , and fome other towns, 
and obliged to capitulate on very difadvantageous terms, 
while Doria , the Genoefe admiral, deferted their alliance, and 
prevailed with that cityrfo declare for the emperor. 

During thefe tranfa&ioqs the pope, who had fixed his 
court at Viterbo, affd recovered fome places that had been 
jfeized during his confinement, feemed inclined, in the be-s 
ginniftg of the campaign, to declare for the league ; but ob- 
serving the fuccefs of the imperialifts, he entered into a pri- 
vate negotiation with Charles , before the departure of Cam- 
fegia from Rome, who was ordered on that account to delay 
giving judgment on the divorce as long as poffible. To prevent 
giving fufpicion to the allies, he pretended to be wholly occu- 
pieef in reforming the church, and publilhed his refdution of 
going into Germany tq oppofe the progrtfs of Lutheranifm. 

The prkQBS qf that perfuafion having enterfed into a league 
for their own defence, to which they invited the facramenta-

'was greatly offended c . By the treaty with the emperor, 
which was publiflied in the end of June, the pope promifed 
to grant the inveftiture of Naples to Charles , for the yearly 
tribute of one white horfe ; but the conceflions made by the 
emperor were very advantageous to Clement, Charles en- 
gaging to eftablifli Alexander de Medicis, grand nephew of 
the pope, as prince and fovereign of the city and territory of 
Florence, and to give him his natural daughter Margaret in 
marriage, with a dowry of 20,000 ducats yearly revenue; to 
put the pope in pofleffion of Cervia ^ Ravenna, Modena, 
Reggio, and Rvbiera, to affifl: him in reducing the duke of 
Ferrara, and to reduce the Lutherans by force to thg obe- 
dience of the church «. 

Tho* the affairs of the king of France were quite ruined 
in Italy, yet Charles a few weeks after concluded a treaty of

vaded Hungary with an immenfe army, threatened an irrup- 
tion into Jiffiria, and the tranquility of Germany was in 
great danger of being difturbed by the difputes about reli- 
gion. In confth utfnce of his mandate, the ftates of Germany 
had aflembled at kfife on the ijth^of March , and, after 
long debates, publifhed a decree, revoking the former edift, 
which allowed liberty of confidence, as they alleged it had The La- 
been productive of great mifehiefs. Several ^princes, and tjieran 
the deputies of fourteen imperial cities, protefted againft this prjnces 
edift, and appealed to the emperor and a free council* frdta P ro * e fl «- 
whence the name qf Protejlantg was given to all thofe Z ain fi f h* 
fefts in Germany that oppofed the doftrines of the Romijb 
church w . After the difmifliirg of the diet, the proteftants kplrc * 
fent ambafTadors to the emperor to juftify theij^ proceeding^; 
but Charles, who had then arrived in Italy from Spain t 
would not admit of their excufe, aifd ordered them to obey 
the edift, under pain of his difpleafure. * The ambafladors 
informing the proteftants of this determination of the empe- 
ror, they aflembled in the end of November at Smalcald % 
where they propofed to enter into an alliance for their mu- 
tual defence.

at Augf- amined by the popifli doftors, a refutation of it was read 
burg. in the fame place on the 3d of Augujl. The emperor and 
the catholic princes approved of this refutation, and defired 
that it might be received by the proteftant prifices : but they 
ftill adhered to their former confeffion, and demanded that a 
free general council might be called, to whofe determina- 
tion they would fubmit. Several private conferences were 
afterwards held for an accommodation of both parties, and 
the emperor privately follicited the eleftor of Saxony , the 
landgrave of Hejfe, and the marquis of Brandenburg by 
temporal motives, to be re-unitea to the church of Rome\ 
but his endeavours proving ineffectual, he, on the 22d of 
September, publiftied a decree, declaring, that tho’ the pro- 
defiant confeffion had been refuted by feripture, yet he al- 
lowed them till the 15th of April to confider of returning to 
the bofom of the church; in the mean time prohibiting 
them from publi filing any thing concerning religion, and 
promifing to ufe h*is endeavour^ with the pope and Chrif- 
tian princes, that a general council Ihould be c6nvoked 
within eighteen months. Next day the profc*ffiuitr, p r otefted 
Sgainft this decree, affirming, that their confeffion had not

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been refuted by feripture ; and, after their departure, their * 
deputies, who remained at the diet, requefted the emperor 
to grant a general peace through the empire, and liberty of 
confcience' in affairs of religiori. The emperor, inftead of 
granting their demand, enterSd into a league, for the defence 
of the old religion, v r? th the catholic prince? and deputies 
that ftill remained at the diet; and on the 19th of Novein • 
ber publifhed an edi&, prohibiting any other religion than 
that of the church of Rome z . % 

Although the emperor had afted with great zeal in * ~ 
defence of. the popifh caufe, Clement neverthelefs was grfcatl^. ' * 

diflatisfied with the proceedings of jhe diet. He blamed the ** 9 

emperor for allowing file proteftant confeffion to be read, 
and for confenting to abolifh fome ceremonies ; but what • 
chiefly offended him, was his promife for procuring a ge- 
neral council, the thoughts of which (truck hin/with great 
apprehenfions : he therefore afked thi advici of the cardi- 
nals, who declared, that the convocation of a general council 
at that time, when the Turks were threatening to invade 
Germany , was very improper \ The pope likewife thought Reggio 
himfelf greatly aggrieved, by the fentence which Charles foon and Mo- 
after gave in favour of the duke of Ferrara , by which Reg- dena de- 
gio and Modena were declared to belong to the duke, who d*red t* 
was ordered to pay the pope 100,000 ducats, for anew in- 
veftiture of his duchy. Clement protefted againft this fen- p duke ^ 
tenoe, and refufed to accept of the money which was offered * errarai 
him by the duke,# who, to excite the emperor againft him, 
wrote to Charles that he had intercepted two letters of the 
pope to the kings of France and England , by which he pro- 
mifed to grant them whatever they fhould defire, provided 
they would, by any means, prevent the aflcmbling of a 
general council. The^ope challenged the duke to produce ^ 
the letters, afTured the emperor of his innocence, and foon ,1 * 
after feriT his nephew, the cardinal of Medicis , to Germany , * 

to attend him as legate in his expedition againft the Turks , 
promifing him likewife a fubfidy of 40,000 ducats a month 
during that war b . 

Charles, about that time, held an imperial diet at Ra - 
tifbon , to confult of the means to quiet the difturbances in 
Germany, with regard to religion, and to provide againft the 
invafion of the grand fignor, who was makiftg immenfe pre- 
parations to invade Aujlria. As he had offended the protef-

The Italians on their march, notwithftand- 
to Italy, ing the prefence of the emperor, plundered and burnt feveral 
towns and villages in Germany ; and the cardinal legate, and 
one Piermaria Rojfo , being accufed as the -authors of the fe- 
dition, the emperor ordered them to be apprehended, but 
quickly after fet the cardinal at liberty, and excufed himfelf 
to the pope- 1 

Tho’ Clement was greatly offended that the emperor had 
prefumed to grant liberty of confcience to the proteftants, 
yet he received him with great appearance of affettion at Bo- 
logna ; however, he ft ill ref u fed to cotifent to a general coun- 
cil, or to give his niece Katherine in marriage to Francis 
Sforza . A few weeks after he renewed the alliance with the 
emperor and the Italian ftates, for fecuring the peace of 
Italy , and to oppofe the defigns of the king of France , who 
ftill formed preteafions to the Milanefe . Clement ^ confented 
very willingly to renew his alliance with the emperor, that 
he might thereby awe the kings of France and England , who, 
at a conference in the neighbourhood of Boulogn,haA refolved 
to compel the pope to grant their demands^ by .threatening to

the emperor jn Hungary. By the unexpefted retreat of the 
Turks, and the emperor’s journey to Jtafy 9 their defign was 
fruftrated : however, Henry VIII. on his return to England, 
prohibited his fubjefts from all intercourfe w*th the court of A.D. 
Rome , prejudicial to the jurifdiftion or prerogative of his *533* 
kingdom; and Cranmcr, archbifhop of Canterbury , foon 
after pronouncing a fentence of divorce betwpet him and 
queen Katherine, in the beginning of April he publickly * 
married Anne Bulleyn, although the pope had prohibited, * 
under fevere cenfures, any proceedings in England with re- 
gard to the divorce. 1 Clement being informed of the king’s 
(econd marriage, immediately laid him under an interdift, • 
and threatened to excite all Chriftendom againft him. 

About the fame time alfo he fent nuncio/ to Scotland, who fends 
to exhort James -V. not to follow th? example of the king of nuncios to 
England , and to punifii the favourers of Luther's do&rines, Scotland 
who began to be pretty numerous in that kingdom. His toeppofe 
nuncios were very fuccefsful ; for the king aflembling his par- 
liament at Edinburgh, it was decreed, to pay the accuftomed 
and ancient , obedience and honour to the church of Rome, ni f m , 
and to punifii all heretics according to the feverity of the 
law d . To oppofe the progrefs of Lutheranifm in Sweden, 

Clement likewife created John Magnus , the hiftorian, arch- 
biftiop of Upfal\ and having given him the pall, fent him to 
that kingdom with the authority of legate a latere .

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Clement, having continued fome weeks in France , re* 
turned to Rome in the end of December , and foon after, at 
the inftigation of the emperor’s ambaffadors, ^he excommu- 
nicated the king of England and all his fubjefts, becaufe 
he had rejected his lawful wife, dnd married another. Henry 
VIII. was no Sooner informed of this fentence, which was 
publifhed on the 24th of March , than he withdrew his obe- 
dience from the church of Rome , and by an aft of parliament 
abolUhed tlje pope’s authority in England , and even made it 
capital to name the word pope. He declared the king head 
yf the church under Chrift in England \ ordered the archbi- 
fhop of Canterbury to l^y afide his title of apoftolic legate, * 
and prohibited the payment of the annual tribute to Rome f 
commonly called St . Peter's pence . Clement furvived this 
fentence but a few months, and died at Rome on the 25th of 
September , IV the 57 th year of his age. Although he had a 
great capacity, was very grave and moderate, yet, according 
to Guicciardini , he died hated by his whole court, as he was 
reckoned avaricious and deceitful, and feldom (hewed any 
inclination to oblige f . 

The funeral rites of Clement being performed with the 
ufual ceremonies, thirty-five cardinals entered the conclave 
on the 10th of October, and. the fame day, according to 
Guicciardini , or two days after according to others, unani- 
moufly elefted cardinal Farnefe bifliop of Oftia t then in the 
67th year of his age, who, by artfully feeming more infirm 
than he really was, thereby more eafily acquired all the votes. 
The new pope aflumed the name of Paul III. and Was fo- 
lemnly crowned on the ad of November , to the great joy of 
the Romans, who had again got a «pope of their own nation, 
after an interruption of 103 years (H). Paul, immediately 
after his promotion, created two of His relations cardinals,

Francis Sforza, duke of Milan , dying in OFlobcr with- 
out heirs, the Milancfe again became the fubjeft of difpute 
between thc king of France and the emperor. Francis I.- 
renewed his pretenfions in right of his great-grandmother 
Valentina Viconti , and, having commenced a war againft his 
uncle the duke of Savoy, threatened t? enter Lombardy with 
a formidable army. Charles , who claimed ‘die Milancfe as & 
fief devolved to the empire, immediately ordered forces into 
Italy from Spain and Germany , and, leaving Naples , arrived 
m a triumphant manner at Rome on the 5th of April, wher$ 
he continued thirteen days. The day before his departure, < 
in a full confiftory, and in the prefence of the foreign am- 
baflfadors, he made a long harangue in Spanijh againft the 
king of France , for difturbing the peace of Italy Dy his am- 1 
bition/and concluded with reguefting the pope’s mediation* 
for an accommodation, or his affiftance in cafe t£ie king of 
Ahull France fhould obftinately continue the war. The pope de- 
fublijhed dared his wiilingnefs to aft as medk-fet, an the em-

Paul likewife, refufing to engage as a jiarty in tfie wat* 
betwixt the king of France and the emperor, in the month Of 
September pubiifhed another bull for reforming the corrupt 
manners of the city of Rome , and ordering all perfons, under 
fevere penalties, to obey thofc cardinals to %vhom he had # 
given the direction of that affair. Soon after he fent cardinal , a.D, 
Poole, a relation of Henry VIII. as his legate to the\in{*of 
France , to excite hinj, and Jame$ V. of Scotland, who was 
then at Paris, againft the king of England . But Henry, 
being informed that the cardinal intended to raife an army in* 

France to invade his kingdom l , defired of the French 
king to deliver him up as his fubjeft, and/fet a price of 
50,000 crowns upon hisjaead j obliled the pope to 

frecall him to Rontc, and to appoint him a glard of foldiers 
for his protection m . Paul about ^ne fame time appointed 
four cardinals, and three other learned men, to draw up a 
form of reformation of the church, with regard to manners 
and difeipline (K); and^ as the duke of Mantua made

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feveral objections to the aflembling of the council in that 
city, he prorogued the time of its meeting till the month of 
November , and foon after appointed it to be held at Vicenza, 
and to be opened on the firft of May the year hollowing. 
The king of England , however, 'objected to the aflembling 
of the council itf Italy , and publifhed a writing, wherein he 
affirmed, that the emperor and other Chriftian princes had 
an authority to call a general council, and not the pope. 

The projeftants of Germany likewife, in their diet at 
Smalcald, declared to Heldc , the emperor’s vice-chancellor, 
that they would not confent to a council in Italy , where the 
pope, who was their adverfary, would likewife be their 
judge, and had even already, in fom£ meafure, condemned 
them, by declaring in his bull, that the council was called 
on account of fome late raifed herefies. They infilled on a 
free council fc Germany , in which they intended to accufe 
the pope and \is accomplices of having corrupted the doc- 
trine of the cliirch, ana 'rdained many things in direft op- 
pofition to the laws of < rod n . Heldc , not being fatisfied 
with the anfwc* of tb^pioteflants, retired from Smalcald 9 
and, aflembling ti.s catholic princes at Nuremberg , con- 
cluded a league with them, in the name of the emperor, for 
eleven years, for the defence of their religion, which was af- 
terwards known by the name of the holy league. The pro- 
teftants, being informed of this league, aflembled the fol- 
lowing year at Bnmfwick , and received into their alliance 
Cbrijliern king of Denmark , who a few months before had 
entirely renounced the authority of the pope in his dominions,

Charles , who was greatly exafperated 
againft Francis , refufed likewife to hearken to this exhorta- 
tion, fo that the pope, having fpent three days at Bufetto , 
returned difappointed to Bologna ; where, on the 4th of 
July , he fufpended the celebration of the council of Trent , 
as fcarce any prelates had, arrived at that city. From Bologna 
likewife he wrote to the chapter of Cologn , commending them 
for their zeal in op pflfing the innovations introduced by their 
archbifhnp^vfio was eminent for his piety and charity ; but, 
haviA^m ployed Bucer , MelanRhon , Piftorius , and other rc-

As 
their united flee' a few months before had made an unfuc- 
cefsfnl attempt on the city of Nice, on the Genoefc coaft, fome 
of the princes, at the defire of the emperor, wrote to the 
pope, thanking him for the afliftance that he had given to 
the duke of ('Savoy, and intreating him to continue his fuc- 
cours to that prince, as they were informed that the Turks 
were refitting their fleet at Toulon, and intended a fecond de- 
scent in Savoy. Paul, in his anfwcr,. related the great pains 
he had taken to oppofe the Turks , and, in his turn, recom- 
mended to the diet die care of the Chriftian common-wealth, 
and exhorted the princes to a reconciliation with France , 
that the council might affemble for the reformation of the 
church. Notlong being informed that the emperor 
had prolonged the truceVto the proteftants, had ordered a 
fufpenfion of ^tll proa* ** : gainfl them, and had even pro- 
mised to caufev^-Vfiur a general reformation to be drawn 
up, he wrote r lOfig letter to him, reproving him for inter- 
meddling wifn facred affairs, which only belonged to the 
apoftolic fee ; and declaring, that, by treating of religious 
matters in the diet, he had endangered his foul. He there- 
fore enjoined him, under pain of his difplcafure, to revoke 
the conceflions he had made to the rebels of the holy fee c . 

Charles paid no regard to this letter ; but, having en- 
tered France with a powerful army, advanced in the month 
of September within two days journey of Paris , which 
obliged the king of France to mate propofals of peace ; in 
confequcnce of which a treaty was concluded betwixt them 
at Crcpy. The pope ex prefled great fa tifruft .upon the 
news of this peace, congratulated both princes by hfov^ncios, 
and ordered fupplications for three days through all Christen- 
dom ; however, he is faid to have been a little piqued, thfeC 
he had not been defined to aft as mediator. A few weeks 
after, having publifhed another bull for the affembling of the 
council of Trent in the month of March , he thereby irritated 
the emperor, who expefted to have been firft afnfedted ; 
and therefore fooji after Charles prohibited three Spaniards , 
whom, among others, the pope had promoted to \he dignity 
of cardinal, from affuming the title or wearing the habit.

This condefce^on of 
the emperor gave great offence to the bifliops <iftj> J>led at 
Trent, who thought it very injurious to the council that 
points of religion ftiould be debated in a diet ; and therefore, 
notwithftanding the intreaties of the legates, many of them, 
upon various pretences, returned home. About the middle 
of March, the pope had fent three cardinals to prefide at the 
Thefirf council as,jhis legates a latere . The emperor, the king of 
fejfion of the Romans, and the king of France, had likewife fent their 
*£ftMuia/.«ambirfIadors to Trent ; however, as the diet about the fame 
time opened at Worms, t&e legates deferred opening the coun- 
cil till they received an immediate »anfwer from the pope e . 
A decree for that purpofe at length arriving from Rome, the 
council was opened with great folemnity on the 1 5th of De~ 
hember, andkthe fecond feffion appointed to be held on the 
7 th of Janwury.

By the great warlike preparations 
in Germany, it foon appeared that the follicitations of his ho- 
linefs were not without effect ; for the emperor, without 
publifhing his defign, gave orders for raifmg troops with all 
expedition ; which alarming the pioteflants, they began with 
The arch- 8 reat V1 g 0ur to prepare for for their defence.

Befides feveral extraordinary* \/>ngre- 
gations were held, after which the fourth feffion was celebrated 
according to appointment ; in which a decree was publifhed, 
whereby the fathers profeffed, that, according to the ex- 
ample of the orthodox fathers, they received all the books of 
the Old and New Tcftament, together with the traditions 
regarding/aith and manners, as dilated verbally by Chrifl: or 
by the Holy Spirit, and preferved by a continual fucceffion 
in the catholic church. An anathema was then denounced 
againft thofe who did nnt receive the facred books as canoni- 
cal, as they were publifhed in the did vulgate Latin , or who 
wilfully defpifed the aforefaid traditions. The feripture was 
ordered to be received according to the fenfe of the church* 
which alonAhas a right to interpret the facrcd writings ; and

As the TSS'Jlot yet proceeded to an open rupture, 

the proceed*,^'? of the council gave him great offence. He 
was afraid tell the decifion of controverted points of faith^ 
Would alarm and irritate the proteftants, who, perceiving 
their do&rines fo publicly condemned, would unite more 
firmly in their own defence ; whereas he. intended to detach 
the imperial cities from the princes of the Smalcaldic league, 
and had even fucceeded fo far, that he had received feveral 
reinforcements of proteffant troops. He therefore intreated 
the pope and the fathers at Trent to defer deciding points of 
faith for a few months, till he hdd finiihed the war, and in 
the mean time to treat only of a reformation. However his 
requeft was refufed both by the council ate i^i^ally the pope, 
who, notwithftanding the pretences of the eJh^ror, de- 
clared the war to be undertaken on a religious accoufk; and 
prefled Charles to allow his legate to publilh a crufade k Yhe 
fathers at Trent likewife, in their fifth feffion, which Was held, 
on the 17 th of June, publiffied a decree concerning the doc- 
trine of original fin ; in the end of which they declared, that 
they had no intention to comprehend, under original fin, 
the blefled and, immaculate virgin Mary .

Tho’ the ^jpe two years before had given his legates a 
power to transfer the council, yet it is probable the laft de- 
cree was publiffied in confequence of an immediate order 
from himfelf ; for he was greatly diffatisfied with the em- 
peror for granting liberty of confcience to the proteftants that 
had fubmitted, and he even began to be afraid of his power. 
The emperor had likewife difobliged him, by refilling to

31ft of March , and foon after he granted a bull for efta- 
bliffiing the tribunal of* the inquilinon in the kingdom 
Naples , to which he had been follicited by the Spani/h vice- 
roy ; but, upon the publication of the editt for the eftablifti-Naples. 
ment of the holy office, fo violent an infurre&iqn followed, 
that the emperor was apprehenfive of a general revolt, and a 
few months after confented to repeat* his dec re? u . During 
thefe difturbances at Naples , the g pope was alarbed with the 
news of the murder of his foa Peter-Lewis ; iwho, having 
rendered himfelf odious by his infamous vices, was aflfaffinated 
in his palace at Placentia . This city was immediately after 
feized by Ferdinand Gonzaga , the emperor’s lieutenant in 
Lombardy ; which raifed a great fufpicion that Charles him- 
felf was confcious of the murder. Abput the fame time he 
likewife received a letter from the princes and prelates of 
Germany , aflembled at the diet of Augsburg, intreating him to 
reftore the council of Trent, and a few weeks after an am* 
baflador arrived at Rome from the eiftperor, to inform him 
that the proteftant princes and cities had agreed to fubmit to 
the council (N) of Trent, and to urge him to order the fa- 
thers to return^o.tteft city w .

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The pope The pope feemed inclined to grant the requeft of the iro* 
fropofs an penal ambdflador, but defired firft to have die opinion of- 
the fathers at Bologna, who declared that they could not re* 
turn to Trent without violating the dignity of thfcoundL 
He himfelf had no real inclination to gratify the emperor, and 
had even feveral months before propofed an alliance with 
Henry II. of France againft him, which he follicited with 
greater earneftnefs fince the murder of his fon and the feizing 
of Placentia. Henry II. having Cent the cardinal Guife toi 
Rome , to declare his obedience to the apoftolic fee, and hav- 
ing lfoewife given his fecret orders to offer afliftance to die- 
pope, Paul \ in the beginning of January , wrote an anfwer 
to the letter from the German bilhops, wherein he blamed 
them feverely for declaring, that, unlefs the council returned 
to Trent, they fliould be obliged to take other meafures, and 
afTured them ,he was indifferent in what city the council Was 
celebrated ; but at the fame time affirmed, that there was no 
place more proper than the city of Bologna x . The emperor, 
finding the pdpe unmoved by all his folliritations, fent am* 
bafladors to Btlogna, who, on the 1 6th of the fame month, * 
protefted againft the tranflation of the council as frivolou* 
ir ^JJ ation anc j illegal, while Diego Mendoza, his ambafTador at Rome, 
** t:e read the fame proteftation, with a few alterations, to the pope 
and cardinals, in the prefence of all the foreign ambaffadors y„ 
The pope in his anfwer, which he made to Mendoza on the 
firft of February, accufed him of having exceeded his in- 
ftru&fons, and affirmed that -the emperor had not ordered 
him to proteft againft him and the facred college, but to 
proteft before them a gain ft the fathers at Bologna ; he there- 
fore, as lawful judge of the difpu^e concerning the legality 
of the tranflation of the council, cited the fathers at Trent 
and Bologna to juftify their pioccediug^athin a month be- 
fore the cardinals Paris , Burges, Crefcentius , and Pool . 

Notwithstanding this anfwer, Mendoza, in a’fecofid 
declaration, affirmed-, that he had received exprefs orders from

council. He ordered his legate Sfyndrato, who had con- 
tinued with the emperor fince the vidtory at Mnllbergy to

> both kinds ; the fir# of which had never been kno\yn, and 
the other could not be permitted by any authority but that of 
theapoftoliefee.

# Charles likewife intreated the pope to fend legates Into Three mu£ 
Germanyy to aflift in putting his edifts into execution. •Paul tio.'fent to 
refiifcd this requeft, as derogatory from the apoftolic autho- Germany 
rity; hoover 'he fen t three nuncios into Germany, with full a 
power to reftore all perfons, even kings and princes, to their P°™* r °f 
dignities, jo grant the privilege of communicating under both 
kinds upon certain conditions, and to abfolve the nfurpers of a U ^ $ ' 
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icclcfiaftical pofTeflions, after reftitution made by them of the 
lands, and a reafonable compofition for the revenues already 
confumed. They had likewife authority to abfolvc'the ca- 
tholics from their oaths given to heretics, andito unite eccle- 
fiaftical benefices to univerfmes, fchools, and. hofpitals ; 
but, tho’ the ‘bull was expedited on thelaft ol Aaguft , they 
did not lay their mandates before the emperor till the 2 $th 
of May in the following year d . Charles , being diflatisfied 
with their powers, prohibited the nuncios from putting them 
in execution, till they fhould be altered in fome articles by 
jhe pope ; and even after they received fome alteration, the 
nuncios were ftill prevented from afting, by new difficulties 
that were ftarted ; fo thfat they were at laft obliged to dele- 
gate their powers to the German bilhops, to each within his 
own diocefe, and to the other prelates within the extent of 
their jurifdifHon e - 

During thefe tranfa&ions, the pope earneftly follicited 
the emperor to reflore Placentia , which city he affirmed be- 
longed to the, dominions of the church ; but finding his fol- 
licitations had no effeft upon the emperor, he began to think 
Placentia, of reftoring Parma to the church, and to give his grandfon 
OElavins another territory. He accordingly appointed Camilla 
Urjini governor of Parma ; but his grandfon refufed to ac- 
cept of any other territory, and privately left Rome, with the 
intention of taking pofTeflion of that city. Being fruftrated 
in his attempt to furprife the place, he wrote to his brother 
cardinal Farnrfe, declaring, that, if his grandfather would 
not reftore the city, he would treat with the emperor’s lieu- 
tenant Gonzaga . This letter, being read to the pope, had 
fuch an effect upon him, that he* immediately fainted, and, 
fh dies , rcvivin S Wlt ^ muc k difficulty about four hours after was 
Rome* ^ with a violent fever, of which nb*dfcd on the third 
day, being the 10 th of November He is commended for 
his prudence and moderation, but he was greatly addi&ed to 
judicial aftrology, and had made but fmall proficiency in the 
learning of thole times (O).

After thedeath of Paul III. the cardinals delayed enter- 
ing the conclave till the 28th of November ; during which 
time the imperial and French minifters warmly follicited the 
favour of cardinal Farnefe , who was at the head of a party 
of the facred college. Upon (hatting the conclave, cardinal 
Poole Was propofed by a great many voices, and, upon the 
firft fcrutiny, wanted only two votes to be legally elefted ; • 

but the old cardinals, being jealous of his promotion, did • 
their utmoft to thwart his eleftion, and at the next fcrutiny* ^ £ 
cardinal Caraffa even aucufed him of herefy.

French cardinals arriving, their fattion appeared the mod Juliuslf 
numerous; but cardinal Farnefe and his party joining the is defied. 
imperialifts, cardinal de Monte was elefted on the 9th of 
February , tho’ one of the cardinals fome days before had ob- 
jected to him on account of his wicked life 8. Cardinal 
Farnefe, before he confented to give him his vote, obliged 
him to fwear, that he would grant the pofleflion of Parma to 
his brother 0 Flavius. 

The new pope, afliiming the name of Julius III. (P), was Ajulilee 
crowned with the lifual foiemnity op the 2 2d of the fame celebrated 
month ; and two days after he publiflied a bull, declaring that at Rome, 
the year of jubilee had commenced at Chri/lmas. The fame 
day, according to the ufual ceremony, he opened the holy 
gate of St. Peter's with a golden hammer, and gave accefs to 
an infinite number of pilgrims, who waited to have remiffion 
of their fins. Soon after he reftored Afcanio Colonna , who 
had been deprived of his pofTeffions by Paul III. and, accord- 
ing to his agreement with cardinal Farnefe, conferred the go- 
vernment of Parma ^ upon his brother 0 Flavius, with a 
monthly revenu^ of^ooo crowns h .

liflied be received by the proteftants. Accordingly, having 
received the approbation of the king of France , on the 14th 
of November he publiflied a bull for reftoring the council to 
Trent , ordering all prelates and perfons concerned to repair 
to that city on the ift of May, when he intended to refume 
the council, and to prefide at it either perfonally or by his 
legates. He fent a copy of this bull before it -was publiflied 
to the emperor, who then held a diet at Augsburg, and, up- 
on confulting with his minifters, intreated Julius to foften 
fome expreflions, but without any effeft ; for, on the 27th 
of December , he expedited a brief, ordering bis bull to be

Tho' the an j 
pope had allowed OBavius to provide for his own fecurity as king of 
he thought proper, yet he never imagined he Would have re- France, 
courfe to the French ; therefore, to clear himfelf from any 
fufpicions of the emperor, he cited OBavius fo appear at 
Rome within thirty days. As he neglefted the citation, 
he applied to Gonzaga for afliftance, and about the middle 
of May the pope's troops and imperialifts inverted Parma and 
Mirandola . The king of France ordered his ambaflador at 
Rome to juftify his proceeding to the pope, and to declare, 
that, unlefs he ceafcd hoftilities, he would prohibit his 
bifhops from going to Trent ; but Julius, being allured of 
the emperor’s afliftance, ordered the king to withdraw his 
troops, and even threatened him with excommunication. 

Mean- while the French troops, being reinforced in Italy , 
made feveral incurfions ihto the Bolognefe , and attacked the 
Milanefe on the fidg of Piedmont ; hoftilities likewife com- 
mencing be'wix.i France and the emperor in terrain and 
Flanders 

Tho' the emperor, by befieging Parma, had given 
Henry II. a pretence for a rupture, and had thereby involved 
hirnfdf in a new war with France , yet he did not negleft the 
affairs of religion, and wrote to the proteftant ftate9, defiring 
them to fead* aftbafladors to Trent ; and, as they infilled up- 
on a tafe conduA from the council, he promifed to apply to 
the fathers for that purpofe. In the mean time the electors Sfv&pl 
of Ment\ \ and Triers, with feveral other German bifhops, re- Hl rman 
paired to Trent, and were prefent at' the twelftit feffion ;

hiftorian, as deputy from the city of Strafburg, who relating 
his own and his collegues negotiations, fays, that they 
would not confer with the pope’s legates, left they fhould 
thereby feem to allow them a right of judging ; but addreffed 
themfelves to the emperor’s ambaffrdors, and to the cardi- 
nal of Trent and the eleftoral archbifhops, defiring their 
confeffion of faith to be prefented to the council. A few 
days before they propofed to prefent their confeffion, the 
fourteenth feffion was celebrated, on the 25th of November %

Hdhry II. but quickly found that neither he nor the emperor 
had any real inclination ta peace Coon after an embafly 
arriving from king Philip and queen Mary, inviting him to 
England, he took leave of the emperor, and fet out for London 
where, on the 23d of November, he was received with great 
demonftrationS of joy; and a few days after, being reinftat- 
ed in his former poffeflions and dignity, he folemnly abfolved 
the nation from the cenfures they had incurred on account of 
the fchifm and hcrefy. Ambafladors were then ordered to 
proceed to Rome, to declare the obedience of that nation to 
the apoftolic fee ; the news of which proceedings being 
brought by an exprefs to the pope, he immediately ordered 
public fupplications over all Italy , and publifhed general 
indulgences as in the year of jubilee *. About the fame 
time, being informed that the emperor had appointed a diet 
to be held at Augsburg in the beginning of February, he fent 
the cardinal Moron to Germany as his legate, to exhort the

His hopes of revenge) however^ being at that time fruflrated* 
he, now thought it a proper time to difeover his enmity to 
the Spaniards ; and having formed a defign to deprive them 
df the kingdom of Naples , on the 1 6th of September he pri- 
vately concluded a treaty with Henry II. for fuzing that • 
kingdom, by which means h*[ hoped to aggrandize the princes ^fihesta 
of his family h . About the fame time, by their inftigation, 
he began, to perfecute the family q( Colonna, and others, who °f 
were known to have an attachment to the emperor. Under ^ 
pretence of a plot, which he alleged had been formed by the Naples, 
imperialifts againft him, he increafed his troops and guards and 
by new levies, thruft the cardinal Sforza, Camilla , Colonna , 
and the. abbot of Brifegna into prifbn, and confiscating all 
the territories belonging to the Colonna family within the 
dominions of the church, beftowed them on his nephew 
John, count of Montorio , whom he created duke of Paliam , > 
and general of the forces of the church K HeJikewife con- 
fifeated the marquifate of Montebello , which he conferred on 
Anthony Caraffa, another of his nephews ; and being fully 
refoived on a war, he fortified PaUano, which was conve- 
niently Situated on the frontiers of Naples . 

Mean while he was greatly alarmed with the news of a ferfuades 
truce, which hi$ ally the king of France and the emperor had the king of 
agreed to for five years. Tho* he was not a little offended France 
urah.Henry II. yet he disenabled his refentment, and feat to violate 
the cardinal of Pifa to the emperor and Philip, and his ne- . 
phew cardinal Car<*ffa to the French king, to congratulate 
them upon the truce, and to exhort them to a general peace, ^ 
that the council plight be re-aflfumed. Caraffa, however, a. 
prefled Henry very much tp engage in a Neapolitan war; 
and being feconded by the cardinal of Lorrain , and his bro- 
ther the duke of Guife, . he at length fucceeded, and abfolved 
the king from the oath he had liken to obferve the truce. 

In the^ mean time the imperialifts, having marched to the 
afliftance of the family of Colonna, under the command of 
the viceroy, the duke of Alva, quickly "made themfelves 
mafters of* all the Campania of Rotqfy while the duke of Guife 
was. preparing to march into Italy with an army of ia,ooo

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French, to the affiftance of Paul. This tinexpefted fuc* 
ccfs of the Neapolitans greatly diftrefled the pope, who, to 
fupport the war, miferably harrafFed his fubjefts. He ex- 
afted half a year’s revenue from all offices, doubled the tythes 
upon all benefices, converted many of the churches into ma- 
gazines and ftorehoufes, feized all the horfes in Rome to ferve 
in the war, and compelled all the monks, of what order fo- 
ever, to labour at the works, and to carry earth to the forti- 
fications. He likewife ordered all private debts to be paid 
into his trekfury, promifing to fatisfy the creditors afterwards, 
and raifed all the cuftoms and taxes to an exceffive degree. 
However, the miferies and groans of t his fubjefts were not 
r able to incline his fierce and implacable fpirit to a peace ; but 
ro fend an t jj C 0 f Guife having, in the beginning of the year, en- 
Itafy™ ° tere< * Lombardy, he prefled him earneftly to advance with his 
j) # army, and invade Naples , contrary to the opinion of the 
i moft prudent French generals, who thought it would be more 
advantageous to carry on the war in the Milanefe , which 
was then in a very defencelefs ftite k . 

Paul, in the mean time, having been informed that 
Charles V. had abdicated the empire in favour of his brother 
Ferdinand, he wrote to the ecclefiaftical eleftors to prohibit 
them from receiving his refignation ; which, however, was 
approved of by the eleftors at a diet held at Frankfort, where 
Ferdinand confented to receive the imperial enfigns, on con- 
dition that he fliould be allowed to fend an embaffy to the 
pope, to afk his confirmation. While Paul thus manifefted 
his enmity againft the emperor, the arms of his fon Philips 
to whom he had refigned his hereditary dominions, were 
very fuccefsful in Italy . The duke of Alva had obliged the 
French to raife the fiege of fome places on the frontiers of 
Naples ; and towards the end of AugUfi approached with 
his army towards Rome, in hopes of furprizing the city. At

To put a flop to the 
cabals and intrigues of the cardinals of the imperial faftion, 
he renewed all the former laws and canons againft thofe'who 
fliould hold conventicles or fecret meetings, to follicit the 
votes of the facred college for the pontificate during the life 
of the pope, declaring them guilty of treafon and fimony, of . 
whatever rank and degree, whether ecclefiaftical or fecu* 
lar.

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The following year an ambaflador arrived at Roihe from 
acinoiv- the emperor Ferdinand, who, upon the relignation of his- 
lege Fer- Mother, had accepted the imperial dignity, Paul , however, 
dinand as ^ ou u no t admit him to an audience, but affirmed, that the 
TfT relignation of Charles , andi tlfe fiibffkution of Ferdinand, 

' g were both nffll, as done without the authority of the pope* 

* into whofe hands the relignation ought to have been made. 
He therefore infifted that Ferdinand fhould fend a proxy to 
Rome , to renounce all tlie proceedings of the diet at Franks 
fort, and to relign the whole affair to his arbitration, declar- 
ing,* that he would then confirm Ferdinand in the imperial 
dignity. The emperor hearing of the pope’s determination. 
Wrote to his ambafladof to enter a froteftation, and to leave 
Rome, if he was not admitted to an audience within three 
days after the receiving of his letter. Notwithftanding this 
peremptory command, Paid ftill remained inflexible. He 
only admitted the ambaflador to a private interview, in the 
prefence of fome cardinals ; defired him toenter his proteftation, 
and to return to Ferdinand ; and declared, that he would forth- 
with fend a legate to the emperor Charles, to treat of the af- 
fair of the refignation. Charles died a few months after at 
n monaflery in Spain, whither he had retired from worldly 
grandeur. Paul, however, during his Whole pontificate, 
would never confent to acknowkge Ferdinand as emperor 
The pope's Tho’ the pope, by his arrogance and feverity, had ren- 

nepbews dered hiinfelf odious to the Romans, yet he gave general 
l unified r fatisfa&ion m punifhing tlie crimes of his nephews, who had 
and ha - greatly abufed the trufts committed to their charge. On the 
au,/W. 26th of January , in a full conflftory, he removed the car-

of his legation of Bologna , and banifhed him to Patrkia s 
he-difmifled the duke of Paliano from' being admiral of the 
gallies, and general of the army of the church ; and ordered 
the marquis of Montebello to refign the office of captain of hie 
guards, and to retire to his own caftle: he refufed to 
hearken to any rnteredfions made by the cardinals in their 
behalf; and fuppreffing fome new taxes, which he pretended* 
had been raifed without his knowlege, he removed all thofe 
who had received any places from his nephews, qnd even 
put feveral of them iu prifon p (U). Applying his mind

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then wholly td the office of the inquifition, he ordered a box 
to be fixed in a public place of his palace, into which all 
perfons were at liberty to put accufations and informations ; 
and he commanded all caufgs belonging to the holy office to 
be tried before himfelf once a week. Abopt the fame time 
he publilhed a bull, by which he renewed all tfce punifliments 
and cenfures againft heretics, which had ever been decreed 
by any popes, councils, and fathers, declaring all prelate*, 
emperors, kings, and princes, convicted of herefy, to be 
thereby, without any farther declaration, deprived of their 
benefices, empires, kingdoms, and principalities s. Hi like* 
wife ordered all bilhops # to proceed to their own diocefes, and 
all thofe who had embraced a monartic life to return to 'their 
monafteries, admitting of no excufe in thefe laft, but denounc- 
ing an anathema againft thofe who (hould difobev ; and exe- 
cuting his mandate in his own territories with fuch rigour, 
that many of the vagrant monks Were imprifoned, and feve- 
ral of them fent to the gallies r (W). 

At this time he alfo erefted thirteen cities in the Lsw e . 
Countries into bifhoprics, where there were only two before new 
namely Cembray and Utrecht, which, with the city Mechlin, bi/hotrics 
he raifed to the dignity of metropolitan fees, with jurifdic- ‘reded in 
.tion over the new-ei-eded bifhoprics ; by which proceeding Flanders, 
he greatly irritated the minds of the inhabitants, many of 
whom had embraced the doftrines of Luther, Calvin, and 
other reformers ; and being apprehenfive that thefe altera- 
tions were only a prelude to the introduction of the inquifi- 
tion, began to confult about freeing themfelves from the op- 
pi-effion of the Spaniards’. A few days before the bull for 
thefe alterations was published, he received the news of a 
peace, concluded on the 2d of April, between the kings of 
France and Spain, at which he exprelled great joy. 

He was greatly diffatisfied, however, with the elevation 
.of queen Elizabeth to the throne of England, which about 
-this time was fignified to him by the Englijh ambpfladors. 

He alleged, that as England was a fief of the apoftolic fee,'

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fhe could not aflume the adminiftration of the kingdom 
without the leave of the pope, efpecially conlidering the de- 
left of her right by birth ; neverthelefs, if (he would fub- 
mit to his arbitration, he would aft towards her with pater- 
nal tendernefs. This ridiculous and abfurd declaration was 
of great fervice.to the queen, in weaning her fubjefts from 
any attachment to the Rom.ui fee. The pope, however, is 
fuppofed to have been only the dupe of the French ambafla- 
dor, and to have objefted to her fucceflion from his iufhui« 
ations of her fecret attachment to Lutheranifm , Henry II. 
being afraid that flic would conclude a marriage with his 
rival in power the king of Spain ; and befides, being defirous 
to promote the interefts of his daughter-in-law, Mary queen 
of Scotland, who formed prctenfions to the Englijh crown, 
on the fuppofition that Elizabeth was an adulterous baf- 
tard 

Paul did not long furvive the news of the revolution of 
religion in England \ but having been for fome time afflifted 
with adropfy, died on the 1 6th of Augujl, in the 84th year 
of his age, and the 5th of his pontificate, after exhorting 
the cardinals, whom he called into his chamber, to unite in 
chufing a worthy fncceflbr, and recommending to them the 
continuance of the inquilition u . Scarce any pope had ever 
sifted with more arrogance and defpotifm. His intentions 
were good and fincere, but there was fo much favage fero- 
city in his behaviour, that he rendered himfelf univerfally 
hated ; fo thar, even before his death, while he lay expiring, 
the Romans affembled in a tumultuous manner, curfed his 
name and family, and, after having given liberty to the pri- 
soners, fet fire to the new building of the inquifition, and 
were with great difficulty prevented from doing the fame 
to the convent of the Dominicans at Minerva . He was no 
fooner dead than .they ran to the capitoli broke off the head, 
and right hand of his flatue, which they tolled about the ’ 
ftreets for three days, and at length threw into the Tyber ; 
and an edift being published, in the name ot the Roman • 
people, for abolifiiing the arms of the Caraffa family, it was , 
executed with fuch difpatch, that the fame day there was no 
memorial of that name left in the chy w . 

Upon the death of Paul IV. the Roman fee \tais* vacant ■ 
more than four months, occafioned by the diflcnfions among 
the cardinals, who, to the nifmber of fbi ty-four, entered 
the conclave on the 5th of September, where, after long con-

paired all the damages done to the holy office of the inquifi- 
tion. He received without any fcruplc the ambaffidors of 
the emperor Ferdinand, whofe eleflion he confirmed; and • 
examining the feveral innovations of his predeceffor, he re- * 
voked the trials of common caufes to the ufual forms of law* 

A few months after, his promotion, he ordered the nephews 
of the late pope, with feveral others of their kindred and fer- • 
vants, to be apprehended and imprifoned in the caftle of St. 

Angelo , where, after long confinement, they were condemned 
and executed, on account of their enormous crimes, though 
the legal form of proceeding was not ftriftlyobfervedat their 
trial. Cardinal Alfonfo , the grand nephew of the late- pope, 
was only fined; but feveral other cardinals were likewife 
thrown into prifon, and deprived of rich bifhoprics. 

While he afted with this feverity towards the nephews 
of Paul and their dependents, he called his own nephews to 
his court, on whom he conferred feveral dignities and rich 
benefices. The moft diftinguifhed of thefe was Charles Bor - 
romeo , then in the 2 2d year of his age, whom he created a 
cardinal, and, on account of his eminent virtues and abili- 
ties, appointed fupreme adminiftrator of all ecclefiaftical af- 
fairs. Having likewife fet cardinal Moron at liberty, he com- 
municated his moft fecrct gouncils with him and his nephew 
Bor romeo *. Mean while he was follicited by the duke of 
Savoy to allow a conference to be held in his dominions, to lie excites

Grcatcpm- The intention of the pope was chiefly engrofled at this 
motions in t j me by t he difturbances in France , where the proteftants, 
^ rancc ™ together witl^feveral popifli malecontents, had formed a de* 
reliY* f° r depriving the duke of Gui/e, and his brother the 

l * lon ' cardinal, of the adminiftration of the kingdom, and obliging 
the young king, Francis II. to allow the freeexercife of their 
religion. Tho’ the plot was difcoveied before it could be 
put in execution, and was thereby fruftrated, yet the power 
of the protellants or Hugonots appeared fo formidable, that 
an editt was publifhed, prohibiting all puniftiments on ac- 
count of religion, provided that the dodhrine and ceremonies 
of the Romijh church Ihould be obferved for the future. By 
another edift, that was foon after publifhed, the trial of he- 
refy was taken from the fecular courts and committed to the 
bifliops, thereby depriving the ecclefiaftics of any pretence 
for introducing the inquifition, which it was apprehended 
would have occafioned a general infurre&ion in the kingdom. 
Befides, a general convention of eftates, in the end of Augujl % 
was held at Fontainbleau , in which fome bifliops of Dau- 
phiny, after exclaiming againft the vices and ignorance of the 
popifli clergy, and extolling the modeity, learning, and piety 
of the Calvinift minifters, had propofed to call a national 
council, as the moft proper means to put an end to the dif- 
turbances of the kingdom. The pope was greatly alarmed 
with the news of the proceedings of this convention, and 
was even apprehenfive that France intended to follow the 
example of Esigland , and to form a church independent of 
the fee of Rome, as the French pfelates expreffed a great de- 
fire that the pragmatic fan&ion fhould be again renewed. 
He therefore fent the bifhop of Viterbo immediately to France , 
to reprefent to the king, that a national council would be a 
great diminution of his royal authority, and would have the 
appearance of a fchifm from the uni verfal church. He like- 
wife wrote to the king of Spain , defiring him to diffuade the 
French king from aflembling the Gallican clergy : but Fran- 
^ cis ftill infilling on the expediency of a national council, 
Jl'prlLn an< * defiring the pope to fend a legate into Franck , to aflem- 
77777 the bifliops of that kingdom, Pius , to cut off all pre- 
7he council ttnces f° r aflcAibling the French clergy by themfelves, re- 
4 f Trent, folvcd to call a general council ; and after long confutations, 
at length determined to renew that of Trent, which had 
only beepfufpended. 

The emperor and the king of France both objefted to this 
propofal, alleging, that the very name of Trent was odious 

both 
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both to .the proteftaats and Hugonots ; and that they ex- • 
pefted a new council, where all articles of faith might be 
canvafTed with freedom. Notwithftandrng their objeftions, 

Pius, thinking it moft for the honour . of the Roman fee to 
renew the old council, after long difputes with the imperial 
and French ambafladors, on the 28 th of November publiihed 
a hull, .taking off the fufpenfion of the council of Trent 9 
which lie appointed to be again opened on the following 
fiajier. Immediately after he difpatchcd nuncios to all the 
Chriftian princes, defiring them not to be offended with the • 
word contmuation , which he had put into his bull, as ifrwoijld 9 
be no impediment to the revifai of any former proceedings, 
and would not prevent the council from altering what had 
been decreed during the pontificate of Paul and Julius III. • J 

Pius began to be very anxious for the affembliug of the 
general council, as Francis II. had died in the fecond year 
of his reign, a few days before the publifhing of his bull, ; 

and the ftates of that kingdom, who about the middle of* 

December had affembled at Orleans, had by a decree or- 
dered all thofe who were imprifoned on account of religion, 
to be fet at liberty, and that none fhould be reproached 
or punilhed for their opinions, or religious profeffion ; from 
whence he concluded, that Frame, as well as Germany , in- 
tended to revolt from the obedience of the holy fee J. 

About this time two of his nuncios arriving with the am- His nun - 
bafllidors of the emperor at Naumberg, where the proteftants cios meet 
■were aircmbled, invited them to fijnd their deputies to th z 'kitbags. 
council of Trent . The proteftant princes declared to the nera l had 
imperial ambafladors, that they did not rejeft a council, pro- 
vided their divines were allowed to fit and vote, and the ul- * 

timatc dccifion (houldbe left to the word of God, and not to 15 *’ ‘ 
the pope ; but they replied to the nuncios, that as they did 
not acknowlege any authority or jurifdiftion of the pope, 
they did not delire to know his intention in calling a council, 
and returned the letters unopened, which the pope had ad- 
drelled to each of them fingly z . One of the nuncios retir- 
ing from this diet, proceeded to Lubec in the north of Ger- 
many, from whence he fent to the king of Denmark , defiring 
leave rfo%nter his kingdom : but Frederic , who two years be- 
fore had fucceeded to the throne, replied, that as neither he ' 
nor his hither had ever any concern with fhe pope, he knew

The nuncio 
to the queen of Scotland was obliged to enter that kingdom 
in difguife, and obtained a promife from the queen, that (he 

But queen 
Elizabeth of England , notwithstanding the intreaties of the 
emperor and the king of Spain, abfolutely refufed to allow 
the nuncio to enter her kingdom b . In Poland the nuncio 
was received in an honourable manner ; but the duke of Mttf- 
covy replied to his follicitations, that as he was an ally of the 
' proteftants#, he would not confent to the council c . The 
‘ npncics likewife did not meet with great encouragement from 
the emperor nor the king of France , who both objefted to 
the word continuation , aJnd declared,’ that unlefs there was 
, an alteration made in the bull, they could not approve of 
the council, which, inflead of doing any good, would only 
occaftonnew fchifms <*. Charles IX. of France , who was then a 
minor, and in fome meafure under the direction of the admi- 


ral de Coligni , declared, that if the pope did not grant his 
demand, he fhould be obliged to have recourfe to a national 
council, as the moft proper means to quiet the difturbances 


of his kingdom. 

Pius c/- The king of Spain alfo formed objections to the council, 
pndi the f roin hi s re fentment againft the pope, who had granted a pub- 
°f, lie audience to the ambaflador of the king of Navarre . This 
^pain, y p^p jj. interpreted as a condemnation of his right to that 
Ynzan au- kingdom, which had been unjuftly feized by his grand-father 
dience to Ferdinand of Arragon .

The pope likewife, to encourage 
the bilhops and prelates to repair to the council, publilhed a 
bull, granting fcveral privileges to thofc who undertook that 


journey.

is* legates daily finking in France , where, by a royal edift, the Hugonots , 
io Trent, who were in the prifons, were ordered to be fet at liberty, 
and thofe who were banilhed in the reign of Francis I. i were 
permitted to return. In an ailembly of the ftates, which 
was held in the month of Augu/l at St. Germains , the ad- 
miral de Coligni , who was the chief of the Uugonotty having 
by his intcreft procured a confirmation of the adminifl^ation 
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to the queen mother, (he promifed to allow the free cxercife 
ofvhls religion. A conference was likewife granted to the 
Hugonot divines, which the pope ufcd great pains to pre- 
vent ; but not fucceeding, he fent the cardinal of Ferrara, 
thither as his legate, to prevent any thing bang determined 
concerning the controverted points. The conference opened A confer-

the conference broke up on the 25th of November , without 
any thing being determined e . HoVevcr the Hugonot s , hav- 
ing obtained this public deputation, grew more confident; • 
and the queen regent, at the perfuafion of feme of their 
chiefs, and with the confent of fome of the catholic clergy, 
afked of the pope, in the name of the French prelates, to al- 
low the communion under both kinds in France, and divine 
fervice to be celebrated in the vulgar tongue, which demands 
the pope abfolutcly refufed to grant. 

As the reformation was fpreading into all parts of Europe, The conn - 
Pius determined to delay the opening of the council no cil is again 
longer ; and having fent other three legates to Trent , dc- opened at 
fired the firft fetfion to be opened in the month of December . * rent * 

It was however deferred, on account of the emperor’s am- A ; 
bafllidor, till the 18th of January, fome preliminaries having 1 $ Zm 
been fettled three days before in a general congregation. 

Upon reading the decree for the renewal of the council, a 
debate enfued ; for it being therein propofed that no quef- 
tion (hould be debated in the council, but what was firft 
moved by the legates ( proponentibus legatis ) , four Spanijlo 
prelates refufed their aflent to that article, and urged, that it 
was an innovation, had never been ufed at former councils, 
and feemed to deprive all others of the liberty of propofing 
any queftion. Their oppofition, however, was over-ruled, 
and the next feflion appointed to be held on the 26th of 
February . ' The king of Spain, upon the reprefen tation of his 
prelates, objefted to the above article in the decree by his 
ambaiTadbr at Rome\ but he received nothing but evalive an- 
swers from the pope, who in his turn complained, that the 
Spanijh bilhops plainly difeevered their alienation from the 
holy fee,® as they had granted their king a free gift of 
400, qpo crowns annually for ten years, by which great in- 
jury was dope to th$ Spanijh church. 4

from railing againft the mafs and other rites of the Roman. 
church. The pope was greatly offended with this eduft ; 
neverthelefs the queen, being afraid of aQ infurreftion, foon 
after published another, confirming the former, and even 
allowing them to hold their affemblies in all the cities of the 
kingdom except Paris . This feconcj edift, however, had 
not the defired effeft ; for the Hugonots refolving to fecure 
to themfelves liberty of confcience by arms, feized the cities 
of Orleans , Rouen , Lyons , Poittiers, Anjou, Berry , and 
Tours, which occafioned a civil war, that continued for 
fometime with great animofity. 

Proceed - Before the commencement of hoftilities in France , the 

ings of the council celebrated the fecond feffion, which was held on the 
council . 26th of February , in which a decree was read concerning an 

index expur gatorius of books ; the bilhops of five churches, 
the emperor’s ambaffador for Hungary , the patriarch of Ve- 
nice, four archbifhops, nine bilhops, one Bencditline abbot, 
two generals of the orders of Francifcans and Augujlines , 
having been appointed at a general congregation to compofe 
the index, which was ordered not to be publifhed till the 
conclufion of the council, for fear of exafperating the pro- 
teftants. The 14th of March being appointed for the next 
feffion, the fathers, in the mean time, affembled in general 
congregations ; in one of which they granted a very ample 
fafe-conduft to all thofe, of whatever nation, who differed 
from the fynod in points of faith. They then difputed about 
tjiofe points which were afterwards to be decided in the fef- 
fions, particularly about the refidence of prelates and priefts 
in their diocefes and parilhes. The greateft part of the di- 
vines and fathers afferted, with great warmth, that refidence 
was de jure divino , or appointed by divine revelation ; but 
the party for the pope maintained, that fuch a doftrine 
would be the ruin of the hierarchy, as every bilhop would 
then conclude that he himfelf was fupreme in his own dio-» 
cefe; nay, every ^rieft would allege, that he had the foie 
jurifdiftion in his own parifh. This difpute continued for 
feveral Jays ; but though the majority of the fathers propofed 
to form a decree for confirming the divine right of refidence,. 
yet the legates found means to drop the affair, and leave it 

unde- 
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undetermined /. The Spanifb ambaflador likewife propofed, • 
that the prefent council {hould be declared a continuation of 
the former, held in the fame city; but his motion being op* 
pofed by the imperial ambafladors, and the legates being alfo 
divided, nothing was decided on that head : and as the French 
ambafladors were upon their journey to Trent , the third fef- 
fion was formally celebrated without any bufinefs being pro- 
pofed, and next feflion was appointed to be held on the 4th 
of June. 

In the mean time the French ambafladors arriving, wer cThe 
admitted to an audience in a general congregatioif on Jl he French 
26th of May , when one of them made an elegant oration, ambaffa - 
wherein he exhorted the fathers # to ufe freedom of debate, dcr { c * m 
and to take fuch mcafures as would free the flock of Chx\tt claim a ~ 
from ufurpation and oppreflion, as there was then no hazard . th * 
of having the fafe-conduft violated, or of difputing withv£? ^ H 
flames in that city. They then defl red the legates to de- Jm 
clare the council a new one, as the FI u gone ts would not 
otherwife acknowlege it ; but they replying, that they were 
only commiflioned by the pope to prefide at the feflions, the 
ambafladors cc-nfulted with thofe of the emperor, and agreed 
not to infill: upon their former demand, provided no men- 
tion (hould be made of the continuation of the council in the 
public ads. They afterwards defired that the difeufling of 
the articles of faith might be delayed, till the arrival cf the 
deputies from the proteftants and Calvinijls ; and added, 
the Englijh ambaflador in France had declared, that queen 
Elizabeth intended to fend deputies to the council. In con- 
fequenceof their reprefentations all bufinefs was iikewife de- 
ferred at the following feflion, only the prolocutor of the 
council made an harangue in anfwer to that of the French 
ambaflador, wherein he endeavoured to prove that the coun- 
cil was free, notwithftanding the pope’s legates prefided, 
and it had been called by his authority. The next feflion was 
then appointed on the 1 6th of July, the pope in the mean 
time expreffing great diflatisfaftion at the proceedings of the 
fathers. He blamed his legate, the cardinal of Mantua , 
becaufe he had oppofed the motion of the SpaniJ h ambafla- 
do*; ^Jrho wanted the prefent council to be declared a conti- 
nuation of the former ; and he accufed the French ambafla- 
dors as favourers of the Nugonots and proteftants, alleging, 
that one of them had faid that he would bring as many 
bifeops to the council from France and Germany, as would 
be able to deftroy the idol of Rome . f

, penfotions fhould not be granted, unlefs for urgent reafons ; 

. that plurality of benefices fliould be abolifhed, and ecclefi- 
aftfcal offices fliould not be fet to fale ; that all fuperfluous 
canons fhould be repealed, and the reP* not accounted of the 
lime obligation with divine laws ; that divine fcrvicc fhould 
*be fo celebrated, that it might be underilood by the people; 
that the diftinttion of meats, and the rigour of falls, fliould 
be moderated ; that ecclefiaflics fliould be allowed to marry, 
and the communion be granted to the laity under both kindsS. 
The legates, to whom the memorial was prefented, anfwcrcd, 
that, before the next feflion, they could only have time to 
determine the difpute concerning the communion, and then 
propofed fome articles on that head to be difeufled. A great 
many of the fathers were of opinion that the cup ought to be 
granted to thofe of the laity who demanded it, very many 
catholics, as well as the proteftants, exprefling a great de- 
Jire to communicate under both kinds. Gonzaga , cardinal 
of Mantua, feemed inclined to this opinion; however, the 
papal party prevailed, and in the feflion they eflablifhed four 
articles with regard to the communion ; but, oil account of 
the abfencc of the German and French bifliops, they delayed 
determining whether the cup ought: to be granted to the 
laity, and under what conditions it fhould be allowed. They 
then read nine articles concerning reformation, by the lafl of 
which they entirely abolifhed the name and office of quef- 
tors (Y).

(Y) Thefe queftors were a 
kind of fpiritual tax gather- 
ers, who drefTed themfelves in 
ftrange habits; and aflembling 
the people with little hand bells, 
extorted money from them, 
under pretence of alms and 
contributions for pious works, 
thundering out curies and ana- 


themas againft thofe who re- 
fufed to buy their indulgences . 
They appropriated the money 
they railed to their own ufe, 
after having given part of it to 
the officers at Pome , who ^ad 
procured the Authority for rail- 
ing the contributions. 
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The legates, to prevent any farther difputes about the m 
cup in the eucharid, remitted that article to the pope, out 
of regard (as they pretended) to the emperor, who would 
more eafily obtain his demands from his holinefs, than from 
the fathers at Trent; whereas in reality thefe'lad, who con- 
fided almoft wholly of Portugucfc , Spaniard, and Italians , 
were only the tools of the former h . Having likewife ap- 
pointed the next feilion to be held on the 17 th of Sept ember , 
they propofed the articles concerning the inditution and effi- 
cacy of the mafs, of the ceremonies to be obferved in that 
office, and of mixing of water with wine, to be^iifcufTed in 
the general congregations. The imperial and French afti- 
baffiidors, with many others, infidyd, that the feffion fhould 
be delayed till the arrival of the French and Polijh bifhops, 
and till the conclufion of the German diet, which was to be 
held at Frankfort in the month of November ; but as the 
pope had defired the legates to haden the conclufion of the 
council, it was carried againft them ; and the articles above- 
mentioned were debated in the congregations, in which a 
quedion was darted, Whether Jefus Chrid, when he fird 
indituted the facrament of the eucharid, did then offer and 
facrifice himfelf? If he did not at that time offer himfelf a 
facrifice, then the mafs which is founded on the inditution. 

Do this in remembrance of me , is no facrifice ; and if he did 
facrifice himfelf, it mud have been propitiatory, as it is faid, 
he offered himfelf but once, and then the facrifice on the crofs 
had been unprofitable and unnecefTary, as the fins of man- 
kind had been expiated by the facrifice of the eucharid. 

This quedion occafioned fo much doubt and debate, that Decrees 
many propofed to leave the article concerning the mafs unde- concerning 
termined by any particular canon : however, the majority ma J s 
were of a different opinion, and in the following feffion nine 
articles were read, containing the doftrine of the mafs ; the 
fum of which were, that it had been indituted by Chrid in 
the lad fupper ; that it wa.* propitiatory for the living and 
the dead; that it was offered only to God, though it might 
fometimes be celebrated in honour of the faints; that the 
canon of the mafs, and the rites and ceremonies appointed 
by the church for its celebration, were all free from error 5 
that nhe mafies in which the pried alone communicated, 
were common to all the hearers; that in # the chalice, water 
ought to # be mixed with the Vine; that the mafs ought not to 
be celebrated in the vulgar tongue, but that its myderles 
ough* frequently to be explained to the people ; to all which

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r articles anathemas were added againft the adverfaries of that 
do&rine : however, twenty-two or twenty-three prelates 
refufed their aflent to this canon. In the fame feffion a de- 
cree was alfo read, concerning reformation, under eleven arti- 
cles; by which, among other things, full power was given 
to bifhops to i'.ifpeft the nature of difpenfations, whether 
they were fairly or furreptitioufly obtained. And by another 
decree, the article about the cup in the eucharift was re- 
mitted to the decifion of the pope ; at which the emperor was 
‘ greatly Offended, being fenfible that the greateft part of the 
r Germans would refufe to accept of any conceflion from the' 
pope. Several other determinations of this feffion were like- 
wife univcrfally blamed, as giving too^ample power and ju- 
t rifdiction to the billiops. 

Vreat dif The f at h ers in the mean time continued their general coA- 
tutes con S re g atlon3 > an d debated with great acrimony concerning the 
ter nil 2 facraments of ordination and marriage. Very many, efpe- 

$b e di - cially of the Spaniards, aflerted the divine right of epifcopacy, 
<vine right and that the bifhops held their power and authority immedi- 
cfepifcQ* ately from Jefus Chrift, and not from the pope. This de- 
pacy. claration alarmed the legates, who at fifft allowed the debate* 
to proceed freely, while the fathers were difputing concern- 
ing the fuperiority of the order of bifhops to that of priefts ; 
but now they prohibited them from treating farther on that 
fubjeft. However, they foon after appointed four divines 
to anfwer the arguments of the Spanijb bifhops ; the chief 
of thefe defenders being Lainez , general of the Jefuits , who 
declaimed for two hours in a general congregation, and af- 
ferced, th A epifcopacy was no otherwife of divine right, 
than as the whole order of the hierachy was inherent in the 
pope. Both parties defending their opinions with great heat 
and pafllon, the legates, in order to cool their ardor, defer- 
red the general congregations, and even the approaching fef- 
lions, till the arrival of the cardinal of Lorrain with the 
French prelates, who had already entered Italy. The car- 
dinal foon after entered Trent , where he was received with 
great honour, and on the 23d of November admitted to an 
audience in a general congregation, in which he delivered 
his credentials. Before his arrival, while the congregation^: 
were interrupted, the Spanifh prelates affbeiated themfelves 
together, and demanded, in a positive manner, that epifco- 
pacy (hould be declared of divine right. The legates, as 
the only means to excufe themfelves, procured twenty pre- 
lates of their oWn party to come to their lodgings, and to 
demand that no determination might be made of that cbntro- 
verfyj fo that, to fijtisfy both parties, the queftion wa$ Kill 

left 
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left in fufperice. At the fame time they ufed many arts < 
defeat the intentions of the cardinal of Lorrain and the French 
prelates, who had publifhed on their journey to Trent, that 
they intended to deftroy the greatnefs and prjjde of the pope, 
and to free the people frdm the oppreffions and tyrannies of 
the court of Rome. • 

* Upon their arrival the number of prelates amounted 
to 21$; the majority of whom being fufpefted to be ene- 
mies to the papal authority, Pius immediately difpatch- 
ed as many cardinals and bifhops from Italy % as he could* 
to the council, to reinforce his party. The apprefeenfions • 
of the legates, with regard to the French prelates, foon ap- 
peared to be juft, f£r they efpoufed, with great warmth, 
the doftrine of the divine right of epifcopacy. The cardie 
nal of Lorrahi, after exclaiming againft the corruptions of 
the clergy, and deferibing the miferies of France , faid, We 9 
the ecclejiaflics, are the caufe of all thefe forms ; we that 
have departed and fled from the face of God , eafl us into the 
fca , and the tempefl will ceafe . Another declared, that if the 
caufe of the civil difturbances in France were required, he 
might anfwer as Jehu did to Joram , when he afleed. 

Is it peace Jehu ? How can it be peace, Jo long as the whore- 
doms of thy mother Jezebel and her witchcrafts are fo many ? 
As feveral others afferted that the authority of the pope de- 
ferred not from that of any other bifhop, but that the church, 
the fpoufe of Chrift, was enflaved and proftituted to the ar- 
bitrary pleafure of a fingle perfon, the papal party endea- 
voured to prove, that the government of the church was mo- 
narchical, and that the authority of the keys was only com- 
mitted to Peter and his /uccefTors *. 

During tliefe tranfaftions in the council, the pope pub- 
liftied feveral bulls, ordaining reformations in fome of his 
offices, and fobjetting facrcd places and confraternities to the 
authority of the ordinaries and parifh priefts, and ordering 
that all indulgences fliould for the future be given gratis 
He likewife received a letter from the emperor, who, after 
the diet at Frankfort, where his eld eft fon Maximilian 
was eledted king of the Romans, had retired to Infpruck, to 
attexyl flhe deliberations of the council. Ferdinand declared, 
that he intended to go perfonally to Trent , to promote the 
reformation of the dergy a?d people, which was very necef- 
fary ; arid he exhorted the pope likewife to repair thither, 
and to favour the liberty of the prelates, who were principal- 
ly offended with three things, namely, that all affairs were

gregations ; and that much time was fpent in intrigues, for 
promoting the grandeur of the court of Rome . Pius wrote 
The pope to the emperor, juftifying himfelf from any finifter views 
fropojes to with regard to oie council, and foon after fent the cardinal 
transfer Moron to him as his legate, to difluade him from proceeding 
the council to Trent , and to propofe the tranflation of the council to Bo * 
to Bolog- i 0 g nat where, at the fame time, he would confer upon him 
the imperial crown. Ferdinand , however, would not hear- 
c ken to this propofal, but demanded the redrefs of the com- 
plaints he had mentioned in his letter, and befides required, 
that the council ftiould treat firft of thofe matters prefented 
„by his deputies, and thofe of France . 

Mean while the tumults and confufions at Trent ftill in- 
creafed. The feflion, which fhould have been held in TVb- 
v ember, was prorogued till the 3d of February ; and, in the 
beginning of the year, the French ambafladors had pre- 
fented a memorial in the general congregation, propofing a 
reformation in thirty-four articles, which greatly alarmed 
the legates and the papal party, as they tended to retrench 
the revenue, and alter the rites of the Roman church (Z). 
The king of France about the fame period, to gain a favour- 
able reception to the articles propofed by his ambafladors, 
repealed the decree of the convention of Orleans , which had 
prohibited the payment of annates to the court of Rome *. 
The pope, however, exprefled great diflatisfaftion upon 
reading the French memorial, and ordered his nuncios in 
France to follicit the king to alter feveral of the articles, 
which he faid were greatly prejudicial to the apoftolic lee, 
and tended to pull his authority to pieces. As their remon- 
ftrances were ineffeftual, Pius ordered his legates at Trent 
not to allow the memorial to be treated of in the congrega- 
tions, where violent altercation and diforder ftill prevailed. 

Notwithstanding the oppofition of a great many fa- 
thers, the feflion was again prorogued to the 2 2d of Jf>ril; 
and, in the mean time, the difputes concerning the facra-

Soon after being informed that the king of France had 
confented to a peace with the Calvintfts, by which he had 
granted them the free exercife of their religion, blaming the 
cardinal CoKgny, brother to the admiral, who had renounced 
his ecclefiafVical titles, and aflumed that of count of Beauvais > 
he publifhed a fpecial mandate on the 8 th of April, ordering 
the cardinals inquifitors general to cite all prelates, of what 
dignity foever, who were fufpefted of herefy, to appear at 
Borne ; and, in cafe of -their not appearing perfonally, to pro- ' 
ceed againft them according tp the Jehtcnce which he fhould 
pronounce in a fecret confUtory. In confequence of this ^ j € * Q f Ci 
mandate, the inqui/itors general fummoned cirdinal Coligny, f eeve /J 
and nine or ten French bifhops, to appear within a certain French 
time at Rome ; but the French prelates defpifing the fum- bi/hop on 
mons, and fuffering the tim$ to elapfe, on the 2 2d of QUober fufpicion 
three of them wdre depbied, and the others fufpended, of herefy.

time, they interrupted the fervice by their remonftrances, fo 
that the mafs was that day celebrated' without giving either 
the incenfe or the peace. As the legates juftified themfelves 
by the orders of the pope, the cardinal of Lorrain next day 
fent his fecretary to Rome to complain of the injury ; and 
one of the French ambafladors declared, that, unlefs their 
juft precedency was allowed, they would proteft againft Pius* 
who, they could prove, had obtained the pontificate by 
fimony, and would appeal to a t future pope and a future 
council, and in the mean time would call a national council 
m France . As both the French ancf Poles threatened to 
withdraw their obedience from the apoftolic fee, feveral of 
the prelates prevailed with the count de Luna to infift no. 
farther on precedency,, till he (hould 1 receive new inftru&ions 
from Spain.. 

This difpute betwixt the ambafladors being in fome mea- 
fure calmed, the legates began to think ol means to moderate 
the debates betwixt the divines concerning the articles t of re- 
ligion and reformation. The French , by orders from their 
court, began to abate in their z^al againft the corruptions of 
Rome , the queen being defirous to prevail with tht pope to 
confirm the royal edift for the perpetual alienation of fome 
revenmjfeof the Callican church, to the amount of 300,600 
livres, ufcdjr pretence of difeharging a debt contrafted in 
defence of the catholic, religion. The cardinal of Lorrain 

likewift 
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likcwife wanted to ingratiate himfelf with the papal party, as 
he was recalled to France , and knew that he was detefted by 
the Calvinifts in that kingdom. About the fame time the 
* emperor, finding that his rfefidence at Injprixk rather re* 
tarded than forwarded the proceedings of thp council, left 
that city* after having ordered his ambafladorFto prevent, as 
much as porfible, all difputes about the authority of the 
pope, and that nothing might be decreed which would render 
an accommodation with the proteftants more difficult. He 
likewife wrote to Pius, and to the legates of Tren\ defiring 
them to ftop all proceedings againft the queen of England \ 
it would only be a means of uniting the proteftants more 
firmly in their OWn defence* The debates ftill continuing in 
the congregations, the cardinal of Lorrain moderated, to the 
iitmoft of his power, the animofities of both parties, and 
propofed that they Jfhould only treat of the power of the order 
of bifhops, and that, in the article of refidence, all expreffions 
might be kept out that would give offence* either to thofe 
who reckoned it of human irtftitution or of divine. This 
propofal was relifhed by the legates, who, confidering that a 
great part of the fathers were tired with the continual de- 
bates, and would agree to canons that Were not abfolutely 
decifiVe, they refolved tO draw them up in fuch terms as 
Would admit of a dubious interpretation. 

All matters being at laft fettled, the feventh feftiori under 
Pius , and the twenty-third fince the firft commencement of 
the council under Paul III. was celebrated on the 15th of 
July ; in which a Spanijb bifhop declared in his fermon, 
that tho’ the faith of the catholics was the belt, yet their 
morals were much inferior to thofe of the heretics; After 
the celebration of mafs, and the ufual ceremonies, a decree 
was read concerning the faerament of ordination, confifting 
of four heads, by which they declared, that Chrift had given 
the apoftles, and their fucceflors in the priefthood, a power 
of confecrating and offering the vifible facrifice, and of re- 
mitting of fins ; that the order of the priefthood is divided 
• into feven degrees 1 that as feripture and apoftolic tradition 
affirm, that ordination confers grace, it is therefore a facra* 
ment j.tfftt as by this facrament an indelible character is 
conferred, their opinion ought to be condemned who aflert 
that priefts have only a temporary power, <ind, if they nc- 
gleft theif office, differ nbt from laymen ; that all Chriftkms 
are not priefts, but thofe only who are ordained by the pope, 
or bjT authority derived from him. To thefe articles eight 
anathemas were added, condemning all thofe who Maintained 
any other doftrine ; and then eighteen articles were read 
A a a c|ncerning 
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concerning reformation ; the firft of which ordained all pre- 
lates and curates to refide with their flocks, prohibiting, under 
fevere penalties, an abfence of above three months at a time : 4 i 
. however, ar provifo was added„ unlefs the benefit and fervice 
of the churoj and ftate fhould require it. The other articles 
regarded the* collation and regulation of orders, which ought 
not to be conferred on debauched perfons, or fveh as were 
unworthy of them ; and duelled the form of the government 
of feminaries where priefts fhould be educated, with fcveral 
c other matters of no great importance. 

' The decrees of this feflion, which had been debated for 
crees of near ten months, difappointed the eypeftations of all Europe . 
hr* C °ridi The contradilKons that appeared in the canons, and the weak 
culedft preambles and abfnrd conclufions, were every- w> ere the fub- 
the pro* J e ^ °f ridicule, efpecially to the proteftants, uho, in their 
tijlants, ' fermons, took all opportunities of expofing the proceedings 
of the council. The legates likewife, being fenfible that the 
conclusion of the council was greatly deflred by the catholics, 
refolvcd t<? haften the decifion of all the remaining points. 
They therefore altered the method of difputing in the con- 
gregations, and propofed the doftrines of indulgences, invo- 
cation Of faints, images, and purgatory, to be examined at 
once. Having likewife obtained the confent of the imperial, 
French, and Spanifh ambafladors, to treat of the reformation 
of princes, they propofed the article concerning marriage ; 
and in the mean time drew up the heads of the reformation 
of princes* which they communicated to their ambafladors, 
who fent them to their refpeftive courts. This plan of a fe- 
cular reformation was comprehended in thirteen articles in 
favour of the ecclefiaftical liberty, which, as they were very 
extravagant, and tended greatly to the diminution of the pro 
rogative of princes, the emperor declared that he Would ne- 
ver fuller to be debated. The French ambafladors alfo af- 
firmed, that they would proteft againft any dfecifions of the 
fathers on thefe points, and would immediately withdraw 
from Trent with all the French prelates. The fathers of the 
council, upon hearing of tHefe remonflrances, entered into an 
aflociation to compel the legates to propofe the articles con- 
cerning reformation of princes ; on account of ufriich dis- 
turbances the pope ordered the feflion to be prorogued till 
the nth of November, and in the mean time fent for the car- 
dinal of Lorrain to Rome, to confult with him about diflblving 
the council. During the abfence of the cardinal, one of the 
bilhops, in a general congregation^ held on the aad of Sep- 
tember , haimg defired the ,ar tides concerning the reforma- 
tion to be propofed, eye of the French ambafladors imme- 
’ dhrely 
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diately rofe up, and, after declaiming a long while againft the 
coVrnptiona of the Roman court, protefted againft the pro- 
ceedings of the fathers, and a few days aften retired to 
Venice. ' • 7 

Tfii? prelates at Trent, however, continued fheir congre- The pope 
gatioqs, and drew up fever# articles of reformation ; and cites the 
the pope being greatly offended with the behaviour of they»«* of 
French ambafladors, who hebelieved were privately prompted Navarre 
by the queen of Navarre and her party, he cited hqr to ap - t0 a W ear 
pear within fixty days at Rome , to clear herfelf from the <uf - at 
picion ofhenefy, and other crimes,* of which (he was accufed. 

The cardinal of Lor rain, *vho had entered into a great inti- ^ r ^* 
inacy with the pope, remonftrated but faintly againft this 
fiunmons ; but, the French ambatfador at Rome exerting him- 
felf in behalf of the queen, a ftpp was put to all judicial pro- 
ceedings againft her, only the pope refused to abfolve her 
from the fentence of excommunication, which gave her no 
manner of uheafinefs. Mpari-while the cardinal of Lorraiit 
having returned to Trent , the eighth feflion was celebrated 
on the 1 ith of November , at which one of the legates refufed 
to be prefent, as he could not giyp his confent to the nullity 
of clanrdeftirie marriages, and affirmed that the church had 
no authority to diflolve them. The decree declaring mar- 
riage a divine inftitntion, indiflbluble, and one of the facra- 
ments of the gofpel, was unanimoufly confirmed 5 but the - 
cardinal's Moral and Simoneta, and fifty-fix fathers, di/fonted 
from that article, by which the church was declared to have a 
power of diflblving clandeftine jnarriages. Twenty-one 
heads of a general reformation were then read, tending 
chiefly to eftabliih the pope’s authority over the clergy; 
plurality of benefices was condemned, grants of refervatioit 
were abolifhed, and the right to benefices acquired by fimony 
was declared null and Void. 

All nations now, except the Spaniards , earneftly defired 
a conclufion of the council. They, however, at length 
confented, on condition that the pope fhould regulate the 
matters which (hould be left undecided by the council, and 
that, in the decree concerning indulgences, they (hould not 
be ordered to be given gratis, which would injure the cru- 
fade in Spajn. As news arrived at Trent that # the pope was 
dangeroufly 5 JJ, the points concerning purgatory, the invo- 
catidn and relics of faints, images, and indulgences, were • 
hurried o*er fuperficiaUy, and publiftied in the ninth felfipn 
on the 3d and 4th of December ; in which Hkewife twenty- two 
heads of reformation were read concerning regulars andjjuns; 
after which twenty-one ar ticks ' were puohttied concerlng a 
. A a 3 ffncral 
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general reformation. T^e fathers "alfo concluded the decree 
for the reformation pf princes, under a general exhortation 
to them to protett the ecclefiaftical liberty, and declared that 
the pope ha¥ full authority to difpenfe with any of the canons"" 
made by thV council. On the fecond day of the feftion a 
decree was read concerning indulgences and fafts ; but asj 
the index of bpoks/tlte patechifm, the brevjary, and the 
mifial, were not yet finifhed, it was determined to fubmit 
c what was already written to the judgment apd authority of 
* the pope. All the decrees of the feflions under Paul and Julius, 

i he cGun* ‘being then read, the council was fpleranly diffolve^l, the fathers 
Trent • defiring the legates toalje the confirmation of the pope to their 
proceedings ; three prelates, however, declaring that there was 
M * no need for that confirmation. The day after the fathers fob- 
feribed the decrees ; namely, four legates, two other cardi- 
nals, three patriarchs, twenty-five archbifhops, one hundred 
and fixty eight bifhops, feven abbot?, thirty-nine proxies, 
and feven generals of orders, in all two hundred and fifty- 
five, very few of whom were from Hungary and Poland none 
from Sweden, Denmark, Scotland, England, or the Low 
Countries, not one from Germany in the lafi feifion, and not 
above forty from Spain and France ; but there were more 
than one hundred and fifty from Italy, on which accounf 
the council was called the aflembly of the pope and his 
Italians \ ' 

«... A few months before the conclufion of the council, the, 
]ian %, ?/> P°!P e received an embaffy from Maximilian, king of the 
e f tn * Romans , informing him of his election, and offering, not 

Romans, obedience, but devotion arjd reverence, tp the pope and the 
refufis to apoftofic fee. Pius refufed for a long time to give the ambaf- 
yieid obeli - fador an audience ; but, after fev^ral meflages betwixt Rome 
ence to the and Germany , folding Maximilian inflexible, he admitted his 
*p*ftolic ambaffador to a public confiftory ; in which, tho* he Hill 
adhered to his iqftru&ions, the cardinals npvprthelefs gave 
the ufual anfwer, that his holinefs received the pbedience of 
A‘P m the king, and confirmed his eleftion n . ' Spon after he had 
giyen audience to this ^ambaffador, he >vas informed of the 
diflojution of the council, at which he exprefled great joy, 
promoting nineteen of thofe who had ferved him^at Trent to 
the dignity of cardinals ; and tho’ he received feveral peti - 5 
tions from the minifters of his court, complaining that their, 
offices were abolished by the decrees of the council, and 
a (king an equivalent for the money with which tjjey had 
purchafcji them, he neverthelefs, without regarding thefe

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petitions, publiftied a bull on the 24th of Jauuary , confirm- 
ing all the decrees of the council, and ordering them to be 
obferved by all the faithful. By feveral other bulls, he or- 
dered the biftiops to refide in their diocefes, under pain of 
forfeiting their revenues tonhe apoftolic chajAer ; he pro- 
hibited any from reading the books container in the Index 
Expur gator iii ; and enjoined all thofe, who poffeffed any ec- 
•clefiaftical dignity or benefice, and thofe who ftudied any of 
the liberal arts, to fwear to a form of the confeffion of the 
catholic faith °. 

Tho* the council of Trent was received without jnuch Objections 
difficulty at Rome and in Italy , yet many objections wert are male 
•raifed againft its decrees in Germany, France , Spain , and to the fro - 
Poland '. Several treatifes were published againft it by the teeUngs of 
proteftant9 ; and about the middle of February the emperor tfiastneii 
wrote to the pope, defiriag, in his own name, and in 
name of his fon-in-law the duke of Bavaria , that the com- 
munion might be granted to the catholics in their dominions 
under both kinds, and that the clergy might be allowed to 
marry P (B). Philip II. king of Spain publifhed the decrees 
of the council in his dominions, without regarding the au- 
thority of the pope ; but in France its decrees concerning re- 
formation were generally condemned, as derogatory to the 
liberties of the Gallican church ; on which account the pope, 
being greatly apprehenfive left the young king Charles in- 
tended to renounce the communion of the Roman church, 
prevailed with the emperor, the king of the Romans , the 
king of Spain, and the duke of Savoy , to follicit him con- 
junftly to acknowlege the council, to revoke the privileges 
and pardon granted to the Hugonots , and to abftain from 
any alienation of the ecdlefiaftical revenues. In the mean 
time he decided the difpute betwixt the French and Spaniards 
concerning precedency in favour of the French 5 and being 
informed that the great numbers of Greek refugees in Naples 
and Sicily, who for many years had enjoyed the free exercife 
of their own religion, began to deviate from their ancient

opinions, he revoked all their privileges, and fubjefted them 
to the ordinances of the Roman church q . About the fame 
time hv‘ was alarmed with the difcovery of a confpiracy^, 
again!! hi«nflf ; feveral enthufmfts, under pretence of a re- 
velation froni heaven, having formed a defign to murder 
him, in order to facilitate a general reformation, which they 
fuid would be accomplilhed by his fucceflor, who was to 
copvert the whole world to Chriftianity. The confpirators, 
being apprehended, were all put to death by torture r . Soon 
after the* difcovery of this plot, Pius received a letter from 
the emperor Maximilian , >vho in the month of July had 
fucceeded his father Ferdinand, in treating him to allow the 
marriage pf priefts : tho’ the emperor likewife fent a memo- 
rial, juftifying the neceffity of his requeft, he could never- 
theless obtain nothing from the pope, who thought he con- 
defcended fuffiqiently in permitting the laity to communicate 
pnder both kinds. While the cardinals were confidering 
the memorial of the, emperor, Pius , being informed that the 
Turks had invaded the ifland of Malta with a fleet and army 
cpnfifiiug of ?o,opp men, published a jubilee for imploring 
the mercy of Cod, ordered money, gun-powder, and troops, 
to be fept to the afliftance of the befieged ; who likewife re- 
ceiving fome fuccours from Sicily and Spain, obliged the in- 
fidels to raife the fiege, which had lafted fopr month?. Pius 
did not long furvive the news of the defeat of the Turks 5 
but, on the loth of December , died of a furfeit, in thefixty- 
feventh year of his age, and the fixth of his pontificate, 
living adorned the city of Rome with feveral magnificent 
buildings, and repaired fome ancient monuments and aque- 
cju&s ; to fupply the expences of Vhich works he opprefled 
fiis fubje&s with feverc taxes •. 

Up„oaf the, death of Pius , the cardinal of Alexandria was 
nnanimoufly elefted pope on the 8th of January, by the in- 
t^reft of the two leading cardinals Farnefe and Boromeo, which 
l%ft advifed him to affume the name of Piys V (C). As he

pride, ambition, and worldly Confiderations, their apprchen- 
lions of his tyranny foon •abated;. Upon \\m promotion he 
ordered his relations to retire from Romefbwt, at the in- 
treaties of his friends, he created Michael Bonello , one of his 
nephews, a cardinal. Being earneft to promote a reforma- He pub- 
tion, he publiftied feveral regulations concerning the clergy Hjhes fe- 
and the officers of his court, he aboliftied'fome public diver- wal de- 
fions, and banifhed the greateft part of the whoros from 
Rome , prohibiting the reft from appearing abroad except'in^^^S 1 
a certain corner of th^city. In remembrance of the favours 
conferred on him by Paul IV. he again examined the caufe of # 
his nephews, whom he reftored to their honours and qftates ; 
he prohibited any phyficians from attending the lick after 
the third day, unlefs their patients fhould confefs their fins 
to the priefts ; and he ordered fcarch to be made after all 
thofe who were fufpefted of herefy in Italy , that they might 
be brought to Rome and punifhed l . 

Hearing that the emperor had convoked a diet at Augf- 
burgy he ordered cardinal Commendony who was returning 
from his legation in Poland , to aft as his legate at that af- 
fembly ; and as Maximilian had appeared to favour the Lu- 
therans , by being prefent at their fermons, he charged Com - 
menden to threaten him with depofition if he allowed any 
point of religion to be treated of in the diet. The legate, 
however, having more prudence than the pope, concealed 
thefe inftruftions, which indeeji he had no occafion to pro- 
duce ; for the grand fignior making great preparations to in- 
vade Hungary , and benege Fienna, the attention of the diet 
was chiefly engaged in providing for the defence of the em- 
pire againft the infidels. Corrmendon was fo fuccefsful as to 
prevail with the catholics to accept of the decrees of the 
council of Treaty and at the conclufion of the diet prefen ted 
the emperor with 50,000 crowns as a fubfidy from the pope

About the fame time the pope had fomp deputes with the 
Jcing of Spain and the republic of Venice, in confequence of a 
hull which he had published at Eajler, prohibiting aU eccle- 
fiaftics to pay any taxes to temporal princes, threatening thole* 
fovereigps with excommunication who lhould "copjpel the* 
plergy to pay any fubfidies. Th p Venetians made great cbm* 
plaints againft this bflll, and Philip prohibited it from being 
publilhed in his dominions. After feveral months deputes, 
pretending to have received fatjsfaltion from the pope, he* 
gave general orders that the rights of the church lhould be 
preferved in his dominions ; but his officers, however, ne- 
gle&ing to put his orders in execution, Pius, with great dif- 
ficulty, was retrained from excommunicating them. 

As he was then propofing to form a league againft the A.D. 
Turks, he was perfuaded not to exafperate the king of Spain , ' *S 6 9* 
whole affiftance he likewife defired againft Elizabeth queen * 
of England, who at this time had a rupture with Philip. r ‘ be -' n °f 
Pius feized that opportunity of endeavouring to dethrone 
Elizabeth, and to reftore the catholic religion in England, ^abeth of 
For that purpofe he fent over feveral emiflaries to that king- E ng l and , 
dom, who formed a pious confpiracy againft the queen, ac- 
cording to Cabutius a , and expited thepapifts to raife a rebel- 
lion ; which, however, was .quickly quelled. In the mean 
time the French ambaJjador informed him of a conliderable 
viltory gained over the Hugonots, and prefented him with 
twelve of their ftandards which had been taken in the altion, 
which the pope received with great ceremony, and placed 
over the gate of St. Peter's b . He was no lefs fevere againft; , 
the Jews than the proteiftants, and ordered them to depart 
within three months from all the territories of the ecclefiaftical 
ftate, excepting Rome and Ancona.

The fuccefs of the Turks in Cyprus rendered the pof>c 
more urgent to conclude the league ; accordingly, at his 
prefling intreaties, the king of Spam at length fent deputies m 
to Rome; where, on the 16th of May , an alliance was con- 
cluded betwixt Philip , the pope, and the Venetians , by 
which they engaged to fit out yearly againft the Turks a 
fleet of 200 gallies and 100 fhips of burden, on board of 
which fhould be an army of 50,000 foot and 4,500 horfe^ 
to aflemble every year in March or April at Otranto : the 
pope fhould bear one-fixth of the whole expence, and fhould 
furnifh twelve gallies, 3000 foot, and 270 horfe. The 
chief command was conferred on Don John of Aujlria , the 
king of Spain's natural brother, and Mark Antonio Colouna was 
appointed his lieutenant ; and an honourable place was re- 
ferved in the treaty for the emperor, and the kings of France 
and Portugal , who were all three again follidted by the 
pope, but neverthelefs Drill declined engaging in the alli- 
ance To enable the king of Spain and the Ve?ietians to 
bear their part of the expences, Pius confirmed the grant of

During the whole holy year there were always upwards of celebrated 
1 00,000 foreigners at Rome ; which, by the care of the 
pope, abounded with all forts of provifions. Gregory , as 
an indulgence to the Englijh catholics, on the 30th *f March , ^ 75 * 
publifhed a bull, allowing them all the benefits of thejtibil^ 
in their own kingdom ; in the mean while he vifited the

During the celebration of this feftival at Rome, the pope 
interefted himfelf for the fafety of Genoa, which ftatc was 
threatened with ruin, both from a foreign enemy, and from 
its owninteftine divifions.

During thefe tranfa&ions in Germany , one Parr, an Ueisfvf- 
Eng/ifb catholic, then in France, having informed the pope, petted of 
that he intended to go over to England to do fome fignal ler- hawing 
vice to the Roman church, Gregory granted him his bene- encouraged 
diction, and wrote to him by the cardinal of Como , exhort- a Jf a J~ 
ing him to perfevere in his defign. As Parr the following-^"** 7 ™ °f 
year was detected in a confpiracy againft the queen’s life, by g^a- 
the papers that were then difeovered, the pope was accufed b et h. 
of having encouraged him in his defign of aflaffination, tho* 1584. 
all the wiitings from Rome were only exp re /Ted in general 
terms r . Italy was at this time diftrefied with a fevere 
famine, which, having continued a long time, prevailed to 
fuch a degree at Rome, that, at laft, a man could hardly fup- 
port himfelf with bread for a crown a day. The grievoufnefs 
of this calamity was owing chiefly to the avarice and rapacity 
of the pope’s relations, vA\o, inftead of diftributing the corn 
in the magazines to the people, fold it in the country at an 
extravagant price. They likewife bought up all that was 
in private hands ; and prohibiting any others to fell corn 
befides rhemfelves, they harafled the poor people by the moil 
violent extortion. 

This general diftrefs greatly increafed the number of the 
banditti, who werebefoie very numerous, all over the eccie- 
fiaftical jtate, and fome of them even had the confidence to 
enter Rome, prefuming upon the lenity, or rather the weak- 
nefs, of the pope. As they had rendered themfelves very 
formidable, Gregory at laft # refolved to exfert himfelf againft 
them, and gave orders to the provoft marfhal of Rome, to 
mak diligent fearch after thofe who were lurking in the city. 

This officer berng informed, that one of the chiefs of the

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robbers had taken fan&uary in thr. palace of Orfmi , went 
with the archers, and brought him from thence ; but, in 
his return, meeting with Orfini , Savello, and Rvjliciicci , 
three nobles* who had been ridhig in the country, he was 
defired by them, in an imperious manner, to difmifs his pri- 
soner, and reproved for violating thcfan&uary of the palace* 
As he refufed to comply with their demands, one of the 
nobles ftruck him with his whip ; which blow he refented, 
by ordering the archers to fire at the nobles, one of whom 

• was inftyitly killed, and the other two mortally wounded. 
^This^fcuffle occafioned a general tumult through the city, all 
the nobles efpoufing the caufe of Q rfmi ; and many of the 
people, who were theft dependents, aflembling in a riot- 

# ous manner, and murdering all the Sbirri , or archers, 
whom they could find. Gregory , not being able to fupprefs 
their violence, difTembled his refentraent for foine days ; but, 
having apprehended fome of the chiefs of the Sedition, he or- 
dered them to be executed ; and to calm and appeafe the 
people, he caufed the provoft madhal to be put to death s . 

To take off the attention of the city from the late difordcr, 
he foon after made a promotion of nineteen cardinals, the 
greateft part of whom were diftinguifhed for their virtues and 
abilities. About the fame time he founded a college at 
He tv.dca ■ Rome for the Maronitcs of Mount Libanus (G) ; and, being 
njours to defirous to form a new alliance againft the Turks, he Sent a 
form an legate to the king of Perfia , and another to the king of 
alliance a - Ethiopia, to exhort them to declare war againft the grand 
^S nior bkewife publiflied a bull, ordaining a Sermon 

Xur tQ k e p reac h ec l weekly to the Jews, in all places where they 
had a Synagogue ; and ordered at ieaft the third part of them, 
^ p above twelve years of age, to attend, if no lawful impedi- 
ng ment prevented them 0 . Soon after he was earneftly fol- 
3 3# licited by the duke of Guifc, and thofe catholics in France 
who had formed the holy league, to excommunicate the 
king of Navarre and the prince of Candle ; but he refufed to 
grant their requeft, being perfuaded, that the league was 
chiefly formed, not to defend the catholic religion, but to ad- ’ 
vance the duke of Guife to the fucceflion of the throne.

The two ambafladors, with their retinue, and other twof ron 
nobles that accompanied th£m, after a voyage <?f two years, J a P tin ’ 
arrived in Spain ; where they were received with great refpeft 
by Philipy who conduced them to Leghorn, from whence 
they went to Florence , where they were entertained with 
great magnificence by the grand duke. Upon their arrival 
at Rome , Gregory defired all the cardinals and foreign ambaf- 
fadors to wait upon him in form, and granted them jn au- 
dience, and received their obedience, in a public confiftory, 
when he could not retrain from §xprefling his joy by his 
tears w . After the audience he admitted them to the honour 
of lifting up the hem of his garment, appointed the Jefuits 
convent for their refidence, ordered them to be clothed alter 
the Italian manner, and granted them a large allowance for 
their expences (H). A few days after, being feized with a Hedies at 
quinzy, he died on the 10th of April, on the fecond day of Rome, 
his illnefs, and the 84th year of his age. He had enjoyed a 
very ftong conftitution, which he had improved by tem 
perance and exercife ; his countenance was chearful and 
pleafing, and he was greatly beloved by the Romans on account 
of the lenity of his government, not confidering that the 
weaknefs of his adminiftration gave encouragement to all 
manner of vices and irregularities. The greateft crimes were 
committed during his pontificate with impunity, and a gene- 
ral corruption of manners overfpread the whole ecclefiaftical 
Rate , however, upon his dejjth, the diforders increafed

bafly, or the converiicm of any 
king (2). ‘

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c during the vacancy of the fee, at which time the Romans ge- 
nerally commit great tumults and riSts, as the laws are their 
filent through all the papal territories, and the new pope al- 
ways begins his goverment with a general pardon to all cri- 
minals. At'this vacancy all manner of reftraint was thrown 
off : the whole ecclefiaftical ftate was one fcene of de- 
bauchery and barbarity ; and, at Rome , affaflinations, mur- 
ders, and rapes, were committed by all degrees of people, 
clergy as well as laity. The palaces of five cardinals were 
robbed ; and that of Farnefe , where there were above thirty 
fervartfs and guards, was plundered, not fecretly, or in a 
ffrivate manner, but publicly, and in the middle of the 
day. * 4 

During the ten days that the funeral ceremonies of the 
deceafed pope lafted, the cardinals, who had any pretenfions 
to the papacy, were carrying on their febemes and intrigues, 
running about to follicit the fuffrages and intcreft of their 
friends. On the 21ft of April they entered the conclave, to 
the number of forty-two, being divided into fix particular 
, factions, who more or lefs favoured different candidates. As 

the intereft of fome of the chiefs was very near equally ba- 
lanced, they were a mutual check to each others promotion, 
and were, in their turns, reje&cd at feveral ferutinies. At 
length the cardinals Abcxandrim , Mcdicis , and D'cftc , re- 
folved to join their intereft in favour of cardinal Montalto, an 
old decrepid mortified prelate ; who declined that dignity with 
great appearance of humility, and told them, that they mull: 
not think of making him pope, unlefs they refolved to take 
the burden of the admi migration on their own fhoulders. 
Sixtus V. They readily agreed to this exception ; and having by their 
is defied intereft brought over feveral other cardinals, they produced 

fopc. a l e g a \ majority for Montalto , who was chofen on the 24th of 

April, and affumed the name of Sixtus V. 

An account He was ^ orn P 00r anc * mean parents, in the march of 
of his Ancona, at a village called Lc Grotte , in the lordlhip of 

birth, Montalto. His father, Francis Pcretti, who was a common 

plowman, could not afford to give him any education, and, 
when he was nine years old, hired him out "to one of his 
neighbours, to look after his ilieep and hogs/ 1 He^did not 
long continue in this mean occupation ; for being defired 
by a Francifcan friqr, who had hpfthis way, to Ihew him the 
road to Afcoli , he deferted his hogs, and ran before; him to 
the town. The friar, after he had found his road again, 
fired him feveral times to return ; but the boy refill! ng*tif 
leave him, he at length afked him if he would take upon 
him the hafcit of hi$ order, which he deferibed as very 

aufterc; 
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auftere; to which the boy replied, “ That he would willingly • 

“ fuffer the pains of purgatory, if he would make him a 
“ fcholar." He was accordingly received, with the content 
of his parents, into the convent of Francifcans a| Afcoli, where 
he quickly made a fnrprizing progrefs in jcarning. In his 13 th 
year he aflumcd the habit of that order, but he retained his 
own name Felix, or Felice. Hcfoon after diftinguifhed himfelf 
at fevcral public deputations, a:. ■ acquired a confiderablc repu- 
tation as an elegant preacher; but at the fame time he railed 
himfelf a great many enemi by his fiery impetuqus difpofi- 
tion, as he refen ted the 1 - ul injury with gicat animoftty ayd 
vehemence, which he fo -1 icntly provoked by his own info- 
lencc and difdairdul h* : \ iour. l ife ca*iy di (covered a great 
ambition; and though ne was envied and hated by his bro- 
ther monks, yet, by h s abilifi: \, he acquired tin, favour and 
efteem of cardin' 1 . (-arpi, whofc protection was of great fer- 
vice to him ag. ' -.‘l Ms "n i\rous enemies, hy the intereft 
of this cardinal ne obtr 'w-t! fmall promotions; and 
having like wife ingrati.Jcu himfelf with father Ghifilieri, af- 
terwards Pius V. and with the Colonna family at Rome, he 
obtained the office of inquifi tor-general at Venice, where, by 
his infolent and over- bearing behaviour, he fo greatly offend- 
ed the fenate, that, upon the death of Paul IV. he was ob- 
liged to confuit his fafety by flight. However, upon the 
cledlion of Pius II. he returned to that city, and again facri- 
ficed his own repofe to trouble, and difturb that of others: 
but at laft, being apprehenfive of the refentment of the fe- 
nate, he provided a gondola, by which he made his cfcapc in 
the middle of the night, after#he had ordered an infoknt 
monitory to be hung uppn the door of St. Mark's church. 

Upon his return to Rome he was made confultor of the inqui- 
fition, and foon after went with the legate a latere , Baron 
Campagnon , as his chaplain, to Spain . While he was in 
that kingdom, his friend Ghifilieri being chofen pope, he cre- 
ated him general of his order, afterwards bifhop of St. Aga- 
tha, and at laft a cardinal ; and, to enable him to fupport his He ; - f or- 
dignity, he affigned him a penfion, and befides made him a atedauir- 
prefent of a coafiderablc fiun of money. dmai, anJ 

Upp*r his promotion to the {acred college, which hap- ar{ f u n^ 
pened in the 49th year of his age, he quite altered his for- 
mer manner of life; and to# conceal his afpiring views, he bin, a: mat 
afieCtcd ap total difregard of all wordly purfuits, and became difpnfhan, 
bumble, meek, patient, and affable ; which mafk of hypo* 
criTy he wore with great perfeverance for fifteen years. He 
led a very retired nud private life, exercifed himiiif in works 1 

of piety, fpent much of his time iu the confeflional chairs, 

Teldpit* 
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fcldom appeared at the confiftories, and, during the three 
laft years of the pontificate of Gregory, affefted to be very in- 
firm and fickly ; io that he was often faluted in a manner that 
would not haVc been very agreeable to any body elfe, “ God 
44 help you, poor old man ; you have almoft run your 
“ race.” 

Hisheha - The cardinals, out of contempt, ufed to call him The 
•viourufon dfi °f ^ Marca; fo that their aftonifhment was inexpreffible 
bis ekaiw when he threw off the difguife. While they were crowding 
to the pM- towards hfim in the conclave, te congratulate him, he fat 
tificate . c6ughmg and weeping, as if fome great misfortune had be- 

fallen him ; but he no fooner perceived, upon the ferutiny, 
that there was a fufficient number of votes to fecure his elec- 
tion, than he threw his fluff, with which he ufed to fupport 
himfelf, into the middle of the chapel, ftretched himfelf up, and 
appeared taller, by almoft a foot, than he had done for feveral 
years before. This behaviour alarming the cardinal Dean, 
he called out, “ Stay a little, foftly, there is a miftake in 
“ the ferutiny:” but Montalto , with a ftern look, boldly 
anfwered, “ There is no miftake and immediately begun 
himfelf rhe Te Dciim laudamus , in fuch a ftrong and audible 
voice, that the whole conclave was at firft lTruck dumb; 
but at length accompanied him in a tame and fpiritlefs man- 
ner. After the hymn, the mafter of the ceremonies alked 
him, according to the form, “ Whether he was pleafed to 
“ accept of the papacy ?” To which he replied, fomewhat 
fharply, “ It is trifling and impertinent to afk whether I 
“ will accept of what I have already accepted. However, 
44 to fatisfy any fcruple that may arife, I tell you that I ac- 
44 cept it with great pleafu re, and«would accept another, if* 
44 I could get it ; for I find myfelf ftrong enough, by the 
44 divine affiftance, to manage two papacies.” While the 
cardinals were putting on his pontifical robes, he ftretched 
out his arms with great vigour and aftivity ; upon which 
one of them faid to him, in a familiar way, 44 I perceive, 

44 holy father, the pontificate is a fovereign medicine, fince 
44 it can reftore youth and health to old fick cardinals : ” To 
which he replied, in a grave and majeftic manne^, “ So I 
“ find it.” After cardinal Farnefe had performed the cere- 
mony of the adoration, he faid to him, 44 Your holinefs 
44 feems a quite different fort of a man from what you was 
44 a few hours ago.” 44 Yes (faid he), I was thdh looking 
44 for the keys of paradife, which obliged me to (loop a little ; 

44 but now I have found them, it is time to look upwards, 

" as I am|arrived at the fummit of all human glory, and can 
41 climb no higher in this world*” In his paflage from the 
t conclave 
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conclave to St. PetersA the people, who at firft would not 
believe that he was the fame perfon with the old decrepid 
cardinal Montalto , cryed out, Long live the pope ; and added, 
according to cuftom, Plenty , holy father , fleivty and ju flic cl 
To which he replied, “ Pray to God for plenty, and I will 
give you juftice.” 

Having now attained to the height of his ambition, he His rigid 
laid afide that appearance of humility he had fo long worn, admimf- 
and behaved with great ftate and referve. He received the ^ at . lon °f 
foreign ambafladors in a complaifant manner, an8 wjs par- Vv iice * 
ticularly kind to thofc from Jaj>an , to whom he gave fede- 
ral rich prefents; ane\ having created them knights of St. 

Peter and St. Pattf difmifled them a few months afterwards 
with his benediftion. Upon the news of his election, many 
criminals and banditti voluntarily furrendered themfelves, 
not making the lealt doubt of a pardon from the general cha- 
rafter of Mont alto's lenity. But never were any more fatally 
difappointed ; for having haughtily rejefted the interceffiou 
of the ambafladors, cardinals, and nobles, in their behalf, 
he gave orders to the governor of Nome to confine them 
more flriftly, and to execute four of them on the day of his 
coronation. He likewife publiflied regulations to be ob- 
ferved on that day: and having ordered the governor to 
provide twelve executioners of different nations, lie com- 
manded them fomc days before to parade through the ftreets, 
with an ax in one hand and a halter in the other ; which 
appearance ftruck fuch a terror into the Romans , that during 
the proceflion of the coronation there was not the leaft dif- 
turbance or riot ; whereas formerly, during that ceremony, 
rapes, murders, and a* thou fa nd enormities, were ufually 
committed. 

Soon after the coronation he fent for his only lifter Ca- He pro- 
mill a, with her daughter and two grandfons, and a niece, mote ' 
the daughter of his deccafed brother, who, upon their ap- Nations * 
proach to Nomc y were met by three cardinals, who drefled 
them in magnificent habits, and condnfted them to the Vatican. 

But Sixtus difdaining, in fuch a trifling matter, to be obliged 
to the iardinals, pretended not to know his After, till fhe had 
refutned her former drefs ; then he received her kindly, and 
declared, that nobody fhould make a princefs of her but 
himfelf* He affigned her* a confiderable revenue, and gave 
her one of his palaces for her refidence ; at the fame time ad* 
fifing her to content herfelf with that fober modefty which 
became the meannefs of her birth, and the gravity of thofe 
who were related to the papal chair : he likewife conferred 
the dignity of a cardinal on the eldeft of her grandfons, Alex - 
' , § under 
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artder Peretti, who was then about irightcen years of age, 
and afterwards diftinguifhed himfelf by his learning and abi- 
lities. The king of Spain and the grand duke of Tufcany of- 
fered to conf&* titles of honour o* his filter, which he re- 
fufed ; however, he expreffed his fatisfaftion with the beha- 
viour of the Venetians i who ordered public rejoicings upon his 
exaltation, and admitted the family of Peretti to the honour 
of nobility in their ftate, being afraid of his refentment for 
their treatment of him when he was inquifitor at Venice . 
compels tfie Being Ihocked with the great numbers of poor at Rome , 
poor to who were perilhmg for want, he gave an authority to four 
work, *»^perfons, of great prudence and experience, to fummon before 
them all thofe who had no' vifible way of getting a livelihood, 

< and to compel them to work, or to banifh them from the 
city. He likewife prohibited foreigners from fettling at 
Rome, unlefs they brought a certificate that they were able, 
by fome trade or profeffion, to maintain a family; and none 
were allowed to marry without a previous examination of 
their circumftances. He gave great encouragement to trade 
the nobles an d ma nufaftures ; and, to check the infolcnce of the nobi- 
^cbii / ^ lt y > * ie cominan ^ e ^ merchants and tradefmen to bring 

him in a lift of their debts, with the names of the people 
that owed them, which he paid off, and became general cre- 
ditor himfelf. This order occafioned fuch a general alarm, 
that many paid their debts the fame day it was publiftied, 
and begged of their merchants to give them fuch receipts as 
though they had been paid long before. At the fame time 
he deprived the cardinals and nobles of thofe privileges and 
immunities, by which they flickered debtors and criminals 
from the law, and con tinn ally urgdti the governor of Rome 
to make examples of juftice, chiding him for his remiffnefs, 
and declaring, that he would rather have the gibbets and 
gallies full than prifons. 

He extir - In order intirely to extirpate the banditti, who ftill conti- 
fates the nued in great bodies in the ecclefraftical ftate, their numbers 
banditi , having been increafed by many, who, from the rigorous 
proceedings of Sixtus , defpaired of pardon, and fled from 
juftice, he publi/hed an edift againft them, offering ..11 thofe 
a free pardon who fliould furrender within three mohths, 
and excluding them from mercy after that term, promifing a 
pardon, and a reward of joq crowns, to any of them who 
fhould betray his fellow ; and prohibiting all perfons what- 
ever, not excepting nobles and ecclefiaftics, from correfpoitJ- 
ing with them, or concealing them, under the penalty of 
death upon fthe wheel or gallows. Having appointed three 
fevere judges, with a body of 500 foldiers, to put this order 
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in execution*, in lefs than fix months all the banditti were # 
either taken or difappe^ed. 

He likewifc ordered the fyndics, or mayors, of every obliges the 
town and lordfhip, as woU thofe that were actually in office, conftjfors 
as thofe who had enjoyed That dignity for the *aft ten years, t0 inform 
to fend him a lift of all the vagrants, common debauchees, ^ tftt °f^ e 
loofe and diforderly people, in their diftritts, threatening crt9/ f es °f n 
them with the ftrapado if they omitted or concealed any one; 
which puniftiment the fyndic of Albano actually underwent, f * * 
for omitting the name of his nephew. And in order to fup- # 
prefs all manner of vice, he not only punifhed fev&ral people, • 
upon the information which he had received from themfelfes 
at their confeffions, Ivhen he cardinal, but likewife 
obliged other confeftbrs to acquaint him with any thing ex- 
traordinary that was commmunicated to them ; and, to infpcCt 
the conduct of the magiftrates, he difperfed a great many 
fpies through the city and the ecclefiaftical ftate, to whom 
he allowed confiderable penlions, which were punctually 
paid. 

He employed alfo a great many others at all foreign courts, 
by which means he had intelligence of the fecret defigns of 
other ftates, particularly of the king of Spain having 
formed a delign to fieze Naples , one of the dependencies of 
that crown, which was fufpeCted by his behaviour to the 
Spanijb ambaflador, a few weeks after his promotion : for 
when the horfe, with 7000 crowns, was prefented to him 
on the feaft of St. Peter, as a tribute for Naples , he ridiculed 
his predeceftors, who had exchanged a kingdom for a beaft, 
and added, that he would foop put an end to /hat fimple 
cuftom ; which words tjeing tranfmitted to Philip, he gave 
orders to the duke of Ojfuna , viceroy of Naples, to ftrength- 
en the garrifons upon the frontiers, and to do his utmoft to 
penetrate into the defigns of the pope. About the fame time 
Sixtus had a rupture with the king of France, who had 
•fent orders to the new nuncio, who was then on his journey 
to France , to ftop at Lyons, as he had wrote to Rome, defir- 
ing that the old nuncio might not be recalled. This pro- 
ceeding^of the king greatly inflamed the pope, who imme- 
diately ordered the French ambaflador to leave Rome within 
three days. However, foon after, by the interoeffion of fe- 
veral cardinals, the difference was compromifed, the king 
agreeing»to accept of the new nuncio, and his ambaflador re- 
turning to his refidence at the court of Rome. 

ether this rupture had alienated him from the king 
of France is uncertain; but about two months after, he 
declared his approbation of the catholic league made by the

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< Cuife faftion, who, under pretence of defending the old 
religion, had formed an aflociationi'againft the king and 
Henry of Navarre , the prcfunApnve heir of the crown. 
He wrote with his own hand to thc.duke oiGuifo, and, com- 
paring him 1 6 Judas Maccabeus , ^promifed him all the aflift- 
He excom - a nce in his power : and, in the end of September, he pub- 
municates Ufaed a bull of excommunication agaiiift Henry king of 
the hng of N avarrCf and the prince of Condo, and all their adherents, 
Mavarre, p ronounc injg them heretics, and, as fuch, declaring their 
eftates and poffeflions forfeited, and both them and their 
<, dependents incapable of fuccceding to any fovereignty, efpe- 
cidly to the crown of Franco. The pope, upon the publi- 
cation of this bull, wrote to the emppror Adolphus , defiring 
him to prevent any affiftance going from Germany to the' 

' French Hugonots , and to prohibit all foreign levies, under 
the pain of the ban of the empire. 

<vjboap- The king of Navarre in the mean time, being roufed by 
peals to a the pope’s proceedings from a life of pleafure, anfwered the 
general manifefto of the league, and by means of his friends at 
council. R ome ftuck up his proteft, with that of the prince of Condo., 
in every ftreet, upon all the cardinals doors, and even upon 
the gates of the Vatican, accufing Sixtus of being a falfe 
and malicious liar, and appealing from him to a free council, 
where they would prove that he himfelf was a heretic; and 
that, if he did not appear, they would account him antichrift, 
and declare perpetual war againft him. Sixtus was greatly 
enraged at this appeal, and at fcveral pafquinades that were 
then publifhed ; but could not, by all his fpics, difeover 
thofe who had fixed them up. After his fury was fome- 
what fubfided, he fpoke of ‘the king of Navarre in terms of 
refpeft, and admired his courage ‘‘and greatnefs of mind, 
who, at that diftance, had taken fo proper and bold a me- 
thod to (hew his refentment. From that time he refufed to 
contribute any money to the war that was carrying on a- 
gainft him; and he was afterwards frequently heard to fay, 
that there were but two princes in the world, meaning Henry 
of Navarre and Elizabeth of England, whofe friendihip and 
correfpondence he would court and defire, if they were not 
both infefted with the guilt of herefy x .

^86 ^ rs ^ ie P oor - By the afliftance of the celebrated archi- 
tect fiominic Fontana , b^rn at Como\ he erefted a famous 
obelilk, that had been broifght from Thcbais in Egypt to 
R(tme > and dedicated to the emperor Augujius y and Tiberius 
his adopted fon. This obclifk was overturned by Totila y 
king of the Goths , and had long lain neglefted behind the 
veftry of St. Peters church. It confifts of one piece of 
marble of feventy-rwo feet in length, and the difficulty of 
removing it had been hitherto accounted fo great, that feve- 
ral popes, who had defigned to have erefted it, dc lifted, after 
fome weak efforts, from that undertaking : but Sixtus re- 
lieved to fur mount every obftaclc ; and at length accomplifh- 
ed the arduous enterprize by the ingenuity of Fontana , who 
invented an amazing machine for that pur pole, and employed 
a great number of people more than twelve months. Befidcs 
the elevating of this obclifk, which was dedicated to the holy 
crofs, Sixtus, during his whole pontificate, employed feve- 
ral thoufands of people in, great and magnificent works. 
He erefted feveral other obeliiks ; built a chapel, which he 
dedicated to the holy manger, and adorned with the fineft 
marble; brought water to his palace on Monte Cavallo, by 
an aqueduCt twenty-two miles in length; founded a large 
hofpital/ capable of containing 2000 people; repaired, or 
rather rebuilt, the bridge of Sixtus IV. over the Tyber y and 
erefted a fine palace, for the ufe of the popes, near the La - 
teran church.

However, the regulations of this bull were too ftrift to be 
obferved, and were almoft all annulled by his fucccffors. 

At the repeated follicitations of the French king, he granted 
him a bull for the alienation of the fchurch revenues in France p 
to the amount of $0,000 Crowns a year As he was very 
intent upon aggrandizing the holy fee, and thought it below 
the dignity of appftolic nuncios to live in hired houfes, he 
intended about this time to purchafe a palace for their refi* 
dence, fuitable to their rank, at each different court of Eu - 
rope . The fenate of Venice, upon hearing of his intention, 
immediately made a prefent of a palace to his nuncio in their 
•city; which aft of generofity was fo agreeable tp the pope, 
that he refurned thanks in perfon to their ambaflador at 
'Rome, mid prefented the fenate with a noble palace in the 
city, for the perpetual refidence of their ambaffador. How- 
ever, he refufed the fame offei* from other (Fates, as he fore- 
faw that it would be attended with very great kiconveni- 
enefltt and being informed of the death of the king of Po - 
land, he fent a nuncio into that kingdom, to take qare that 
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no prejudice fhould be done to tl^ catholic religion at the 
future ele&ion. 

Vbe Ro- Mean \^iile the Romans, out of gratitude to the pope, 
mans ere 8 who had reftored tranquility and plenty to the ecclefiaftienl 
a flatue to ftate, ordered a ftatue to be erefted to him in the capitol. 
him. However, his patriot fchemes did not prevent feveral paf- 
quins and fatircs from appearing againfl: him, the authors of 
* 5 ^ 7 ^ 'which he fometimes puniflied in a fevere manner, and at 
other times defpifed. This year he ordered a general chapter 
' of the FPancifcan order to be held at Rome, the whole expence 

c of which he defrayed himfclf. He condefcended to honour 
one of their meetings \\[ith his prefence, and after the chapter 
( broke up, he dcfircd them all to attend at the Vatican , as 
he intended to grant every one of them fome favour. This 
declaration occafioned great difeontent and murnuirings a- 
mong the other orders ; but, in the end, turned out to the 
mortilication and confufion of the Francifcans. After Six* 
tus had heard all their requefts, fome of which were ridi- 
culous and extravagant, he difmifTed them all with an ah lo- 
in te refufal, alleging, that their defires had all been fetiifh, 
and inconfdtent with their vows. However, he granted the 
petition of a poor lay-bi other, which was of a public nature; 
and, at his requeft, ordered an elegant fountain to be ereft- 
ed in the convent of the holy, apoftles, which was in great 
want ol water.

At the re- 
commendation of Philip , to whon/he gave the inveftiture of 
England, lie made William Allen A cardinal ; and to encou- 
rage the Spaniards, he fent, for ffle ufe of the Armada, feveral 
large cherts full of agnis Dei, medals, crucifixes, relicks, 
pardons, and indulgences, with which the men, efpecially 
the officers, were fo loaded and incumbered, that they 
looked*hiore like pilgrims than foldiers. The Spaniards 
prefled him earneftly to grant 500,000 crowns before the 
failing qf the fleet, but he abfolutely refufed their requeft; 
# and; upon being informed of the lofs of the Armada, to pre- 
vent the king from making any demands upon him, he 
wrote a confolatory lelPter to him, fn which he found great 
fault with the conduft of all his officers, attributing the un- 
fuccefsful ifliie of the expedition entirely to them. Philip, upon 
receiving his letter; dilcovered no emotion, and two days 
after returned an anfwer to the nuncio, declaring, that the 
misfortune of his fleet ought to be eftcemed a lols common 
to them both, and that for the future he would leave him to * 
fight the battles of the church himfclf. 

During thefe tranfattions Sixtus had iflued a bull for 
the abolition of quarters , or the privileges claimed by am- 
bafladors, cardinals, nobles, or prelates, of protecting ban- 
ditti and malefactors in their houfes, declaring thofe who 
lhould any way obftruCt the courfe of juftice, ipfo fafto, ex- 
communicated, and not to be abfolved-by any but the pope 
jfc nr- himfelf, except in the article of death. He likewife receiv- 
cei<ves an ed an ambaflador from the king of Pcrfia, with great pomp 
tmhajfy and magnificence ; and to^ive him a high idea of the gran- 
from Per- deur of the Roman court, he ordered all the cardinals and 
: prelates at Rome to be prefent at his firfl audience. The 

ambaflador came to defire the afliftance of the Chriftian 
princes againft the Turks ; but as Philip of Spain was then 
exhaufting the ftrength and riches of his own kingdom in 
his war with England and the ftates of Holland, and in fup- 
porting the catholic league in France , and Sixtus was chiefly 
intent upon accumulating treafure for his defign againft Na- 
ples, the Chriftian powers difeovered no inclinnjpon to em- 
bark in a crufade, and the ambaflador was difmiflpd with 
many compliments and a few prefents, after he had conti- 
nued about a month at Rome . ,

He 
likewife inftituted the feftivals of the prefentation of the Vir- 
gin, and that of St. Francis , the founder of the Francifcan 
order, and canonized St. Anthony of Padua , and SP. Jqnu- 
arius of Naples c . Being attentive alfo to every opportunity • 
of extending the influence* and power <jf the holy fee, he fent 
cardinal Aldohrandino , as his legate a latere , to Poland , up- 
on hearing of the imprifonment of the archduke Maximilian , 
who had been defeated by his competitor Sigifmond, prince of 
Sweden. Aldohrandino arrived in Poland about the end of 
June ; and after a long and difficult negotiation, at length, 
in the beginning of the following year, concluded a peace 
betwixt the Poles and the houfe of Aujlria , by which Maxi- 
milian renounced all right to that crown, and acknowleged 
Sigifmond as king d . 

During his abfence Sixtus completed the famous Vati- 
can library, and filled it with a great number of manuferipts 
in the Hebrew , Arabic , Greek , Latin , and raoft other lan- 
guages, which he had colle&ed, with immenfe labour and 
expence, from all parts of the world. He likewife wrote 
to the duke of Guife , commending his zeal for the catholic 
religion, and informing him, that he intended to fend the 
bifliop of Brcfcia , whom he had cPeated a cardinal, as his 
legate a latere to France , to*aflift him with his authority and 
advice. Although the pope, from the beginning of his pon- 
tificate, had given great countenance to the catholic league 
in France , and had given the duke of Guife feveral marks of 
his favour and efteem, he exprefTed, however, very little con- 
cern upon the news of his murder, which was brought to 
Rome on the 5th of January , by an exprefs from Morofini , & jy 4 
his legate a* the French court. He rather feemed to approve 1589* 
of it; and in a converfation with cardinal Joyeufe, a French- 
man, after fome reflections upon the duke’s unbounded am- 
bition, and infolent behaviour towards the king, he faid,

He like wife reprimanded feveral car- 
dinals yho had ventured to excufe the murder, and appoint- 
ed ft congregation of feveral members of the facred college 
to deliberate upon the Hate of Francs . Tho’ he exprefled 
great refentment agaidl the king, 'he never thelefs gave but a 
very cold reception to the deputies of the Parisians, who 
a few weeks after arrived at Rome , requelled an abfolution 
from their oath of allegiance, and that he would grant a ple- 
nary indulgence to all thofc who fhould take arms againft 
their prince, as feventy of the reverend tnembers of the Sor - 
bonne had declared that he had forfeited the throne. Each 
party, for feveral months, ufed their utmoft endeavours to 
procure the friendfhip of the pope; but Henry abfolutcly 
ref ufing to fet the cardinal of Bourbon and the archbifhop of 
Lyons at liberty, Sixtus an the 24th of May publilhed a mo- 
nitory againft him, threatening him with excommunication 
if he did not fet the cardinal and archbifhop at liberty before 
the 3d of June , and give information thereof within thirty 
days after to the apoflolic fee: befides, he cited the king, 
and all thofe concerned in the murder of the two Guifes , to 
appear perfonally, or by, proxy, within fixty days at Rome . 
Upon the publication of this decree or monitory, the cardi- 
nal JoyeuJe retired to Venice , and the French ambaftadors left 
Rome , and embarked at Leghorn for Marfeilles . As inter- 
ceffions had no cffefl upon the pope, the republic of Ve- 
nice ^ and the dukes of Tufcany and Mantua , prefled the 
king of France to feize the county of Avignon , and to threaten 
to march an army to Rome ; but he was prevented from fol- 
lowing their advice by death, being afMinated on the ift cf 
Augufty by one Clement , a Dominican friar. £

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<=* who was a great bigot, not being ape to pr^/ail with the 
pope to fupprefs the edition, and be£des being ofFended with 
him for neglecting to fupport the catholic intereft in England, 
and countenancing the king of Navarre and his party, re- 
folved to call a general council in his dominions, and to cite 
the pope to appear before it, if he fhould oppofe his defign. 
He accordingly ordered Olivarez , his ambaflador at Rome, to 
notify his relolution to the pope in a public manner ; but Six- 
tus being informed by his fpies, that Olivarez intended to 
prefent a paper to him for that purpofc, at a folemn cavalcade 
that he had appointed upon his going to refide at his new 
jbalace at St. John de Lateran , he ordered the governor of 
Rome immediately to precede his perfon at the proceflion with 
the hangman and 200 guards, and to feize any one that fhould 
offer to prefent a paper to him, and to put him to death up- 
on the fpot. Olivarez hearing of this general- order, was 
afraid to appear at the proceflion ; which difficulty, in the be- 
ginning of the oppofition, influenced the king to drop his de- 
fign of aflembling a council, and to think of more moderate 
meafures. 

}Tp confer s Sixtus, in the mean time, was not forgetful to aggran- 

honourand dize his own family by riches, honours, and noble alliances. 
wealth on He gave his nephew, cardinal Montalto, the value of 250,000 
his rela- crowns in houfes, rich furniture, plate, and jewels, befides 
ttons, an income of 100,000 crowns a year in eftatc and ecclefiafti- 
cal benefices. He gave the eldeft of his nieces, Donna 0 rfma 9 
then feventeen years of age, to Mark Anthony Colonna, prince 
of Sonnino , with a fortune of 126,000 crowns; and to ena- 
ble him to pay his debts, j\e lent him 400,000 crowns out 
of the apoftolic chamber for terj ( years, without intereft. 
And the youngeft of his nieces, Donna Flavia, he gave with 
the fame fortune to Virginius Urjtno, who had a yearly eftate 
of 100,000 crowns, and whofe family was fuperior to any 
in Italy , except that of Colonna . Thefe manages were cele- 
brated with great pomp and magnificence, and the two 
young brides were both of a difpofition that would have done 
honour to the moft exalted birth. For his other nephew, 
Michael Peretti , he purchafed the principality of \ Venetro, 
the marquifate of Lament ado, and the county or earhjom of 
Celano . He gave him befides an eftate of 6o,qoq crowns a 
year, and two fuperb palaces, $ne in the country, and an-

In refentment for fee behavionr of Philip of Spain , he £ 
gave a very favourable nfception to the duke of Luxemburgh , i 
the ambaflador of Henry rl. of France, who arrived at Rome 
in the beginning of January , At the fame time he fent his 
matter of the ceremonies to count Olivarez , acquainting him 
that he did not intend to acknowlege him for the' future as 
ambatfador, and that he had fent an exprefs to the king his 
matter, to inform him of his intention. Philip , who was 
at this time greatly embarraffed with the affairs of 'France and * 
the Low Countries , diflembled this affront, and recalling OIL 
varez , fent the duke^of Sejfa in hjs room ; however, he or- 
dered the Spanijb clergy to preach up the great neceffity of 
affifting the league againft king Henry , and even encouraged' 
them to oenfure the pope's lukewarmnefs in that caufe. OIL 
vareZy till the arrival of Scjfa , was allowed to aft as ambaf- 
fador, and, in his matter’s name, was very urgent with the 
pope to difmifs the duke of Luxemburgh , and to denounce - 
a fentence of excommunication againft Henry IV. and all his ™ rtfufit 
followers. He likewife attended Scjfa when he required the ^ or “ h “ re 
pope, in his matter’s name, to declare himfelf proteftor of 
the league, and to enter into an alliance with Philips for France, 
placing a catholic king upon the crown of France . Sixtus 
was greatly offended with the king of Spain , for offering to 
direft him whom to abfolve and whom to condemn ; and 
that he might fhun the propofed alliance, he declared, that 
he intended to write to the nobles and cities in France to 
eleft a catholic king, otherwife he himfelf would chufe one f . 

Hearing about the fame time that his legate Cajetan , contrary 
to his inftruftions, openly declared for the league, had 
taken up his refidence at Paris , which they had made their 
head quarters, had encouraged his chaplains to preach againft 
the king, and refufed to confult with thofe cardinals who 
adhered to the king’s party, he revoked the letters of ex- 
change, which he had given him for 300,000 crowns upon 
the bankers of Lyons , and recalled the moft turbulent of his 
chaplaj^s to Rome. 

Although his attention at this time was greatly engaged 
with the affairs of France , he was no lefs vigilant in the go- 
vernment of his own dominions ; and ^ all Italy, and par- 
ticularly the ecdefiaftical ttate, was afflifted this year with a 
fevere famine, he excufed the people their taxes, and lent

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money, which however he did very i^aringly fjN). By the 
advice of cardinal Aldobrandino he puolifhed a fumptuary law, 
for reprefling the great luxury an/ extravagance that pre- 
vailed at Rome , which law was immediately conformed to, 
and was fo ftfittly obferved during the few remaining months 
of his pontificate, that no one incurred the penalty for difo- 
bedience. He limited the number of cardinals to feventy, 
and confirmed the decrees of Julius II. prohibiting to give 
the hat to two brothers, which prohibition he even extended 
to a more remote degree of confanguinity. As he had under- 
taken to dcain the fens and marflies about Terracina , he went 
about “this time to that city, under pretence of feeing the 
progrefs of the works, but with tha intention, as it was 
fufpcdled, of invading tne kingdom of Naples , as he had 
ordered a confiderable body of troops to march to that fron- 
tier, to prevent, as he faid, the incurfions of the banditti. 
The Spaniards , alarmed at the motions of the pope, fent 
4000 troops towards their frontiers, under pretence of driv- 
ing the banditti out of their dominions, but in reality to 
oppofe the papal forces; by which difpofition the pope was 
deterred from commencing hoftilities, and returned fuddenly 
to Rome, where he died on the 27th of Auguft , in the 69th 
year of his age, and the 6th of his pontificate. As he was 
f troubled fome months before he died with an intenfe pain 
in the head, his death was attributed by many people to 
poifon, which was fuppofed to have been given him by the 
Spaniards . 

He advanced the power and grandeur of the holy fee, 
during the few years that he reigned, more than all his pre- 
deceflors put together, for 4 almoft 100 years before: and 
notwithftanding the great works that he carried on and finilh-

tance. So great a reformation 
had he wrought in the manners 
of the Romans , that the gover- 
nor of the city told him one 
day, that the place of judge 
was now become aperfeft fine- 
cure ; to which he sewered, 
“ If he thought the people 
“ would relapfe into their 
“ former licentioufnefs after 
“’he was dead, h$ would 
“ hang them all whilft he was 
w alive.” (1).

the moft prcffmg neiWlity. It is fuppofed, however, that 
he intended this as a fund for his expedition again ft 

Naples , which he delayed only in expectation of the death of 
Philip II. vainly hoping that he himfelf would have lived ten 
years longer. The money that he had amafied, was chiefly 
raifed upon his own fubjefls, who, during his pontificate, 
were heavily taxed; but as he had introduced a I pi 1 i t of in- 
duftry among them, they were not fo oppreffed with tfys 
taxes, as they had been by their former po\erty«and indi- 
gence. Befidcs, he increafed his fund by retrenching yearly 
penfions, to the amdiint of 6o,o<a>c crow ns, by felling the chief 
places and offices of his court, by the commutations for tfce 
puniflunent of crimes, and by the ftrifteft pcrfonal frugality 
and cecbnomy. He was indefatigable in bufinefs, and took 
the management of the minutell affairs wholly into his own 
hands : he flept little, and had no ftated time of going to bed. 

Tho* he was remarkably abffcmious while he was cardinal, 

3’et, after his promotion, he made hearty meals, his fpirits 
being exhaufled by his inccflfant labour, which he would not 
even intermit in his laft illnefs, but followed ftriftly the 
maxim of Vejpafuw , which he often repeated, That a prince 
ought to die Standing , that is, labouring to the very laft mo- 
ment of his life for the good of his country. 

Eighteen days after the death of Sixtus , cardinal Caf- Urban 
tagna was unanimoufly eletted pope, and a (fumed the name VII. is e~ 
of Urban VII. He enjoyed the pontificate only thirteen days, letted pope* 
and died before his coronation, on the 27th of September. Hi* death. 
He had then enteraiLthe 70th year of his age, and was bom 
at Rome , his father being a noble Genocfe , and his mother a 
Roman , of the family of the Ricci . His piety and learning 
had rendered him illufli ions ; and as he had great experience, 
and had gone through all rhe degrees of the court, the pon- 
tificate was affigned to him by the univerfal voice, even be- 
fore the death of Sixtus 5 . 

Upon the death of Urban VII. the Roman fee was vacant 
twoftnonths and nine days, occafioned by the great fa&ions 
is the conclave, where there were no lefs than fifty-four car- 
dinals, fixteen of whom were candidates for the pontificate. 

After feveral ferutinies,. cardinal Mon* alto was prevailed up- 
on t6 go over with his party to the Spani/b faftion, and by 
that means a legal majority was procured for Nicolas Sfbn- 
drati, cardinal of Cremona , who was ele&cd on the 5th of

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Gregor^ December, and took the name of Gregory XIV. His father, 
XI V. is after the death of his wife, had been <5 *eated a cardinal, and 
cbofen. he himfelf, after he had been fome^ime fenator at Milan, 
embraced an ecclefiafticai life, and was created bifhop of 
Cremona by Pius IV. under which title he remained three 
years at the council of Trent . Gregory XIII. created him a 
cardinal, in gratitude to whom he affumed the fame name 
upon his promotion to the pontificate. He was crowned with 
the ufual folemnities, and began his pontificate with reftor- 
rng thofe Roipans to their places and offices, whom Sixtus V. 
nad deprived. He likewife made a prefent of 1000 crowns 
to each of the cardinals, provided againft the fcarcity and 
dcarnefs of corn and other provifions, and in the firft con- 
fiftory, which he held on the 19th of December, created 
one of his nephews a cardinal. 

In the beginning of t\\t following year he publiftied a ju- 
bilee, granting indulgences to all thofe who fliould offer up 
lleie* their prayers to God in his behalf; and, at the inftigation of 
dares for the Spanijb ambaflador, he declared for the catholic league 
the league, in France, writing on the 20th of January to the bifhop of 
A. D. Piacenza , whom cardinal Cajetan had left at Paris, and pro- 
159* • mifmg to furnifh the catholics with 15000 crowns a month 
out of the apoftolic treafury, as long as he fliould fee it ne- 
ceflary for their defence. The bifhop of Piacenza caufed 
this letter to be printed and difperfed in France , with an- 
other from himfelf in praife of the pope’s generofity. The 
Spaniflj fa&ion, however, were not yet fatisfied ; but being 
feconded by the cardinal of Lorrain and the duke of Maine* s 
iecretary, they prefled the pope to fend an army into France, 
and to grant a power to the duke of * Maine to alienate the 
ecclefiafticai benefices in that kingdom. Gregory by no means 
would confcnt to this laft requeft ; but being unexperienced 
in the management of great affairs, he agreed to their fir ft 
demand, and fent an army over the Alps , under the command 
of his nephew Hercules Sfondrati, whom he had created 
duke of Mont Mar clan* 

andexeom- In ^ le mean time a S anl wrote two letters to F vince, 
nauseates by which he declared Henry IV. excommunicated, ana de- 
Henry prived of all his pofleflions, and threatened the nobles with 
IV. ecclefiafticai cenfures, if they did not defert his caufe, and 
alfo all the clergy with excommunication and depqfition, 
if they did not, within thirty days, declare againft him. 
Thefe letters were approved by the parliament of Pa - 
ris ; but the other parliaments of the kingdom, parti- 
cularly that of Chalons , which was a part of that of 
Paris , appealed from them to a future council, declared 
them derogatory to the rights of the kingdom, and to the 
'■ liberties 
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liberties o|’ the Calhean church, and ordered them to be 
burnt in the market place by the common hangman. King 
Henry likewife pubGf^ed an edi&, or declaration, again (f 
them; and the prelates'^: his party affemblfhg at Chartres , 
published a letter, addrefled to ail the catholics, declaring 
them of no obligation, and that they intended foon to fend an 
embafly to the pope, to inform him fully of the jufticeof their 
caufe. They were .prevented, however, from fending this 
embafly, by the death of the pope, who having been afflicted 
during his whole pontificate with the (lone, died*, on the 1 sthv 
of OFlober, in the 57th year of his age. During his u ttranfac- fUdies ** 
tions with the chiefs of the league, he had created feven ^ ome * 
cardinals, had indulged the cardinal friars with the privilege 
of wearing red hats, and had given the inveftiture of the* 
duchy of Ferrara to duke Alphonfus , who, as he had no iflfue, 
came to Rome to follicit the renewal of his fief in favour of 
fome of his relations, but without any effeft h. 

On the 28th of Ofiober, thirteen days after the death of j nnoccnt 
Gregory , John Anthony Fachinctti , cardinal of Santi Qiiatro, jx. h r- 
was ele&ed pope, with the unanimous confent of the whole i e ^ € d. 
conclave, and afliimed the name of Innocent IX. His pa- 
rents were natives of Gravcgni , a city of Navarre , but he 
was born at Bologna, where he was alfo educated. Coming 
afterwards to Rome , he pafled thro* feveral degrees of pre- 
ferment, and was at length created cardinal by Gregory XIII. 
at the fame time with his two prcdeceflors. Immediately 
after his ele&ion he renewed the antient cuftom, and wrote 
to all patriarchs, archbilhops, and primates, informing them 
of his promotion. He then applied himfelf to relieve the ne- 
ceflities of his fubjett?, by publifhing a regulation of the 
prices of provifions, and ordering the barons of Rome to 
bring their corn into the city. In the mean time he was 
feized with a difiemper, of which he died on the 29th of HU bath. 
December , in the 73d year of his age, having enjoyed the 
pontificate only two months. 

Xhere never were greater difputes at the eleftion of a A. D. 
pope than at this prefent vacancy. On the 1 ith of January 1592. 
fifty-tjJYee cardinals entered the conclave, where the Spanijh 
fattjon immediately propofed five candidates, none of whom 
could procure a legal majority. After long difputes and in- 
trigues, which are particularly related by Thuamts *, Mon- 
talto atriength propofed cardinal Aldobrandino, who he knew 
was not difagreeable to the king of Spain * A majority im- 
* ^mediately declared for him ; and, on the 28th of January , he 
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Clement was defied pdpe, and affirmed the name of Clettiem VIII. ( 0 )» 
VIII. Upon the news of his promotion, he appeared filled with 
h&tdpope. great fear and confulion, and let ml. abundance of teats. 
He continued ftlent when the maftff of the ceremonies afke<£ 
him if he would accept of the pontifical dignity; and beford 
he would fit upon the throne, he fell down upon his knees 
and prayed at the altar. Immediately after his coronation 
he publifhed a bull, declaring his intention of vifiting all thd 
churches, raonafteries, convents, and religious houfes,' in 
IfRomc^ exhorting all to an external and internal reformation 
before the vifitation, which was to commence on the 14th of 
June . As the banditti were again beginning to commit out- 
rages in the ecclefiafticai llate, he ordered fome troops to 
march againft them; and foon after he publifhed a bull &- 
gainft duelling, denouncing an anathema againft all thofe 
who Ihould give, receive, or carry, a challenge, and a fen- 
tence of interdiction againft the places where duels fhould 
be fought k .

A fujbjeft of Spain publilhed a 
ftiort treatife at Rome , wherein he endeavoured to prove, that 
the apoftolic fee had no authority to difpenle with a relapfed 
heretic, with regard tefthe fucceffion of a kingdom; which 
treatife was anfwered by Arnold, afterwards cardinal Ojfat y 
who was then in Italy . The pope likewife fent Anthony 
Pojfevini , a Jefuit, who had formerly been legate in RuJ/ia, 
to the Alps , to meet the duke of Nevers, the king's ambaf- 
fador, and to inform him that he would not receive him in 
that charafter, as he had not yet acknowleged the king. Not- 
withffcyiding this declaration, the duke llill continued his 
journey ; however, he received a fecond meffage from the 
pop#, ordering him to enter Rome as a private perfon, with a 
fmall retinue, and limiting the time of his reffidence to ten 
days. Qlement granted hitn two audiences in the end of No <Tkt pope 
member ; but abfolutely refufed to abfolve the king, or to refufts 
grant him his benediftion, declaring, that he would not believe him abf*.

Altho* Clement behaved with great rigour towards the 
French ambaflador, he about the fame time received two monks, 
who came as ambafTadors from the patriarch of Alexandria, 
with great kindnefs and civility. In the beginning of his ponti- 
ficate he had fent a nuncio into Egypt , by whofe perfuafion 
the patriarch was prevailed tipon to write to the pope, and 
to acknowlege him as the Supreme head of all Chrlftians. 
The two monks, who brought this fetter, were treated with 
great magnificence, and, during their refidence at Rome , 
were maintained at the pope’s expence. In the beginning of 
the following year they made a public profeffion of the faith 
of the church of Rome , reje&ing the NeJlorian f Eutychian , 
and Diofcoran herefies, and fent a copy of their confeflion to 
Egypt \ where it was confirmed and publilhed by the patri-

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dple of the \fefuits, who had been taught by them, that it 
was a meritorious a&ion to kill the king ; and as many other 
religious orders ftill looked upon him as a perfon excommu- 
nicated, and therefore refufgd to pray for him* the king, at 
the requeft of the clergy and divines, fent Davy du Perron , 
bifliop of Evreux, as his ambaflador to the pope, again to 
follicit apoftolical abfolution °. The pope, now perfuadedof 
the juftice of the king’s caufe by the prosperity of his affairs, 
gave him aflurances of a reconciliation ; and Perron arriv- 
ing at Rome about the middle of July, he immediately or- 
dered Applications to be made through all the churches, and 
the prayer of forty hours to be recited for imploring divine 
afliftance in fuch a weighty affair. We himfelf likewife, two 
fucceflive mornings, went bare-footed from his palace to the * 
church of St. Mary Major , where he celebrated mafs ; Weep- 
ing, upon his return, at each Ration, without looking up, or 
giving any benediction as ufual to the people p . During thefe 
Applications and proceflions, every fifth day he confulted one 
of the cardinals about the conditions of the abfolution. 

Thofe of the Spanijb fadlion, in hopes of rendering the cm- The f ope 
batty unfuccefsful, propofed extremely hard conditions, which 2 ™!!** 
were rejected by Perron and OJfat ; who, after long difputes, 
at length agreed with the pope upon fixteen conditions ; the 
chief of which were, that the king fhould promife obedience 
to the apoftolic fee ; fhould reftore the catholic religion in the 
principality of Bearn ; fhould build a monafiery or nunnery in 
each province of his kingdom, and fhould caufe the decrees 
of the council of Trent to be publifhed and obferved through- 
out all his dominions. The antbattadors fwearing to the 
performance of the articles agreed to, Clement , With great 
Solemnity, granted abfolution to the king on the 17 th of 
September 4. 

A few weeks after, he received an embafly from the me- He re- 
tropolitan of Kiovia and all RuJJia, and from other bifhops ceiw a 
in Lithuania and Poland , who followed the rites of the Greek embajjy * 
church, profefling their defire of an union with the church from the 
of Rome^ The archbiftiop of Livonia likewife, about the^ u ® an5 * 
fame time, arrived at the city with his nephew, and abjured 
the doctrines of Luther ; but the joy on account of thefe 
new converts was fgon greatly abated ; for accounts arrived 
in Europe, that the Alexandrian embafly hall been a forgery, 
and it was^publicly reported, that the RuJJians had declaimed 
j£ie fubmiffion of their metropolitan, and refufed to acknow- 
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lege any fubje&ion to the Roman fee f . During thefe tranf- 
aftions, Clement, at the earneft follicitation of ihe emperor* 
had fent his relation Francis Aldobrandino, with 20QO horfe 
and 8000 fopt, into Hungary, who, having joined the im* 
perial army, commanded by the*count of Mansfield and the 
archduke Matthias , defeated the Turks before Gran or 
Strigonia , and obliged the city to furrcnder on the ad of 
September. He likewife fent a nuncio to the emperor, to 
negociate an alliance betwixt him and the Poles againft the 
Turks , and ordered him to promife, in his name, 40,000 
crowns a Tnonth to Bathori, prince of Tranfilvania , who had 
c 5 me to Prague , to have a conference with Rodolphus 9 and to 
follieit fuccours againft t^ie infidels. Clement at the fame time 
prohibited Bathori from attacking the Poles , who had feized 
Upon Moldavia, and offered himfelf as a mediator betwixt 
them, requiring them both to fubmit to his arbitration. He 
could not, however, prevail with the king of Polajtd to ac- 
cept of him as mediator in the difpute with Bathori, nor could 
cardinal Cajetan, who a few months after was fent as his le- 
gate to Poland , perfuade the diet to agree to an alliance 
againft the Turks *. 

In the mean time the pope fent Alexander de Medicis , car- 
dinal of Florence , as his legate to France, to receive the rati- 
fication of the articles agreed to' by the French ambafTadors 
at Rome, and to certify the apoftolical abfolution granted to 
the king. He was received with great refpeft, upon the 
confines of the kingdom, and conduced, by the governors of 
the provinces thro* which he parted, to Chajlres, within eight, 
leagues of Paris ; where the king, attended by feveral 
nobles, paid him a congratulatory vifit. A few days after 
he was received into Pat'is with great magnificence 5 and, in 
confequence of the king’s edift, his inftru&ions, or his fa- 
culties, as they are ufualiy called, were regiftred by the 
parliament, without any particular limitation. On the 12th 
of Auguft he was admitted to a public audience, when the 
king confirmed the conditions of his abfolution agreed to by 
his ambafladors at the court of Rome . A few months after 
Henry appointed Francis Luxembourg , duke of Pithy , as his 
ambartador to the pope ; whp did not arrive at Rome o tiii the 
following year in the middle of April. His reception was 
very different from what he rec^ved in his firft embaffy ; for 
the pope now ftrove, by his kindnefs, to obliterate the re- 
membrance of his former morofe behaviour, A triumphal 
arch was erefted at the gate through which the ambafladol*

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palled, and ithe next day after his entrance into the city he 
was admitted to aa audience in the Vatican . After he had 

folemnly yielded obedience, in the king's name, to his holi- 
nefs, he* was invited by him to an entertainment ; at which 
both the pope and he dined «in the fame room, but at different 
tables 1 . Mean while, by means of his legate in France , and 
nuncio in Spain, heearneftly follidited both Philip and Henry 
to agree to a peace. As Henry was now firmly eftablifhed on 
the throne of France, and Philip began to feel the infirmities 
of old age, and to be (enlible of the difmal effects of hi3 ex- 
travagant ambition, the mediation of his holinefs thereby be- ' 
came acceptable to both ; and by means of a Francifcan , em- 
ployed by cardinal de fljedicis , Henry's fecretary, agreed ro a 
conference with a deputy from the governor of Flanders , * 
when they appointed the negociations for a peace to be held • 
at Vervins . 

While thefe preliminaries were fettling in France, Italy The pope 
was threatened with new commotions by the death of Al - claim the 
phonfo duke of Ferrara . As the duke had no iffiie, he left ducky/ 
all his eftates, by his will, to a baftard-relation named * errara » 
Cafar d'EJle ; who, upon his death, immediately took pof- 
feflion of his dominions, and wrote to the Chriftian princes, ^ 
informing them of his fucceflion. He likewife fent an ambaf- pj lon f 0 jj 
fador to Rome, with a letter to the pope ; who alleged, that 
as Alphonfo had died without iflue, his fief had devolved to 
the holy fee. He therefore, upon reading the titles af- 
fumed by Cafar, threw away the letter, difmifled his ambaf- 
fador, and immediately allembled a confiderable body of 
forces, which he fent, under the command of his nephew 
cardinal Aldobrandino , into the “territory of Bologna ; pub- 
liftied a monitory agaihft Cafar, denouncing an anathema 
againft him, if he did not immediately renounce his claim to 
Ferrara ; and cited him to appear at Rome within fifteen days, 
under pain of being declared a rebel. Cafar, at firft, paid 
no regard to the pope’s menaces, but, railing an army, 
gained a fmall advantage over the papal troops ; ‘ however, as 
the Chriftian princes refufed to engage in this quarrel, and 
Henry *IV. of France openly declared for the pope, he ^ jj 
thought proper to agree to ap accommodation ; which was ’ 
concluded on the 1 1 th of January on thefe conditions : that c*far * 
Cafar , and all thofe who had efpoufed his caufe, fhould be d’Efter** 
abfolvecUfrpm excommunication ; that he (hould renounce all ounces his 
right £0 Ferrara, and all territories belonging to the church ; prettnftons 
? that he (hould have leave to carry off one half of the attillery, to it.

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r and to keep the allodial pofleflions of the family 5 $at he ihould 

enjoy the fame rank at Rome as the late duke Alphonfo , and 
Ihould retain the titles of duke of Modena and Reggio* which 
cities, with (hat of Carpi , being Under the imperial jurif- 
diftion, the emperors Maximilian and Rodolphus had per- 
mitted Alphonfo to leave them, by his will, to Cafar . The news 
of this accommodation was received at Rome with great joy, 
efpecially by Clement , who confirmed the conditions agreed to. 
It is unit - and, on the 1 1 th of February , publifhed a bull, uniting the 
ed to the * c ity and duchy of Ferrara to the apoftolic fee, and dedicated 
ecclejiajli th^*m for ever to the virgin Mary and the apoftles Peter and 
cal flute* p au [' j n order to fettle the affairs of that new acquifition, 
he foon after left Rome j and, proceeding thro* the ecclcfi- 
c aftical ftate with great pomp and ceremony, arrived at Fer * 
rara on the 8 th of May , attended by twenty-feven cardinals ; 
where he continued till the end of November u . 

A Peace A few days before he arrived at this city, a peace was 
included conc l ll ded between Trance \ and Spain at Very ins, by the me- 
by his me- diation of his legate in France , and his nuncio, Francis 
diation Gonzaga , bifliop of Modena , after a negociation of four 
betwixt months ; fomc difputcs, however, between king Henry and 

France the duke of Savoy being ftill left undecided, and referred to 

WSpain. the arbitration of the pope. About the fame time, a match 
haying been concluded between Ifabella , fitter of the king of 
Spain , and her coufin, cardinal Albert , the emperor's bro- 
ther, and governor of Flanders , he folemnly refigned his 
hat and facerdotal habit in the church of St. Mary of 
Halle , near B ruff els ; and, proceeding to Germany , went 
from thence .with Margaret of Avflrial daughter of the 
archduke Charles , dcceafed, to Ferrara. An alliance had 
likewife been concluded between Margaret of Auflria and 
her coufin Philip III. of Spain , who had fucceeded to that 
crown by the death of his father, while (he was on her jour- 
ney to Ferrara. The pope received Albert and Margaret 
with great honour and refpeft ; .and, having granted both 
parties a difpenfation, with regard to the degrees of confan- 
guinity, he himfelf celebrated both marriages on the 1 jth 
of November , in the cathedral church, the archduke (land- 
ing fponfor for the king of Spain , and the Spanifh ambaffadot 
for the infant^ Ifabella w . * A few days after, the pope, having 
conferred a great many privileges <on the city of Ferrara , left 
that place, and proceeded to Rome ; where he arrival on the 
20th of December . Thp joy exprefled by the Romans for his,

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return was Quickly allayed by a dreadful Inundation of the A ghcat 
Tyber , occafioned by the frequent rains, and a ftrong fouth inundation 
wind, which ftopt the current of the river. The waters oftbeTy* 
fwelled three palms higher than they were eve# remembered ^ er at 
to have done before, fo that, on Chrijlmas-Jay , the whole Ko ^ ^ 
city was covered, excepting only the feven mountains, and a , ‘ * 
few other rifing grounds. Upwards qf 1000 people perifhed, 
and the city received more damage than if it had been plun- 
dered by an enemy *. The charity of the pope, and of feve- 
ral cardinals, was very confpicuous during this public cala- i 
mity, by alleviating the diftrefles of the poor, and furtiifhipg 
them with provifions. After the inundation had ceafed, he fc 
to the utmoft of his pdwer, fuppllod the Ioffes which parti- 
cular perfons had fuffered ; and, attributing the calamity • 
more to the fins of the people than to natural caufcs, he pub- 
liftied a bull, exhorting all to repentance, and to works ot 
charity, appointing likewife fupplications, and granting ge- 
neral indulgences. 

Soon after he was greatly afflitted with the news of the 
publication of the editt of Nantz , by which liberty of con- 
science was granted to the Hugonots of France ; however, by 
the reprefentations of cardinal OJfat , he was in fome meafure 
reconciled to the king’s proceeding; and a few months after, 
at his requeft, he appointed delegates to examine into the va- 
lidity of his marriage with Margaret of Valois . He like- 
wife confented to aft as arbitrator in the differences betwixt 
him' and the duke of Savoy , concerning the marquifate of 
Sahrves ; but the duke refufing to depofit the difputed terri- 
tories in the pope’s hands, ani^ alleging, that he had en- 
gaged, by private agre^nent, to decide in favour of the 
king, Clement with indignation rejetted the arbitration, as 
his integrity and juftice had been called in queftion by fuch a 
fufpicion. In the mean time, the corpfe of St. Cacilia being 
lately found, he, with great folemnity, transferred it to the 
church of that name y ; and, as the following year was the A jubilee " 
commencement of a new century, according to the common celebrated 
computation, he publiftied a bull for the celebration of a at Rome, 
jubilee at Fome ; where he ordered great preparations to be 
made .for the reception and entertainment of the pilgrims. lC>00 ’ 
He wrote alfo to all Chriftian princes, exhorting them to give 
no interruption to thofe who (hould undertake a journey to 
Rvme, to deceive the benefit of the indulgences, which he 
*/ufpended for one year in all other places ; and on the laft day 
of December, in the evening, he, with the ufual ceremony,

Thk number of thofe, who, during the holy year, re^ 
forted to Rome on account of religion or curiofity, was im* 
meniely great. Befides, many nobJes and princes came to 
Rome , among whom was the duke of Bavaria, and Andrew 
cardinal of Aujlria , both incognito, iii the habit of pil- 
£ grims ; like wife the dukes of Bar and Parmh , the French 
king’s ambaffador, and the viceroy of Naples ; who yielded 
obedience to the pope, in the name of the new king of Spain, 
Among the Grangers wtfe alfo faid to be many proteftants 

* and Turks, feveral of whom embraced the faith of the 

church of Rome z . The duke of Bar c ante to Rome to en- 
deavour to obtain a difpenfation for his marriage with the 
king of France's After, Catharine , whom he had married the 
year before, tho* fhe was his own coufin, and a Hugonot. 
The pope abfolutely refufed his requeft, unlefs Catharine 
would abjure the herefy of Calvin , and profefs the Roman 
faith ; which conditions fhe rejected with great conftancy. 
As the duke, however, promifed to difmifs her publicly, he 
was abfolved from all his paft fins, admitted to the facred 
communion, and allowed the benefit of the indulgences of thb 
jubilee * (P). ° 

Clement (hewed himfelf more complaifant to the king 
of France, with regard to his marriage ; arid, at the requeft 
of his ambaflador, he readily confirmed the fentence of the 
delegates, who had declared his marriage null, becaufe his 
queen Margaret was within the third degree of confangui- 
nity, and altho’ he had obtained a difpenfation from Gregory 
XllL yet that had no efTett, as it had been granted without 
the defire and knowlege of Margaret, and the king had not 
Th'fope then truly abjured his herefy. For thefe and fome otherfri- 
annuB the volous reafons, the delegates had declared the marriage null

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from the btjppning. The pope, remembering the fatal marriage 
confequences of the behaviour of his predeceilbr Clement VII. 0/ the king 
to Henry VIII. of England, confirmed their fentence without ef France, 
any difficulty ; and, as the king had declared hjf intention of 
marrying Mary de Medici}* daughter of the late grand duke 
of Tuft any, he prefented the bride with 100,000 crowns, 
befidtS many rich jewels, and fent his nephew, cardinal Al- 
dobrandino, as his legate' to Florence ; who, on the 5th of 
QFlober, folemnized the nuptials with great pomp, Henry IV. 
having fent Bellcgarde , his matter of the horfe, to be his 
proxy b. From Florence the legate proceeded to Sctuoys, and, 
having had many difficulties, he at length prevailed uptm 
both parties to agree *0 a peace; ^te marquifate of Saluces 
being exchanged for La BreJJ'e, Henry quitting all claim to < 
the former, and the latter being declared to belong to the * 
kingdom of France. 

Clement in the mean time founded a monafiery for thofe 
poor girls, who, without any home, wandered in the flreeta 
of Rome, having four years before founded one for the poor 
boys ; who were afterwards called Literati, from one Litera- 
tus, who was the firft promoter of that charity c . Having He founds 
been patron and protestor of the Scotch nation at the court of a Scotch 
Rome before his promotion to the pontificate, he now founded college at 
and endowed a college for the inftruftion of the young men Home, 
from that kingdom ; and, at the requeft of the Portuguefc, 
be publifhed a bull, allowing the generals of all the mendi- 
cant orders to fend what number of monks they pleafed from 
Portugal into the Eaft Indies, prohibiting, at the fame time, 
any monks to pafs from the Philippine iflands, or the Weft 
I ndies , to any of the Portuguefe fettlements in Ajia, as the 
nations of Spain and Portugal, iho’ then under the fame king, 
ftill purfued feparate interefts, and were mutually jealous of 
their national privileges. He was likewife very earned: with 
the king of France to publilh the decrees of the council 
of Trent in his kingdom, according to one of the conditions 
of his abfolution ; but tho’ Henry declared his willingnefs 
to comely with the pope’s delire, and even figned and fealed 
the edtek for the promulgation of the council, the oppofition 
■of the parliament of Paris prevented the edift from being 
publilhed. Clement at the fame time follicited, without any 
effeft, the re-admiflion of Jhe Jefuits, w|jo had been banilhed 
'from* /Vftwre feveral years before; and, haviug concluded the 
, jubilee at Rome, he allowed a festival of the fame kind to be

The two ambafladors, one of whom 
PeWia. was an Englijhman , had a fierce difpute about precedence, 
upon their public entry into Rome ; after fome blows, the 
Englijhmaz obtained pofleflion of the honourable place, and 
was admitted to a feparate audience from his collegue ; but 
their embafly was without any etfeft; and each of them, 
having received fevera! thoufand crowns from the pope, left 
1 Rome , the Perfian failing to Spain , and the Englijhman , 
having deceived his creditors, pretending to return direttly to 
Perfia d . Soon after their departure from Rome , Clement 
publilhed a bull to quiet the great diflenfions among the ca- 
tholics in England \ The Jefuits for feveral years had been 
endeavouring, by the moil unjuftifiable means, to fubjeft all 
j. - the popilh priefts in that kingdom to their authority, and by 
Ufa the fr au d an d violence had prevented the deputies of the clergy 

dijfenfms from prefenting their appeals to the pope. The poor priefts, 
amngthe who complained that they were more opprefjed by the Jefuits 
faftjls in than by queen Elizabeth, at length got an opportunity of laying

About the fame time he font 
12,000 men to the affiftynce of the emperot againft the 
Turks . Thefe troops were commanded by his nephew, Fran- 
cis Aldobrandino ; and, having embarked at Ancona, crofled 
the Adriatic^ and arrived about the middle of September be* 
fore Canifa, which they inverted, in conjunction with the 
other imperial troops ; but the garrifon, which was very 
numerous, having defended the place with gregt /vigour, % 
they were obliged to abandon the liege towards the'end^f 
November , and to leave behind them the greateft part of

for the re-eftabliflunent of the Jefuits in that kingdom ; at R oinc# 
altho’, according to Mezeray , he difeovered no great ear- d. * 
neftnefs in that affair, having received great complaints againft 1603. 
that order, not only from England , but alfo from Venice , 
and the Swfs cantons. He likewife ordered his nuncio to 
complain to the king againft the HugonotSf who, in a fynod 
which they held in the month of OFtober , at Gap in Dauphiny , 
had, among their other canons, decreed, that the pope was the 
real antichrirt. Henry himfelf was offended with the decree, 
as it accufed him of worihipping the Beajl ; and, all the ca- 
tholic clergy remonftrating againft the new heretical article, 
he ufed his utmoft endeavours with the chiefs of the Hugo * 
nots to have it abolifhed* but without any effeft h . 

At the fame time the authority of the pope received an The Jefu- 
attack from the Jefuits ; who, being offended that, in the its deny 
late difpute with the Dominicans , he had not patronized theif^/'^* 
order,, began to aflert, that the pope was not infallible, and bMity °f 
that it was not an article of the catholic faith to believe that t 
Clement^jyill. was the lawful fucceflbr of St. Peter . They ^ ' 
likewife defended the lawfulnefs of confe/fing by proxy, and 
aflerted the orthodoxy of the opinion of the Jefuit Molina 
' concerning grace. Thefe queftions greatly alarmed the 
aflertors of the papal fuprerfacy. The JefUit, who impugned 
the infallibility, was imprifoned, and the whole order would 
Behave fuffered, if the fyani/b ambaffador had not interceded

with the behaviour of the Jefuits , he abfolutely refufed to 
canonize their founder Loyola , not with (landing the great in- 
tereft they at this time made in the papal court, and tho* 
they were now fupported by Henry IV. who, in the begin* 
ning of this year, allowed theit order to return to France, ati<J 
• chofe his <jonfeflor from their fociety. Tho* Clement had re- 
puffed 'the Jefuits , yet, at the requeft of the clergy of Milan , 
he canonized cardinal Charles Borromeo.

Many of 
their members had about that 
time abandoned the do&rine of 
St. Thomas , fifty of whofe theo- 
logical opinions they rejected 
in their fourth general congre- 
gation, held at Rome in the year 
1584. As they began to teach 
their new opinions publicly, 
and to aflfcrt them by thefes, 
they were cenfured by the uni- 
verfities of Louvain and Douay . 
But to free themfelves from the 
fufpicion of herefy, after feveral 
years controverfy, they them- 
felves delivered Molina's book 
to the judges of the inquifition 
in the year 1 594. The affair, 
four years afterwards, was car- 
ried to Rome ; where Moline? s 
book was fuppreifed by the 
congregation de Auxiliis Gra- 
tia, which bad been then ap- 


pointed by the pope. The 
Jefuits, before the cenfure of 
the congregation was publiflied, 
obtained leave to hold a con- 
ference with their impugners, 
the Dominicans ; which conti- 
nued, without any effell, for a 
whole year. Clement likewife 
Ordered the congregation to re* 
examine Molina ; and, in the 
year 1601, added fome new 
eonfultors to the others. Mo * 
lina was again condemned by 
their fecond fentence, which de- 
clared, that he agreed with the 
Pelagians and Semipelagians* 
both in his do&rine, his proofs, 
and his objections. The dis- 
pute? nevferthelefs, was not end* 
ed ; for the Jefuits ftill under- 
took to prove the orthodoxy of 
the cenfured propositions, and, 
by their importunities, pre- 
vailed on Clement to grant, a 
new examination, which com- 
menced on the* aoth of March 
1 60 z, and was not dbiifitoded 
at his death. As the pope did 
not interpoie his authority tb 
procure a fentence in their be- 
wail probably on that account 
he drew upon himfelf the ro-

A tiw in 
prifoner having been purfued by the Sbirri, or conftables, R° mc * 
took refuge in the palace of cardinal Odoard Famnefe , where 
he was protected by force a^ainft the prefect of Rome. The 
cardinal, with feveral Roman nobles, and the Spanijb ambaf- 
fador, after continuing in arms all night, with feveral of their 
dependents, next morning marched out of the town with the 
criminal, to a caflje at thirty-fix miles diftance 5 which be- 
haviour irritating the pope, he feht to him, ‘and ordered him % 
to refign his government of St. Peter s Patrimony, which 
his anceftors had enjoyed ever fince the pontificate of Paul I ft. 

Upon his refufal, Clemdht immediately ordered new levies to 
be made, and prepared to reduce him to his obedience by 
force; which the cardinal being informed of, he thought 
proper to fubmit, and effefted his reconciliation by means of 
his brother the duke of Parma, who had married one of the 
pope’s nieces The pope furvived this difturbance only a 7^ death 
few months, and died on the 2d of March , in the 70th year ^Cle- 
of his age, and the 14th year of his pontificate; during ment 
which he had created, at different promotions, upwards of VI If. 
fifty cardinals, among whom were Baronins, Bellarminc , A. D. 
Du Perron , De Sourdi, D'Ojfat , and Olivier . This pope 
was greatly extolled for his piety and moderation. He was 
a great patron of learned men, and is faid to have promifed 
liberty of conference to the celebrated Scipio Gentilis , to in- 
duce him to accept of a profeffor’s chair in the univerfity of 
Bologna k . He is reprefented, however, in another light by 
Ueydegger ; who fays, that he formed a fcheme of a holy 
league for opprefling th^proteftants, which was approved by 
the emperor, and by which it was propofed to begin with 
fur£rizing Geneva and Strajburg K # 

* Cardinal Aldobrandino , the nephew of the late pope, 
who, a few months before his death, had fucceeded to the 
archbifhopric of Ravenna , and had great authority in the 
fecred college, upon entering into the conclave endeavoured 
to procure the election of the famous cardinal. Baronins. 

He was Seconded by the cardinals of the French faftion ; but 
the Spanijb party, which for a long time had been fuperior 
in the Roman court, oppofed him with great violence and 
malice, in refentment of what he had written, in the eleventh 
volume dF his Ecckfiaftical Annals, ag^inft the right claimed

him, as if written from the viceroy of Naples to the late 
pope ; which, to their great confufion, was proved to bo a 
forgery. After two or three ferutinies, his iatereft was 
found to be pretty ftrong ; but r , as there were no lefs than 
fixty cardinals in the conclave, he could not procure a legal 
majority, the Spaniards being fufficiently ftrong to put a 
negative upon the election of any one whom they difapproved. 
Leo XI. Bellarmine and fome others were alfo rejefted. At length 
is chofen ( cardinal Da Joyehfe, chief of the French faftion, propofed 
t°t*' cardinal Alexander de Medicis , who was not unacceptable to 
either party, and was accordingly elefted, by a ferutiny with 
open billets, on the fir/1: of Aprils f when he affumed the 
( name of Leo XI. He was the foil of Oftaviano, coufin of 
Cofmo great duke of Tufcany ; and, having been created car- 
dinal by Gregory XIII. he had long diftinguiftied himfelf at 
the court of Rome by his magnificence, andkindnefs to learned 
men. His predecellor fent him as legate to France ; where* 
fey *his wife and moderate conduft, he gained a great reputa- 
tion. His promotion, which gave great joy to the Romans , 
made no alteration in his behaviour ; but he gave audience 
with his ufual affability, and continued thofe in office who 
had been appointed by his predecefiors. He promifed to 
eafe his fubjefts of their taxes, and to adorn the city of 
His death Rome; but he was prevented from executing his dcfigns 
by death, which happened to him“ on the 27th day of his. 
pontificate, and the 70th year of his age m . 

Upon the death of Leo XI. the conclave was divided into 
four principal faftions ; ngmely, the Spanijb and French, 
and that of Aldohrandino and Mottfalto. Cardinals Sanli, 
Mariano, .and Bellarmine , were propofed* and rejetted. 
To/co de Reggio was alfo nominated by the Spanijb and Aldor* 
brandine faftions ; but by the clamours of Baronins , who ex- 
claimed loudly againft him, forty-four cardinal^ deferted him, 
and propofed to adore the other, whom they condufted to 
the Pauline chapel. The eleftion of Baronins, however* met 
with an interruption, and Tofco, when he returned? to> his 
cell, found it pillaged, his palace in the city being alfa 
plundered, according to cuftom, as his elettioA was looked 
Paul V. u P° n as certain. Aldohrandino then propofed Camilla Bor* 
elcRtd . ' ghefe\ who, beingi acceptable to* Montalto and De Joy eu fit, 
was condufted to the Pauline chapel, where he wife elefted 
by an open ferutiny, on the 16th of May , and took the name « 
of Paul V. ». He was then only in the 53d year of his age,

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and was boim at Rome * where his. father, who had come • 
from Siena, nad been confiflorial advocate. He had a great 
reputatipn for his knowlege in the civil law, and was created 
a cardinal by Clement VIII. who fent him as tiis nuncio to 
Spain. Soon after his promotion he gave his own cardinal's 
hat to Scipio Caffarelli , his filter's fon, and elevated his two 
furviving brothers, Francis and John Baptifl, to the chief 
dignities in Rome, the firft being appointed governor of the 
Vatican , and the other governor of St. Angelo. 

The chief concern of the new pope was to advance the B^endca* 
ccclefiaftical authority and jnrifdiftion. He earneltly prefled •uom to 
the king of France to publifh the decrees of the council of advance 
Trent, and follicited *thft king of Spain to grant the Jcfuits 
an exemption from the payment of their tythe, and to fend/v/f 
the regent of Ponte to Rome, becaufe, in confequence of 
king’s edift, he had fent two bookfellers of Naples to the 
the gallies for felling the eleventh volume of the Annals of 
Baronins , contrary to the rOval prohibition. He was of- 
fended with the republic of Lucca, becaufe it had publiflied 
an edift, prohibiting all commerce and correfpondence with 
thofe Lucchefe , who had left their country, and embraced the 
proteftant religion. He infilled, that the edift fliould be re- 
pealed, that there might be an opportunity to aft by the 
cenfures of the church. He likewife threatened th<s Genoefe 
for having fupprfcfled a feditious congregation, which af- 
fembled at a chapel of th t Jcfuits in their city ; but his 
chief difpute about ecclefiallical immunity was with the re- 
public of Venice . 

The Venetians , a few years be{pre, had publiflied feveral On which 
laws for reftraining the # power and licentioufnefs of th z account be 
clergy ; particularly, they had prohibited the building of quarrels 
new churches, convents, and monafteries, in their domi- t € 
nions, without the exprefs permiflion of the flgniory, and ^ nc

They had likewife, by their own authority, imprifoned an 
abbot an<t a canon, who had been guilty of enormous crimes ; 
on which account the pope fent two briefs to his nuncio at 
Venice, • the one for annulling the new-made laws, and the 
other ordering the two prifoners to be remitted to the eccle- 
fiaflidd courts. The republic defended their proceeding 
with great Tpirit, while fomeof the cardinals endeavoured to 
ediate an accommodation. f Others, with more fuccefs, in- 
flamed the difference, in hopes that the pope, by being en* 
gaged in fuch an intricate affair, wduLd be feized with grief,

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• which might fhorten his days o. Paul accordingly, not be* 
ing able to obtain his imperious demands from the Venetian * , 
on the 17 th of April thundered out a ball of e^communica^ 
lion and intordift againft the republic, unlefs they would 
give him fatisfiiftion within twenty-four day§.

give them abfolution (T). Having thus fettled the articles, 
he left Fome; and, arriving at Venice, with great folemnity 
revoked the fentence pf excommunication on the aid of 
April 9. 

About the commencement of this difference with the 
Venetians , the pope, being informed that the king of Great 
Britain had publifhed the form of an oath, by which all his 
fubjefts in England were required to fwear, that king James 
was fupreme lord of all the dominions which he pofleffed, 
and that the pope had no abthority of depofing a king, ho 
immediately difpatched a brief into England , prohibiting all 
the papifts from taking that oath, and exhorting them pa- 
tiently, to endure all manner of perfecution rather than 
comply. As many of them, neverthelefs, took the oath, 
pretending that the brief was a forgery, he again wrote to them 
this year, affuring them of the genuinenefs of his former 
brief, and that the oath could no\ be taken with a fafe con- 
ference

The legate figned every thing 
that the pope propofed to him, and not only abjured the 
errors of his nation, but alfo addreffed fome treatifes to his 
countrymen, exhorting them to an intire conformity with 
the church of Rorhc. At his departure, which, happened 
two years afterwards, he was accompanied by two Jefuits, 
and carried with him a brief from the pope to the patriarch, 
requiring him to renounce all exprcflions which might feem 
to countenance error 

During his refidence at Rome . the pope was earneftly 
preffed by the king of France to enter into a defenfive alli- 
ance with him and the princes of Italy ; and, to prevail upon, 
him to accede to the treaty, a match was propofed betwixt 
his nephew and the king’s natural daughter. Buti\zw/abfo* 
lutely refufed to engage in the alliance, as he was apprehen- 
live, from the great preparations made by the king, that fye 
intended a rupture with Spam, and to invade the Hilanefe ;

As tjie re- * 
port ftill continued, that the marfhal de Lefdiguieres was on 
the point of entering Italy with an army to join the duke of 
Savoy y Paul declared to # the French alnbaflador at Rome, that, 
if the marfhal fhould offer to pafs the Alps , he would endea- * 
vour to oppofe him by force. The pope had no occafion to 
repeat his threats ; for the death of Henry IV. and the mino- 
rity of his fon Lewis XIII. put a flop to the intended expedi- 
tion of the French into Italy . 

Not long after, Paul received a melTage from the duke A - D. 
of Bavaria, to inform him of his difpute with the arch- , & 11 * 
bilhop of Saltzburg, whom he detained a prifoner. The 
duke had formed pretenfions to the falt*pits in the territory ofwvfS 
Halle the Rich , then in the poffeffion of the archbifhop ; and, 
upon his refufal to acknowlege his right, had entered his ter to refign 
ritories with an armed force, feized fome of his towns, and bis bijbop - 
imprifoned himfelf. However, as the prelate was prevented ric. 
from fending a deputy to Rome, the elector found means to 
juftify his conduct at that court > and the four cardinals, 
who Vere appointed by the pope to examine the affair, de- 
creed, that the archbifhop, having endeavoured to fly from 
his territories upon the invafion of the duke, had rendered 
himfelf unworthy of his dignity, which he fhould therefore 
refign, and content himfelf with an annual pSnfion of zo,ooo 
florins. The pope, that he might not feem to favour the duke 
to the prejudice of the epifcopal dignity, omitted flgning the 
decree *. 

MfcAN%vhile, being difgufted with bufinefs, on account of Paul is 
the great trouble and vexation in which he had been involved remifs in 
by his rupture with the Venetians, he now indulged himfelf in the admi - 
flothand indolence. Henegleftedalmoft intirely the adminiftra- niftration 
tioa of affaiij, and waschiefly hitent upon enriching his nephew °fphlic 
cardinal Borghefe, on whom he lleftowed a revenue of upwards^* 1 "* 
of 2 50,000 crowns, by conferring upon him very many rich

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benefices, and drawing penfionsfrom a great many others both 
in Spain and Italy y. He took great delight in adottiihg the 
city with nfegnificent buildings, and about this time finifhfed 
the large palace of Monte Cavallo, which had been begun by 
Sixtus V . Befides, he greatly enlarged the church of St. 
Peter, and the Vatican palace and library; he built two 
magnificent palaces for his relations, one in the city, and the 
other, with fpaciolis gardens, without the walls ; and in both 
he collected the molt valuable works in fculpture and paint- 
ing, and the finefl monuments of antiquity which he coukf 
purchafe. He brought water to fcvehil parts of the city by. 
aquedufts, and embellished the flreets with a great number 
of fountains ; on which account he was ftikd, by Pafquin 
Pontif ex Maximus'*.

Paul pre- 
tended to be afraid of the refentment of the court of Madrid f 
or perhaps was convinced, from the weaknefs of the Spanifb 
monarchy, and ‘the peaceable difpofition of Philip III. that 
the hazard of a war with France would make the Spaniards 
readily accommodate their differences in Italy.

The ambaffador 
reprefenfting the impracticability of annulling the decree, and 
obierviug that, if the doCtrine of aflaffinating princes, who 
are accufed of tyranny, fliould become general, the popes 
themfelves were not lafe, but might happen to be murdered 
by fome fanatical heretic, Paul, after fomc reflection, agreed

as heretical, by the hangman. Lewis XIII. being declared 
major about the beginning of Oftober , immediately after, to 
fadsfy the pope, publilhed a declaration, affirming, that the 
execution of the decree of parliament ftiould not infringe the 
lawful authority of the pope, or the privileges acknowleged 
tjy h & anceflors to belong to the holy fee. Paul was far 
from being fatisfied with this declaration, as by the word law- 
ful, the authority of the holy fee feem&din fome meafure limit- 
c ed ; he therefore ftill infilled, that the decree (hould be judi- 
cially annulled ; but all the fatisfaftion he could obtain, was 
only the fufpenfion of its execution f . 

Me ended- He was likewife difappointed in his endeavours to prevail 
«t tours to with the flates of France , who were then fitting at Paris, 
caufe the to order the publication of the decrees of the council of 
council of Trent . Tho’ the clergy, who wete zealous in the intereft of 
Trent /* the court of France , had gained the nobility, yet they were

, 5 * kings. But as that difpute would have only kept alive the 
faftions in the kingdom, they were oppofed by the two other * 
cftates; who, on that account, received congratulatory 
briefs from the pope 8. Paul in the mean time received a 
letter from the bifhop of Paphlagonia , acknowleging his 
fupremacy ; and a few months after two ambaffadors arrived 
at Rome from Japan, one of whom was a noble Japanefe, and 
the other a Spanijh friar, of the order of St. Francis , who 
had converted one of the kings, in that diftant country. Tho'fe 
ambafladors requelted of the pope, that he would fend & 
greater number of miflionaries into that kingdom to convert! 
the infidels, and mentioned feveral other particulars, which 
are fully related by the continuator of Thuanus h . An ambaf- 
fador extraordinary alfo about the fame time arrived^ Pome 
from France , who folemnly yielded obedience to the pope, lit 
the king’s name. •

attention, however, was much more engaged with a. contro- faccon* 
verfy betwixt the Dominicans and Franci/cans, about the im- option of 
maculate conception of the Blefied Virgin. Bver fincc the 
beginning of the former dntury, there had been great dif- 
putes among the papifts about this very important point ; 
but they had never been carried to fo great a height as at 
prefent. The Dominicans maintained the affirmative, and 
the Franci/cans fupported the negative ; but both parties were 
tranfported with iuch animofity and furious zeal, that Spain , 
was almoft engaged in a religious civil war on thefr aecount. 

The catholic king, to prevent the fatal efFe&s of this blind 
conteft, prefled the pope, by repeated embaflies, to give an 
authoritative decifion of the queftion in difpute j but all that • ' 
he could obtain of Paul was a renovation of the conftitu- 
tions of Sixtus IV. and Pius V. on that fubjeft, with more 
fevere fanftions than formerly ; to which the next year, in A.D* 
the month of Augujl , he added a decree, prohibiting abfo- 1617. 
lutely any one from teaching, or aflerting publicly, that the 
Holy Virgin was conceived in original fin, altha’, at the fame 
time, he allowed every one to believe any fide of the difpute 
th$y pleafed l . 

By this means he, in fome meafure, put a ftop to the ani- 
mofities in Spain ; but quickly after he was engaged in an- 
„ other difpute with the court of France , on account of the 
pofleflions of marfhal D'Ancre at Rome . As that Florentine , 
by the abufe of his power, had acquired immenfe wealthy 
Which he laid out in purchases at Florence and Rome, the par- 
liament of Paris , after his murder, which happened jn the 
end of April, declared hin] a traitor, and confifcated fortheufe 
of the king all theeftates that he had acquired, whether with- 
in or without the kingdom. In confequence of this parlia- 
mentary decree, the archbifhop of Lyons demanded, for the 
life of die French king, all the eftates which the late marfhal 
pofleffed at Rome*, This arrogant demand was at firft treated t - m 
with contempt by the pope; but at length, after many pro,- timofth 
portions* he agreed to a partition of the eftate with Lewis ma rjbal 
Xin. in fuch a manner, that of the whole, which amounted D’AncreV 
to 425,000 livres, the king fhould have 250,000, and th t eftates at 
remaining 1 75,000 fhould be left to the pope, to be appro- Rome be» 
priated by him to the building of St. Peter's church k .

1619. endangered by a general infurreftion of the proteftants in 
Bohemia and the other countries under the Auftrian domi- 
nion. They had been provoked to take arms, on account 
of the oppreflion which they fuffered from the emperor 
Matthias , by the inftigation of his coufin Ferdinand, arch- 
duke of Gratz , who a few years -before had been declared 
heir of the crown of Bohemia by the States. Ferdinand, a 
few weeks after the publication of the jubilee, fucceeding to 
all his coufin’s hereditary dominions, and not long after be- 
ing elc&ed emperor, endeavoured to prevail with the rebels 
in Bohemia to hearken to an accommodation, by offering 
them a full confirmation of all their privileges; but they, 
diftrqfting his fincerity, rejt&cd his offers, chofe the eleftor 
palatine tor their king, and entered into an alliance with the 
proteftants in Hungary, r Aujlria, Moravia, Silefta, and 
Lu/ace , who were alfo in arms. ' The pope, alarmed at 
this powerful confederacy, gave affiftance in money to the 
emperor ; who, the following year, gained a decifive yiftory 
pver.his competitor in the neighbourhood of Prague, which

' regulate his conduft according to the laws and canons of the 
Roman church, the rights and jurifdi&ion of which he* en- 
tirely neglefted; that the ecclefiaftical immunities were not 
only trampled upon in France and Spain, but alfo at Flo- 
rence and Naples, and in the Milanefe 5 that in Spain and 
Naples, if any criminal took fan&uary in' the churches and , 
mohafteries, he was' dragged from thence to the ntagiftrates 
by force and violence, who contemned the pope’s bull pro- 
hibiting fuch proceedings under pain of excommunication. 

The falfe pope Paul, he fays, left the adminiftration of af- * 
fairs entirely to his nephew Borghefe , who opened the let- 
ters of the legates and nuncios, and anfwered them in the 
pope’s name. He countenanced licentioufnefs and debauch- 
ery among the cardinals, bifhops, and other prelates, that 
they might not reproach him with his own crimes; and all 
of them lived, not like Chriftians, but like the corrupt 
heathens of antient Rome. To procure the pontificate to his 
npphew Borghefe, he created a great many young and worth- 
less cardinals, of mean birth and no education, whom he 
kept needy and dependent, hoping to Survive aH the antient 
“ cardinals, and to renew the whole facred college before his 
death n . 

After the celebration of the funeral obfequies ojF Paul 
V. which, according to cuftom, continued nine days, on 
the 8 th of February fifty- two cardinals entered thp Conclave 
in proceflion, where th^different factions immediately began 
to cabal. The mod antient party was that of Montalto, the 
fecond of Aldobrandino, the third was the Spanifk > and the 
fourth the French faftlon. Some cardinals, fuch as Bonti, 

Sforza , Fiirnefe, Medici , and Efie, formed fmall parties of 
their own : but the moft powerful of all was that of Borghefe ,

Cardinal upon two of the fons of his other furviving brother 
Charles , whom he loaded with benefices and peafions : for a 
third nephew he revived the office of prefeft of Rome , which 
he conferred upon him, with great power and authority ; and 
near the quirinal he built a vaft and magnifice&t palace, 
with fine gardens^ for the family of Barberini, purchafing ^ 
alfo for them large eflates among which is that of Pahf- 
trina, which they enjoy at this day, under the title of a prin- 
cipality. * * 

As the prince of Wales was ftillin Spain, Urban , before he He exhorts 
would grant the difpenfation for his marriage, wrote to him, the king of 
and to his father king James , exhorting them to embrace the England 7 
faith of their anceftors. As they had both advanced fo far and his fin 
inconfiderately, he was in hopes of their compliance; but he to embrace 
was difappointed by the fudden departure of the prince from thepofijh 
Spain , who having conceived a diflike to the match, broke rt ^P°Sl 
off the negotiation. King James immediately after publifhed ^ 
an order, commanding all the popifh clergy to quit Britain 1 2 * - 
and Ireland , and all the papifts in his dominions to deliver 
up their arms. However, # with great inconftancy, he again 
►thought of a popifh alliance for his fon ; and for that purpofe 
fent an embafly to France, to negociate a treaty of marriage 
betwixt the prince of Wales and the princefs Henrietta Maria * 

Urban , afraid of the confequences of a union betwixt Great 
Britain and France , oppofed this tnatch with great earneft- 
nefs, and declared that hetwould never grant the difpenfation. 

The articles of marriage were, neverthelefs, agreed upon; 
and Lewis XIII. afTuring the pope that he would not, on 
that account, grant any proteftion to the heretics. Urban at 
length confented to fend the difpenfation b . t 

In the mean time he endeavoured to put an end to the dis- 
pute betwixt the French and Spaniards , with regard to the 
poflfeffion of the V alt cline ; and for that purpofe propofed 
lotrie articles of accommodation to both parties, which were 
rejefted by Lewis XIII. as being too favourable to the Spa- 
niards* During this troublefome negociation, Urban re- 
newed thejkill of Pius V. ^gainft the alienation of church- 
lands, and appointed a feleftilimber of grave and religious 
men to vifit the monafteries, a^ieges, hofpitals, and other

to give a weekly account to him of their proceedings c , He 
Tb e likewife pubhfhed a bull for the celebration x>f a univerfal 
French jubilee the following year at Rome\ but before the commence- 
invade the ment of this feftival, he was alarmed with the news that the 
Valteline. marquis de Corn v res, the French ambaflador in Switzerland \ 
A.D. had invaded the Valteline. Without any regard to the pope’s 
1625. fl a g^ t h e marquis entered the valley in the end of November , 
r and in lefs than two months reduced all the forts. The 
pqpe nSade loud complaints againft this "proceeding by his 
nuncio at the court of France , and fent another nuncio to 
Paris to demand fatisfafiUon. A fufpenfton of arms, with 
• regard to th t Valteline, was granted for two months; but as 
the duke of Savoy had begun a war againft the Genoefe , in 
which he was affifted by the French , the pope was ftill very 

* uneafy; and being defnous to put a flop to the difturbances 
in Italy , he recalled the nuncio who had lately gone to 
France , and in his room he fent his nephew, cardinal Francis 

Cardinal Barber ini, in the charadlcr of legate a latere , to accommodate 
Barberini the differences which had occalioned a war in Italy. The 
fent legate legate was received at Paris with great honour j but after 
to France, feveral conferences, finding that he could expeft no fuccefs 
A;®' from his negociatien, he returned in the month of September 
l6z6 * to Rome \ 

Hepro reeds A few months after Urban , fent his nephew legate a latere 

te Spain, to Spain, to endeavour to negociate a peace in that kingdom, 
and to ftand as godfather to the king’s daughter. In the 
mean time he raifed 6009 troops, which he fent towards 
the Valteline , to a (lift the Spaniards K and Germans againft the 
• French. However, thefe proceedings were unneceflary ; for 

cardinal Richelieu being afraid of the confpiracy, which fooa 
after broke out, willingly agreed to a peace with Spain , left 
that court fliould fupport the malecontents in France. The 
peacS was accordingly concluded betwixt the two nations at 
Monfon, a town in Arragon, without confulting the legate, 

* whom they deceived by dating the conclufion of the treaty; 
two months before his arrival c . Urban expreffed no refent- 
ment for this neglcft of his legate and nephew, but, cn the 
contrary, declared to the French ambaflador at Rome, that 
he rejoiced greatly 1 at the peace between the two crowns of 
France and Spain , efpeciaHy ,the profefGon of no other

Mean while Urban made^a promotion of twelve cardinals, The pope 
and fent cardinal Cip/ius to take pofleflion of the duchy °£ ac ? uire i t 
Urbino, at the defire of the duke Francis Maria Revere, t " e P 0 M e f~ 
who having no male heirs, and being near eighty years of * 
age, agreed to deliver up his fief to the apoftolic fee before Urbino. 
his death, in confideration of 100,000 crowns for military 
ftores and artillery f . The pope was alfo very folliaitous, > 
by means of his nuncio at London , to convert king Charlas 9 
who was generally believed to have an inclination to the 
popifh religion, which ' he diflembWd from political views. 

Though his nuncio was obliged to quit the kingdom, he ' 
ftill found means to prevail with the king to fhew fomc fa- 
vour to the papifts : and being very zealous for fubjc&ing 
England to the apoftolic fee, he defired ail thofe who were 
qualified to inform him, to give him their advice in writing, 
how fuch a re-union could be moft conveniently accomplifh- 
ed (Z). He was greatly deceived in his expeftations from 
Charles , king of England ; for that fame year he fent back 
the French domeftics that had accompanied his queen ; and 
at the intreaty of the Hugonots in France , he provided a 
fleet and army for their affiftance, which the following year 
•made a defeent upon the ifie of Rhee , from whence they were 
obliged to retire with confiderable lofs. Urban hearing of the 
defeat of the Englijb army, wrote a congratulatory brief to 
Lewis XIII. He likewife congratulated him the year after 
upon the reduction of Rochelle ; far which event he exprefled *? - 
his joy by compofing amepigram upon the king, and going 1 
in proceffion with the cardinals to the church of St. Lewis , 
where he celebrated mafs, and returned folemn thanks to 
. God g. While the French king was engaged in this fiege, 
r Urban in the month of April publilhed a univerfal jubilee, 
for imploring fuccefs to his arms, and profperity to the church.

The prefence of the 
1629, French king quickly obliged the duke of Savoy to come to 
an accommodation with the duke of Mantua, and forced the 
Spaniards to retire from before Cafal: the pope, neverthelefs, 
could not be prevailed upon to fign a defen five alliance againft 
the houfe of Auflria, which Lewis again propofed to him a 
and though the war continued for fome time in Italy , occa- 
fioned by the emperor’s rejecting the accommodotion planned 
by the French king, and claiming the ultimate decifion of the • 
difpute as fupreme lord of the fief, Urban ftill perfifted in 
his refolution of obferving a neutrality. Lewis XIII. being 
obliged to inarch back into France againft the Hugonots, the 
Spaniards renewed the fiege of Cafal ; and an imperial army 
entering Italy, invaded the duchy of Mantua , and laid fiege 
to the city of that name. Urban , with great follici tat ions, 
endeavoured by his legates and nuncios to effeft an accom- 
modation; but, at the fame time, he imprudently contributed 
to the continuation of the war, by allowing the imperialifts 
before Mantua , who were reduced to great diftrefs, to pur- 
chafe provifions in the ecclefiaftical ftate. By this means 
they were enabled to lie all winter before the citjfj which 
they took by treachery and furprize the following year, ia 
the month of July h . •

of Lyons , the elder brother of Richelieu , the powerful cardi- 
nal, by threatening Richer with the ballile, or (a^ fome fay) 1 
by prefenting drawn fwords to his throat, compelled him td 
iign and feal a declaration, by which he acknowledged the Ro~ 
man fee the infallible judge of truth, and fubmitted his book 
to the judgment of his holinefs k . The pdpe, a few day9 
after, receiving ws declaration, fent a hat to the archbifhop 
Richelieu , who wk dillingu idled from his brother by the 
title of cardinal or %yons. Urban a few weeks after pub* 
liflied a bull, on the 1 5th of January , for fupprefling anew 
order which began to a ftp ear in Italy , and was compofed of 
fome female difeipies of the Jefuits , who affumed the name • 
of JefuiteJfcs .

The Spaniards be- 
ginning to be apprehenfive of the power of the imperialifls in 
Italy , and the duke feeing his territories entirely in poffef- 
lion of the French , began willingly to hearken to a peace, A peace 
which was at length concluded on the 26th of Ottobcr, by concluded 
the unwearied endeavours of the ni^icio Mazarine J ; and by in Italy* 
which, among other articles, it was agreed, that the dukes 
of Savoy and Mantua fhould be put in poffeffion of their re- 
fpe&ive territories. Mean while the pope, by a confiftorial 
xlecree, conferred the tide of A loft e minent an d mojl reverend 
jfapon the cardinals, becaufe that of moll inuitrious was then 
become too common.

During the continuance of this war an ambafla- 1644* 
dor arrived at Rome , to yield obedience to the pope in the 
name of John duke of Braganza , as king of Portugal ; but 
as the Spaniards were very powerful in Italy, and locked up- 
on the Portuguefe as rebels, the pope, from an apprehenfion 
of the Spdntjh refentraent, refufed to acknowlege the new 
king, and would not admit his ambafTador to an audience d . 

He furvived the peace with the duke of Parma but a few Urban 
months, and died on the 29th of July, in the 77th year of dies at 
Jus age, and the 21ft of his pontificate. He is accufed ofR° me * 
having been in fome meafure concerned in the matfacre of the 
yrotellants in Ireland, which kingdom, it is laid, he endea- 
voured to reduce under his own dominion, by means of his 
nuncio Rinuncini Neverthciefs. he was efteemed by the

ed men of his time, and was greatly commended for prudence

Tho’ at the death of Urban his nephewswere in oWTef- 
ilon of great power, yet as they had governed t in a vdEy arbi- 
trary manner during his pontificjfte, the/ Wtd dnpu upon 
themfelves a general hatred ; fo that, accordingjtc^me author 
of the hiftory of Mazarine, Thaddeo was obliged i to deliver 
up his commiflion of prefect of Rome to the general congre- 
gation of cardinals. But, according to Rycfr.\i> two cardi- 
tis were only joined in commiflion with mm, and a lieute- 
nant-general was created with abfolute power over the forces \ 
The cardinal? then, to the number of fifty-five, entered the 
conclave, where at firft the Barberini ufed all their intereft 
f to procure the eleftion of cardinal Sachetti ; but he being 
excluded by the Spanifh faftion, feveral other candidates 
were afterwards named, who were alfo rejefted. At length. 
Innocent after a conteft of fix weeks, which is minutely narrated in 
X. is *- the hiftory of the conclaves, cardinal Pamphilio was elefted 
it Bed. p 0 pe on the 1 5th of September , by the general concurrence 
of all the cardinals, excepting five, and affirmed the name of 
Innocent X. According to Heydegger * his eleftion met with 
great oppofition, on account of the averfion he was known 
to have for the ftudy of divinity and the belles lettres, being 
acquainted only with the bar and the rota ; and becaufe he 
was univerfally faid to be entirely under the direftion of his „ 
fifter-in-law Donna Olympia » (C). 

The <war Immediately after his promotion he difeovered his 
renewed g reat vanity, by accepting an impious and blafphemous pa- 
againft the nygeric that was prefented to him by a certain Latinifed 
duke of Greek , named John Baptift Calumfirito , who infilled, that, as 
Parma; he was named Pamphilio , his honour and authority was greater 
than that of our Saviour, who was only fslius Dei k .

for having efpoufed his caufe in the conclave. The French 
ambafiador at Pome, by order of Mazarine , defired cardinal 
Antonio Barberino to deliver up the brevet of proteftor of the 
French affairs, granted him by the king, and ordered him to 
take down the French arms, which were placed above the 
, gate of his palace” 1 . Though the Barberini endeavoured to 
r perfuade the pope that they were perfecuted by the French 
l for having favoured his election, he behaved to them, never- 
f thelefs, with great indifference and coldnefs ; and before his 
coronation he ordered the prefed^ Thaddeo to yield the prefer- 
ence in all ceremonies foreign ambaffadors. They endea- 
voured to fecure his prote&ion by propofing a marriage be- 
twixt Donna Olympia’s fon Camitlo , and the daughter of the 
prefect, with whom they offered in dowry a yearly revenue 
of 30,000 crowns, to be-^ 6\ ®$*benefiees which

to Rome within two months, under pain of excommunication, 
and forfeiture of all his revenues and benefices which he held 
from the church, in the mean time fequeftering his revenue, 
and prohibiting cardinal Francis and the prefect from remov- 
ing any of their elie&s. The new congregation cited cardi- 
nal Francis to give an account of all the fums which he had 
taken from the callle of St . Angelo, during the five laft 3 ears 
of the pontificate of his uncle: and as he endcavouied to de- 
fend himfclf, by alleging that his office of vice-chancellor 
exempted him from giving an account of his ad mini lira t ion, 
they produced a decree, annulling the difpenfation granted 
by his uncle for his indemnification. This fevere persecution 
of the Barherini raifed the public compaffion, and drew a 
general odium upon the pope, who was nnivcrfally accufed 
of ingratitude and imprudence, efpecially as he difeovered 
as great a paflion of nepotifme as his predeceffor, and was ( 
wholly guided by the counfcls of Donna Olympia Maldachini , 
who had impudently a f fumed the adminillration of affairs, 
domineered over the whole' court, and amaffed money with 
fuch greedinefs and rapacity, that the extortion of the former 
pontificate appeared moderate and merciful ",

The cardinal hnring fallen in Khc with the princefs Rojyana, a 
young widow, Vid alide Ills hat without the knowlege of the 
pope, and privatVly married her ; wi<di proceeding* fo ex- < 
afperated his uncre and his mother, after a private 1 

conference of two hours, they refolved to bSTi^hhim an(J hia*‘ 
lady from Rome . This fevere determination wa^. accordingly 
executed, to the aftoniftiment of the Romans , ijio thought

In tiWjncapj the barbei ini prepared their accounts, 
which th« dpuvered to the congregation in the beginning of A.D. 
January , Merring themfelves to the books in the apoftolic 
chamber fotidieir difeharge, and defiring that thefe books 
might be exacted. Their demand, however, was refilled, 
and the court ilKm extraordinary manner, and without form* 
of law, fequeftered their money in the public bank* and*all 
their revenues within the ecclefiaftical dominions.

Mazarine , in the mean time, carneftly folliciting. the ^erini 
pope in their behalf, and even threatening to fend an arm y prance ^ 
into Italy if Innocent would not confent to a reconciliation. 

The Venetians being ddirous of preventing any diflurbances 
on their fide the /Ups, 11 fed their utmofl endeavours to re- 
concile the pope and Mazarine , but without any effeft. 

Both parties were too much actuated by private- refentment 
to hearken to an accommodation. The pope having refufed 
a red hat to the archbifliop of Aix, the brother of Mazarine , 
that cardinal in refentment protected the Bar her ini, and 
fitted out a powerful fleet, with a defign of making a de- 
feent on the coaft of Italy , and humbling his holinefs.

He refufes ^ EAN while feveral bifhoprics becoming vacant in Portu* 
toacknvw- t h e king nominated fucceflors to them; and the clergy 
kfn *0 f .of that kingdom, with his confent, difpatched Nicholas de 
Portugal. Mcyitcyro to Rome, to procure the bulls* The Spani/b am- 
® baflador made feveral attempts to affaflinate this envoy in 
Rome , on which account he was ordered by the pope to quit 
the city. He refufed, however, to confer the bifhoprics at 
the nomination of the king of Portugal , but offered to be* 
flow them, propriomotu , on the fame perfons whom the king 
mentioned. This expedient was rejetted by the king, who 
neverthelefs refufed to order his clergy to eleft a patriarch, 
or to allow the chapters to chufe the bifhops, and the other 
prelates to confecrate them, as he was advifed by feveral 
doftors in his dominions r . 

About the fame time the authority of the pope received • 
a check from the clergy of France , who, knowing the difpo - f 
fition of the prefent prime minifter, in a numerous affembly 
drew up a formal proteft againfl: the encroachments upon 
their liberties during the late pontificate. The parliament 
of Paris like wife endeavoured to oppofe the innovations in- 
troduced by the nuncio of Innocent , who, from his own au- 
thority, had ordered a decree of the Roman inquifition againft 
a book of Mr. Sorbonne, to be publifhed 

and difperfed France. The parliament, in defence’of the 
privileges of thHnation, drew up an arret, prohibitingall per- 
* fons from printing, publifhing, and filing, any briefs, de-* 

crees, or bulls, tom Rome , without letfe-s patent from the. 
king, regiftered in their court. They recehfe 4 a letter fsom 
the king, who was then at Compeigne , or rathe# from Maza- 
rine, who was biaflbd in favour of the fee of Rome f defiring 
them not to proceed on that fubjett, Theyli neverthelefs, 
continued their deliberations, §tyd,~by a decree, prohibited

MEA^wrffe the celebrated difpute about grace, betwixt 
the Janfewnynd Jefuits , revived with great warmth. In- 
nocent obftwing that the bull of his predecellor on that fub- 
jeft was eluS^d, fent briefs to the governor of Flanders , to 
the archbifhop of Mechlin and Cambray , to feven other bit 
(hops, to the Sorbonne , to Mr. William des AngA, doftor of 
Louvain , to William Leopold , archduke of Auftria , and to the 
bifhop of Strafburgi Jby which unconfirmed the bull of Ur - 
ban, and ftriftly ordered it to be publifhed and put in execur 
tion. It was accordingly publifhed in fome places, and a 
perfecution began to be raifed againft the Janfenifts , all be- 
ing rigoroufly prohibited from being admitted to the direc- 
tion of fouls, unlefs, after having folemnly made profelfion of 
the faith of the council of Trent , they fhould fign the for- 
mula of the condemnation of Janfenius . The Janfenifts, pro- 
voked by this rigorous treatment, drew up an appeal to the 
pope, under the the title of The complaint of the Auguftinian 
truth fiffering in the Low Countries, fupplicating him to or- 
der the dottrine to be examined before it fhould be con* 

, demned. In three other writings, which they then publifhed, 
they maintained, that an opinion, which was not contrary to 
.the Scripture nor the councils, \ould not be condemned as 
heretical; and that the cenfure had been publifhed not again!): 
Janfenius, but againft St. Auguftine , whofe doftrines he had 
only put in a proper light. The primate of Flanders, the 
bifhop of Ghent , and tne grand vicars of the epifcopal fee of 
Tpres, likewife declared their reafons why they could not 
publifh the pope’s bulls ; on which account the Jefuits , who . 
were favoured at Rome, fcrmajJyLondemimdJive proportions 
taken* from the works of Janfenius, whicy the Janfenifts 
maintained were not to be found in his writings '•

The pope, with great 
irrefolutioh, immediately began to repeht of his proceeding, 
and when the new cardinal took his leave of him to go and 
vifit the members of die facred college, he faid to him, “ 06 , 

“ we do not know what wc have been doing.** Donna 
Olympia likewife, coming to the palace with her daughters, 
and complaining with great bittcrncfs again ft him, he was 
immediately difgraced, and not allowed a lingle fervant ; fo 
that Panzirollo , who found the necellity, for his own fake, of 
fupporting him, was obliged to furnifh him with attendants, 
and to maintain him at his own expence for fifteen days. 
•Panzirollo, foon after, prevailed upon the pope to Olympia 
r countenance apd honour AJlalli \ and, what was more, had difgraced 
influence fufficient to perfuade him to difgrace Olympia, aiid and la- 
10 banifh her the court. She had abufed her authority in a nijbtd* 
molt fcandalous manner, and had gained fuch $p abfolutfc 
afcendant over the pope, tfiat in every thing his will had been 
fdbfei;vient to her di&ates. Her avarice and ambition were 
unbounded : (he difpofed of all benefices; which were kept

During tbefetranfaftions theBarberini fuffered continual 
mortifications at the pope’s court, notwithftanding feveral 
reroonftrances of the French ambaflador in their behalf. At 
length the averfion of Innocent for Mazarine and the French 
increafmg, he began to think of a reconciliation with the 
Farberini, in order to leflen the French intereft injhe con- 
clave. For this piirpofe he confulted with the ! hef§s of the 
Spamjbfa&ian, who, in order to bring over Francis Rarbe- 
rino to their patty, offered an advantageous match for his 
niece the priricefs of Palejirina, who was then in France, and 
promifed to reftore to him 10,000 q - owns a year, which he 
Held In abbies within the dominions of his catholic majeffy. 
The French ambaflador at Rome, being informed of this fe- 
Cret negociation, wrote to France, urging the abfolute ne-

Spaniards •' Mazarine havingconfidered the ambaflador^ 
letter, created .cardinal Jnton&wbiihctp of PoiFHers, and car- 
dinal Francis grand almoner of France.

1654. ration of the cardinal patron declined ;• and m t&Wg lifeewife 
undermined, by. Donna Olympia % the pope provoked,^ 
the. beginning of the following yeaj^j/ Order >im tp toy 
afide the arms and name of ParnfJJilio, and to retire from 
Rome . He likewife deprived hini of all I p^ioffi ces and bene- 
fices, obliged him to deliver up 6 q,6oo crowns of ready 
money, and left him only a yearly revenue of 6qoo crowns** 
A few weeks after the difgrace of AJlalli % Innocent , as, a' 
meai\? of procuring new friends to proteft his family, made 
a promotion^ nine 'cardinals* among whom was Azzolini , 
who a few months before, by the intereft of Donna Olympia; 
had obtained the office of fecretary of the briefs. , As the 
commotions in Naples were again renewed, Azzoltni> toge- 
ther, with the Barberini , endeavoured to perfuade the pope to 
attempt theconqueft of that kingdom, the Barberini offer- 
ing to maintain an army of 10,000 men at their own charge* 
on condition that* after the conqueft fhould be m.ade, thtf 
principality of Salerno fhould be granted to them in full fo* 
vereigpty. 

Innocent declined this enterprize on account of his great 
age,, and in f the mean , time refigned himfelf wholly into the 
hands Of Donna Olyftipia * who, obferving his infirmities 
daily incrcstfing, redoubled her ardour in her rapacious 
fchemes, difpoling of benefices and livings to the higheft 
bidders, io all parts of Italy , efpccially in the fmall province'' 
of La Marta, where fhe is (aid to have conferred no lefs than 
336 benefices. She was again in hazard of being difplaced 
by a, new favourite, namely, the cardinal De Retz 5 who* 
having efcaped from his imprifonment in France , arrived at 
Rome in the end of autumn, and was received by the pope 
with uncommon marks, of diftin&ion. At his firft arrival he 
fent the treafurer of the chamber to him with a purfe of 
4000 crowns of gold. He conferred upon him the red hat 
in a full Confiftory* and began to talk of adopting him for 
Innocent his nephew; but three days after he was fefced A/ith a dik 
dies at temper, unde^ which he languifhed for federal weeks, 'and 
Kome. died on the 7 ill of January , in the 81 ft qzear of his age* and 
A. D die 1 1 th year of his pontificate \ During fils larft ifindfs/he 

1655. received nothing^but from the hands of potmz Otympi<% who 
was at great pains. to^ prolongs his life, witched continually at 
his bed-fide, and preyented v the ambajffkdors or others from 
difturbing him with d.ifcourfe^upon bttfinefs. , She is faid, 
during the laft ten days of pMlfe, when he continued

lion of crownV. According to Prior ato , his afpeft was 
noble arid ’majofic,' and his fpirit firm and aftlve*; but 
other authofs aft rniLthat he was exceflively ugly and de- 
formed ; artd that ne^i^igdorant, irrefolute, cunning, and 
revengeful \ He is commended for his temperaiice and ftridb 
regard tojuftldST^hich he executed with great impartiality ; 
and, during his pontificate, he adorned the city with feverai 
magnificent buildings and public works f . 

Upon the death of Innocent X. the cardinals immediately 
began to cabal, and to form parries for the future conclave 
The moft powerful faftions werethofe of Spain and France * 
but ten cardinals, whc» had been promoted by Innocent , 
formed a party independent of any crown, and privately re- 
folved 1 to eleft Fab to Chigi, tho’ they agreed apparently to ad- 
vance the intereft of cardinal Sachet ti, as a means of dif- 
trafting the other faftions. On the i8rh, of January , the 
cardinals entered with the ufual ceremony into the conclave, 
where the independent party, which w^s diftinguiftied by the 
name of the flying fquadron, quickly difeovered its power, 
being fufficiently flrong to prevent the eleftion of any whom 
it did not approve of. There were no lefs than .22 pre- 
tenders, mofjt of whom had confiderable intereft, and all of 
them high expeftations. Many of the candidates quickly 
fuflered the mortification of an exclufion ; but Sachet tj con- 
f -tinned for feverai days to have thirty-two and thirty-three 
voices upon every ferutiny, which was made every forenoon 
‘arid afternoon. The various intrigues at this eleftion are 



minutely related in the hiftory 1 o£ the conclaves, and by' 
Trior at o and the cardinal De Retz ; but we fhall only ob- 
ferve, that the cardinals, after they had been (hut up eighty 
days, unanimoufly chofe cardinal Chigi \ who owed his elec- 
tion chiefly to the intereft of cardinal De Retz and the Bar - 
berini, and during the conclave behaved like Sixtus V. with 
great referve and affefted modefty *. He was elefted on the ^ 
flth of Afyil, and affiuned the name of Alexander VIL (D).

The difference ancNmimolity between the pope and the car* 
dinal occaficned* bad correfpondence bertvixt his holinefs and 
the duke of Crequi, the French ambaflador at Rome. This 
ambaflador, at his firft arrival, was received with the utmoft 
ceremony and refpeft ; and, being diltinguifhed by his nobi- 
lity and perfonal accompli ftiments, was greatly caaefl$d by the 
pope. As he was naturally of a haughty difpofition, and* had 
fecret orders from th$ king to mortify the pope and his rela- 
tions, he foon began to pay more refpeft to other cardinals 
than to the pope’s nephews. Alexander immediately re* 
fented this affront, and behaved to Crequi with great cold- 
nefs and indifference at his audiences. This bad corrdjpondg 
encefoon broke out into an open enmity ,occafioned at firft by 
two Frenchmen , who, to (hew their bravery, difarmed the night 
patrol, confifting of three Corfu Thefe Corfi were puniftied 
for having made no refiftance, and their officer broke. Soon ^be 
after fome bailiffs and officers, to (hew themfelves diligent in French 
their duty, entered the ambaffador’s houfe in fearch of fome ambajfa- 
criminals, while he was at mafs in his chapel.

"As Don 
Mario and cardinal Imperiali covered the efcape of the Corfi 
who were reckoned moft guilty, and but Jlightly punilhed 
the pthers, the duke of Crequi looked upon the pope’s re- 
lations as the authors of the infult ; and tho’ the whole fa- 
mily $f the Chigi paid their vifits of condolance to him and 
his lady, excumg the riot and tumult, which, they faid, 

>wa£ owing folely to the infolence of the guards, he infilled 
upon more full fatisfadlion for the outrage, and fent an ac- 
count of the whole tranfa&ion to his cqurt. . ^ w 

The pope and the queen of Sweden likewife wrote, to 
Lewis XIV; excufing the tumult \ but he paid more regard 
to the letters of his ambaflador, and immediately ordered the

Jhould be deprived of his 
hat ; th^t the Corfican nation Jhould be banifhedfor ever from 
Rome ; and that a pyramid Jhould be ereEled, with an inf crip- 
tier?, in the place where the outrage was committed ; and bejidet, 
that Caftro Jhould be rejtored to the duke of Parma, and the 
vale of Commachio to the duke of Modena: Thefe high 
terms quite confounded the pope, efpecially as he obferved, 

^ ^ shat the dukes of Savoy, Modena, aiid Parma , declared for 
1663 F renc ^t an d the Spaniards had granted leave for a French 
3 * army to march through the Milanefe into the ecclefiaftical 
Rate. However, having private afTurances of afliftance from 
the emperor, and being encouraged by fome cardinals, he 
made great profeflions of hazarding every thing in defence 
* of the dignity of the apoftolic fee. 

As he Toon found that the emperor had no great Intention 
of fulfilling his promifes, and was informed that the parlia- , 
ment of Aix had taken the opportunity of an infurreftioii at 
Avignon, to reunite that city and its dependences to thre 
crown of France, he willingly embraced the 6fFer of the* 
Venetians to adf as mediators. Accordingly Lewis Crimani, 
the Venetian ambaflfador at Paris, prevailed upon the kingm 
agree to a congrefs at Lyons for an accommodation ; but is. 
the pope fent the title of extraordinary nuncid to his deputy 
Rafponi, the conferences were quickly broke off, without any 
eflfeft. Soon after the negociations were again renewed at 
Buonvicino on the frontiers of Savoy, +Rafponi f eliding in the 
duchy, and the agents from Modena and Parma , with Crequi, 
Grimani, and the twelve confute of Avignon , refiding iff 
France .

It was 
alfo ftipulated, that the cardinal nephew fhould be fent as le- 
gate to France ; where, at his firft public audience, he fhould 
declare to the king, according to a form of words inferred in 
the treaty, that his holinefs was forry for the outrage com- 
mitted againft the duke of Crequi, of which neither he nor 
any of his family was culpable. That cardinal Imperiali 
fhould go to France to make his fubmiffion in perfon to the 
king ; that cardinal Maldachini fhould be allowed to return

Chriftian, morality, to the rights of the crown, and the liber- 
ties of the Gallican church ; and ordered two of their mem- 

• bers to read their arret in the prefence of the members of the 
faculty,, and to exhort them to continue their cenfures, as oc- 
cafion fhouid anfwer, with the fame zeal *. Tho* no author 
mentions how the pope received this terrible ftroke, it may 
be prefumed, that it greatly affected him : however; that he 
might not feem exprefsjy to approve of the deteftable maxims 
which had been cenfured, he foon after publifhed a bull, 
condemning feveral propofitions taken from the writings of 
the Jefuits b . At the requeft of the court and clergy of 
France , he likewife canonized Francis de Sales , titular prince 
and tfifhop of Geneva , having alfo a few years before made 
another faint in favour of the Spaniards, namely, Thomas de 
Villa Nova, a howiit, of the order of Augujlines, and arch- 
bifhop of Valencia, who had been dead Upwards of 100 
ycarSV .

and difTatisfattion -upon all his conduft, which, during his 
whole reign, was very inconfiftent* He was of a diiddle 
ftature, and good habit v of body, had an agreeable aic in his 
countenance, and was pleafant and facqtiou& in his converfa- 
tion. .He is actfafed of being ungrateful, .irtefoluti, v hypo- 
critical, vain, proud, envious, of having made a game <$£ re- 
ligion for worldly.purpofes, and of having chiefly attended 
to the enriching or his owii family, without 'any regard td 
juftice. He was, however, tolerably learned, cloved the fei- 
ences, and delighted hr the converfation of learned' men.

The cardinal de Vcndome , uncle of the 
queen, whom the pope had fent as legate into France , rati- 
fied the diffolution of the firft marriage, without waiting 
for any inftrwftions from Rome, although his legation did 
not extend to Portugal. The legate excufed this extraor- 
dinary llep, by alleging, that his commiilion was conceived 
in the moft ample terms, and that he had written to Rome 
> without receiving any anfwer, though it is faid that his letter 

t was purpofely never fent. To fatisty the pope the queen 

fent her confeffor to Rome ; and Lewis XIV. likewife 'wrote 
to his holinefs, to perfuade him of the juftice of the divorce, 
as the impotent of the queen’s firft hulband was atteftedby 
no lefs than thirty phyfieians. . Clement , liowever, would 
not confcnt to confirm the marriage, but gave acommiffion

As ^he dean, after going through a new procefs, *669, 
declared the- ttrjl marriage invalid, and the fegond lawful, 
the pope at length, at the pollicitations of the French king 
and ^he marquis \ Las Minas , who came to Rome as am- 
bafladol <,of obediefce, granted the bull for a difpenfation in 
the beginiVig of the following year : and as the kingdom of 
Portugal , lly the peace with Spain, had been declared inde- 
pendent, hetonade no difficulty of receiving the obedience of 
Don Pedro , aid of conferring the Portuguefc biffiqpncs ac- f 
cording to his\>mination P. • 

About the lame time he applied himfelf earneftly to re- 
eftablifh his finances, w*hich were ufider fuch a bad regula- 
tion, that the apoftolic chamber was in great hazard of be- • 
coming bankrupt. For this purpofe he inftituted a congre- 
gation Dcllo aggravio , con fitting of fome cardinals and pre- 
lates, which was then much approved of, though it ap- 
peared afterwards that it was infufficient to remedy the dif- 
orders in the finances. Clement likewife complained greatly Complains 
of the ignorance of the prelates about his court, and was °f the 
revolving fome means of reforming that evil, when being °* 

informed, by the Venetian ambaflador, of the lofs of Candia , 
which is faid to have been delivered to the Turks by the in- 
trigues of the Je/uits s, he was fo feized with grief, that he 
/uddcnly fell into a kind of apoplexy. This perhaps, in fome 
meafure, might be owing to his intemperance in eating, 
which vice he feemed to glory in, thinking that he thereby 
demonftrated the ftrength of his conftitution. Though he 
revived from this fit, yet melancholy fo oppretted his fpirits, 
that he died about a mg>nth after, on the 9th of December , f{ e Ji es a 
generally lamented by all ranks of people. He was pofletted Rome, 
of many eminent virtues, and, among others, of modefty, 
mildnefs, and charity. Immediately after his promotion, 
he difeovered great generofity and public fpirit; and it was 
evidey/t to all that* his heart was engaged in promoting a 
general ^formation. He is accufed of wanting firmnefs and 
refolution, of bei^g too indulgent to the great, and to thofe 
from whom he had received any obligations ; % but thefe faults 
may h"ave proceeded from the weaknefs of old age, and the 
cxcefs of his gratitude. As he was not ambitious of world- 
ly honour, he forbad his relations to raffe any magnificent 
monument to his memory : his fuccettor, however, erefted 
a (lately monument for him, with his ttatue, in the church 
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of St. Peter, and the people of Rome v o I u n ta j-'i ly #£u fed fe - 
veral eulogies to be engraved to his honour, particularly one 
in the area of the capitol, on the triumphal of Septi - 
mius Severus y . 


After the ufual ceremonies ’at the d/ith of the pppe, 

A. D.< the cardinals entered the conclave on thefcoth of Dumber , 
1670 where, upon account of the obftinacy of the fa&j^ns, they 
continued more than four months, before they opuld agree 
in their choice of a fucccffor to the papal chav. Befides 
♦the Spanifh and French factions, arid the flying fquadrons, 
there \wr£ other three parties, headed by RojaigUoft , Barbe- 
rino the dean of the college, and by cardir^ Chigi, which 
laft, to intimidate his advt rfaries, dcckrcd, that he propofed 
*0 eat cherries in the conclave ; to which Barberino replied, 
that he intended to eat figs. The great number of candi* 
dates likewife retarded the eleftion; but, after fcveral ex- 
clufions, and a remonftrance from the Spanijh ambaflador, 
who was admitted to an audience in the conclave, the ini 
trigues quickly ceafed. The old cardinals declared, that 
they would agree to the choice of any one to obtain their 
liberty; and Rofpigliofi, Barberino , and Chigi, finding that their 
obftinacy had no other effeft than to retard the eleflion, at 
laft united their intereft in favour of cardinal Lmilio Jltieri , 
Clement a decrcpid old man, of eighty years of age, who, on the 29th 
X. is c- of / tyril , was elcfted pope by fifty-nine voices, and affumed * 

letted. the name of Clement X \ 

' His election gave great joy to the Romans , as he was de- 

fended of a Patrician Roman family, which had been illuf- 
trious for more than 600 years. His brother had been ere-* 
ated a cardinal by Urban v III. but did not long furvive his 
promotion. The fame pope font Eniilh into Poland , as audi- 
tor to the nuncio, and, upon his return, gave him the go- 
vernment of Ravenna , created him bifhop of Camerino f and 
fent him as nuncio to Naples , \vheie he relided during the 
infurreftion of Majfaniello. During the pontificate o^lnno- 
cent X. he was recalled to Rome , and likewife deprived of 
his revenues ; but upon the ele&ion of Alexander VII. his 
reputation was jeftored, and he obtained the nunciature of 
Poland. Clement IX. declared him chief of his bed-chaiSiber, 
and when he was lying on his death-bed, upoahisown foi* 
licitation, created him a cardinal r ; 
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Immediately after his eleftion, as he had no near re- Hfarftpts 
lationsofhisiownname, he adopted cardinal Paluzzi as his cardinal 
nephew, f^r no other apparent reafon, but becaufe his niece Paluzzi*/ 
Donna Lc.urcFflltieri was married to the cardinal’s nephew ^ :s ne ‘ 
Don Gafparo Pafyzzi. He*ceded to the family of the Paluzzi $ betw > 
all«*ke revenues tVf the houfe of Altieri, eretted their caiHe 
Rujfind** ito a prmcipality, and appointed Don Angelo, the 
cardinai’stbrother, general of the gallies, and Don Gafparo , 
his nephe V, general of the forces of the church u . This 
fudden pr\notion of the family of Paluzzi , which wa% 
known to bc\poor and loaded with debts, greatly fiurprized 
the Romans , Vho dreaded that the new cardinal nephew ^nd 
his relations would ufurp the whole adminiftration, and go- 
vern with great avaricJ and extortion. It quickly appeared 
that their fears were juft; for cardinal Paluzzi , or Alticri, 
refufed to affix the fcal to feveral grants and favours which the 
pope, according to theufualcuftom,had beftowed at his coro- 
nation, under pretence that his holinefs had been furprifed, or 
that the benefices had been difpofed of before. He likewife 
gave orders to the mafter of the pope’s chamber, and to all 
the attendants near his perfon, not to permit any addreftes, 
petitions, or memorials, to be prefented to the pope, with- 
out his knowlege and permiffion. Thus the cardinal nephew 'who af- 
affiimed an abfolute power, and difpofed of all offices, bene- fumes a 
m fices, and places of truft, according to his pleafure, which moftahfo- 
f was always regulated by the greateft profit; which proceed- luttpower* 
ing occalioned a univerfal murmuring among the Romans, 
many of whom, fince the promotion of the p ipe deduced 
their lineage from feme branch or other of the hu.-iiy of ,,lti~ 
eri , and pretended to be his relations either by bi<.< i or alli- 
ance. The oppofition»to the exorbitant and dcfpotic power 
of the nephew was not fo great, however, as might have 
been ex petted ; for as it was confined to ecclefiaftical affairs 
and domeftic concerns, it was overlooked at firft by the com is 
of France and Spain ; and the cardinals hoped, that, from the 
greajrage of the pope, it would be of very fhort duration. 

But this very reafon prompted the cardinal nephew to make 
the greateft advantage of his prefen t profperity ; he therefore

Mean while the pope received a fplendid embafty from the 
king of Spain f who fent the viceroy of Naples , with the title 
of ambaflador extraordinary, to Rome , to make the prefent 1 ^ lm 
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of the white gennet, and to perform the ceremony of obedi- 
ence for the kingdom of Naples . After his departure, father 
Nit a r do, iriquufitor general of Spain, was left jx&fident ajn- 
baflador at Rome , and was d ignified with tKe title .of arch- 
bifhop of EJejJii by the pope, who the folL&wjng year pro- 
moted him, and feveral others, to the dignity picawfcSlal \ 
Pius V. h Clement, about the fame time, like wife canonized jppe Pius 
canoniztd. y. at the follicitation of the Dominicans , tho’, bp the per- 
fuafion of Altieri , he refufed to concern liimfelf wt h the af- 
fairs of gokmd, which was almoft wholly overrun with the 
arm* of the Turks . That he might not feyii, however, 
intirely to neglcA the Chriftian caufe, he raVtd the fum of 
^00,000 crowns, by a ta}? on ecdeliafXcal benefices in Italy, 
as a fubftdy to the Petes, of which only 50,000 crowns werd 
fent into Poland, the reft being detained by Altieri for his 
own ufe. The king of Poland dying about the fame time) 
Altieri, to gratify the Spaniards , prefumed to recommend 
prince Charles of Lorrain as a proper fuccefior ; but the Po- 
tifk nobility, who had never received Icings at the nomination 
and recommendation of Rome, chofe the great general of the 
crown, John Sobieski, who, according to the ufual privilege, 
immediately after his ele&ion nominated 'the biftiop of Mar- 
feilles, as the perfon for whom he defiled the cardinal’s hat. 
Altiei i , at the defirc of the Spaniards , made an objection to 
his nomination; and though the king perfifled in the choice * 
that he had made, be ft ill prevented the pope from beftow- 
AD. ing the hat; on which account, during the whole* reign of 
1673. Clement , there was a bad corrcfpondcnce betwixt Poland and 
the court of Rome \ $ 

'Adifpute The cardinal nephew, however, \yas more, favourable tq 
<with the the family of the late pope ; for, about the beginning of the 
French following year, he perfuaded Clement to beftow the hat he 
km# con- received from his prcdeceftbr upon Felice Rofpigliojt. 
cermug tje Abou t the fame time he engaged him in a difpute with the 
tsgaia . f renc fj king, who intending to reform the order of St \^£a- 
zarus, for that purpofe appointed a new chief or general, 
in con fequ ence of the right of regalia, oi\ius patronatus, 
which he affirmed was inherent in his crown. Altieri, tq 
vindicate the papal authority from the king’s ufurpattens, 
perfuaded a certain Gafcon, who had come to Rome for pre- 
ferment, to accept of the honour of the abbot of the order 
of Sr. Lazarus , and conferred upon him the«abbacy of St. 
Cohmbiere . This proceeding of Altieri was refented with 
gteat warmth by the French ambafiador, who imprifoned the 
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fcriveaeNhat had drawn up the new abbot’s memorial to the A!D, 
pope. The uafccn, however, had the confidence to return 1674* 
to France ; r^ithe had no fooner entered the kingdom, than 
he was feizcd anE committed to prifon. Lewis XIV. publifh- 
ed an edi'ft the fallowing ^ear in defence of his right of 
regafi^? ,which helaffirmed extended over all his kingdom, 
though tfcte bi(hops\of Farmers , Alets % and fome others, al- 
leged, thak their diocefe$ were exempted *.

edift, depriving the ambafiadors and cardinals of their im- 
munities, and ordering them to pay the fame taxes as others 
for all provifions which they ufed. By this edift, he in fome 
mcafure appeafed the farmers, whom lie had obliged to give 
a greater fum than ufual for the cuftoms, on account of the 
approach of the jubilee year. But the ambafiadors complain- 
ed loudly of his arbitrary and irregular government, and a- 
greed to go in a body, and to demand an immediate audience 
of the pope, and refolved for the future not to acknowlegc 
Jhimas cardinal nephew. He, however, prevented their ac- 
cefs to the palace, by drawing chains acrofs the ftreets, and 
placing guards at the avenues; and being fure of the protec- 
tion of the pope, he behaved with fuch refolution, that they 
were obliged in the end to comply with the edift, which, 
however, Was not rigoroufiy put m execution, they being 
frill allowed, in fome nfeafure, to enjoy their immunities by 
way of indulgence All the ambafiadors then, by orders 
from their courts, were reconciled to him, except the duke 
d'E trees, the ambaflador of France , who alleged, as the caufe 
of hisj remaining difeontent, that Altieri had made fecret 
offerf taafiift the Spaniards in regaining Mejftna from the 
French . ' 

. ' The following year the jubilee was celebrated according 1675. 
to tho ufual manner ; and as Italy was at this time free from 
the difturbanccs pf war, great numbers of pilgrims and 
ftrangers crowded to Rome, to receive the beuefits of in- 
dulgences and pardons. During this feftival Clement created

Soon aft# Clement had 
a flifpute with the viceroy of Naples » who having formed a 
refohuionof extirpating banditti from that kingdom, had 
# for fome time proceeded againft then/ with great rigour, and 
had even ordered fome of them to be feized within the jurif- 
di&ion of the ccdefiaftical ftate. The pope did not live to 
receive fatisfa&ion for this infult, but died a few months af- 
ter, on the 2 2d of July, loaded with old age, which had en- 
feebled his underftanding, and reduced him to dotage. A 
few hours before his death, Altieri prefTed him to fill up 
four vacant places of cardinals with creatures of his own, 
but he would not confent ; and to ftop his importunity, he 
faid to him, fomewhat moved, “ You ought to be content 
“ as you have been pope for fix years : fufFer me now 
“ to follow my own inclinations, and to be pope for fix. 
“ hours only He is commended for his goodnefs and v 
moderation c ; but he was treated by the Romans with great 
contempt, for fullering the Altieri to govern in a moft fcan? 
dalous manner, and to opprefs his fubjetts in order to en? 
rich themfelves, and to fctaild one of the fineft palaces in 
Rome d . * 

As cardinal Altieri , on account of his arbitrary proceed? 
mgs, had incurred the public hate, it was generally believed, 
thar, upon the death of the pope, he would be removed 
from all his offices, and deprived of his fufFrage in the enfu- 
ing conclave j but the immenfe wealth that he had aa^ired 
during the fhort reign of his reputed uncle, procured him a 
great number of friends ; fo that after the pope’s death was ' 
publUhed, and tne figillum pifeatorium broken in pieceg, he 
quitted Monte Cavallo , and repaired, with a numerous train, 
to his new palace, .where he received viiits of condolance 
from the cardinals, princes, ambaftadors, prelates, and no- 
bles. After the funeral obfequies of the late pope were per- 
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formed, the gardinals entered the conclave in proceffion on 
? the ad of Augujl , and next day, after fome others had come 
in, which made their number amount to fifty-tSvo, the doors 
were (hut, and th 6 guard ^mmitted to prince Savelti . Se- 
veraj^candida tes v^re propofed and rejefted at various fcruti- 
nies, tu* time befog confumed in a trifling manner till the 
1 ft of September, when four other cardinals from France en- 
tered the conclave. Though at feveral ferutinies many votes 
Jiad appeared in favour of Odefcalcht , yet the elefHon wasftill* 
deferred, tiL^a courier fliould return from Franc 9 with the 
approbation a^Ltwis XIV. His recommendation being ob- 
tained, the French ambaflador entered the conclave, * and 
prefented his letters tft the cardinals, who accordingly, on* 
the 21 ft of September , after the ambaflador had retired, chofe 
Odejcalchi, who took the name of Innocent XI c . 

He had been a candidate at the former elcdfion ; but the 
aufterity of his manners, and the innocence of his life, pre- 
vented him from fuccecding f . At this conclave he fhewed 
fome relu&ance to accept of the pontifical dignity ; and be- 
fore he would confent, he propofed fome articles for the re- 
formation of the ecclefiaftical government which he required 
the cardinals to fubferibe to the performance of 6 . His for- 
mer name was Benedict , and he was born at Como, of a very 
antient family, which is even faid to have flourifhed in the 
jtimes of the Lombards and Charlemagne h . In his youth he 
was educated in his own country by the Jefuits , and after- 
wards he ftudied the civil and canon law, partly at Rome and 
partly at Naples . He propofed at firft to follow the profef- 
lion of arms in the Neapolitan fervfce; but flopping at Rome 
in his way to Naples , he was prevailed upon to embiace an 
ecclefiaftical life' ; and having a confidcrabie revenue of his 
own, he was immediately made a prelate Urban VIII. 
made him one of the prothonotaries of the apoftolic chamber, 
and afterwards prefident of the fame ; then commiflary of 
the g/Dvince of La Marca , and governor of Macerata. Up- 
on his return to Rome he made a prefent of a valuable fervice 
of plate to Donaa Olympia , which he obferyed fhe had co- 
veted, and by that means obtained the office of cterk of the 
chamber.- Soon after, by voluntarily lofing confiderable 
fums of money in her houfe at play, he was rewarded with a 
cardinal’s hat, and was afterwards appointed legate at Fev 
rara , and bifttop of Novara , which bifhopric, fome years 
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after, lie refigned to his brother, as the air of tfeat place did 
not agree with his health k . In the mean time he lived at 
Rome in a retired and modeft manner, and was looked upon 
as a good and charitable man, djfengaged from the world, 
without pride, vanity, and pomp, moderately zealous, 
our bigotry, and chiefly fevere upon himfelf 

After his elevation he no fooner toc^t the government 
of affairs into his own hands, than he began a reformation fa 
Several particulars. He determined to abolifh nenptifm, and 
prohibited Jiis nephew Don Livio from receivingrfor returning 
vifics, as nephew of the pope. The fenate of mnice honour- 
ed him with the title of nobility, and he created duke 
of Ceri, which were all the'honours he Acquired ; for the pope 
6y no intreaties could be prevailed upon to make him general 
of the church, or cardinal patron. Innocent even propofed 
by a bull, for ever to abolifh that name and office; but he 
could not obtain the confent of the cardinals, of thofe efpe- 
cially who afpired at the pontificate. In the, mean time he 
was indefatigable in re-eftablifhing his finances, which were 
in the utmoft diforder ; in reforming the divine fervice, in 
cprre&ing feveral abufes in the city, and in endeavouring to 
revive modefty and virtue among the ecclefiaftics and reli- 
gious orders. He immediately f<?nt nuncios to France , Spain , 
Poland , and Portugal , exhorting them to peace ; and abo- 
lifhed a great many indulgences, confraternities, and new \ 
offices, invented by fuperftition and monkery. He prohibited 
the Jews from dealing in ufury, though he himfelf became 
afterwards the moft infufferable ufurer, by threatening to re- 
duce the intereft of the money in the public bank one-half 
per cent, unlcfs the proprietors would accept of 70 crowns 
for a hundred m . 

To aflift him in the ad mini ft ration of the government, In- 
nocent made choice of cardinal Cibo, whom he appointed 
fijiperin tendant and fccretary of the ecclefiaftical ftate. Ac 
the (lime time he reduced his army and increafed the number 
of archers at Rome, with the intention of proceeding fcverely 
againft all kinds of criminals. He publicly reproved the car- 
dinals for their jSomp and luxury, fent the biftiops who re- 
mained Rome to their dioccfes, appointed four divines to 
reform the abufes of the church, and four cardinals, with 
as many clergymen, to examine the lives and manners of •

„ threatening the king with ecclefiaftical cenfur^, if he did 
not revoke the edift which he had publifhjfe. As Lewis 
0 hall fequeftercd all the revenues of the bifhyp of Pamieriy 
the pope likewife wrote f to the cardinal aEfiree's , defiring 
^im to ufe all his influence inf fupport of the authority 
of the holy fee ; but, by the cardinal's anfwer, he found that 
he was more attached to the king than to the fee of Rome. 
The cardinal, indeed, foon after was fent to Rome to treat 
, with the pope; but his negotiation was. ineffeftual, botli 
parties infilling obllinately upon their different pretenflon9. 
Lewis XIV. in the mean time affembled all the bifliops then 
at Paris, who afferted the authority of national churches in 
judging of all matters, both of faith and manners; and 
prayed his majefty to give leave for affembling a national 
council or general affembly.

1682J without regarding the pretended exemption of fome bifhop- 
rics. The prelates likewife wrote concerning the difpute to 
his holinefs ; and, a few days after, the archbifticp of Paris 
prefented the aft to the king, together with the .letter to 
the pope, which they begged his majefty to order ^leduke 
d'Etrees to deliver to his holinefs. They in the t«te&n time 
continued their affembly, and made feveral'tegulations con- 
cerning morals 1 and church difcipline. To put a flop to ih t 
ufurpations of the fee of Rome, they drew up four propofi- 
tions ; by the firft. of which they affirmed, that a genera! 
council was above the pope, according to thedoftrine eftab- 
lifhed in the 4th and 5 th feflions of the council of Conjtance , 
rejefting the opinion of thofe who allege that the doftrine 
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above-lrtentioned is only true during a fchifin. In the 2d * 
they aflerted, 1 that neither the pope nor the univerfal church, 
has any power over the temporal jurifdi&ion of kings,, who 
cannot b fe depofed, . and whofe fubjetts can n^er be abfolv- 
ed from their oath of allegiance. By the 3d they declared, 

*h(&‘the power of the pope ought to be limited by the ca- 
nons, and that he jiad no authority to decree any thing con- 
trary to the liberties of the Gallican church, and to the max- 
ims eflablifhed by the councils. In the laft they maintained, 
that thedecifions of the pope in matters of faith are not au-« 
thentic, without the confent of the univerfal chureh*; there- 
fore that he was. not infallible, unlefs at the head of a 
council, and thefr only when he degreed according to the de- 
cifions of the faid couSbil. The king, by an edift, ordered 
the profeffors in divinVv and the canon law to teach 
thefe four propofitions, and all his fubjcfts to receive them, 
prohibiting the publifhing of atiy doctrines that were con- 
trary to them r . 

During thefe tranfa&ions in Trance , in oppofition to 
the papal power, Innocent furni/hed the emperor with fevcral 
fubfidies againft the Turks who affifted the rebels in Hungary , 
and threatened to invade that kingdom. He likewife con- 
demned fixty-five propofitions about cafes of morality, 
which were partly drawn from the writings of the Jefuits , 

•and tended to the depravation of manners. And as there 
'were no lefs than twenty-fix vacancies in the facred college, 
he made a promotion of fixteen cardinals, referving the other 
ten hats to gratify kings or princes, who fhould defire that 
dignity for any of their favourites s . Being informed of the 
proceedings of the French bifhops* he immediately called a who can* 
confiftory, in which they were formally condemned, and dmm 
their fqur propofitions ordered to tje burnt : and in anfwer their pro- 
to their letter, he wrote to them ilk very fevere terms, ac- endings . 
cufing thalh of betraying the caufeof God, and alluring 
them, tlrat he was refolved, at the hazard of his life, to de- 
fen<V?h/honour and authority of the holy fee 1 .

Innocent in the mean time endeavoured, with great 
zeal, to reprefs the imr/odefty and luxury of the drefs of the 
women at Rome. In ihe firft years of his pontificate he had 
ordered the capuchins, both confellors and preaches, to la- 
bour f or the reformation of manners ; and as the pam$ v$icK 
had feized Italy , upon the irruption of the Turl^rkUto Ger-

Thefe terrible menaces*, 
however, produced but little reformation ; fo that % tfiis ye$r 
the pope publilhed another prohibition, exprefsly forbidding 
the women to empfcy^nv matter of^nufic to teach them td 
fing, or to play on anyrMrument, even though the matter * 
fhould be an ecclefiaftic, A their own near relation ; at the 
fame time ordering the nuns, who were ufed to fing at di- 
vine fervice, to learn only froi# other nuns their compa- 
nions z 

Soon after the pope was offended with the treaty of Augf* 
burgh , concluded betwixt the emperor, the king of Spain * 
and the eftates of the empire, for their mutual defence againft 
the enterprizes of the French king ; not that he favoured the 
ambitious fchemes of Lewis XIV. but becaufe the contraft- 
ing powers had declared, in exprefs words, that they intend- 
ed to provide againtt all infractions of the truce by France, 
both in fpirituals and temporals. He infilled upon an altera- 
tion of that article; and his defire not being complied with, 
he vNtflidrew his fubfidy from the emperor, though at the 
fame t\ie he granted a confiderable^fum to the king of Po- 
land a. This bad correfpondence betwixt him and the em- 
peror continued but for Jfhort tin 
the folloVing year, he renewed 
red hat tobnc of his nomination.

He, never thelefs, defended his do&rines^ 
with great fubtilty, to the furptize of the cardinals and di- 
vines that examined him. The pope himfelf is faid to^ffevET* 
looked upon him as a good man, and tp have had a great 
opinion of his fan&ity ; and feveral of the cardinals were 
thought to have fecretly embraced his opinions : however, 

1 he was ^cqndemned to perpetual imprifonment, and obliged to 
abjure fixty-eight proportions taken from his works b .

fend another ambaflador to Rome ; and was refolved to main- 
tain the antient rights of his crown in that city. Innocent , 
irritated .by this reply, on the 2d day of May publifhed 
ft bull, denouncing the penalty of the greater excommunica- 
tion againft all thofe, whether ecclefiaftics or feculars, who 
fhould claim or defend the privileges commonly called fran- 
chifes, or fhould, direftly or indireftly, difturb the officers 
of juftice in the execution of their orders. He likewife fent 
a mailer of the ceremonies to meet the new FrewcA ambaflador 
at Bologna , to declare to him, that he would not be received 
in that chara&er, unlef^he renounced his pretenfionfto the 
franchifes. The marquis de Lavargin the ambaflador, with- 
out fatisfying the mailer of the ceremonies, proceeded to 
Rome , attended by Tfoo officers, and 500 mariiy guards; 
and having intimidated the pope’s officers, who" offered to 
fearch his baggage, he took pofleffion of the ^ hole quarter 
belonging to his predeceflbr, where he kept ^continual 
guard. The pope, however, refufed him an'” audience,, 
treated him as a perfon excommunicated, a^'lnterdi&ed 
A. D. the church anal the clergy of the parifti'b? Sftf Lewis, where 
he was informed the ambaflador on Chrijhnas-d ay had per 
formed his devotions ®. Lavardin protefted againft this fen- 
tence of interdiction ; and according to orders from his 
court, appeared frequently in the ftreets and the church©^.

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Urdu* at had for a confiderable time laboured under, incneafiitg, he 
" — e« died on the 12 th of Augujl, in the 78th year of his age, to the 
great joy of the French , who had waited for his death with 
much impatience. He was reckoned one of the beft pope$ 
that for a long time had filled tho papal chair : his fubje&s* 
nevcrthclefs, ftill felt the miferies of a defpotic governnf^.— 
to a great degree, as he did not abolifh any of the taxes o£ 
his predeceHbrs, while at the fame time He kept a very fru- 
gal court, did not employ any money in public buildings, 
Cmd ncglefted to fill up the vacancies in the facred college ; 
fb that ■the circulation pf money being languid, and the 
taxes exceflive high, great numbers of people were compel- 
led to leave his territories* On this aor.tAtt it was believed 
that Rome loft one-fourth part of ^inhabitants during his 
pontificate h . ,e 

Alexan- The fucceflor of Innocent XI. was Peter Ottoboni , who 
derVllI. W as chofen pope on the 6th of October, and took the 
is defied. namc 0 f Alexander VIII. He was defeended of an antient 
family at Venice, which is faid to have come originally from 
the ifland Negropont in the Archipelago . Some ot his ancef- 
tors had diftinguifhed themfelves in the wars t>f the republic 
againft the Turks : his father had enjoyed the office of 
grand chancellor of the republic, and had purchafed a patent 
of nobility, which had coft him 100,000 ducats. After he 
had finiflied his ftudics at Venice and Padua, at which laft 
place he took the degree of doftor of laws, he went to Romc> 
in the 20th year of his age, where Urban VIII. made him 
referendary of both iignaturcs, appointed him governo^of 
Tenii, ' Rieti, and Citta Cajie liana, and afterwards, M the 
nomination of the republic, made him one of the a/iditors 
of the rota or rolls. Innocent X. treated him a Cardinal 
prieft, and two years after conferred upon him the b Ihopric 
of Brc/cia. Alexander VII. recalled him to Rook I and ap- 
pointed him datary. jHe had a great (have in tffcpublic af- 
fairs during Clement IX. Clement X. and InnocenLXl. was 
a member of all the congregations at Rome, and, wien>pro* 
moted to the pontificate, was bilhop of Frefcati } i*A fubeftaa 
of the facred college. He was of an a&ijor, 'Sejant difpofir 
tion, had a failing afpeft, and agreeable manners ; fo tha^ 
having, acquired a general efteem, his eledioli gave greaf 
joy to the Romans \

he arrived at the pontificate, jet he afted in the beginning of tnijh af- 
his reign with great vigour, and ddired to ermine and to to 

- tranlad every affair hinilelf. He immediately wrote to James tiji °M* m 
II. Jate king of England, exhorting him to fuller his adverfe 
’TSmme patiently, and promifing to fpare neither his prayers, 
authority, nor purfe, for his icltoraiion t: . As Lewis XIV, am *‘ 
had renewed the war with the emperor, he ddired to fccure 
the favour of the pope, and therefore immediately reftoredf 
Avignon, and dropp'd his pretenfions to the fr^hifes at 
Rome : Alexander in return, Teeming not to give great ^at- 
tention to the difjyite concerning the regalia, which had 
continued in fufpenc<?Wuring the feign of his predeccffor. 

The chief advantage, jhjwe\cr, that the king of France 
gained by his good corrclwndeuce with the new pope, was 
a delay of the peace which the emperor defned to conclude 
wirh the Turks, with the intention of turning the whole of 
his force again ft France. Alexander , by his exhortations, 
and by the fubfidies which he granted to Leopold and the Ve- 
netians, prevailed with them to continue the 'war ngainfl 
the infidels. 

Hut the chief concern of the pope was the aggrandizing jj e 0 ^ 
of his family ; for he promoted all his nephews within three firvn w 
weeks after his elevation. He created his grand nephew meafurrs 
Ordinal patron, legate or Avignon, and grand chancellor of inaggran- 
the Roman church, which laft office Innocent XI. had abo- dicing hi# 
lifted. He afterwards conferred upon him fuch a number of 
ben&ces, that his annual revenue amounted to 80,000 
crowiV. He appointed his nephew, Don Antonio , general 
of the Agrees of the church, and another nephew, Don Marco , 
generaliof the gallies, and afterwards duke of Fiano , which 
duchy A^gurchafcd for him, and likqyife procurred for him 
an advanta^pus marriage with the ho&e of Colonna 1 (D).

The French 
found # it inconfiftent with their pretenfions to grant the 
tsrms of fatisfoftion which the pope demanded; and in the 
ynonth of September a deputy was difpatched to Rome, to 
fupport the caufe of the bifliops^ 4j TTie pope, however, 
though he agreed to a negocia^oii, had refolved not to 
relinquifh his claim ; and a few/weeks before the arrival of 
this deputy, had drawn up a bull, condemning the propofi- 
tions compofed by the general aflembly. ■ He kept this bull a 
fecret, and ftill endeavoured to prevail with the king of 
France to comply with his defire ; but finding his health de- 
clining, and Lewis XIV. threatening to re-eftablifti the prag- 
matic fan&ion, if the bulls were not granted before Eajler, 
&i s <*»*J'he publifhed his bull on the 30th of January, and died twq 
^ 9 ** days after, in the 81ft year of his age, having enjoyed the 
pontificate only fifteen months and twenty-two days He 
greatly difapppinted the expectations that were raifed uppn 
his promotion, and had rendered himfelf unacceptable to 
the empire, France , and Spain. The French writers, at 
firlt made him the fubjeft of panegyric, but they a’tckly 
changed their ftile, aj^d publifhed fevere fatires -againft 
him. The Romans likewife revenged themfelves^for the 
extortions pf the Ottoboni by daily pafquinades,* but the 
reproaches of the piyblic did not influence his/condutt. 
l \ ’15 predecpfTor, by^oppreffing his fubjefts \riin grievous 
taxes, had left aboft a million and a half ofKpwns in the 
treafury, which Alexander immediately difpole^ of* Be- 
sides, he gave his nephew too, 000 crowns, whim Innocent 
had raifed by fefueftering the revenuesofj ■'Sine vacant 
churches, as a rund for the fubfldie^a^fiMt the Turfo. 
Jle likewife made a promotion of cardinals, by, whici^ 
means feveral vacancies were made among the clerks of the 
chamber, each of which offices he fold for 60,000 crowns. 
Jle was greatly addifted to pleafantry, and was familiar 
every one without diftin&ioa. He is aculed of a great many 
yices, but more particularly of drunkenness and atheifm n .

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The intrigues of the following conclave delayed the elec* Innocent 
tlon for feveral months ; at length, on the 12 th of July, An- XII. u 
thony Pignatelli was elefted, and took the name of Innocent C W<* 
XII. He was born at Naples , of an ancient and noble fit- P°P tm 
mijg, which had original^ come from Tropca, a city in 
Further Calabria. Having made choice of an ecclefiaftical life, 
he came early to fame, where he Hnilhed his ftudies, and 
afterwards by his merit recommended himfelf to feveral popes. 

Urban VIII. made him vice-legate of the duchy ot Urbino . 

Innocent X. appointed him inquifitor of Malta , governor of 1 
Viterbo, and nuncio at Florence ; and his fucceflor % Afexatyler 
VII. fent him as ijysjncio to Poland and Vienna . Clement X. 
made him mailer ot tJ^houfhold, and Innocent XI. honoured 
him with the hat, created him biihop of Facnza , legate o i 
Bologna, and at laft archbflhop of Naples ; in memory of which 
favours he took the fame name, and declared that he would 
do his utmoft to follow his fteps, and to aboliih nepotifm 
He had hitherto lived in an exemplary manner, was remark- 
able for his fimplicity, and feemed intlr^ly free from artifice 
and diffimulation P. 

The rejoicings at Rome on account of the election of the He re - 
new pope were extraordinary. Immediately after his coro- forms 
nation (E) he applied himfelf to redrefs the diforders occa- many 
fioned by the long vacation of the fee. He refufed to grant J** ** 
#any benefices, or any (hare in the government, to his rela- Rome^ 
tions, and even prohibited them from coming to Rome . At the 
ftjne time he declared, that he defired to be the univerfal fa- 
th& of the church, and of good men ; and that he would 
give^mployments only to men of merit, without regarding 
acquaintance or kindred. He forbade the officers of juftice

ftiould be provided for his fupper. He fupprefled all ufelefs 
offices, and bf thefe means made a faving of 80,000 crowns a 
year to the apoftolic chamber, wfciich was indebted 5000000 
of crowns, by nepotifm, during the fhort reign of his prdlle- 
ceflor. He ordered the Sbirri to go into all the quarters of 
the ambaiTadors, and commanded the garrifon at Rome to 
aflift them in cafe of need q. He foon after ordered a young 
tman to be hanged for having offered to oppofe them ; which 
examplo of feverity, tho* very difagreeable to the people, 
waS neverthelefs at this time very necefiary ; for affaflins were 
become fo daring and numerous at Ryynrer that, during the 
Jate vacation of the fee, no lefs than^82 perfons were mur- 
dered. The fame day he happened, by a fall, to hurt his 
thigh, which accident obliged hint for fome time to keep his 
Gives bed, and interrupted a laudable cuflom, which he had in- 
fublic au - troduced about a month after his election, of giving public 
dience to au di cnce every Monday to the poor, and to all thofe who had 
the poor, aQ y t hj u g to propofc to him. 

Al rno’ he acquired great reputation by hisconduft ; yet 
his fubjefts did not receive fo much advantage from- it as might 
be expected, as he had not the refolution to grant any favours 
without confulting his minifters. It was, hovyever, a means 
of the reformation of fcveral abufes. Upon receiving a com- f 
plaint agai'ift a Roman prince, he compelled him to pay his 
creditors, and to behave to his vaflals with moderation. He 
imprifoned a duke in the caflle of St. Angelo, for having 
threatened his uncle, who was a prelate ; and banifhed /g a ca- 
valier, who had been gui£y of fome irregularities, nc/'with- 
ftanding the interccffion oV a cardinalthis uncle. Som </ ladies 
were fent to the caflle/of St. Angelo for having pftyed at 
baflet and hazard contrary to his edidt and C../ie of the 
Sbirri were whipped /for having taken money feveral 
great players at cards/ whom they had difeovered/i He pro- 
hibited the ccelefiaftf s from wearing perukes, anqtordered 
all the curates at Ronh to affemble every IVedneJday^to cohcjr 
about cafes of convince. He was chiefly pon doin^ 
good to the poo£/ whom he called his nephews. He ordered^ 
5000 of them * o be lodged in the Lateran palace, and 
affigned a fund of 300,000 crowns for their fupport ; at the 
fame time, to prevent the increafe of the number of poor,^ 
JmprifonJng or banifhing all idle perfons who refufed toj 
yvork r .

folution, he f obligcd the cardinals to comply with his dcfjgn bull for 
of abolifhing nepotifm. Several members of the facred col- tbolijhing 
lege w&te equally zealous with himfelf in that^ffair % and car- **p**ifi*» 
dinal Albnni , who was ordered to compofe the bull, drew it 
up in the ftrifteft terms, taking all poffible precaution topre- 1 9 Z> 
vent any evafions of future popes, and limiting the bounties 
that the mod indulgent could grant to their nephews, in dig- 
nities and benefices, to the fum of 1 2,000 crowns. Inno- 
cent publhhed the bull, and caufed it to be fubferibed by ail 
the cardinals who were at Rome. He like wife fupprcfled the 
theatre where the operas were reprefented, and applied him- 
fclf to reform ifl^jfficiuious manners of the regular monks, 
whofc fcandalous lirakwere a difgrace to Chriflianity. /js 
thefe monks were very nkh, and very numerous in Italy , and 
were befides related to federal confiderable families, it was a 
bold attempt to venture to difturb them. Upon the news of 
the intended reformation, Italy and Rome were filled with 
manuferipts and printed pamphlets, deferibing, in an exag- 
gerated manner, the abufes of the court of Rome, and ex- 
horting his holinofs to begin at the root, and to reform the 
fcandalous diforders of thofe who ought to give an example 
to the lower orders of the church. Innocent was not divert- 
ed from his intention by thefe writings ; but, at length, he 
dropt the delign, by the advice of thofe who forefaw the 
impoflibility nf fuccceding 9 .

Innocent, having gained this viftory over the French 
monarch, refolved likewife to make the Qinpcror fubmit to 
his pretenfions. As there were many fmall fiefs in the ec- 
clefiaftical ftatc that acknowleged the emperor as fovereign, 
tne count of Martinitz , the imperial ambaflador at Rome , 
p U blj fhed*a # placard , ordering the pofleflbrs of, and pretenders 
to, ‘.hefe fiefs, to make an acknowlegetnpnt tg Leopold. Inno- 
cent was highly offended with this propping of the ambaf- 
ftdor, and ordered cardinal Altieritp affix another placard, 
wherein, by his fovereign authority he declared all the fiefs 
within his territories reunited to tile chamber of the church, 
pn this account a great number of fatirical writings were 

i mbiifhed by both parties ; but the emperor, to prevent a 
inal rupture, recalled his ambafTador, and in his Head fent 
jhe count of Lamberg , who feemed lefs refolute than his pre- 
ijecefTor, and purpofely dropt the difpute, left the pope, in 
refentment, ftiouli declare openly for the king of France , who 
at this time had a powerful army in Italy, under the command 
of Catinat u . Lewis XIV. by his fubmiffion to Innocent , had 
fo far gained his favour, that he privately devoted himfeif to Q 
the intereft of France , withdrew his fubfidy from the em- 
peror, and wrote to the king of Spain to prevail with him t r 
abandon the general alliance. His catholic majefty, howey-Zr, 
in his anfwer to the pope,, juftified the ncccffity of the /war, 
which, he faid, was undertaken to procure the general ippofe 
of Europe , and the advancement of the'catholic religion w . 

The pope, not being aclc to prevail with the king ov'Spain 
to agree to a peace witl yFrance, applied himfeif tif the duke 
of Savoy, with whonw he was fucccfsful; for, offers 
made by France being kery confiderable, the follow&g year 
the duke concluded w treaty with Lewis XIV. by vhidr a 
neutrality was ftipul^d for Italy . Innocent, ^eir^defiroif^ 
to fee the imperial’ troops out of Italy , Inehr^prefent ofV 
60,000 crowns t«v^be diftributed among the Germans *. *■ At 
the time time fcw fent a fubfidy to the Venetians' agzmfi the 
Turks , and another t <5 king fames ; while at Rome he was en- , 
deavouring, to the utmoll of his power, to put a ftop to the •

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progrefs of Q uietifm ; which feft was daily gaining ground, 
notwithftanding the fevcrities of the inquifition. The follow- 
ing ye^i^he received the agreeable news of theKonclufion of a 
gencrjdWacc, and of the £onverfion*of the eleftor of Saxony 
t 9 the Roman catholic religion, and fent a nuncio to Poland \ 
to congratulate him upon his eleftion to that crown. 

Soon after he received anaccufation againft the celebrated Arch - 
Fenclon , archbifliop of Cambray , who was faid to have em* bijbopof 
braced the doctrines and opinions of the Qtricti/ls. Ttys ^mbray 
archbifliop, about the concluiion of the peace i>£ Ryfwivk, u 
had publiflied a book concerning the maxims of the faints ; ^.^ u 
in which he affiVT that the true foundation of piety was 
a pure and difintere/r d love of (Jod. From thence M. BoJ- 
fuct , bifhop of Meaux^who is fiiid to have had a private 
pique againft him, too^. an occafion of accnJing him of 
Quietijm. The archbifliop defended the opinions he had 
publiflied ; but, his enemies carrying the affair to Rome , his ///, 3^ 
book was this year condemned by a bull, to which he imme- is con- 
diatcly paid an intire fubmiflion. Inftead of appealing from demned . 
the cenfures of the apoftolic chair, by vague proteftations of A.D. 
catholicifnl, upon receiving the pope’s bull he killed it ; and, 1699. 
afeending the pulpit, exhorted his hearers to conform to 
it, declaring, that he himfelf abjured his former fentiments 
from the heart. By this conduft lie difappointed his enemies, 
and gave great fatisfaftion to the pope, who foon after wrote 
a brief to him, as a teftimony of his regard for him, and ap- 
\ ^obation of his conduft y . Mean while Lewis XIV. who 
probably afted by the perfualion of his coiifeffbr, and had 
conVefcended to follicit the bullifrom Rome , ordered the par- 
liament of Paris toeregifter it, Vid by his letters patent re- 
quired the bifhops to receive it ^ the affemblies of the dif- 
ferent "paavinces. Both the bifhop* and the parliament, how- * 
ever, ujjtfffi receiving the bull, addecaa proteftation of faving 
the aifhority of the ancient canons i As the following year Ajulila 
wsas Appofcd to begin a new centuly, the pope publiflied a*/ Rome, 
bull ra^he celebration of a jubilee \tRome ; on which ac- 1700. 
count gre^~ Ambers, both of proteftarf^and papifts, crouded 
thither, which occafioned a confiderable ^mentation to the 
revenues of his holinefs. Innocent did noY^ive to fee the con- The pope's 
elution of this feftival ; but, after a lofig illn^s, died on the death.

He pfayed, wept, and conjured the cardinals to turn their 
thoughts upon a more worthy perfony^uT, as a rcafon of 
diflent, he mentioned his grcatXove for his relations, 
which would influence him to break nve Luv again ft nepotifm, 
to the fcandal of Chrirtianity, the dishonour of the facrcd col- 
lege, and the damnation of his own foul. At laft he yielded, 
on the 3d of November , and took the name of Clement XI. 
being then only in the 5 1 it year of his age h . He was de- 
fc ended from a family of note in the duchy of U rhino, his 
grandfather having been created a Roman fenator by Urban 
VIII. After he had completed his ftudics, he Was at firft a 
canon in St. Laurence in Damafo , then vicar of St. Peters , 
and afterwards governor of Rieti and Orvieto.

fon of the emperor. This diiputc occalioned gicat difqiie-^ 4 ^ jj*" 
tudes to the poper^'dio was follicited flrongly by each party , - 0 ,’ 
to declare himfelf in'Vs favour. r As he was afraid left the 
party he ihould cfpoufe t\iight be worfled, he would not de- 
clare for cither ; but embraced a neutrality, and offered 
himfelf as mediator of the difference. Each party, how- 
ever, being rcfolved to allert his right by arms, his media- 
tion was rejected, and Lewis XIV. in behalf of his grand- 
fon, took pollelfion of the Milanefc ; which obliged the pope 
to raife 10,000 men, and to put his frontier places into a 
ftate of defence, to prevent himfelf from being infulred, and 
forced to abandon the neutrality. He leaned, however, to 
the fide of France ; and, hearing that the emperor intended' 
f to fend an army into Italy, wrote to him, exhorting him - 
to delift from that intention, and alluring him that Gcd 
would reward him an hundred fold. 


The imperialifts, ncvcrthelefs, entered Italy , where they 
quickly made a confiderablc progrefs, which obliged the pope 
to aft with great refer vc. He Hhercfore refilled the Hac- 
quency , which was offered him in^Jhc name of Philip V. and, 
that h<; might feem to aft with grc:*jt impartiality, he fent ex- 
traordinary nuncios to the emperor, and to the kings of 


France ar.£ Spain , to exhort them to peace. Clement had 
before xjts time acknowlcged Philip :i\ king of Spain , but re- 
fufel t^ declare himfelf with rtgnrf to his fuccclfion to 
K.tples. 1 * T'he following year, the French being reinforced in s, a 
Italy , nnd^fctV/.V. ai riving at thccatra, Clement, tent car- /-„■/- x 
dinal Barberini to wait upon him a? l<Jg?U ^ hi ere, with a biteic to 
prefent of a golden crols, of the value oty 0,000 crowns jflulip V. 
which proceeding gave great offence to jhc ir?fou ialifts e . ^ 
Tho’ the pope favoured the caufc of Phuip againft his l/0a- 
competitor, he was neverthdeis offended with the juft re- 
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fpefts fhewn to him by one of his fubjefts. Philip had af- 
fiftedata divine fervice, where cardinal Cantehni , archbifhop 
of Naples , had officiated. Afterwards he invited him to 
dine with him f ; when the cardinal, according to tKfc'refpeft 
paid by a fubjeft to his fovereign, continued ftandifjg 'during 
the entertainment. This fubmiffion offended the court' of 
Rome, and the pope wrote a brief to the cardinal, blaming 
his conduft, ordering him not to behave" in fuch a manner 
for the future, and declaring that what he had done ought 
not to ferve as an example to others f . In the mean time, 
that the delay of accepting th cHacqucney might not prejudice 
the rights of the king of Spain to the kingdom of Naples , 
Clement confented to declare, by an ajtfSflTntic aft, that the 
ijelay fhould have no confequence ttfinvalidate the right *. 
He likewife ordered Clementia Marchioni , an abbefs of a 
frophetefs monaftcry in Naples , to be apprehended, for endeavouring, 
imprifoned by pretended prophecies, to caufe the people to revolt in fa- 
irt the in- V00r . 0 f the archduke Charles • The common people had a 
fuijihon, g reat 0 p; n j on 0 f her fanftity, and believed her a real pro- 
phetefs ; but fhc afterwards made a folemn abjuration, in the 
great hall of the inquifition, before an extraordinary aflembly 
of cardinals and officers of the holy office ; and confeffing 
that, from vanity, flic had defigned to impofe upon the 
world, flic was condemned to an imprifonment for ten 
years t 

Soon after, towards the end of the year, he publifhed an 
edift againft luxury and extravagant entertainments, pro- 
hibiting the afting of plays, and the diverfions of the carnival, 
and defiring that fcafon to be employed in prayers for p^ace 
Defolation anion g the catholic princes t The Romans were deterred, by 
at Rome niorc powerful and affefti/g motives, from indulging in the 
occajioned licentious pleafures of thgt feftival ; for, in the beginning of 
4>y earth- the following year, the city of Rome , and the whole eccle- 
fiaftical Rate, were filled with defolation, by a dl^dful in- 
undation of the Tybcri and feveral terrible fhocks earth- 
quakes. On the 3d ol February the fhocks were exremely 
violent, and continue/ for fifteen minutes, fo that /Me greaW 
eft number of thg x^ffdinals and courtiers r«drtRltf of the pa-V 
lace, and abandoned his holinefs. As Clement was looked ' 
upon by the common people as a prophet, this belief was the 
occafion of y general conftcrnation next morning, about ^ 
three hours after midnight, when the city wgs univerfally^

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alarmed by pretended orders from the pope, de/lrlng all peo- 
ple Immediately to quit their houfes, as there would be in- 
ftantly a more terrible Ihock than any that had been felt. 
The whole inhabitants, except the fick and disabled, quitted 
their belts, and run into *the ftreets ; and the alarm even 
reached liis holinefs, who, upon being informed of the capfe 
of the general terror, immediately fent the Sbirri and 
guards to allure the people, that the pretended revelation 
was only a diabolical invention, and to exhort them to re* 
turn to their houfes. This public calamity occafioned a gt*- 
neral penitence for fome time. All courts of jilftice were 
fufpended, and a jubilee was publiflied. Clement caufed 
boxes to be placed jhe churches* to receive the alms which 
fliould be bellowed toVfupport thofe families that had be m 
ruined. He appointed officers to vifit the (hops of engravers, 
fculptors, and painters, and to feize all indecent pictures and 
ftatues. He prohibited men from teaching the women to ling, 
or play on mufical inftruments, and ordered that none of thole 
women, who received their dowry from hofpitals, Ihould 
wear any habits of filk. As an encouragement to rebuild the 
houfes that had been deftroyed, he declared them free from 
all tharge9 and taxes for a confiderable time; and that the 
prelates and other ecclefiallics might, by their lives, ferve 
as an example to others, he publiflied fevcral regulations rc- 
9 lating to them, and, among other things, prohibited them 
from playing at cards, or any other games, in the facie J 
^palace k . 

"* Mean while Clement continned to follicit the catholic 
princes, who were at war, to agree to a congrcfs for negotiat- 
ing* a peace. His foHicitationsj| however, were ineffeftual ; 
for, in the month of September^ he archduke Charles was 
proclaimed at Vienna king of Spai'.:, The imperial mmilters 
at Rome\ \) n this occafion, were preparing to make great re- 
joicingsjin the national church of the Germans, where they 
propoled to expofe the pifturc of th% pope, with that of the 
mchduke, dreffed with the royal ornaments, after the Spanifb 
Wafhion. Upon complaints of the FrtSich and Spanifb ambaf- 

* fadors againif tilcfe preparations, Clement h^ld feveral congre 

* gatiens, and at length declared to the Germans, that, if they 
prefumed to expofe the piftures in any chuxh, he would lay 
it under a fentence of interdi&ion *. *The pope, by endea- 
vouring to ^jive offence to no party, difpleafed both ; and, 
tho' he continued to adhere to a neutrality, he could not fe- 
cure his dominions from (haring in the calamities of the war ; 
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for, in the following campaign, ‘both armies entered th<f ter-_ 
ritories of Ferrara , where they . committed a great many dis- 
orders. As a mentis of removing fuch troublefome guefts, 
Clement thundefcd out an anathema againft thofc generals 
who fhould refufe Lo withdraw theJjr troops. The French im- 
mediately obejed, and the Germane fooa after marched to- 
wards th c-Trentin 111 . 

The attention of the pope in the mean time was engaged 
by a fpiritual conteft, which for fome years had divided the 
Reman church. Before the death of his predeceflbr, news 
had arrivcd/.n Europe , that the Jefuit miflionaries in China, 
to facilitate the converlion of that people, had allowed their 
converts, after they had embraced Chriftmuty, to continue 
th^ir idolatrous rites paid to the great .pnilofopher Confucius . 
The Jefuits on this account were accufed of impiety, and 
many books immediately appeared, Shewing the profanenefs 
of fuch an indulgence n . The fociety, however, wrote in 
defence of the prattice of their miflionaries, and had intereft 
at Rojne , during the few months of the life of Innocent XII. 
to elude the profccutions of their enemies. They were like- 
wife fo fuccefsful as to procure the friendship of Clement , who 
gave a general icandal by the proteftion which he afforded 
them, and delayed giving fentence in the affair as long as pof- 
fiblc. But the clamour againft the fathers of the fociety be- 
came fo univcrfal, that he was obliged to give a dccifion; 
and, having appointed a congregation to examine the affair, 
on the 20th of November , by a bull, he authorized their 
fentence, which condemned the worfhip and ceremonies of 
the Chinefe converts. The pope likewife, to examine fully 
into the affair, lent the care nal of Tournon to China ; who, 
not favouring the fociety, y as, by their intrigues, expofed 
to a great many hardlhips in that country 0 . , 

As the reputation of the Jefuits had, in fom^meafure, 
fulfered by this apoftolic decifion againft them, Cfcflvnt em- 
braced the firft opportunity of (hewing himfclf favourable to 
the fociety. About t\\fc> years before, the difpute about 
Janfenifm had begun !<o revive in France , occafioncd by a 
cafe of confcicnce, which had been prefen tedW' the doftors 
of the Sor bonne. It was demanded of them, what ought to 
be thought of a flerfon who did not believe the faft concern- 
ing Janfenius ; jaamely, that the five propofitions were con- 
tained in his, writings, and was firmly perfuaded, that the

,urch had no right to exaft fuch a belief, and who, never- 7 
clefs, in fudh a difpofition of mind, had figned the formu- 
ry purely and limply.' The doftors replied, that any per- 
tjfcn might act fo with a fafe confcience ; and forty of them 
fubfcribeckto this decifion . y As many writings immediately 
appeared, cenfuring the determination of the doftors, fome of 
them replied in their own defence, addrefling the explication 
of their opinion to'fcardinal Noailles , archbilhop of Paris , as 
judge fupreme in his own diocefe. The cardinal, however, 
the year following, publifhed an ordonnance, condemning the , 
deciflon of the doctors, as contrary to the conflitrtions and 
J)riefs of Innocent X. Alexander VII. and Innocent XII. ‘at. 
the fame time condemning the invidious and fcandalous li- 
bels that had been publiihed againll the doctors, and ex- 
horting the clergy to peace, The fame day a fevere edift of 
the king appeared againll ^renewing the difpute ; while at 
Rome the pope, by a brief, condemned the decifion of the 
cafe of confciencc, and by another brief acquainted the king 
of his fentenceof condemnation. Clement this year wrote a 
third brief, addrefled to the cardinal Noailles , to excite him 
to aft zealoufly againll the determination of the doftors, the 
greateft part of whom, however, fome time before, had, by a 
formal aft, promifed to conform their fentiments and con- 
duft to the archbiihop’s ordonnance. By the influence of 
the pope’s nuncio, Lewis du Pica , and fome others of the 
chief fubferibers, were baniihed; which drew another brief of 
thanks from Rome. 

Mean while the French prelates, particularly Godet des 
Marets 9 bifliop of Chartres , who had declared againll the 
decifion of the cafe of confcience, tyerfuaded Lewis XIV. to 
demand a bull from Ropie, which f *ould declare, that it wa9 
not fuflicient to keep 'll refpeftful fiance with regard to the 
truth of the faft, but that it was neceflary to believe it abfo- 
.lutely and ix'the hearf. As this was the chief point of the 
whole difpute, the pope purpofely ftumned determining it ; 
for if, according to truth, he had declared that an implicit 
faith ought not to be required to fafts which might beknSwn 
bjf fenfible evidence, th ejanfenijls would have been viftorious ; 
and if he fhould give a contrary decifion, he Would eflablifti 
a principle oppofed by all divines. He therefore, the follow- ^ 
ing year, publiihed a bull, diftinguilhecj by its three firft ijo$. 
words, Vineam Domini Sabaoth ; by which he declared, that 
duefubmiflion Was not given to apoflolicbolls by a refpeftful 
filence only ; which, with regard to points of faith, was ac« 
knowlcged by both parties. He gave no further decifion of 
the point in difpute ; but, taking it for granted that the pro- 
Mod. Hist. Yoi-XXVI^ k pofitions 
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pofitions were in the works of Janfenius , he launched out 
into inveftives againft thofe whom he accufed of concealing 
error under the veil of a refpeftful filence. The king, hav- 
ing received tBc bull with a brief from the nuncio, wrote to 
the clergy who were then aflemblcd at Paris , defining them 
to deliberate immediately upon the acceptation of the bull. 
Accordingly the archbilhopof Rouen , with feven bi (hops and 
feven abbots, were appointed as commiflarie9, who firft elta- 
blilhed three preliminary maxims ; ill, That bilhops have a 
divine right to judge of matters of doftrine ; 2dly, That the 
pope’s bisiis, after they are received by the body of pallors, 
havfe an obligation upon the whole church ; 3dly, That the* 
receiving or acceptation of the bilhops is always by way of 
jydgment. After thefe precautions, they determined, that 
the bull ought to be accepted with refpeft and fubmiffion ; 
and that, by circular letters, all tfce bilhops in the kingdom 
(hould be exhorted to publilh it in their diocefes. It was like- 
wife accepted by the Sorbonne, and by the parliament : how- 
ever, the difpute was not thereby terminated ; for a new dif- 
tin&ion was found out betwixt human faith and divine faith ; 
and the general obfeurity of the bull lerved flill to feduce the 
fimple, and to give a handle to continue the perfecution of 
the Janfenifts , among whom were reckoned the members of 
the Port Royaf, whole monaftery was foon after deftroyed p . 

During this fpiritual conteft, the pope had a difference 
with the emperor, occafioned by the oppofition made to the 
Sbirri by one Cavaletti, a Roman gentleman, and his fon, 
who were thereupon imprifoned. The count de Lam berg, 
the imperial artibaflador at Rome , infilled upon the liberty of 
Cavaletti , who he affirmec was one of his domeftics ; but, 
his remonflrances not being, regarded by the pope, he wrote 
to Vienna . Cavaletti was foon after fet at.. liberty ; but the 
ambafTador, receiving orders from his court, quitted Rome 
and the ecclefiaftical Hate, without taking an audience of 
leave of the pope, while the nuncio at Vienna was ordered 
to retire from the court,. The emperor at the fame time, as 
a fatislattion for the infult, demanded that Pallavicini, go- 
vernor of Rome, {hould be banilhed ; that cat dinal Paluzzi , 
fecretary of Hate, fhould be forbid the palace; that another 
cardinal Ihould be fent to Vienna , to excufe the proceeding ;

and fTiat in the mean time the imperial troops (hould be put 
in poflfeffion of Ferrara. The pope would not content to 
thefe conditions ; but wrote to Vienna, complaining of the 
irregular conduft of Lamberg , and defiring that his nuncio 
njight b^allowed to return to court ; but, not obtaining this 
lafr requeft, he recalled him to Rome . 

This bad correfpondence with the imperial court continued A. D. 
for fome time. The pope, mean while, finding that his ex- 1 7°6- 
hortations to peace were not effectual, the following year 
published an uni verfal jubilee for that purpofe, the calamities 
of the war occafioning a general murmuiing thro ''ilajy, efpe- 
cially after the celebrated viftory obtained by the imperialills 
before Turin , when, not having apy longer an enemy to keep 
them in awe, they lived at dilcretion, and committed a great 
many diforders. But what chiefly irritated the Italians was 
the public worfhip of thJ proteftants in the imperial army. 

Which Hkewife greatly feandalized the pope; who, therefore* 
a few months after, in conjunction with the catholic Swi/i 
cantons, renewed his inftances for a general peace, but with- 
out any cffeCl q . He was the more earned for peace, as he 
obferved that the caufe, which he was known to wifli well to, 
became the inferior ; for fince the victory obtainevi on the 
7 th of September, by prince Eugene before Turin , the French 
had been obliged intirely to evacuate Italy , and the impe- 
» rialidshad taken poffeflion of the Milanefc ; the invert itu re of who gives 
which duchy, in March following, the archduke Charles re- theinvef- 
ceivedfrom his brother the emperor. Befides, the imperialills titu e of 
had feized the duchy of Mantua , and lent upwards of 8,ooo tbMilan- 
men thro’ the ccclefiadicul date to N .pies , which kingdom, ^ IS 
by the intrigues of cardinal Pignltelli , the archbifhop of the ^ arch* 
capital, and his brtrther the duV.e of Mont clean, had been /iu ^ e 
prevailed upon lo declare for the archduke Charles . The Charles. 

■ count deTlxtun. who commanded the imperialifls in Naples , A. D„ 
quickly reduced the whole kingdom with little or no oppo- 1707. 
lition, and took the Spanijh viceroy prifoncr. 

As the Aujlrian troops, in their pafiage thro* the ccclcfi- 
aftical date, had levied contributions upon feveral bifliops, 
the pope complained of the outrage to the ^mperor ; but, re- 
ceiving little fatisfa&ion, he excommunicated thofe troops 
which had committed the diforders. Notwith (landing this Tht im- 
cenfure, prince Eugene took pofleffion &f fevci d places in \heV rtar, ft s 
duchy of Ferjrara, particularly the city of Conmcchio, where 
his troops lived at difaetion. The emperor Jo/eph likewi fejucby of 
publifticd a manifefto, declaring the ccnfuies of the pope in- Ferrara.

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valid, and alleging, that, as the cities of Italy were fiefs of 
the empire, his army had a fight to require lodging and fub- 
Mence ; adding alfo, that he intended to maintain all the 
rights of the ftn penal crown in Italy , and to except no cities 
which could not prove their immunities by authentic titles. 
About the fame time the cardinal Grimani, who, for his f?r- 
vices to the imperial party, had been appointed viceroy of 
Naples, publifhed an edift in that kingddm, fuppreffing the 
tribunal of the nunciature', and prohibiting the clergy from 
paying annates to the Raman chancellary. He iikewile 
affirmed his edift, that the king of the Two Sicilies ought 
nowoTake the inveftiture from the pope, becaufe thefe pro* 
vinces were not ecclefiaftical fiefs, and that the ftates of 
Avignon and Bensvento oSght to be reunited to the kingdom 
of Naples . 

Clement in the mean time, jp fecurc his territories as 
much as poflible, with the confent of the cardinals, drew 
500,000 crowns from the treafure lodged in St. Angelo ; 
ordered confiderable levies of troops to be made thro’ the 
whole ecclefiaflical ftatc ; gave the command of his army to 
the count de Marftgli , who had lately been difgraced by the 
emperor ; and reinforced the garrifon of Ferrara with, 3000 
men. However, he was not powerful enough to reftrain the 
diforders committed by the itaperialifts, who obliged many 
of his fubjefts to lay down their arms, under pain of military • 
execution. The emperor pretended to feize the territory of 
Ferrara for his ally the duke of Medena ; and as the duke 
of Mantua and Montferrat had efpoufed the caufe of Philip 
V, he put him to the ban of the empire, confifcated his 
elites, and, having firipi^d the Mantuan territory of all 
the artillery and military iloies, which were carried to Milan, 
he gave the inveftiture of montferrat t^rii^ ally the duke of 
Savoy, on condition that he fhould not d^r^the grand 4 
alliance till the conclufion of a gcr.cial peact r . Thefe and 
other violent proceedings of the empetor obliged the pope 
and cardinals to aft with greater fpirit in their own defence. 


The levies were accordingly continued, and federal cardinals, 
and the greateft part ol the Roman barons, voluntarily afiefled 
thcmfelves in coffiidtrnble A11 ns, according to their abilify. 
The count de Mirftgli marched into the territory of Feerara % 
where the papjdf troops had ventured to aft offenlively againft

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the Germans . Upon the news of thefe hoftilities, the count 
de Thaun , who had returned to Lombardy, marched thither 
with fome new regiments ; and, having taken ppfleffion of fe- 
veral ports in the territory of Bologna , inverted Ferrara , pro- 
hibiting aity provifions to bfc carried into the city under pain 
oftleath. At the fame time an imperial army advanced from 
Naples towards the # frontiers of the ecclefiaftical ftate, threat- 
ening an invafion, on purpofe to divide the pope’s forces. 

The emperor, however, propofed an accommodation to his 
holinefs, and in the mean time ordered a ceflation of all hof- * 
tilities. : ~ ^ 

As the ftates and princes of Italy were over-awed by th t He is oh* 
Germans , and the coafts of the i ecclefiaftical ftate wer t ligtd to 
threatened by the Englijb and Dutch Beets, while the French**nf<nt to 
were in no condition to give him any afliftance either by fea a P eace 
or land, Clement found hhnfelf obliged to fubmit to the 
terms prefcribed by the emperor. Accordingly, on the 1 5th 
of January , a treaty was concluded betwixt him and Jofeph, Am 
by which he agreed to difband all his troops, excepting 5000 ' 

men ; to give winter-quarters to 6000, or, according to 
fome authors, to 5000 Germans ; to difmifs all the French 
and Spaniards in his fervice ; and to pay a contribution of 
100,000 Roman crowns. Among other articles it was alfo 
agreed, that commiflaries fiiould be appointed to examine 
the emperor’s pretenfions to Comacchio, Parma , Placentia, ** 
and Modena ; and a congregation of cardinals was ordered 
to inquire into the claim of the archduke Charles to the crown 
of Spain . Thislaft article was merely a form ; for, before the 
ratification of the treaty was delivered, Clement was obliged to 
acknowlege Charles as king of Spain} to write to him as fuch, 
and to fend a nuncio his court ’:it Barcelona , while the 
ambalTadors of France and Philip V. entered their proteft 
againft every |hir. 6 ldone to the prejudice of the rights of the 
two crowns. I 

Clement, heivever, notwithftandiog this declaration, 
foon after fent an extraordinary nuncio to Philip V. at Madrid 9 
with the blefled li/en for his infant fon fhe prince of dfturias 
and in the midft/of the difturbanccs occalioned by the war in 
jltaly,! le had -been very attentive to the religious difputesin 
1 France , having granted a bull, at the requeft of Lewis XIV.

The pope endeavoured to intereft the French king 
in the affair, by means of the Jefuit Tellier , confeflor to his 
majeffy; but, whatever inclination Lewis XIV. had tofecond 
•the pope’s defires, the time and circumffances would not then 
allow him to declare himfelf, as he had already too many 
enemies to contend with, who hfld rejected with difdain the 
propofals made by him for peace (F). Clement likewife omit- 
ted nothing to draw the French bifhops to his party ; never the- 


(F) Pafquier Qucfnel was born 
at Paris in 1634. After finiih- 
ing his courfe of divinity in the 
Sorbonne, he entered into the 
congregation of the oratory, 
and addiXed himfelf wholly to 
ccclefiaftical fiudies. For the 
ufe of his brethren, he wrote 
fome moral reflections upon the 
four gofpcls, which were ap- 
proved by the bifliopof Chains- 
fur -Marne ; who, in the year 
1671, recommended them fp the 
ufe of his dioccfe. ^uefnel, 
about ten years afterwards, hav- 
ing offended Harlay , archbifhop 
of Paris , by his attachment to 
the general of his order, was 
commanded to leave the dio- 
cefe of Paris He retired to 
Orleans ; but, being foon after 
obliged to lea veFrance, he went 
to Brttffels* where he lived nine 
years, and^fni filed* his moral 
reflexions irpoi) cne NewTefta- 
ment; whic!K\^rk was publifh- 
cd in the year 18^4.

had gone through fcveral edi- 
tions, it was approved by car- 
dinal Noailles , who being hated 
by the 'Jefuits , they, in the year 
1698, published a libel, under 
the title of the Problem , ajjainJl 
a work of his, in which they 
likewife cenfmed many propo- 
rtions of Qurf net's book. 1 he 
Problem was ordered to be burnt 
by the parliament of Paris , and 
feveral pieces appeared in jufti- 
ficaticMof the moral reflections. 
Quefnel? being perfecuted at 
B ruffe Is, reh ; jgsj^in 1704 into 
Holland ; hlwevft, after his de- 
parture frcln the Sfanijh terri- 
tories, a fcnrence was publifhed 
againfi him by the archbifhop 
of Mechlin , Vnd his enemies 
printed feverlk treatifes againfi 
him, under the titles of father *. 
Quefnel a herrt-e, Father Quef- 
nel a mover of feat ftV*. “'At Jaft, 
in 1 708, they obtained a decree 
of the pope, 'condemning his 
book (2). 
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lefs, the following year he gave offence to the Gallican 
clergy, by two briefs which he publirtied againft their pri- 
vileges. Thefe decrees condemned a treatife c; the origin of 
the regalia , and a mandate of the bijhop of $>t. Pons ; but 
they were not written in the ufual form. The parliament of 
Paris , neverthelefs, ordered them to be fupprefled, and pro- 
' hihited the printing and felling any bulls or briefs of the 
court of Rome f under the penalty of 3000 livres, unlefs 
they were allowed to be publifhed by the king's letters pa- 
tent regiftered in parliament u . 1 

As the emperor Jofeph died the year after, and hi* brother The arch - 
the archduke Charles fuccecded him, this revolution occa- duke 
iioned a great alteration in the fyftem of affairs, and gave Charles 
hopes that a general peace would foon be concluded ; efpe- tiered fa- 
cially as the queen ot England had withdrawn her troops t eror ' 
from Spain , and had agreed to a congrefs at Utrecht ; and the 
Dutch began to be apprebenfive of the great power of the 
new emperor, if he fhould unite the Spamjh dominions to the 
imperial dignity and the Aujlrian hereditary countries.
